Andrew  Mutch  said,  "And  true  it  is  that  if 
a  man  does  more  acting  than  thinking,  if  he  leaves 
no  hour  in  his  day,  and  no  day  in  his  week  for  calm, 
brooding  thought,  inevitably  there  will  come  a  crash."

Let  us  make  of  our 
beautiful  old  songs  spiritual  treasures.  Let  us  teach 
our  children  the  many  beautiful  choruses  that  tell 
them  of  God  and  His  love. 

MUSIC!   SINGING!   This  is  an  important  ministry. 

Our  Sunday  school  has  now  come  to  be  regarded  by 
many  as  the  most  indispensable  institution  in  America. 
It  is  not  an  accessory  agent  but  a  vital  part  of  the 
church  and  of  our  American  way  of  life. 

It  is  the  one  agency  of  our  time  that  provides  Bible 
teaching  on  all  age  levels  simultaneously.  May  we,  by 
God's  help,  make  it  also  an  agency  that  provides  music 
and  singing.  Our  world  today  is  in  the  throes  of  a 
gigantic  conflict  for  men's  loyalties.  May  we  as  a 
church  and  a  Sunday  school  dedicate  ourselves  to  praise 
God  in  song,  may  we  present  the  Word  of  God  in 
song  to  our  children  and  to  our  youth,  and  to  a  hungry 
world.  In  our  little  churches,  in  our  great  cathedrals 
and  out  under  the  open  sky  may  we  worship  our 
heavenly  Father  in  song.

If  you  positively  suffer  from  the  "snoopy"  questions 
Mother  and  Dad  ask,  especially  about  your  dates, 
don't  conclude  that  your  parents  are  the  snoopiest  in 
ten  states  or  that  you're  a  lone  victim. 

Instead,  why  not  give  some  thought  to  the  subject  of 
why  Mother  and  Dad  ask  these  questions;  see  if  you 
can  discover  the  deep,  underlying  reasons  for  their 
queries.

Not  with  hands  on  hips 
and  an  expression  that  says,  "now  let's  have  this 
out,"  but  in  one  of  those  heart-to-heart  sessions  that 
are  a  shining  light  of  Christian  faith. 

Do  you  have  family  talk-it-over  times  at  your 
house?  If  you  don't,  why  not  begin  tomorrow?  Talk 
things  over  calmly,  quietly,  with  no  accusations  and  no 
verbal  bombs.  Begin  with  prayer,  show  love  and  un- 
derstanding. Families  that  have  this  sort  of  discussion 
find  that  at  the  end  of  the  talk  everyone  feels  a 
hundred  per  cent  better. 

As  you  listen  to  your  Mother  and  Dad  explain  the 
"whys"  of  their  questions,  you'll  sense  their  deep  love 
for  you  and  their  desire  for  you  to  have  happiness, 
success,  and  a  wonderful  Christian  experience.  Mother 
and  Dad  know  that  every  date  is  a  potential  life 
partner,  that  a  girl  or  fellow's  life  partner  is  one  of 
the  most  important  factors  in  the  whole-life  picture, 
that  your  marrying  a  Christian  is  vital.  That's  why 
they  ask  questions  so  often  about  your  dating. 

Before  that  heart-to-heart  talk  with  Mother  and 
Dad,  here's  something  you  can  do  that  will  pave  the 
way  for  full  understanding:  make  a  list  of  ten  ques- 
tions you've  asked  your  parents  recently.  Do  any  of 
your  questions  sound  snoopy?  Here  are  some  you  may 
find  you've  listed:  Why  do  you  have  to  use  the  car 
Saturday  night?  Am  I  going  to  get  that  brown  jacket 
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for  my  birthday?  Why  can't  we  have  a  new  car  this 
year  the  way  the  Smiths  do?  What  happened  to  the 
budget  that  we  didn't  get  the  new  rug?  Why  can't  I 
have  my  next  week's  allowance  early?  (Have  Mother 
and  Dad  ever  told  you  that  you  ask  snoopy  questions?) 

Incidentally,  if  you've  been  cogitating  on  how  simply 
ducky  it  would  be  if  you  were  in  Gayle  or  Gregg's 
shoes  (their  parents  never  demand  to  know  where 
they're  going  or  with  whom!),  do  some  private 
sleuthing  and  get  the  whole  picture  of  Gayle  or  Gregg's 
life  before  you  do  a  lot  of  pining  and  yearning. 

Could  be  you'll  discover  that  those  parents  who  can't 
be  bothered  checking  up  or  asking  "snoopy"  questions 
are  too  busy  hustling  off  to  the  Pink  Lion  Bar  or  a 
cocktail  party.  Chances  are  that  Gayle  or  Gregg  would 
give  almost  anything  for  the  love,  care,  concern  your 
parents  feel  and  show;  for  the  shining  Christian  faith 
you  know. 

Could  be  that,  after  your  sleuthing,  you'll  humbly 
pray,  "Thank  you,  Lord,  for  parents  who  care  so 
much."

Denver,  Colorado,  the  mile  high 
city,  was  host  to  the  seventeenth 
annual  National  Sunday  School  As-

sociation  (NSSA)  Convention.  Hun- 
dreds of  delegates  from  throughout 
the  nation  and  a  few  foreign  coun- 
tries poured  into  this  beautiful  me- 
tropolis to  attend  the  consequential 
event  convening  October  10-12,  1962, 
in  the  city  auditorium. 

With  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
workshops,  four  panels,  a  skit  and 
five  messages,  this  remarkable 
evangelical  convention  gave  guid- 
ance in  every  phase  of  Sunday 
school  and  youth  work.  Members  of 
numerous  commissions  went  to 
Denver  several  days  early  to  study 
different  areas  of  Sunday  school 
and  youth  activities  and  to  lay 
plans  for  the  future.  An  NSSA  con- 
vention buzzes  with  activity  as  it 
presents  methods  of  accelerating 
Christ's  kingdom  work. 

These  conventions  were  begun  in 
1945  by  the  National  Association  of 
Evangelicals  (NAE)  to  promote  and 
to  expand  Sunday  schools  in  Amer- 
ica. Surely  God  inspired  NAE  to 
start  this  Christ-centered  associa- 
tion. NSSA  is  a  service  organization 
whereby  churches  throughout  the 
nation  benefit.  This  year  in  Denver 
delegates  from  seventy-two  differ- 
ent denominations  were  in  attend- 
ance.

You    Can    Double 
Your    Sunday    School 
Un    Ninety    Days     ^

^~t  HERE  IS  A  way  to  have  a 

"  /  growing,  thriving  Sunday 
•^S  school  in  every  community. 
All  the  pastor  and  the  church  need 
is  a  new  vision  of  the  possibility  of 
the  Sunday  school. 

The  prevailing  attitude  among 
church  people  is:  "Here's  the  Sun- 
day school,  a  kind  of  necessary 
evil,  we'll  do  the  best  with  it  that 
we  can."  This  attitude  is  reflected 
among  the  teachers  and  even  by 
the  children  themselves. 

If  pastors  and  teachers  could  see 
the  tremendous  possibility  in  the 
Sunday  school,  and  their  part  in  it, 
it  could  start  a  revolution  in  the 
church. 

During  the  past  forty-five  years 
the  Lord  has  enabled  me  to  bring 
many  Sunday  schools  into  new  life. 
And  each  time  it  was  accomplished 
in  an  incredibly  short  time.  Never 
yet  have  I  failed  to  double  the  Sun- 
day school  in  the  first  ninety  days — 
and  these  were  Sunday  schools 
ranging  in  size  from  35  to  over  350. 
In  most  cases  the  attendance  quad- 
rupled. 

For  instance,  the  Bible  Church  of 
Villa  Park,  Illinois,  won  the  first 
Christian  Life  international  Sunday 
school  contest  in  the  fall  of  1948 — 
the  same  year  I  came  to  the 
church  as  pastor  on  September  15. 
While  there  the  first  letter  I  re- 
ceived came  from  the  Sunday  school 
superintendent  who  said:  "Dear 
Pastor:  I  am  resigning.  I  am  going 
to  another  church.  I  have  tried  ev- 
erything in  the  books.  This  situa- 


tion is  hopeless  and  the  Sunday 
school  is  the  worst  of  all.  Good- 
bye." 

Yet  by  the  start  of  the  contest — 
the  last  week  in  October — we  had 
increased  the  attendance  over  six- 
fold! This  was  done  by  starting  a 
contest  immediately,  and  the  last 
Sunday  coincided  with  the  start  of 
the  big  Christian  Life  contest.  Aft- 
er that,  we  made  a  big  effort  to 
conserve  what  we  had  gained  and 
to  hold  the  attention  and  interest 
of   the    children   to    the   very   end. 

However,  the  momentum  of  this 
effort  kept  rolling  on,  and  when 
the  reward  was  given  to  us  for  the 
grand  prize  in  January  our  Sunday 
school  had  increased  ten  times — 
1,000  per  cent!  I  say  this  to  prove 
that  there  is  a  way  out  of  the 
doldrums  which  leads  on  to  victory. 

Believe  me,  this  method  will  work 
anywhere.  In  a  Sunday  school  with 
a  membership  of  350  it  increased 
attendance  to  over  700  in  ninety 
days.  At  another  place  the  Sunday 
school  jumped  from  seventeen  to 
240  in  ninety  days.  In  Los  Angeles 
where  dire  failure  had  been  proph- 
esied, I  had  a  300  per  cent  increase 
in  60  days.  This  plan  will  work  if 
you  will  work  the  plan. 

Here  it  is.  The  first  step  is  to  give 
the  teachers  and  congregation  a 
new  vision  of  the  possibility  of  the 
Sunday  school.  The  Sunday  school 
is  a  sleeping  giant  on  the  steps  of 
our  churches.  And  there  are  seven 
reasons  why  it  is  the  most  effective 
evangelizing  agency  of  the  church: 


1.  It  is  interested  in  all  ages  and 
groups  of  people.  The  gospel  mes- 
sage when  carried  by  the  Sunday 
school  team  brings  into  being  the 
greatest  evangelizing  force  ever  as- 
sembled. 

2.  It  is  a  self-evident  teaching- 
ministry.  In  this  country  some  40 
million  people  are  enrolled  in  Sun- 
day school.  What  a  pool  in  which  to 
catch  fish  for  the  Lord! 

3.  The  Sunday  school  has  the  or- 
ganization for  effective  evangelism 
because  it  has  a  corps  of  trained 
teachers.  My  experience  is  that,  if 
the  gospel  is  properly  presented, 
over  95  per  cent  of  the  children 
accepted  the  Lord  Jesus  in  the  first 
month! 

4.  The  Sunday  school  is  the  ideal 
training  institution  for  all  the 
teachers.  Make  your  teachers  an 
army  of  workers  to  win  souls. 

5.  The  Sunday  school  offers  a  di- 
rect entrance  to  every  home.  Every 
child  is  an  open  door  to  the  home. 
A  pastor  is  always  welcome  in  a 
pupil's  home.  He  can  go  in  and 
read  the  Bible  and  pray  and  urge 
the  parents  also  to  come  to  Jesus. 

6.  Every  member  of  the  Sunday 
school  can  be  trained  to  win  oth- 
ers. In  one  of  our  churches,  in  one 
year,  the  children  led  over  150  of 
their  classmates  to  the  Lord.  Why? 
Because  someone  took  the  time  to 
train  them! 

7.  The  Sunday  school  represents 
a  tremendous  recruiting  station  for 
Christian  leadership  in  the  church- 
es. In  this  country  it  has  been  esti- 
mated that  90  per  cent  of  those  in 
Christian  schools  of  higher  learn- 
ing came  from  some  Sunday  school 
where  they  received  the  vision. 
Nothing  is  so  inspiring  as  to  see 
children  and  parents  constantly 
joining  the  church. 

Luther  said,  "i  take 

off  my  hat  in  the  presence  of  little 
children  for  I  may  be  standing  in 
the  presence  of  a  future  Apostle 
Paul."  Amen.  May  the  Lord  give 
every  pastor  this  new  vision  of  the 
potential  possibility  of  the  Sunday 
school,  and  exploit  it  for  its  full 
value,  to  the  winning  of  souls  and 
the  glory  of  God. 

The  second  step  is  to  organize 
the  entire  Sunday  school  for  ef- 
fective personal  evangelism.  This 
should   be   done   from   the    super- 
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intendent  down  to  teachers,  assist- 
ants, and  children  themselves.  The 
objective  is  to  train  all  your  per- 
sonnel for  effective  evangelism.  It 
will  pay  off  big. 

The  third  step  is  to  realize  that 
the  class  is  the  basic  unit  of  opera- 
tion. Each  teacher,  each  class  and 
each  department  should  be  revital- 
ized with  this  new  concept.  The 
teacher  is  the  key  to  the  operation 
of  the  plan.  The  teacher  should  be 
actually  inspired  with  the  tremen- 
dous position  which  he  has  and 
needs  to  be  utilized.  There  is  no 
need  to  be  an  uninteresting  teach- 
er today.  Take  advantage  of  all  the 
aids  that  are  at  your  disposal. 

The  fourth  step  is  recognition 
and  reward.  Faithfulness  should  be 
recognized.  Achievement  should  be 
rewarded.  The  Lord  offers  to  us 
these  rewards — the  crown  of  re- 
joicing, crown  of  glory,  incorrupti- 
ble crown,  etc.  And  I  believe  in  se- 
curing these  rewards.  If  the  church 
does  not  have  the  money,  then 
go  to  the  stores  and  ask  storekeep- 
ers to  contribute  good  prizes.  Dur- 
ing the  opening  exercises  in  the 
departments  is  a  good  time  to  pre- 
sent such  awards.  Make  much  ado 
about  this  because  it  is  a  big  thing 
in  a  child's  life. 

The  fifth  step  is  to  take  advan- 
tage of  all  the  helps,  tracts,  lit- 
erature, books,  etc.,  that  are  avail- 
able to  keep  your  Sunday  school 
abreast  of  the  times.  Your  denom- 
ination will  have  a  number  of  helps 
which  you  can  use.  There  are  all 
kinds  of  visual  aids,  motion  pic- 
tures, still  pictures,  and  plaques 
available.  You  should  also  get  the 
church  to  set  aside  money  for  a 
Sunday  school  workers'  library. 
Keep  your  teachers  informed  about 
the  helps  and  the  books. 

You  should  make  a  thorough 
study  of  the  vast  field  of  Sunday 
school  literature.  From  it  you  will 
get  valuable  help,  suggestions  and  a 
new  vision.  Above  all,  make  sure 
that  you  have  Bible- centered  Sun- 
day school  literature  to  give  out.  If 
your  denomination  does  not  have 
such,  get  it  from  independent  pub- 
lishers who  do. 

In  the  sixth  place,  plan  to  con- 
serve the  harvest.  If  children  ac- 
cept   the    Lord,    then    recognition 


should  be  made  of  this.  Each  child 
that  has  made  such  a  decision 
should  have  special  instruction.  It 
is  their  due  and  heritage  to  have 
special  attention  given  to  them. 
Baptism  and  church  membership 
must  also  be  considered.  So  from 
the  cradle  roll  to  the  young  people, 
the  alert  pastor  should  be  quick  to 
note  any  sign  of  spiritual  advance 


on  the  part  of  the  children.  He 
must  help  conserve  spiritual  growth 
and  promote  it  to  deeper  channels. 
This  is  an  area  in  which  the  teach- 
ers can  be  a  vital  force. 

In  the  seventh  place  all  kinds  of 
contests  appeal  directly  to  the  com- 
petitive instincts  of  our  youth.  We 
Americans  are  taught  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave  to  live  on  com-

DOUBLE  ITS: 

Enrollment:  What  is  the  membership  of  your  Sunday  school?  Do  you 
know  who  attends,  including  name,  address  and  spiritual  status? 

Attendance:  Make  your  Sunday  School  growth  conscious!  Every  Sunday 
school  should  experience  a  10  per  cent  increase  per  year  or  more! 

Organization:  Enlarge  your  Sunday  School  organization  for  growth. 
Special  emphasis  should  be  put  on  the  Cradle  roll,  Nursery,  and  Ex- 
tension Departments.  Use  the  book,  How  to  Enlarge  Your  Sunday  School, 
by  J.  Martin  Baldree. 

Training:  Every  staff  member  of  the  Sunday  school  should  be  trained 
for  the  task.  Plan  to  conduct  a  special  week  of  training  using  the  cur- 
rent Workers'  Training  Course,  Dynamics  of  Christian  Discipleship.  Offer 
training  for  new  teachers  throughout  the  year. 

Evangelism:  Every  church  should  have  a  "Bible-centered,  soul-winning 
Sunday  School."  The  Sunday  School  goal  for  1963  is  "Every  Sunday  school 
worker  win  3  in  1963."  Think  of  it,  over  75,000  souls!  It  can  be  done! 
Let's  pray,  plan  and  promote  evangelism  in  the  Sunday  school. 


petition.  Contests  use  this  instinc- 
tive appeal. 

The  contest  idea  develops  class 
loyalty.  Each  class  has  a  number 
on  the  pony,  boat,  auto  or  space 
ship.  Progress  is  made  by  points — 
points  for  being  on  time,  for  bring- 
ing a  new  student,  for  bringing  a 
Bible,  for  memorizing  Scripture  and 
for  class  preparation.  Use  the  con- 
test to  get  spiritual  results. 

There  are  ways  of  conserving 
interest  by  the  contests.  Do  not  let 
interest  sag.  Keep  it  at  the  highest 
point  of  fever  heat.  Open  the  Sun- 
day school  on  time,  have  a  rous- 
ing song  service,  and  keep  the  chil- 
dren on  their  toes  by  an  interest- 
ing   presentation.    A    few    minutes 


should  be  given  to  the  mechanics 
of  the  contest.  Points  gained  by  the 
various  classes  should  be  an- 
nounced after  having  been  worked 
out  ahead  of  time.  Then  class  rec- 
ognition should  be  given  and 
awards  made. 

A  further  point  should  be  con- 
sidered. Be  sure  you  organize  your 
Sunday  school  before  you  start 
your  contest.  Make  a  chart  of  your 
church — how  many  are  in  each 
class  and  where  the  classes  are 
held.  This  will  save  a  lot  of  con- 
fusion when  a  number  of  new  ones 
attend.  You  can  double  your  Sun- 
day school  in  ninety  days  if  you 
follow  the  plan  that  I  have  out- 
lined for  you.  Don't  wait.  Start  in 
right  now.

ALL  CONDITIONS  ARE  .  .  .  GO!

"Afterward  he  appeared  .  .  .  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,"   Mark    16:14,    15. 

yj  EOPLE  THE  WORLD  around  wait  with  bated 
1"^  breath  for  the  magic  word  from  Cape  Canav- 
*  eral.  During  the  tense  moments  at  lift-off,  the 

superstitious  cross  their  fingers  and  the  godly  say  a 
prayer.  Everybody  is  caught  up  in  the  ear-splitting 
surge  of  power  which  hurls  a  man  skyward  toward 
outer  space.  Suspense  lessens,  and  pulse  rates  drift 
back  to  normal,  only  after  four  words  come  crackling 
over  the  ether  waves  .  .  .  "All  Conditions  Are  .  .  . 
GO."  Anxiety  then  gives  way  to  jubilation. 

As  if  their  united  voices  were  needed  to  help  propel 
an  astronaut  into  orbit,  men  and  women  of  every 
hemisphere  pick  up  the  chant  and  in  their  own  lan- 
guages and  dialects,  shout,  ''Go!  GO!  GO!  That  one 
syllable  seems  to  summarize  the  universal  emotions 
and  wishes  of  the  moment. 

Borrow  NASA's  electrifying,  newly-coined  phrase 
and  apply  it  to  the  spiritual  realm:  "ALL  CONDI- 
TIONS ARE  .  .  .  GOV  That  two-letter  word  appears 
no  less  than  two  hundred  fifty-two  times  in  the  twen- 
ty-seven books  of  the  New  Testament,  with  one  hun- 
dred fifty-two  of  the  usages  attributed  by  Matthew, 
Mark,  Luke  and  John  to  Christ  Himself.  Went,  the  past 
tense  of  GO,  is  repeated  three  hundred  forty-nine 
times. 

With  Jesus  Christ,  all  conditions  were  .  .  .  GO!  He 
was  peripatetic  too.  The  greatest  sentence-biography 
ever  written  described  Him  perfectly  .  .  .  "He  went 
about  doing  good."  So,  it  is'  not  to  be  wondered  at 
that  He  so  frequently  used  the  word  go  to  help  move 
others  on  course.  It  was  a  watchword  embodying  a 
principle,  a  guide  to  action. 

"Go  work."  "Go  seek."  "Go  quickly."  Each  was  His 
command.  His  beneficiaries  found  they  could  not  be 
static,  remain  in  equilibrium,  or  act  by  mere  weight 
without  motion.  "Go  forth,"  "Go  show,"  "Go  call,"  kept 
His  hearers  in  movement.  On  one  occasion  He  would 
be  heard  saying,  "Go  preach."  On  another  it  was  "Go 
teach"  or  "Go  tell."  All  conditions  were  .  .  .  GO! 

To  a  former  adulteress,  now  forgiven,  He  said,  "Go, 
and  sin  no  more."  Bystanders  at  the  tomb  of  resur- 
rected Lazarus  were  commanded,  "Loose  him  and  let 
him  go."  When  He  dispossessed  a  demoniac,  He  or- 
dered the  evil  spirits  to  "GO,"  and  then  followed 
through  by  instructing  the  redeemed  man,  "Go  home 
to  thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things  the 


Lord  has  done  for  thee."  His  disciples  He  ordained  to 
"go  and  bring  forth  fruit."  All  conditions  were  .  .  .  GO! 

The  original  Twelve  were  commissioned,  "Go,  to 
the  lost  sheep  of  the  House  of  Israel."  Later  Christ 
appointed  the  additional  Seventy,  whom  He  sent  two 
by  two  into  every  city  and  place.  This  was  a  larger 
authorization.  "Go  your  ways,"  He  told  them,  "for  the 
harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few."  GO 
has  always  been  an  important  part  of  GOspel.  Merely 
hyphenate  the  word,  adding  another  letter,  and  it 
seems  to  automatically  flow,  "Go-spell  out  redemption 
to  all  people." 

As  before  Christ's  death,  it  was  even  so  after  His 
resurrection.  The  word  was  still  .  .  .  GO!  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature 
.  .  .  teach  all  nations.  As  my  Father  hath  sent  me, 
even  so  send  I  you."  And  then  He  went  away.  "He 
was  taken  up;  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
sight."  But,  all  conditions  were  still  .  .  .  GO! 

Following  His  ascension,  Christ  reappeared  with  the 
very  same  word  on  His  lips.  He  was  seen  by  Saul  of 
Tarsus  (turned  Paul,  Apostle  to  the  heathen,)  and 
heard  saying,  "Go  into  Damascus;  and  there  it  shall 
be  told  thee  of  all  things  which  are  appointed  for 
thee  to  do."  Quite  simultaneously,  a  devout  man,  An- 
anias, enjoyed  the  same  post-ascension  visit,  the  Lord 
instructing  him,  "Go  into  the  street  called  Straight, 
and  enquire  for  one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus:  for,  behold, 
he  prayeth.  Go  thy  way:  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto 
me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles." 

Before  and  after  Christ's  passion,  and  even  follow- 
ing His  glorification,  all  conditions  were  .  .  .  GO.  The 
message  and  the  direction  were  the  same  whether 
Christ  appeared  in  person  to  enunciate  them,  or  dis- 
patched an  angel  with  the  word. 

On  ONE  OCCASION  the  imprisoned  Apos- 
tles were  released  by  an  angelic  deliverer,  who  also 
commissioned  them,  "Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  tem- 
ple to  the  people  all  the  words  of  this  life."  Once 
again,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  was  sent,  this  time  to 
Philip,  with  the  message,  "Go  toward  the  South."  Hav- 
ing arrived,  the  Holy  Spirit  instructed  him,  "Go  near, 
and  join  thyself  to  this  chariot  (of  the  eunuch)."  It 
was  this  same  Spirit  who  directed  Peter  to  leave  the 
Joppa  roof  top,  and  accompany  the  inquirers  to  Cae- 
sarea.  "Get  thee  down,  and  go  with  them,  doubting 
nothing."

WHY  DO  TEENS 
QUIT  CHURCH?

The  Youth  and  Research  Commissions  of  the 
National  Sunday  School  Association  have  just  com- 
pleted a  survey  which  explored  the  important  ques- 
tion, WHY  DO  TEENS  QUIT  CHURCH?  Twenty-six 
denominations  and  399  independent  and  unclassified 
churches  participated  in  the  survey.  Seventy  churches 
of  our  denomination  were  included.  The  reliability  of 
this  survey  depends  on  honest  answers  from  the 
young  people  and  this  can  not  be  guaranteed.  But  it 
is  felt  that  trends  can  be  seen  which  make  this  report 
extremely  relevant  to  some  of  the  problems  that  face 
our  church  today.  This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  arti- 
cles attempting  to  analyze  and  interpret  some  of  the 
finding  of  this  survey. 


Not  Enough  Activities — 
Reason   No.   1 

"Why  did  I  quit  going?  I  was 
bored  with  church  because  they 
didn't  have  enough  for  the  young 
people  to  do." 

Those  are  the  words  of  a  16-year- 
old    dropout    from    an    evangelical 


church.  And  the  opinion  of  this 
girl  from  Baltimore,  Maryland,  is 
no  isolated  one.  She  is  voicing  the 
number-one  complaint  that  young 
people  have  against  church — there's 
not  enough  going  on,  and  little 
opportunity    to   participate   in    the 


activities  that  are  available!  One 
teen  put  it  this  way:  "Many 
churches  would  hold  more  young 
people  longer  if  there  were  more 
activities  and  if  the  young  people 
were  given  a  larger  role  in  the 
conducting  of  (the)  services." 
Nationwide  Survey 

Sunday  School  classes,  church 
services,  and  youth  programs  are 
not  enough,  said  one  out  of  every 
three  teens  across  the  country. 
They  were  responding  to  a  nation- 
wide survey  on  youth  dropouts, 
made  by  the  Youth  and  Research 
Commissions  of  the  National  Sun- 
day School  Association  in  1962. 
Questionnaires  with  both  objective 
and  subjective  questions  were  dis- 
tributed to  2,023  ministers  repre- 
senting more  than  25  evangelical 
denominations  and  a  numoer  oi  in- 
dependent churches  in  all  50  states. 
Response  to  the  Project 

Six  hundred  and  six  pastors  re- 
sponded to  the  project — a  sizable 
representative  return  of  29.8  per 
cent. 

Of  the  606,  117  or  19.3  per  cent 
reported  that  they  had  no  drop- 
outs in  the  past  two  years.  Churches 
that  have  dropouts  total  489  or  80.7 
per  cent.  Of  those  489,  only  21 
pastors  said  they  attempted  but  did 
not  succeed  in  enlisting  the  co- 
operation of  dropouts  contacted. 
For  the  sake  of  clarity,  a  dropout 
was  defined  as  "one  who  has  al- 
together discontinued  attending 
your  church  regularly.  If  he  is  still 
attending  one  agency  of  the 
church,  such  as  Sunday  School  or 
weekday  groups,  he  should  not  be 
considered  a  dropout." 

A  total  of  331  young  people  par- 
ticipated by  filling  out  question- 
naires and  they  came  from  42  of 
the  50  states — all  except  Georgia, 
Hawaii,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Ne- 
vada, Rhode  Island,  Utah,  and  Ver- 
mont. 

It  is  believed  that  the  findings 
are  fairly  reliable  and  representa- 
tive. The  questionnaire-instrument 
for  the  research  was  carefully  re- 
vised after  a  pilot-run  mailing  to 
one  hundred  pastors.  More  than  14 
thousand  items  were  tabulated. 

Of  course,  it  is  recognized  that 
the  validity  of  any  research  pro- 
ject of  this  kind  may  be  affected 
by  the  honesty  or  dishonesty  of  the 
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respondents,  and  that  some  of  the 
reasons  that  teens  give  for  drop- 
ping church  may  be  "surface"  rea- 
sons or  the  results  of  rationaliza- 
tion, etc.  Half  of  the  teens  who 
responded  were  over  18  at  the  time 
they  filled  out  the  questionnaires 
(though  many  of  them  were  young- 
er when  they  dropped  out).  This 
fact  suggests  that  the  comments  on 
the  questionnaires  may  be  regarded 
as  more  reliable,  mature,  and 
thought  out  than  the  comments  of 
much  younger  teens  would  be. 

Each  pastor  received  two  ques- 
tionnaires and  was  asked  in  turn  to 
take  them  to  two  teens  who  dropped 
out  of  his  church  when  they  were 
between    the    ages   of    12    and    19. 

Also,  each  pastor  received  a  one- 
page  questionnaire  on  which  he 
could  indicate  why  he  thought  the 
dropouts  quit  his  church — to  be 
filled  in  before  he  contacted  the 
dropouts.  Thus  interesting  compar- 
isons between  pastors'  views  and 
teens'  opinions  showed  up  when 
the  responses  were  tabulated. 

A  committee  of  four  members 
from  the  Youth  and  Research  Com- 
missions of  the  NSSA  gave  guid- 
ance to  the  project:  Rev.  Joseph 
Bubar,  General  Director,  Christian 
Service  Brigade;  Rev.  Gunnar  Hog- 
lund,  Youth  Director,  Baptist  Gen- 
eral Conference;  Rev.  William  Pau- 
ley, Director,  Calvary  Memorial 
Church,  Oak  Lawn,  Illinois;  and 
Dr.  Roy  B.  Zuck,  Director  of  Re- 
search, Commission  on  Research 
in  Christian  Education.  Dr.  Zuck 
served  as  director  of  this  project. 

This  committee  secured  pastors' 
names  from  the  Sunday  School  and 
Youth  Secretaries  of  denomina- 
tions associated  with  the  NSSA. 
Each  national  secretary  supplied 
the  names  and  addresses  of  three 
pastors  in  every  state  in  which  his 
denomination  has  churches.  Sever- 
al hundred  more  names  from  other 
sources  were  added  (including  pas- 
tors of  Independent  churches),  thus 
bringing  the  total  to  2,023. 

Too  Many  Phonies — Reason  No.  2 
The  pastors  encouraged  the 
church-deserters  to  be  frank,  hon- 
est, and  thorough  in  their  replies. 
And  they  were! 

Writing  anonymously,  their  com- 
ments were  candid,  brutally  frank, 
and  often  revealed  glaring  short- 


comings in  local  churches — among 
the  church  people  as  well  as  the 
church  functions. 

For  example,  an  18-year-old 
Minnesota  girl  wrote,  "There  were 
too  many  people  who  were  'holy'  on 
Sunday,  but  the  rest  of  the  week 
you  would  never  know  they  ever 
went  to  church."  This  was  the 
second  outstanding  gripe:  adult 
Christians  are  inconsistent  and  are 
not  interested  in  young  people.  In 
Denver  a  non-Christian  teen-ager 
who  attended  church  about  four 
years  complained  that  "people  in 
church  were  always  telling  you 
what  you  should  or  should  not  do, 
and  they  were  not  any  better  than 
I  was." 

This  concern  about  phonies  in 
the  church  runs  high.  A  boy  from 
Nebraska  who  had  gone  to  church 
"since  childhood"  put  it  this  way: 
"I  believe  the  church  has  too  many 
people  who  show  partiality  and 
run  in  'cliques.'  Also,  there  seems  to 
be  the  gossips  that  start  rumors 
and  people  stray  away." 
It's  Boring — Reason  No.  3 

The  third  main  reason  given  by 
teen  nonattenders  is  that  church 
is  boring,  unchallenging,  irrelevant. 
"I  got  bored  with  the  sermons  and 
the  Sunday  School  class.  They  did 
not  speak  to  me  or  to  my  needs," 
says  a  high  school  graduate  in 
Indiana  who  comes  from  a  Chris- 
tian home.  In  Arkansas  an  unsaved 
boy  griped  about  sameness.  "Every 
function  of  the  church  became 
routine.  .  .  .  Also  the  Sunday  School 
lessons  were  dry  and  uninteresting, 
the  teacher  could  never  stay  with 
the  subject.  .  .  .  Nothing  more  than 
repetition." 

"The  sermons  and  lectures  in 
church  never  answered  what  I 
wanted  to  know  .  .  .  Although  I 
was  interested,  it  seemed  to  get 
very  repetitious  and  boring.  Sun- 
day School  never  challenged  me." 
Those  words  come  from  a  boy  in 
a  church  in  Iowa,  who  wanted 
"more  serious,  down-to-earth  dis- 
cussion groups."  A  boy  in  a  Bap- 
tist church  in  California  writes, 
"The  people  in  the  Fundamental 
churches  do  not  deal  with  nor  face 
the  real  problems  of  living." 

Teens  easily  spot  the  contrast  be- 
tween the  challenge  of  public  school 
work    and    unchallenging    church 


activities.  This  is  how  a  17-year-old 
Arizonian  expresses  it:  "Young  peo- 
ple need  to  be  treated  more  as 
adults.  We  do  some  big  things  in 
our  school  program  week  after 
week  but  it  seems  as  if  the  pro- 
gram of  the  church  is  not  geared 
to  our  needs  or  interests.  We  don't 
do  much  that  stimulates  and  chal- 
lenges us.  Doesn't  seem  like  it  is 
sometimes  worth  the  effort  to  get 
ready  to  get  up  and  go.  It  just 
didn't  seem  to  touch  my  life  too 
well." 

One  girl's  candid  comments 
make  youth  leaders  wonder  if 
churches  are  really  meeting  heart- 
needs  of  young  people.  "The  classes 
were  dead  and  the  teacher  was  so- 
so  ...  I  now  feel  pretty  strongly 
that  somehow  the  church  doesn't 
at  all  satisfy  me,  and  I  seem  to  be 
groping  at  something  I  can't  find. 
I  am  very,  very  confused." 

Two  teens  felt  that  churches  of- 
fer nothing  significant.  "When  I 
got  old  enough  to  make  my  own 
decisions,  I  decided  that  the  church 
was  not  necessary"  (Tennessee). 
"I  guess  I  don't  have  any  real  good 
reason  for  not  attending  church, 
but  I  don't  have  any  real  reason  to 
attend  either"  (Nebraska).  And 
both  of  these  young  people  attended 
church  for  about  11  years,  though 
neither  of  them  professes  to  be  a 
Christian!  A  15-year-old  girl  in 
Bakersfield,  California,  complains 
about  being  busy.  She  says,  "When 
I  get  married  (soon,  I  hope)  I  plan 
to  take  active  part  in  church  work." 
Food  for  Thought 

These  three  b  i  g  reasons — not 
enough  activities,  adult  inconsis- 
tency, and  boredom  and  irrelevance 
— show  up  enormous  areas  of  weak- 
ness, not  easily  rectified.  But 
they  call  for  serious  examination 
on  the  part  of  ministers  and  youth 
workers.  These  questions  ought  to 
be  pondered  long  and  hard: 

What  more  can  we  offer  our 
youth  by  way  of  interesting,  whole- 
some youth  activities? 

How  can  we  impress  adults  with 
the  importance  of  consistent  Chris- 
tian living? 

How  can  our  classes,  our  sermons, 
our  programs,  be  more  relevant, 
more  interesting,  more  challenging, 
more  spiritually  dynamic — to  meet 
the  soul-needs  of  today's  teens? 
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(j  OHN  WANAMAKER,  world-known  Christian  and 
j^r  founder  of  the  important  department  store  in 
CX  Philadelphia  and  later  one  in  New  York,  bought 
many  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  goods.  Yet  he  always 
said  that  his  most  important  purchase  was  made  when 
he  was  eleven  years  old.  He  bought  a  little  red  Bible 
for  two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  which  he  had 
to  pay  for  in  installments.  It  started  him  on  a  life-long 
study  of  the  Bible,  which  he  considered  more  impor- 
tant than  his  vast  business  enterprises. 

On  the  first  floor  of  John  Wanamaker's  store  in 
Philadelphia,  not  far  from  one  of  the  main  doors,  is  a 
carved  and  polished  wooden  eagle.  It  is  a  favorite 
meeting  place  now  for  young  people  and  has  been  for 
several  generations.  "Meet  me  under  the  eagle"  is  a 
phrase  often  heard  in  Philadelphia  and  all  natives 
know  the  place. 

Reared  in  a  Christian  home,  John  Wanamaker  of- 
ten spent  family  evenings  singing  favorite  hymns.  He 
learned  many  Bible  verses,  but  he  did  not  become  a 
Christian  until  one  evening  he  heard  a  young  man, 
several  years  older  than  himself,  testify:  "I  couldn't 
live  without  Christ." 

It  was  then  Wanamaker  v/ith  characteristic  decisive- 
ness said  to  his  minister:  "I  have  settled  the  matter 
and  given  my  heart  to  God."  When  he  died  at  eighty- 
four  years  of  age,  his  heart  still  belonged  to  God 
As  soon  as  he  became  a  Christian,  John  acted  on  his 
conviction  and  walked  up  and  down  the  streets  of  his 
neighborhood  in  Philadelphia,  rounding  up  boys  for 
his  Sunday  school  class. 

Wanamaker  founded  the  Bethany  Sunday  school. 
He  tried  three  times  to  start  the  school  in  a  rough 
section  of  town,  but  each  time,  gangs  drove  him 
away  with  stones  and  clubs.  The  fourth  time,  Wan- 
amaker prayerfully  decided  to  stand  his  ground  come

what  may.  He  did  and  the  gang  did  not  bother  him 
again. 

From  a  handful  of  pupils,  this  Sunday  school  grew 
to  the  largest  in  the  world.  Wanamaker  was  never  one 
to  wait  for  others  to  do  the  work,  but  grabbed  hold 
himself,  whether  it  was  teaching  a  class,  washing  a 
child's  dirty  hands,  or  leading  in  gospel  singing  at  the 
Sunday  school.  Although  head  of  a  vast  industrial  em- 
pire, he  did  not  mind  showing  a  clerk  how  to  ring  up 
a  sale,  or  even  to  help  clean  the  store. 

Being  the  oldest  child  in  a  large  family,  he  was  only 
permitted  to  attend  school  for  two  years.  Yet  he 
schooled  himself  so  thoroughly  in  the  Bible,  that  he 
taught  thousands  in  his  classes  and  received  honorary 
degrees  from  two  prominent  universities.  He  was  al- 
ways alert  and  humbly  eager  to  learn  in  Christian 
work  or  business. 

His  first  job  was  in  a  publishing  house  in  down- 
town Philadelphia.  While  walking  to  work,  he  carried 
his  shoes  to  save  them.  He  brought  his  lunch  to  save 
money. 

In  his  first  clothing  store  job,  John  was  a  stock 
boy  and  it  was  his  responsibility  to  see  that  stock  was 
placed  neatly  back  on  the  shelves.  Suggesting  an  im- 
provement in  window  display  to  the  owner,  he  was 
crossly  told:  "Get  yourself  another  job  since  you  know 
so  much!" 

Wanamaker  promptly  did  this  at  double  his  pre- 
vious salary.  He  worked  at  Colonel  Bennett's  Tower 
Hall.  Here  he  learned  much  about  buying  and  selling. 
Later,  he  wanted  to  buy  a  share  in  the  business  but  was 
refused.  "I'll  start  my  own  store!"  he  determined. 
Young  as  he  was,  he  was  confident  that  the  Lord 
would  lead  him. 

At  EIGHTEEN,  Wanamaker  became  sick 
with  tuberculosis.  He  went  West,  bought  a  tent  and 
lived  on  the  prairies,  returning  to  Philadelphia  cured 
and  convinced  that  God  had  saved  him  because  He 
had  a  work  for  him  to  do.  On  a  piece  of  wrapping 
paper  he  wrote  a  list  of  possible  jobs  for  which  he 
might  be  suited.  Prayerfully  he  crossed  off  journalist, 
architect,  minister  and  doctor.  Merchant  was  the  only 
one  left.  He  decided  to  follow  the  Lord's  leading  and 
become  His  storekeeper. 

At  first  it  looked  like  he  was  being  side-tracked 
from  his  merchandising  ambitions,  when  he  became 
the  first  paid  secretary  for  the  Philadelphia  Y.M.C.A. 
He  married  Mary  Brown,  whom  he  had  met  in  his 
Sunday  school  work.  She  helped  him  in  Sunday  school 
until  she  died. 

The  year  the  Civil  War  began,  John  Wanamaker 
started  a  clothing  store  with  his  brother-in-law,  Na- 
than Brown.  Merchandising  experts  then  said  Wan- 
amaker was  sure  to  fail  as  everything  was  against 
him,  including  the  times.  Competitors  laughed  when 
he  explained  his  ideas  of  putting  Christian  practice 
into  the  store  business.  But  they  worked  together  until 
Nathan's  death  in  1868.  In  1869,  the  John  Wanamaker 
and  Company  began  and  it  still  is  going. 

Wanamaker  declared  that  he  would  not  try  to  force 
people  to  buy  before  they  left  the  store.  There  would 
be  one  price,  plainly  marked  on  the  merchandise,  and 
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no  haggling  or  different  prices  to  different  people.  All 
goods  were  guaranteed  and  the  buyer  was  sure  not  to 
lose  on  inferior  merchandise.  Wanamaker  would  ad- 
vertise a  great  deal  so  all  would  know  that  they 
could  get  dependable  goods  at  fair  prices  in  his  store. 

In  spite  of  all  the  prophets  of  doom,  Wanamaker 
got  along  so  well  that  he  bought  the  old  "white  el- 
ephant" Pennsylvania  Railroad  freight  house  and 
turned  it  into  the  largest  and  most  complete  store  in 
the  United  States  at  that  time.  There  was  more  than 
two  acres  of  floor  space  with  aisles  spreading  out  like 
spokes  of  a  great  wheel.  The  merchandise  was  of  the 
best  quality  obtainable.  "You  can  buy  anything  at 
Wanamakers,  even  Ford  cars,"  exclaimed  one  customer, 
after  a  shopping  trip. 

Before  he  opened  his  "Grand  Depot"  store,  Wan- 
amaker let  the  Moody-Sanky  revival  use  the  place.  He 
even  helped  make  benches  to  accommodate  the  people. 
A  helper  said:  "We  can  seat  eight  thousand  nine 
hundred  persons." 

"Make  it  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four," 
said  Wanamaker.  "People  like  exact  numbers  when 
they  are  told  of  something.  It  makes  a  bigger  im- 
pression!" He  used  that  idea  in  his  business,  consider- 
ing no  detail  too  small  to  be  accurate.  He  believed  in 
truthful  advertising  and  selling. 

The  revival  lasted  for  more  than  sixty  days  and 
more  than  a  million  people  came,  including  President 
Grant,  his  Cabinet  and  the  Supreme  Court  Justices. 
Three  hundred  of  Wanamaker's  employees  served  as 
ushers.  He  was  present  every  night  himself,  except 
when  he  took  charge  of  the  men's  overflow  meetings 
and  his  Sunday  school  work. 

NOT  CONTENT  WITH  his  huge  business 
and  the  travels  he  often  had  to  make  in  order  to  buy, 
Wanamaker  tried  politics.  Here  he  met  defeat,  but 
took  it  as  the  Lord's  will  and  did  not  let  it  trouble 
him.  He  ran  for  Mayor  of  his  home  town,  Governor 
of  Pennsylvania  and  United  States  Senator  and  was 
not  elected. 

However,  he  did  serve  four  years  in  President  Ben- 
jamin Harrison's  Cabinet  as  Postmaster  General.  Al- 
though not  young,  he  was  so  energetic  and  studied  out 
the  situation  so  well,  he  was  able  to  institute  many 
changes  and  improve  the  postal  service,  improving  ef- 
ficiency and  service.  He  also  showed  Washington  so- 
ciety, he  had  a  mind  of  his  own  by  refusing  to  serve 
liquor  in  his  house.  But  official  Washington  attended 
his  "dry"  dinner  and  other  parties  and  enjoyed  the 
novelty. 

An  incident  illustrating  Wanamaker's  thoughtful- 
ness  and  kindness  took  place  during  his  term  as  Post- 
master General.  During  a  meeting  of  postmasters  in 
Washington,  the  speaker  of  the  evening  had  the  same 
name  as  an  old  lady  postmistress  from  a  tiny  Ken- 
tucky town.  When  the  name  was  announced,  the  lady 
postmistress,  thinking  that  she  had  been  called  upon 
arose  and  said  that  although  it  was  a  surprise  and 
she  was  unprepared,  she  would  say  a  few  words, 
since  they  asked  her  to  do  so.

Judging  by  all  the  evidence: 
Christ's  own  example;  His  utter- 
ances and  commands,  both  before 
and  after  His  passion;  the  repeat- 
ed post-resurrection  commissions, 
and  those  post-ascension  by  Christ, 
angels  and  the  Holy  Spirit;  there 
is  no  doubt  that  from  the  divine 
viewpoint  and  intention  all  condi- 
tions are  .  .   .  still  .  .  .  GO! 

The  Great  Commission  included 
no  time  limit.  It  set  forth  simply, 
clearly,  and  with  a  note  of  finality; 
what  was  to  be  done;  by  whom,  for 
whom;  by  what  means;  where, 
why,  and  for  how  long.  It  left  no 
room  for  shilly-shallying  and  hav- 
ing never  been  rescinded  or  mod- 
ified, it  would  seem  a  mistake  of 
the  first  magnitude  for  any  fol- 
lower of  Christ  to  be  irresolute,  or 
be  preoccupied  with  trifles,  when 
commanded  to  make  the  world  his 
parish.  To  see  disciples  standing 
idle  in  the  ecclesiastical  market 
places,  saying,  "No  man  hath  hired 
us,"  when  fields  are  ready  for  the 
reaping  and  the  Lord  is  saying,  "Go 
ye  also  into  the  vineyard,"  is  in- 
deed a  sorry  spectacle. 

As  long  as  world  evangelization 
is  incomplete;  as  long  as  commu- 
nism continues  to  enslave;  as  long 
as  half  of  mankind  languishes  in 
fear  and  superstition,  because  of

The  famous  stores  he 
founded  and  his  ideas  about  mer- 
chandising and  advertising  for  de- 
partment stores  are  still  used. 

What  a  thrilling  example  John 
Wanamaker  is  of  what  a  sickly 
young  man  did  when  he  depended 
on  God's  guidance.  He  truly  became 
the  Lord's  storekeeper!

I  feel  that  the  church  is 
responsible  to  the  youth  to  provide  something  for 
them.

/^EORGE  WASHINGTON  was  a  godly  man.  He 

yg  was  a  man  of  prayer  and  a  lover  of  the  Bible. 

Zy  Upon  being  confronted  with  sore  trials  or  great 
responsibilities,  he  sought  guidance  and  assurance  in 
prayer.  Certainly  he  was  chosen  of  God  to  be  the 
"father  of  America." 

Being  a  regular  and  devout  worshiper  in  the  sanc- 
tuary, Washington  was  an  exemplary  church  mem- 
ber. This  is  borne  out  by  the  testimony  of  one  of  his 
pastors:  "I  have  often  been  at  Mount  Vernon  on  Sab- 
bath morning  when  the  breakfast  table  was  filled 
with  guests,  but  to  Washington  they  furnished  no 
pretext  for  neglecting  the  house  of  God;  he  invariably 
invited  them  to  accompany  him." 

What  an  example,  this  first  president!  His  praying 
when  faced  with  problems  is  far  from  the  profane 
speech  of  some  other  statesmen  under  similar  circum- 
stances. His  example  of  attending  church  regularly  has 
been  sadly  forsaken  by  too  many  statesmen  of  this  day. 

George  Washington  was  a  man  of  great  spiritual 
insight.  Quite  generally  his  biographers  recognize  and 
respect  his  reverent  acknowledgement  of  God.  To  open- 
ly acknowledge  the  guidance  of  God  as  Washington 
did  in  his  first  inaugural  address  was  not  altogether 
the  popular  thing  to  do.  This  was  the  time  when 
Thomas  Payne's  The  Age  of  Reason  was  almost  uni- 
versally read;  the  time  when  most  towns  of  any  size 
had  their  Infidel  Club.  As  men  were  lauding  him 
highly  as  the  victorious  Commander-in-Chief  of  Amer- 
ican Forces  at  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  Washington 
calmly  exclaimed,  "I  am  but  the  instrument  in  the 
hand  of  God." 

Washington  was  an  honored  man.  After  America 
had  won  her  independence,  all  eyes  turned  to  Wash- 
ington to  be  their  President.  He  was  the  father  of 
his  country,  the  man  of  his  times,  the  man  "first  in 
peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen,"  the 
Moses  of  America. 

His  opinion  was  highly  esteemed.  In  the  Continental 
Congress,  when  differences  of  opinion  had  deadlocked 
the  meeting,  George  Washington,  the  chairman,  arose 
and  uttered  the  immortal  words:  "Let  us  lift  up  a 
standard  to  which  the  wise  and  honest  may  resort; 
the  event  is  in  the  hands  of  God."  These  great  words 
dissolved  the  deadlock,  and  the  Congress  got  down 
to  work.

WASHINGTON,  BORN  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Virginia,  on  February  22,  1732,  was  an  honest 
man.  Whether  or  not  the  story  of  the  cherry  tree  is 
authentic,  Washington  was  revered  as  a  man  of  utmost 
veracity.  He  was  honest  with  God.  On  the  battle- 
fields he  looked  to  God  for  victory,  and  when  victory 
came,  he  reverently  gave  thanks  to  God.  The  word 
providence  loomed  highly  in  his  vocabulary 

This  man,  having  several  characteristics  of  Moses, 
was  a  meek  man.  He  led  the  American  people  from 
their  English  bondage  to  their  free  "Canaan."  On  that 
eventful  day  when  he  was  called  upon  to  assume  the 
presidency,  he  exclaimed,  "I  am  not  the  man."  In  fact, 
Washington  never  asked  for  any  office.  When  he  was 
trying  to  evade  the  presidency  of  this  newly-born  na- 
tion, Colonel  Lee  sent  this  word:  "It  is  God  who  has 
set  you  apart  to  do  this  particular  work.  You  have 
begun  the  work;  no  hand  but  yours  can  complete  it." 

Patrick  Henry  said  of  Washington:  "If  you  speak  of 
eloquence,  Mr.  Rutledge  of  South  Carolina  is  by  far 
the  greatest  orator;  but  if  you  speak  of  solid  informa- 
tion and  sound  judgment,  Colonel  Washington  is  un- 
questionably the  greatest  man  on  the  floor."  It  was 
deeds,  not  oratory,  that  made  Washington  "first  in  the 
hearts  of  his  countrymen." 

On  Washington's  sixty-first  birthday,  a  motion  in 
Congress  to  adjourn  for  thirty  minutes  in  honor  of  him 
was  vigorously  opposed  by  some,  stating  that  it  would 
be  idolatrous.  Since  that  time,  however,  we  have 
made  his  birthday  a  national  holiday,  and  all  the 
United  States  ceases  official  business  not  just  for 
thirty  minutes,  but  for  an  entire  day.  This,  we  Amer- 
icans feel,  is  most  fitting. 

After  having  been  retired  to  the  privacy  of  his  home 
at  Mount  Vernon  for  eight  years,  Washington  died 
December  14,  1799,  "to  take  up  his  march  to  the  throne 
of  God."  All  America  mourned  at  his  passing,  and 
even  the  flags  of  Britain  floated  at  half  mast.  Cer- 
tainly this  great  man  made  footprints  worthy  of  fol- 
lowing "on  the  sands  of  time."

His  tall  good  looks  and  cosmo- 
politan manner  had  brightened  the 
dusty,  white  shingled  office  at  the 
edge  of  town.  It  was  a  bleak  rainy 
March  afternoon  when  Jorene's 
boss  at  the  bank  had  asked  her  to 
deliver  some  mortgage  forms  to 
Mr.  Barclay.  By  the  time  she  had 
reached  the  office,  her  scarf  had 
soaked  through  and  her  damp  hair 
tumbled  about  her  face.  She  pushed 
open  the  heavy  door  and  was 
greeted  by  a  rush  of  warm  stale 
air.  The  front'  desk  was  occupied 
by  the  young  Mr.  Howell  whom 
Jorene  had  never  seen  before.  He 
flashed  a  charming  smile  and  mo- 
tioned her  to  a  chair  while  he 
finished  scanning  a  document  on 
his  desk. 

Then  pushing  back  his  chair,  he 
walked  over  to  where  she  was  sit- 
ting, held  out  a  well  groomed 
hand  and  introduced  himself.  "I 
haven't  seen  you  before,"  he  con- 
tinued smilingly.  Keenly  aware  of 
her  messy  hair,  Jorene  introduced 
herself  and  asked  to  see  Mr.  Bar- 
clay. Something  about  his  manner 
helped  her  to  forget  her  unkempt 
appearance  and  she  found  herself 
talking  very  freely.  "Where  do  you 
live,"  he  asked. 

"My  uncle  is  the  pastor  of  First 
Church.  I  live  with  he  and  his 
family  and  direct  music  for  the 
church."

"It's  such  a  lovely  day,  I  thought 
I  might  talk  you  into  coming  for 
a    drive    up   the    coast   with   me." 

"I'd  love  to  go,  but  first  come 
with  me  and  meet  my  Uncle." 

That  afternoon  had  been  the  be- 
ginning of  many  happy  hours 
Jorene  spent  with  the  young  at- 
torney. Although  he  attended 
church  very  often,  he  never  openly 
professed  Christianity  and  some- 
times he  would  invite  Jorene  to  go 
places  where  she  felt  a  Christian 
wouldn't  go. 

One  evening  as  they  were  walk- 
ing home  from  church,  he  asked 
her  a   question  that  startled  her. 

"How  do  you  know  that  there 
really  is  a  God?  In  your  Uncle's 
sermon  tonight  he  mentioned  the 
evidence  of  God's  being,  like  the 
trees  and  wind  and  beauties  of 
nature,  but  surely  there  must  be 
some  more  positive  proof." 

Jorene  thought  a  moment  before 
she  gave  him  her  answer.  "There 
is  a  better  way.  I  know  God  per- 
sonally through  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ.  I  have  never  seen  Him  but 
very  often  I  feel  His  nearness.  He's 
especially  close  to  me  when  I  seek 
His  help.  Knowing  that  He  does 
exist  is  something  that  we  must 
accept  by  faith." 

Edward  had  only  smiled  at  her 
reply  but  the  smile  did  not  quiet 
the  cynical  look  in  his  eyes.

ACCORDING  TO  A  contemporary  columnist, 
American  civilization  was  produced  by  the  spirit  of 
religion  and  the  spirit  of  the  gentleman.  Perhaps  a 
truer  gentleman  than  George  Washington,  the  father 
of  our  country,  has  never  lived. 

Washington  dedicated  a  large  share  of  his  life  to 
the  service  of  his  country,  when  in  reality  he  longed 
for  a  quiet,  serene,  unhurried  life  at  his  Mount  Vernon 
plantation.  It  was  said  of  him  that  he  loved  his  family, 
home,  and  acres  as  dearly  as  he  loved  his  country. 
During  his  mature  years,  he  was  the  most  sought 
after  man   in   America. 

George  Washington  came  from  a  family  of  good 
English  stock,  among  whom  were  clergymen  and  deep- 
ly religious  laymen.  His  parents  were  members  of  the 
Church  of  England,  almost  the  only  denomination  of 
Christians  at  that  time  in  Virginia. 

A  more  "self-made  man"  than  George  Washington 
would  be  difficult  to  find.  There  was  no  Harvard  or 
Yale  to  shape  his  destiny.  Even  though  his  family  was 
one  of  the  wealthiest  in  that  day,  his  education  was 
"plain  and  practical."  While  other  young  men  of  his 
day  went  to  England  for  their  education,  it  was  de- 
cided that  young  George  would  remain  at  home.  His 
education  was  received  at  a  small  local  school  in 
Virginia.  His  older  brother,  Lawrence,  had  been  sent 
to  England  to  school,  and  upon  returning  home,  he 
took  a  keen  interest  in  George.  This  brother  exerted  a 
strong  influence  over  the  boy.  As  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  this  influence  was  cast  in  a  military  direction. 
Lawrence  saw  military  action  early.  He  was  commis- 
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sioned  a  captain  in  the  war  against  the  Spaniards  in 
the  West  Indies. 

George  Washington  acquired  an  enthusiasm  in  his 
youth  for  military  affairs  which  did  not  pass  with 
the  years.  This  "military  bent"  remained  to  exert  a 
strong  influence  in  the  early  development  of  our 
colonies. 

Washington  has  been  compared  to  Abraham  Lincoln 
in  his  absorbing  desire  for  self-tuition.  He  had  a  per- 
sonal characteristic  which  made  his  education  effec- 
tive in  spite  of  its  limitations.  It  was  said  that  "he 
was  actuated  by  that  intense  passion  for  self-educa- 
tion and  self-improvement  which  has  been  recognized 
as  a  potent  force  and  spur  in  the  careers  of  many 
who  have  made  their  marks  in  history."  Through  his 
self -study,  he  became  very  proficient  in  the  field  of 
mathematics.  Another  field  of  learning  he  pursued 
was  mercantile  and  legal  papers. 

The  Washingtons  were  big  landowners.  Naturally, 
they  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  land  development 
so  it  is  not  surprising  that  young  George  developed 
a  keen  interest  in  land.  Largely  through  self-educa- 
tion, he  became  a  licensed  surveyor  at  sixteen.  The 
young  man's  earnings  were  large  and  he  was  in  great 
demand  as  a  surveyor.  Most  of  the  money  he  earned 
was  invested  in  land. 

The  experience  Washington  gained  in  this  early 
survey  work  was  invaluable.  Here  he  met  life  in  its 
ruggedness  which  helped  to  develop  a  self-reliance 
needed  so  keenly  in  future  emergencies. 

Governor  Dinwiddie  of  Virginia  described  George 
Washington  at  age  twenty-two  as  "a  person  of  dis- 
tinction." He  had  already  proved  to  be  a  person  whose 
ability  and  judgment  could  be  trusted.  One  biographer 
has  said  of  him,  "Admirers  and  detractors  alike  have 
borne  testimony  to  the  invariably  favorable  effect  of 
George  Washington's  personality  and  presence.  It  was 
„an^ attribute  that  remained  throughout  his  life." 

Washington  attended  the  Pohick  Church  near  his 
home  until  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 
Reverend  Lee  Massey,  Rector  of  the  parish,  had  this 
to  say  of  him:  "I  never  knew  so  constant  an  attendant 
at  church  as  Washington.  And  his  behavior  in  the 
House  of  God  was  ever  so  deeply  reverential,  that  it 
produced  the  happiest  effects  on  my  congregation;  and 
greatly  assisted  me  in  my  pulpit  labors.  No  company 
ever  withheld  him  from  church." 

At  THE  AGE  of  thirteen  young  George 
composed  a  set  of  rules  that  he  used  to  govern  his 
daily  life.  A  few  of  these  rules  were: 

"Every  action  in  company  ought  to  be  with  some 
sign  of  respect  to  those  present. 

"Be  not  hasty  to  believe  flying  reports  to  the  dis- 
paragement of  any. 

"Associate  yourself  with  men  of  good  quality,  if 
you  esteem  your  own  reputation;  for  it  is  better  to  be 
alone  than  in  bad  company. 

"Speak  not  evil  of  the  absent,  for  it  is  unjust. 

"Labor  to  keep  alive  in  your  breast  that  little  spark 
of  celestial  fire,  call  conscience. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  George  Washington 


had  a  deep  sense  of  an  all-directing  God  who  held 
the  universe  in  his  hand.  He  usually  spoke  of  God 
as  Providence  or  Destiny.  Once  when  writing  his 
fiance,  he  closed  the  letter  by  saying,  "That  an  All- 
Powerful  Providence  may  keep  us  both  in  safety  is 
the  prayer  of  your  ever  faithful  and  affectionate 
friend."  In  writing  his  aged  mother,  he  said,  "For 
happiness  depends  more  upon  the  internal  frame  of 
a  person's  own  mind  than  on  the  externals  in  the 
world." 

He  was  married  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven  to  Mar- 
tha Curtis,  the  richest  heiress  in  Virginia.  He  de- 
scribed her  as  small  and  dainty  with  glossy  brown 
hair,  dark  eyes,  and  a  graceful  figure.  Though  women 
had  little  formal  education  in  those  days,  Martha  had 
a  winning  manner  and  quick  wit.  A  biographer  later 
described  her  as  simple,  loving,  and  wise,  kindhearted 
and  winning  in  all  her  ways. 

How  did  Martha  Washington  feel  about  her  famous 
husband?  She  once  remarked  that  he  was  the  rock, 
the  reason,  and  the  magnetic  pole  of  her  life.  No 
children  were  borne  to  the  Washington  family,  though 
Mrs.  Curtis  had  two  children  at  the  time  she  married 
Mr.  Washington.  These  children  were  loved  dearly  by 
their  stepfather. 

During  the  Revolutionary  War,  Washington  served 
eight  years  as  a  military  leader.  He  received  his  first 
military  appointment  when  he  was  twenty — that  of 
district  adjutant  general  with  the  rank  of  Major.  It 
was  during  these  years  that  Americans  learned  of  the 
greatness  of  this  man.  He  became  their  most  popular, 
genuinely  loved,  and  trusted  leader.  His  wife  felt 
that  perhaps  America  represented  to  her  husband  the 
child  they  never  had.  If  so,  no  child  has  ever  re- 
ceived more  loving  concern  that  George  Washington 
gave   his. 

Practically  every  American  through  the  history  book 
remembers  the  difficult  Valley  Forge  winter  General 
Washington  and  his  soldiers  endured.  The  men  reached 
a  frightful  state  from  hunger,  cold,  and  illness.  "Their 
bare  feet  left  a  trail  of  blood  on  the  snow,"  wrote  a 
historian,  and  "the  soldiers  were  hungry  to  the 
point  of  starvation."  But  these  men,  inspired  by  Gen- 
eral Washington,  were  fighting  for  a  cause — for  a 
stronger,  independent,  and  more  united  America. 

And  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  George  Washington 
was  the  choice  of  America  for  their  first  president. 
He  had  given  eight  years  of  unselfish  duty  in  war 
fought  largely  for  independence.  Hard  work  lay 
ahead — the  task  of  making  thirteen  states  into  one 
nation. 

History  affirms  that  the  people  made  the  right 
choice,  for  George  Washington  led  a  young  nation 
through  early  growing  pains  with  the  same  outstand- 
ing leadership  qualities  manifested  in  his  war  years. 

In  summarizing  the  life  of  such  a  man  as  the 
Father  of  our  Country,  perhaps  no  better  description 
could  be  found  than  Major  General  Henry  Lee's 
memorial  tribute  when  he  said  of  him  at  his  death, 
"First  in  war,  first  in  peace,  and  first  in  the  hearts 
of  his  countrymen,  he  was  second  to  none  in  the  hum- 
ble and  endearing  scenes  of  private  life." 


Our  God  Is  Bigger 

Than  Any  Problem!

A  FRIEND  OF  mine  was  trying  to  solve  a  prob- 
/l  lem  that  seemed  unsolvable,  and  sat  talking 
<-S^I    with  me   about  it. 

Her  little  six-year-old  girl  was  playing  in  the  den 
where  we  were  sitting,  when  suddenly,  without  any 
attention  whatsoever  from  us,  the  child  jumped 
up  and  ran  to  her  mother. 

"Mommy,"  asked  the  child,  "how  big  is  God?" 

The  mother,  stunned  for  a  moment  by  the  question, 
smiled  after  a  long  moment  as  she  said,  "Why  darling, 
God  is  bigger  than  all  this  world.  Why  do  you  ask?" 

"I  was  just  wondering,"  replied  the  child,  "you  al- 
ways tell  me  that  God  is  big,  and  if  He  is  bigger 
than  the  world,  then  He  is  bigger  than  your  problem, 
isn't  He?" 

"Of  course  He  is,"  said  Mother,  as  she  hugged  the 
child  close  to  her,  "and  I  know  that  God  will  take 
care  of  it." 

Satisfied,  the  child  went  back  to  her  play,  and  we 
resumed  our  conversation  but  on  a  different  plane 
you  may  be  sure.  Before  I  realized  it,  I  had  said  to 
my  friend,  "A  little  child  shall  lead  them." 

J.  B.  Phillips  in  his  superb  book,  Your  God  Is  Too 
Small  says:  '.  .  .  The  trouble  with  many  people  today 
is  that  they  have  not  found  a  God  big  enough  for 
modern  needs.  While  their  experience  of  life  has  grown 
in  a  score  of  directions,  and  their  mental  horizons 
have  been  expanded  to  the  point  of  bewilderment  by 
world  events  and  by  scientific  discoveries,  their  ideas 
of  God  have  remained  largely  static.  It  is  obviously 
impossible  for  an  adult  to  worship  the  conception  of 
God  that  exists  in  the  mind  of  a  young  child,  unless 
he  is  prepared  to  deny  his  own  experience  of  life  .  .  ." 

We  need  a  God  who  is  at  once  the  Ground  of  all 
being,  the  Creator  and  Sustainer  of  the  whole  vast 
universe,  and  the  Author  of  the  incredibly  complex 
laws  which  science  is  seeking  dimly  to  understand. 
We  need  a  God  who  is  all  great,  all  loving,  all  kind, 
and  yet  one  so  close  to  each  one  of  us  that  we  can 
feel  His  nearness  at  all  times.  We  must  be  able  to 


bring  the  tiniest  or  the  greatest  problem  to  God  know- 
ing that  He  is  bigger  than  any  problem  life  can  afford. 

We  have  this  God  if  we  will  but  accept  Him.  Our 
God  is  not  too  small! 

Once  in  a  moment  of  crisis  in  which  Jesus  had 
manifested  his  power,  His  disciples  exclaimed:  "What 
manner  of  man   is  this?" 

AND  TODAY,  AS  in  times  past,  people  will 
ask  that  same  question  as  they  behold  the  wonders 
performed  by  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  "What  man- 
ner of  Man  is  this?"  and  with  the  song  writer  we 
exclaim:  How  Great  Thou  Art! 

Let  us  open  our  Bibles  to  the  Gospels  and  there  we 
shall  find  an  answer  to  what  manner  of  man  Christ 
is.  Then  shall  we  realize  that  our  God  is  bigger  than 
anything  that  can  come  our  way — regardless  of  what 
it  may  be. 

Our  Lord  and  Saviour  is  strong.  Firm  in  the  right, 
He  is  stronger  than  the  man  of  oak,  stronger  than 
the   Iron   Chancellor. 

Our  Lord  and  Saviour  is  an  Optimist.  And  His 
optimism,  born  of  His  trust  in  God,  gives  us  the 
confidence  that  "...  if  we  ask  anything  according  to 
his  will,  he  heareth  us:  And  if  we  know  that  he  hear 
us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the 
petitions  that  we  desired  of  him"   (1  John  5:14,  15). 

Our  Lord  and  Saviour  is  courageous.  Even  in  the 
Garden  and  on  the  Cross,  He  would  not  allow  weari- 
ness or  disillusionment  to  possess  Him. 

But  the  greatest  answer  to  this  question,  "What 
manner  of  Man  is  this?"  is  found  in  the  Golden  Text 
of  the  Bible;  "For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 
gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth 
in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" 
(John  3:16).  How  great  is  God's  Love!  And  we  can 
be  sure  like  the  little  girl,  that  our  God  is  bigger 
than  any  problem,  and  since  He  is  our  Saviour,  we 
need  not  fear.  Believing  in  His  great  love,  we  proclaim 
to  the  world   "OUR  GOD  IS  NOT  TOO   SMALL!" 
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On  December  24,  1962,  the  Rev- 
erend A.  M.  Phillips,  First  Assistant 
General  Overseer  of  the  Church  of 
God,  passed  away.  Words  are  in- 
adequate to  express  the  shock  felt 
by  the  entire  church  at  his  passing, 
nor  can  we  put  into  words  just  how 
keenly  he  is  missed. 

However,  while  we  grieve  for 
him,  he,  we  know,  is  basking  in 
the  happiness  of  heaven  where 
grief  is  unknown.  He  has  reached 
heaven,  the  place  about  which  he 
often  spoke;  he  has  seen  Christ, 
the  Saviour  to  whom  he  directed 
thousands. 

A.  M.  Phillips  was  born  July  31, 
1913,  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen 


began  preaching.  For  thirty-two 
years  he  was  a  dynamic,  enthusi- 
astic, faithful  minister  of  the  gos- 
pel. His  consuming  zeal,  optimism, 
and  love  for  God  and  man  made 
him  one  of  the  most  effective  and 
most  loved  men  of  his  church. 

To  have  been  in  his  presence  was 
to  have  been  encouraged  and  in- 
spired, for  he  was  the  embodiment 
of  faith  and  courage.  In  his  passing 
the  church  lost  a  truly  great  man. 
Therefore,  there  is  little  wonder 
that  we  are  so  deeply  grieved. 

Nor  is  his  passing  felt  only  by  the 
Church  of  God.  Telegrams  and 
letters  have  flooded  the  general 
offices    from    numerous     denomi- 


nations stating  their  grief,  their 
sympathy,  and  the  keenness  with 
which  they  feel  his  leaving. 

However,  December  24  did  not 
just  bring  Brother  Phillips'  death, 
it  brought  his  entrance  to  glory, 
his  coronation  day.  This  was  not 
death  to  him,  it  was  the  beginning 
of  an  eternal  existance  in  the  pres- 
ence of  God. 

The  entire  staff  of  the  Lighted 
Pathway  extend  our  deepest  sym- 
pathy to  his  faithful  companion 
and  to  his  children  and  relatives.

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THE  WEATHER  OBEYS  HIM

/I  N  MOST  AMERICAN  families  radios  or  TV's  are 

\J  tuned  to  the  weather  forecast  morning,  noon, 
+^s  and  night.  In  our  country  people  often  talk  about 
the  weather.  They  remark:  "Nice  day.  Think  it  will 
rain  (or  snow)?"  according  to  the  season.  In  the 
Orient  this  is  not  the  case. 

The  Oriental  seldom  talks  about  the  weather.  He 
knows,  though  just  how  the  weather  acts  during  the 
different  months  and  periods  of  the  year.  These  char- 
acteristics are  usually  dependable  from  year  to  year, 
and  he  seems  to  feel  that  talking  about  the  weather 
is  unnecessary  conversation. 

If  someone  asks  an  Oriental  if  the  day  is  likely 
to  be  pleasant,  he  usually  answers:  "As  the  Lord 
wills,"  or  he  looks  quickly  about  him  and  says:  "At 
present,  there  is  no  rain." 

When  rain  does  fall,  the  Oriental  says:  "This  is  its 
time." 

When  the  hot  sun  blazes  down,  he  wipes  the  perspi- 
ration off  his  forehead  and  says:  "It  is  the  custom. 
What  can  we  do  about  it?" 

In  Philistine  the  weather  is  not  spoken  about,  but  it 
is  watched  and  acted  upon.  This  small  territory  is 
bordered  by  sea,  desert  and  mountain  ranges,  and  the 
heat,  cold,  dry  and  wet  depends  upon  the  direction  of 
the   wind. 

The  west  wind  is  pleasantly  refreshing  and  brings 
clouds  and  showers  from  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  At 
summer's  end,  a  small  gray  cloud  often  arises  in 
the  sky.  It  must  look  much  like  the  one  Elijah  spied 
on  Mount  Carmel.  Then  more  cloud  masses  darken 
the  sky.  The  strong  wind  begins  to  blow  causing 
thistledown  to  scurry  over  the  bare  fields.  When 
the  wind  blows  at  this  particular  time,  the  people 
hurry  to  gather  the  drying  figs  and  raisins  from  the 
vineyards  and  housetops  as  they  know  the  rain  will 
soon  fall  in  torrents. 

The  north  wind  has  power  to  arrest  rain  and  send 
clouds  scurrying.  Travelers,  muleteers,  and  farmers 
depend  on  fair  weather  as  long  as  the  north  wind 
blows. 


The  east  wind  is  the  cool,  dry  breeze  of  night, 
but  by  day  it  blows  hot  and  becomes  oppressive; 
however,  it  seldom  lasts  long.  Genesis  41:6  tells  how 
this  wind  blasted  the  thin  ears  of  Pharaoh's  corn.  The 
farmers  are  glad  when  it  blows  for  a  short  while  in 
the  springtime  for  it  causes  the  crops  to  grow  quickly 
while  the  ground  is  moist.  In  autumn,  it  is  needed, 
for  it  helps  to  dry  fruits  for  winter  before  the  summer 
ends  with  the  early  rain.  A  red  sunset  means  the 
east  wind  is  present,  which  is  a  sign  warm  weather 
may  be  expected. 

JESUS  ONCE  REBUKED  the  Pharisees 
and  Sadducees  because  they  could  tell  the  signs  of  the 
weather  in  the  sky,  but  could  not  understand  spiritual 
things. 

Do  we  often  worry  about  things  over  which  we  have 
no  control?  How  much  better  to  leave  these  things 
to  Jesus,  trusting  Him  to  help  us  solve  our  problems. 
If  we  ask  him  to  help  us  to  be  concerned  about  the 
important  things  in  life,  He  will  do  that,  too,  and 
we  find  that  we  will  have  less  and  less  taste  for 
wrong  and  unimportant  things. 

After  early  rains  soften  the  earth,  the  Palestinian 
farmer  starts  plowing,  which  is  in  the  latter  part  of 
October  or  the  first  of  November.  He  waits  until  the 
rains  come.  Job  mentions  this  when  he  says:  "They 
waited  for  me  as  for  the  rain." 

As  has  been  mentioned  earlier,  the  weather  is 
important  to  the  Oriental.  He  can  very  well  predict 
it  by  the  signs  in  the  sky,  but  he  usually  accepts  it 
without  saying  much  about  it.  He  feels  that  it  comes 
from  God,  so  seldom  will  you  hear  him  refer  to  the 
weather  as  he   meets   fellow  travelers  on   the   road. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  missionary  hurrying  home 
through  a  heavy  shower.  He  called  from  under  the 
protecting  cover  of  his  umbrella  to  a  Moslem  friend 
plodding  along  in  the  dampness:  "Isn't  this  a  dread- 
ful day  of  rain?" 

The  old  man  looked  soberly  up  at  the  sky  and  then 
he  said  to  the  missionary:  "Do  you  think  He  does 
not  understand  His  work?" 

The  weather  and  all  nature  obeys  our  Lord.  Should 
any  of  us  do  less? 
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Abraham  Lincoln,  our  nation's  sixteenth 
president,  was  born  in  1809  on  a  farm  in 
Kentucky .    His  birthday  came  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  the  current  month --February.    This 
page  is  dedicated  to  this  great  American 
statesman.

*  /  cepts  concerning  the  price 
«*_>/  an  individual  must  pay  to 
obtain  a  holy  life.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  list  each  of  these 
in  their  prospective  categories. 
However,  I  would  like  to  men- 
tion four  things  it  will  cost  us 
to  be  holy.  There  are  others  but 
these  four  should  be  sufficient 
to  challenge  each  one  of  us. 

First  of  all  there  must  be  A 
complete  separation  from  the 
world.  We  read  in  1  John  2:15 
the  explicit  command,  "Love  not 
the  world,  neither  the  things 
that  are  in  the  world.  If  any 
man  love  the  world,  the  love  of 
the  father  is  not  in  him." 

Worldliness  consists  of  many 
things  and  it  is  difficult  to  pin 
worldliness  down  to  a  concrete 
definition  and  say,  "This  is 
worldliness  and  that  is  not 
worldliness."  To  me,  worldliness 
would  be  anything  said,  done,  or 
thought  which  separated  one 
from  God.  We  are  constantly  be- 
ing challenged  to  lower  our 
Christian  standards.  Worldly  as- 
sociates, worldly  affections, 
worldly  amusements,  worldly  at- 
tractions and  worldly  alliances, 
all  exercise  their  pull  like  power- 
ful magnets  on  our  lives.  We  as 
Christians  should  be  so  closely 
united  with  Christ  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  that  Satan  could  have  no 
success  in  his  efforts  to  influence 
us  to  be  worldly. 

Then,  there  should  be  A  com- 
plete subordination  of  all  hu- 
man affections.  By  this  I  do  not 
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—  WHAT    DOES    IT   COST? 


mean  the  complete  suppression 
or  the  complete  elimination  of 
the  human  affections,  but  I  do 
mean  that  they  should  be  sub- 
ordinate. 

In  Matthew  10:37,  38  we  read, 
"He  that  loveth  father  or  moth- 
er more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me:  and  he  that  loveth  son 
or  daughter  more  than  me  is 
not  worthy  of  me.  And  he  that 
taketh  not  his  cross,  and  fol- 
loweth  after  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me." 

Because  we  surrender  our- 
selves in  complete  abandonment 
to  the  love  of  God  does  not  mean 
that  we  will  love  our  family  and 
friends  any  less.  Actually,  be- 
cause of  the  kindling  of  higher 
aspirations  and  higher  emotions, 
we  will  love  them  all  the  more. 
But  at  the  same  time  a  greater 
and  a  higher  love  will  have  been 
enkindled  in  our  hearts,  and 
that  higher  love  will  so  claim 
our  allegiance  that,  if  there  is  a 
conflict  between  the  human  love 
and  the  divine  love,  the  divine 
allegiance    must    come    first. 

The  third  price 

to  be  paid  in  the  cost  of  holiness 
is  A  willingness  to  accept  the 
reproach  of  the  cross.  We  must 
realize  that  holiness  has  never 
been  popular  and  holiness  is  not 
popular  today.  Holiness  people 
who  are  consistent  in  their  every 
day  living  should  be  and  will  be 
respected  for  their  convictions 
and  their  standards  of  living.  We 
must  realize,  however,  that  these 
standards  and  the  faithful  ad- 
herence to  them  brings  a  re- 
proach on  those  who  do  not  fol- 


low them  and  they  may  retaliate 
by  persecuting  those  who  follow 
the  way  of  holiness. 

We  read  in  Hebrews  13:12,  13, 
"Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he 
might  sanctify  the  people  with 
his  own  blood,  suffered  without 
the  gate.  Let  us  go  forth  there- 
fore unto  him  without  the  camp, 
bearing  his  reproach." 

We  must  always  be  aware  of, 
the  reproach  that  goes  with  the 
life  of  holiness.  In  many  ways 
you  and  I  will  be  called  upon  to 
face  the  reproach.  Reproach  is 
a  part  of  the  price  that  we  must 
pay. 

Another  factor  that  will  enter 
into  the  experience  of  holiness 
and  constitute  part  of  that  price 
is  A  determination  to  do  the 
will  of  God  at  all  costs.  In 
1  Thessalonians  4:3  we  read, 
"For  this  is  the  will  of  God,  even 
your   sanctification." 

We  must  know  that  God  wills 
that  our  lives  be  holy.  This  is 
basic  and  applied  to  all  of  us 
individually.  When  we  find  these 
specific  applications  we  must  do 
them  freely,  completely,  earn- 
estly and  unreservedly. 

Will  we  pay  the  price  for  God's 
holiness?  God  requires  all  or 
nothing,  and  there  is  no  bar- 
gaining ground  in  our  relation- 
ship with  God.  The  choice  is 
ours.  We  can  pay  the  price  if 
we  will.  And  remember,  the 
price  is  quite  low  when  compared 
with  the  many  benefits  given  in 
return,  including  assurance  of 
Christ's  presence,  and  the  con- 
fidence that  we  are  pleasing 
Him.

^K  O  YOU  CARRY  a  lucky  coin 
/  jor  a  rabbit's  foot?  Do  you 

^sL^y  believe  that  a  horseshoe  or 
fourleaf  clover  will  bring  you  pros- 
perity? 

Charms,  or  "beenas"  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  lives  of  Indian 
tribes  found  in  the  Amazon  jungles. 
No  Indian  would  dare  go  on  a  hunt, 
take  a  wife,  or  undertake  anything 
of  importance,  without  a  beena  to 
insure  his  success. 

The  leaves  of  plants  of  the  cala- 
dium  or  elephant's  ear  family  are 
the  most  generally  used  beenas. 
The  species  of  plant  used  is  gov- 
erned by  the  nature  of  the  under- 
taking planned.  Thus,  if  the  Indi- 
an is  planning  a  hunt  for  deer,  he 
will  use  a  variegated  leaf.  If  he 
plans  on  killing  a  tapir,  he 
searches  for  foliage  with  white 
spots.  Then,  cutting  his  wrists,  he 
rubs  the  leaf  into  the  wound.  The 
acrid  sap  of  the  leaf  stings  the 
Indian  with  pain,  but  he  thinks 
this  proves  the  beena  is  powerful. 

These  jungle  tribes  use  many 
other  charms.  There  is  the  "good 
luck"  bundle  with  bits  of  human 
hair,  assorted  bones,  teeth,  and 
seeds.  There  is  the  dried  blossom 
of  a  certain  vine  that  scheming 
Indian  maidens  use  as  a  love 
charm  to  win  the  object  of  their 
affections.  Dolls,  bits  of  mirror, 
pebbles,  snakes,  colored  feathers, 
and  hundreds  of  other  objects  are 
thought  to  bring  good  fortune. 

A  white  explorer  spent  some  time 
in  a  remote  Amazon  village.  The 
Indians  regarded  with  reverential 
awe  the  white  man's  pocket  flash- 
light and  each  one  coveted  this 
powerful  beena  that  could  shine  so 
marvelously  in  the  dark. 

Upon  leaving  the  village,  the  ex- 
plorer presented  his  flashlight  to 
the  chief.  The  chief  was  delighted; 
however,  the  powerful  beena  re- 
fused to  shine  for  him  because  he 
failed  to  follow  directions.  Since 
he  could  not  make  it  operate,  the 
chief  concluded  that  the  torch  was 
exclusively  a  white   man's   charm. 

This  Indian  chief  is  not  unlike 
a  popular  young  physician  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

For  a  long  time,  Dr.  Erskine 
openly  admired  his  minister's  shin- 
ing Christian  witness.  His  admira- 
tion led  to  a  confidential  chat  one 


day  between  the  two  men.  Dr. 
Erskine  frankly  expressed  his  de- 
sire to  live  a  glowing  Christian 
life.  He  told  his  pastor,  "I  want 
what  you  have,  Tom." 

The  good  pastor  smiled  warmly. 
"Thanks,  Dick.  It  is  my  pleasure 
to  put  you  in  touch  with  the  One 
who  gave  me  what  I  have.  I  know 
He  can  do  the  same  for  you." 

He  instructed  Dr.  Erskine  to  go 
home  and  read  the  four  Gospels, 
noting  especially  the  first  and  third 
chapters  of  John. 

This  the  doctor 

promised  to  do,  so  he  went  out 
and  bought  a  Bible.  When  he  re- 
turned to  his  office,  he  found  it 
crowded  with  patients,  and  he  had 
a  dinner  engagement  that  night. 
Days  went  by,  and  the  lovely  Bible 
he  had  bought  lay  collecting  dust 
on   a   remote   shelf   in   his   office. 

Then  one  day,  impressed  afresh 
by  his  pastor's  kind  and  Christ-like 
character,  young  Dr.  Erskine 
skimmed  through  the  Gospels.  His 
cursory  examination  of  the  Scrip- 
tures did  not  bring  about  the  meta- 
morphosis in  his  life  that  he  had 
expected.  Why?  Because  he  had 
failed  to  follow  his  pastor's  in- 
structions. 

Dr.  Erskine  had  failed  to  find, 
in  the  first  chapter  of  John,  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  true  Light  com- 
ing into  this  dark  world  to  illumine 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  men  with 
the  holy  light  of  the  gospel.  The 
prominent  young  physician  failed 
to  hear  Jesus,  in  the  third  chapter 
of  John,  solemnly  warn  a  promi- 
nent churchman,  "Ye  must  be  born 
again." 

Dr.  Erskine's  Bible  began  to  col- 
lect dust  again  on  his  office  shelf, 
for  he  abandoned  the  notion  of  ever 
becoming  a  brilliant  Christian  like 
his  minister.  Just  as  the  Indian 
chief,  he  could  not  make  the  light 
shine,  but  never  dreamed  that  the 
fault  was  his. 

"Dick,  when  you  reach  your  of- 
fice on  a  dark  winter  morning, 
what  is  the  first  thing  you  do?" 
asked  his  minister,  trying  to  help. 

"Let's  see.  I  snap  on  the  lights, 
of  course." 

"Exactly,"  the  pastor  smiled. 
"You  make  use  of  the  electric 
power.  And  if  you  are  to  shine

(~)  VERY  CHURCH  MEMBER  could  and  should  be 
f  an  active  church  member.  The  church  should  be 
v_-*»  so  organized  that  every  member  has  an  assigned 
place  to  serve  the  Lord.  Every  member  should  be  an 
office  holder,  committee  member,  or  a  person  with 
some  other  assigned  duty. 

If  the  church  neglects  to  assign  a  duty  to  some 
member,  that  member  should  become  active  by  his 
or  her  own  choice.  Every  member  should  pray  every 
church  service.  Most  of  the  members  will  pray  si- 
lently, but  these  prayers  have  proven  very  effective. 

Each  member  can  help  build  a  great  fellowship  in 
the  church.  Every  member  can  be  friendly  and  prove 
a  real  friend  to  all  who  attend  the  services  whether 
they  be  rich  or  poor,  wise  or  foolish,  guilty  or  just. 

If  you  are  a  friend  to  everybody  regardless  of  who 
they  are  and  regardless  of  circumstances,  the  fellow- 
ship is  great  in  your  church  so  far  as  you  are  con- 
cerned. You  cannot  be  a  bosom  companion  to  those 
who  are  wild  and  wantonly  wicked,  but  you  can  be- 
friend them  in  many  ways.

A  MEMBER  OF  any  church  can  do  much 
to  build  the  fellowship  in  his  church  by  his  making 
neighborly  visits  in  the  vicinity  of  his  church.

Be- 
fore we  laugh  at  this  poor  Indian 
and  his  friends  who  carry  bags  of 
bones  or  "sacred"  stones  to  bring

children   ask   their   fathers   in   time   to   come  saying, 

QQhat  mean  ge  bg  the5e  j£ttme#? 

Then   ye   shall    answer   them,   these   stones   shall    be   for   a 
memorial  unto  the  children  of  Israel  forever."  Joshua  4:6-7.

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YOUTH     WANTS    TO     KNOW 

By  AVIS   SWIGER 

Is  it  wrong  for  a  Christian  to  wear  a  pin  for  decora- 
tion on  a  dress? 

Let  me  answer  this  in  the  same  way  that  I  have  an- 
swered many  other  questions.  Seek  your  answer  from 
three  sources:  the  Bible,  church  teachings,  and  local 
church  practice. 

Every  time  "pin"  appears  in  the  Bible  (that  is  only 
in  the  Old  Testament)  it  means  a  nail  or  fastener 
for  walls  or  boards,  it  has  no  reference  to  an  orna- 
ment to  be  worn  by  a  person.  The  word  ornament 
appears  twenty  times  in  the  Old  Testament  but  is 
found  only  once  in  the  New  Testament.  Read  Proverbs 
25:11.  12:  Proverbs  4:6-9;  Proverbs  1:7-9;  these  all 
speak  of  ornaments  as  good  things.  Exodus  33:4,  5,  6; 
2  Samuel  1:24  and  Jeremiah  2:32.  These  passages 
speak  of  ornaments  as  something  which  was  com- 
monly worn.  They  wore  them  on  the  ears,  legs,  and 
arms  and  not,  as  far  as  I  can  tell,  as  pins  are  worn 
today. 

Our  church  teachings  mention  nothing  about  "pins" 
explicitly.  We  are  against  the  wearing  of  jewelry  for 
ornamentation — such  as  necklaces  and  finger  rings 
(aside  from  wedding  bands). 

I  feel  that  all  members  of  the  church  should  be 
faithful  to  the  local  group  where  their  membership  is. 
If  you  would  hinder  some  members  of  your  church 
by  wearing  pins — or  other  ornaments — you  should  be 
willing  to  put  them  aside  for  the  sake  of  harmony 
and  fellowship.  See  Romans  16:17;  Mark  9:42,  43;  Ro- 
mans 14:19;  1  Thessalonians  5:13;  2  Timothy  2:22 
and  Hebrews  12:14.

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YOUTH  AND  MISSIONS 


•"^INCE  SAINT  PAUL  went  to  Macedonia  or  Wil- 
^  liam  Carey  to  India,  God  has  used  young  people 
*« — J  in  mission  work.  A  Church  of  God  girl  gave 
herself  to  missions  while  only  fourteen  years  of  age. 
She  made  this  dedication  after  hearing  a  missionary 
to  Tunisia  speak  in  the  Lee  College  auditorium.  Six 
years  later,  after  formal  scholastic  preparation,  she 
took  up  her  work  as  our  only  missionary  in  the  far- 
away land  of  Tunisia. 

Before  he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  a  brilliant 
college  graduate  went  with  his  new  bride  to  resume 
overseership  of  our  work  in  Haiti.  The  work  thrived 
under  his  leadership.  At  this  writing  a  studious,  con- 
secrated twenty-two-year-old  graduate  of  the  Bible 
division  of  Lee  College  is  preparing  to  leave  for  Hong 
Kong,  China,  to  represent  her  church  while  she  studies 
the  Chinese  language. 

Today  in  Japan  a  young  lady,  who  is  a  well-trained 
schoolteacher  from  Mississippi,  teaches  the  children 
of  servicemen  during  the  day.  At  night  she  teaches 
eager  Japanese  youth  English — using  Bibles  as  text- 
books! She  then  invites  her  Japanese  students  to  the 
Church  of  God  to  worship. 

Throughout  our  mission  work  the  Lord  is  using 
our  youth  with  the  older  workers  to  further  His  cause. 
Actually,  it  is  often  the  case  that  one  goes  as  a  mis- 
sionary in  his  youth  and,  with  intermittent  furloughs, 
spends  his  life  on  the  field. 

The  word  missions  comes  from  the  Latin  mitto  and 
means  "I  send."  A  missionary,  then,  is  one  sent  of 
God.  The  young  people  who  go  to  the  far  corners  of 
the  earth  are  sent  by  God  to  carry  out  Christ's  com- 
mission to  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations 
.  .  .";  they  are  disciples  of  Christ;  they  are  "sent  ones." 

William  Carey  is  generally  conceded  to  have  been 
the  father  of  modern  missions.  This  Englishman 
went  to  India  in  1792  as  a  missionary  at  the  age  of 
thirty-one  years.  Until  his  time  missionary  work  had 
been  only  the  spasmodic  efforts  of  individuals  or  small 
groups. 

Carey  brought  about  a  general  zeal  and  wide-spread 
effort  for  missions  the  like  of  which  had  not  been 
known  since  the  Apostles.  This  young  man  was  able 
to  instigate  an  organized,  systematic  effort  for  mis- 
sions the  effects  of  which  have  been  ever  spreading 
to  this  day. 


The  first  Church  of  God  missionary  was  not  a  young 
person,  but  in  contrast  was  a  retired  minister. 
E.  M.  Evans  arrived  in  Nassau,  New  Providence  Is- 
land, the  Bahamas,  on  January  4,  1910,  and  became 
the  first  Church  of  God  missionary.  Since  that 
meager  beginning  our  mission  work  has  steadily 
grown.  Today  we  are  one  of  the  few  denominations 
in  America  with  more  members  on  foreign  soil  than 
in  this  country.  We  have  mission  works  in  sixty-four 
countries. 

Yes,  the  church  has  a  consuming  zeal  for  missions, 
and  its  youth  has  played  a  major  role  in  its  mis- 
sionary effort.  Many  of  our  missionaries  are  under 
thirty-years  of  age. 

Though  these  stalwarts  have  been  successful,  suc- 
cess has  not  come  without  hard  work.  Laboring 
against  seemingly  insurmountable  adversities,  they 
have  hewn  churches  out  of  stark  heathenism.  In 
some  areas  they  have  been  opposed  and  hated;  they 
have  been  despised  in  the  same  heathenish  manner 
that  Samuel  Wilberforce  states: 
If  I  were  a  cassowary 

On  the  plains  of  Timbuctoo, 
I  would  eat  a  missionary, 
Coat  and  bands  and  hymnbook,  too. 
But  in  spite  of  such  opposition,  Church  of  God  youth 
has  marched  forward  for  missions. 

However,  all  of  our  youth  can't  carry  the  banner 
on  foreign  soil.  Some  must  work  here  for  mission.". 
and  they  are  doing  this  in  a  most  commendable 
manner.  Having  completed  a  twenty-thousand-dollar 
project  for  a  new  church  in  Brasila,  Brazil,  two  years 
ago,  the  youth  throughout  the  church  raised  the  same 
amount  last  year  for  a  church  and  youth  center  in 
Tokyo,  Japan.

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/)  AST  AUGUST  I  stood  on  a  street  corner  in 
/  Helsinki,  Finland,  and  saw  15,000  teen-agers 
d^  march  by.  They  were  singing  of  their  commit- 
ment to  Communism. 

They  were  soon  to  return  to  142  countries  of  earth 
to  translate  their  fierce  dedication  into  revolutionary 
activity  in  their  own  cities  and  towns.  Young  people 
around  the  world  are  on  the  march  today.  Tragically, 
however,  more  are  parading  for  Communism  than 
are  marching  in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Why?  There  are  two  reasons.  First,  young  people 
have  insufficient  motivation  in  the  cause  of  Christ; 
and,  second,  they  have  not  been  presented  with  a 
clear  program  that  answers  the  question,  "What  can 
I  do?" 

If  yours  is  a  young  heart  that  is  truly  concerned  to 
take  the  one  life  you  will  ever  live  in  this  world  and 
do  something  about  the  spiritual  struggle  of  our  age, 
then  I  would  like  the  privilege  of  passing  on  some 
suggestions  to  you.  Be  sure,  however,  that  you  are 
truly  serious  about  being  used  as  a  soldier  of  the 
cross,  for  this  is  no  longer  a  "gentlemen's  war." 

One  moment  of  prayer  or  one  hour  of  activity  is 
no  longer  the  answer.  The  cause  of  faith  and  of 
freedom  will  demand  from  you  protracted  effort.  It 
calls  for  persistent,  divinely  inspired  activity  for  all 
of  the  years  of  this  lifetime.  If  dedication  means 
less  than  this  to  you,  now  is  the  time  to  quit  ...  to 
fall   back   to   the   rear   and   the   enslaved. 

If  you  are  still  aboard,  let  us  take  some  time  to 
answer  the  question,  "What  can  I  do?" 

Begin  a  study  program.  The  real  struggle  for  our 
world  is  a  battle  for  the  minds  of  men,  not  one  of 
bombs  and  guns  and  bullets.  First  of  all,  therefore, 
you  must  work  to  develop  your  mind.  Make  yourself 
an  authority  on  the  Word  of  God,  and  build  it  into 
the  very  fiber  of  your  heart  and  life.  The  Word  of 
God  is  able  to  make  you  wise  unto  salvation.  A  mind 
well  prepared  in  the  Word  will  not  go  far  wrong. 
Take  one  hour  a  day  for  the  most  intense  Bible  study 
you  have  ever  known. 

Become  a  reader  of  good  books  that  face  the  prob- 
lem. There  is  abundant  material  available  today  for 
your  study.  The  United  States  Government  as  well  as 
private  publishers  have  produced  dozens  of  volumes 
that  should  soon  find  their  place  on  your  bookshelf. 

Make  yourself  aware  of  world  problems.  It  is  no 
longer  possible  for  you  to  be  just  an  innocent  citizen 


of  your  little  city,  because  your  town  is  part  of  the 
world.  What  happens  in  the  Congo  or  Formosa  or 
West  Berlin  can  well  affect  you  within  minutes.  News 
magazines  are  published  every  week  bringing  to  your 
doorstep  the  current  issues  of  our  world  today. 

Think  of  yourself  as  being  a  citizen  of  the  world, 
individually  responsible  to  be  aware  of  its  problems. 
Your  decisions  can  be  no  better  than  the  facts  availa- 
ble to  you.  Get  the  facts,  then  you  can  make  the  de- 
cisions. 

Become  a  Christian  "agitator."  The  only  thing  any 
one  of  us  can  do  about  the  problems  of  our  world 
is  to  begin  where  we  are  and  use  the  means  at  our 
disposal.  The  circle  of  friends  that  you  have — this  is 
"your  world."  Keep  the  conversations  of  that  group 
from  sinking  to  talk  of  clothes  and  cars  and  fads 
rather  than  vital  issues. 

You  can  become  the  most  stimulating  person  in 
that  group  by  constantly  pressing  the  conversation 
into  the  realm  of  the  spiritual,  applying  it  to  the 
problem  that  your  country  faces.  Refuse  to  join  the 
ranks  of  Christian  "neutralists";  rather  stand  tall, 
throw  your  shoulders  back  and  start  being  an  influ- 
ence for  Christ. 

Get  your  pen  out.  As  never  before  local  newspaper 
and  national  magazines  are  carrying  "Letters  to  the 
Editor"  and  they  would  be  ever  so  happy  to  hear  from 
you.  A  letter  to  your  Congressman  can  be  of  great 
significance.  Most  people  are  so  lazy  that  they  never 
write  anyone.  Knowing  this,  those  who  control  masses 
of  people  know  that  one  letter  represents  the  opinion 
of  literally  hundreds  of  people.  You  can  be  of  wide 
influence  even  now  by  adding  your  voice  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  and  the  cause  of  freedom.

The  8th  World  Festival  of 
Youth  and  Students  for 
Peace  and  Friendship  held  in 
Helsinki,  Finland,  was  Mr. 
Breese's  most  recent  trip  in 
his     world     travels. 

This  festival  conducted  by 
the  Communists  serves  as 
background  for  the  challenge 
which    Mr.    Breese    presents. 
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This  spring  Church  of  God  Sun- 
day schools  and  Youth  Endeavors 
will  send  out  a  strong  appeal  for 
spiritual  stewardship.  This  empha- 
sis will  occur  during  the  Sunday 
school  Loyalty  Campaign,  April  14- 
June  2;  and  during  Youth  Week, 
April  14-21.  The  theme,  "A  Call  for 
Stewardship"  strikes  forcefully  at 
the  center  of  Christian  living  as 
taught  by  Paul  in  1  Corinthians 
6:19,  20,  "Ye  are  not  your  own  .  .  . 
ye  are  bought  with  a  price:  .  .  . 
therefore  glorify  God.  .  .  ." 

The  basic  Bible  concept  of  stew- 
ardship as  designed  in  this  cam- 
paign is  that  the  Christian  does 
not  own  his  life.  His  life  belongs 
to  God  and  he  is  the  steward — the 
manager,  administrator  or  super- 
visor. God  created  man  and  re- 
deemed man.  He,  therefore,  has  a 
dual  ownership  on  the  time,  talent 
and  resources  of  the  Christian.  As 
Isaac  Watts'  hymn  of  worship  pro- 
claims: 

His   sovereign   power,   without   our 
aid, 
Made  us  of  clay,  and  formed  us 
men; 
And,  when  like  wandering  sheep  we 
strayed, 
He  brought  us  to  the  fold  again. 

God,  Himself,  can  make  no 
stronger  appeal  for  your  service. 
"I  beseech  you  therefore,  breth- 
ren, by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye 
present  your  bodies  a  living  sac- 
rifice, holy,  acceptable  unto  God, 
which  is  your  reasonable  service," 
Romans  12:1. 

In  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  a  man  placed 
an  offering  pledge  card  in  the  col- 
lection plate.  The  card  asked, 
"What  will  you  give?"  On  it  the 
man  wrote,  "Myself,  John  Lewis 
Shuck."  He  became  the  first  Bap- 
tist missionary  sailing  for  Hong 
Kong  in  1835. 

Stewardship  is  our  reasonable 
service.  It  only  asks  that  you  take 


special  spiritual  care  for  that  which 
already  belongs  to  God — your  life, 
time,  talent,  and  money.  If  you  as 
a  Christian  have  not  found  the 
vibrant  experience  which  you  have 
sought,  perhaps  it  is  because  you 
have  not  served  as  you  ought. 
When  we  step  out  into  the  field  of 
active  Christian  service,  both  we 
and  those  to  whom  we  minister 
can  once  again  sing  the  victorious 
words  of  Fanny  Crosby: 

Down  in  the  Human  Heart,  crushed 
by  the  tempter, 
Feelings    He    buried    that    grace 
can  restore. 
Touched  by  a  loving  heart,  wak- 
ened by  kindness, 
Chords  that  are  broken  will  vi- 
brate once  more.

The  Loyalty  Campaign  is  de- 
signed for  the  Sunday  school.  It 
begins  April  14,  and  continues 
through  June  2.  This  seven-Sunday 
period  runs  from  Easter  to  Pente- 
cost Sunday.

There  are  numerous  avenues  of 
service  other  than  those  presented 
in  the  Sunday  school  and  Youth 
Loyalty  Campaign,  but  we  believe 
that  the  active  church  challenged 
and  on  fire  with  the  dynamic  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  will  find  a  place  in 
this  campaign.

Preparation: 
the   passport  to    promotion

S~)  OME  YEARS  AGO,  while  a  freshman  in  college, 

^  I  had  the  unpleasant  experience  of  being  tested 
•- — '  on  an  assignment  for  which  I  had  made 
no  preparation.  The  test  was  one  of  those  famous 
"Pod"  quizes  which  usually  come  at  a  very  unexpected 
moment. 

Needless  to  say,  I  made  a  poor  showing  by  trying 
to  give  detailed  answers  to  questions  about  which  I 
knew  nothing.  After  the  class  was  dismissed,  I  hurried 
to  explain  to  the  professor  about  my  being  a  victim 
of  circumstances  which  had  prevented  my  studying  the 
day's   assignment. 

He  listened  very  kindly  to  my  story,  and  then  he 
told  me  quite  frankly  and  bluntly,  "I  am  here  to  grade 
you  on  what  you  know,  and  not  on  why  you  don't 
know  it."  I  left  the  room  somewhat  grieved  and  stulti- 
fied. Looking  back  on  that  experience  since  then,  I 
have  always  referred  to  that  day  as  "the  day  I  learned 
the  most  in  school." 

The  substance  of  that  very  important  lesson  was 
there  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  being  unvrepared. 
No  one  acquires  a  good  job  in  this  world  by  being 
able  to  give  a  good  explanation  as  to  why  he  cannot 
do  the  required  work.  Neither  can  a  person  excuse 
himself  for  lack  of  preparation  when  going  into  the 
Lord's  service.  The  story  of  Ezra  serves  to  illustrate 
this  important  lesson  in  a  most  emphatic  way. 

Ezra  was  a  "ready  scribe"  in  the  law  of  Moses.  He 
was  a  victim  of  the  Babylonian  captivity,  with  no  hope 
of  ever  being  able  to  fulfill  his  calling  in  God's  work, 
but  he  prepared  himself  just  the  same. 

He  refused  to  let  his  unfortunate  circumstances 
master  him  and  made  certain  that  if  the  opportunity 
ever  came  for  him  to  fulfill  his  spiritual  ambitions, 
he  would  be  ready.  Therefore,  he  plunged  into  a  four- 
fold plan  of  preparation. 

1.  He  prepared  his  heart  which  is  the  first  place  to 
begin.  Unless  the  motives,  the  attitudes,  and  the  desires 
of  a  person  are  right  in  God's  sight,  he  will  suffer 
great  disappointment  and  failure.  But  if  the  heart  is 
truly  prepared  before  the  Lord,  the  person  will  be 
able  to  patiently  perform  the  will  of  God. 

2.  Ezra  prepared  himself  "to  seek  the  law  of  the 
Lord."  Many  other  ideas  and  money-making  schemes, 
that  would  have  ordinarily  claimed  the  attention  of 
the  Hebrew  mind,  did  not  trouble  Ezra.  He  sought 
God  and  God's  Word  with  all  his  mind  and  all  his 
heart    He    wanted    to    know   God's   message    to    man. 
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MANY  YEARS  LATER,  Jesus  condemned 
some  criticizing  Jews  by  saying,  "Ye  do  err,  not  know- 
ing the  scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God"  (Matthew 
22:29).  This  lets  us  know  the  importance  of  studying 
to  be  approved  of  God,  and  not  fall  into  shame  by 
being  unprepared    (2  Timothy  2:15). 

It  is  also  necessary  to  know  God's  power.  Through 
prayer,  consecration  and  the  infilling  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  a  person  can  know  the  power  of  God.  When 
these  two  requirements  are  maintained,  a  person 
serves  and  worships  God  in  "Spirit"  and  in  "Truth." 

3.  Not  only  did  Ezra  prepare  his  heart  to  seek  the 
law  of  the  Lord,  but  he  also  prepared  himself  to  do 
the  law  of  the  Lord.  He  would  be  a  doer  of  the  Word, 
not  a  hearer,  or  a  learner,  or  a  seeker  only. 

4.  Ezra  prepared  himself  to  teach  the  law  of  the 
Lord.  He  was  ready  to  witness  for  God  and  teach 
others  the  way.  He  made  up  his  mind  that  God  could 
use  him  as  an  instrument  to  proclaim  the  Word  of  the 
Lord. 

What  were  the  results  of  Ezra's  preparation?  He 
was  promoted  from  the  service  of  an  earthly  king  to 
the  service  of  the  King  of  Kings.  Artaxerxes  granted 
Ezra  "all  his  request,  according  to  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  his  God  upon  him."  Ezra  rose  to  a  place  of 
leadership  and  honor  in  Israel. 

He  led  a  great  number  of  his  people  out  of  cap- 
tivity, back  to  Jerusalem.  He  was  trusted  with  great 
wealth  with  which  to  buy  provisions  for  restoring 
Temple  worship  in  Jerusalem.  Later,  through  prayer 
and  teaching  the  Word,  he  was  used  of  God  to  bring 
revival  to  Israel.  What  a  gratifying  experience  to 
Ezra  to  see  God's  people  once  again  in  Jerusalem, 
weeping,  confessing  sins,  putting  away  strange  gods, 
and  worshiping  the  true  God! 

This  came  about  because  Ezra  had  dared  to  prepare 
for  it.  Likewise  today  God  would  have  us  to  prepare 
ourselves   for   His  service.

AND     SHADOWY     VALLEYS

/  /AS  A  THRILLING  honor  just  come  to  you? 
/_/  Have  you  been  chosen  a  delegate  to  a  na- 
♦^/v  tional  convention,  been  elected  president  of 
your  class,  won  the  silver  loving  cup  for  being  the  out- 
standing athlete  in  your  school,  been  voted  the  best 
all-round  booster? 

Fine.  Congratulations!  Of  course  you're  thrilled. 

"Then  why  talk  about  shadowy  valleys?"  you  ask. 
"I'd  rather  talk  about  rosy  roads!" 

Well,  sometimes  rosy  roads  have  more  side  trails, 
more  detours,  more  lookout  points  where  people  stand 
on  the  edge  of  a  precipice  than  you  would  guess. 

Rosy  roads  can  lead  to  perfectly  glorious  destina- 
tions— far  off  or  near  at  hand.  But  they  can  also  be 
the  scene  of  rain,  sleet,  collision,  flat  tires,  or  sharp 
rocks. 

But,  unlike  the  situation  of  ordinary  roads,  on  the 
rosy  road,  you  largely  determine  the  weather  and 
the  terrain. 

How?  By  the  attitude  you  take  toward  your  big  thrill 
and  by  the  way  you  act  and  talk  about  it  afterward. 

When  your  big  thrill  happens  and  the  news  gets 
about,  do  you  get  out  a  scarlet  megaphone  and  boast 
to  everybody?  Do  you  ramble  on  and  on  about  "me 
and  my  big  scoop"?  Or  do  you  take  it  in  stride,  give 
credit  to  others,  say  you  hope  you  can  share  the 
experience,  mention  how  happy  you  are,  then  shift 
gracefully  to   a  more  impersonal  topic? 

"Does  THAT  matter?"  you  ask.  Yes,  surprisingly 
enough,  it  does.  People  love  to  hear  about  a  triumph; 
but,  if  the  winner  blows  himself  up  and  babbles  on 
and  on  and  on  about  his  win,  green  bugs  of  jealousy 
and  envy  may  begin  to  nibble  and  bite  on  at  least  a 
part  of  the  listeners. 

And,  aside  from  the  harvesting  of  a  crop  of  un- 
popularity, the  winner  may  all  unwittingly  set  arrows 
in  flight — arrows  that  can  injure  him  reputation- 
wise,  or  professionally,  or  in  organizations,  or  among 
people  in  general.  Aside  from  hurting  the  winner, 
these  things  lessen  his  opportunity  to  influence  other 
Christians — faith-wise 
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Should  not  the  Christian  attitude  for  a  winner  be  so 
un-self-centered  that  he  doesn't  want  to  douse  any- 
body in  a  flood  of  oratory  with  the  theme  "me,  my- 
self, and  my  big  victory"? 

In  order  to  get  a  clear  picture  of  how  you  rate  ac- 
cording to  follow-up  patterns  after  a  big  scoop, 
write  "Yes"  or  "No"  after  each  question  in  the  follow- 
ing list: 

1.  Do  I  rattle  on  and  on  about  how  wonderful  my 
big  scoop  is  and  the  super  plans  I  have  for  the 
future? 

2.  When  someone  speaks  about  my  big  scoop,  do  I 
calmly  and  smilingly  thank  the  person,  then  give 
credit  to  others  who  helped  make  my  win  possible? 

3.  Do  I  laugh  when  my  scoop's  mentioned  and  say, 
"That  isn't  anything.  Wait  and  see  what  I  do  two 
years  from  now"? 

4.  After  brief  talk  about  my  big  win,  do  I  slide  into 
some  related  topic  of  general  interest? 

5.  When  my  big  scoop's  mentioned,  do  I  talk  briefly 
about  it  and  then  make  a  conversational  transition  to 
some  other  fellow  or  girl  who  has  met  with  success  or 
honor,  then  comment  on  how  fine  it  was?

Set  a  new  standard  of  personal 
morality.  The  face  of  America  will 
chiefly  depend  on  its  moral  fiber. 
Honesty,  truthfulness,  and 
consistent  high  moral  character 
that  you  hope  will  be  true  about 
your  government  must  inevitably 
begin  with  you.  You,  as  a  young 
person  can  stand  for  truth  and 
honor  no  matter  what  the  crowd 
does  or  says.  It  is  important  that 
you  allow  your  life,  even  while  you 
are  young,  to  be  a  moral  influence 
in  your  world. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  pow- 
er of  Communism  in  our  world  to- 
day is  inferior  to  the  potential 
capability  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ   working   in   our   age. 


The  Communists  have  not  won 
their  share  of  the  world  by  win- 
ning arguments,  rather  they  have 
won  by  studying  more,  working 
harder,  sleeping  less,  and  giving 
themselves  with  greater  abandon 
than  anyone  else  to  communist 
conquest.  If  Christianity  loses  it 
will  not  be  by  defeat,  but  by  de- 
fault. 

The  most  important  area  of  your 
life  is  your  mind.

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YOUTH     WANTS     TO     KNOW

I  am  a  new  member  of  the  church  and  I  want  to 
do  God's  will.  When  I  joined  the  church  I  promised 
to  abide  by  the  discipline.  Now  I  want  to  wear  some 
jewelry  and  cut  my  hair  so  I  will  look  like  my  friends. 
Would  I  be  telling;  a  lie  if  I  do  these  things,  since 
the  church  teachings  say  you  should  not  wear  jewelry 
or  bob  your  hair?  I  know  what  Revelation  21:8  says 
about  liars.  Please  help  me. — L.C. 

The  very  fact  that  you  say  you  do  not  want  to 
have  your  part  in  hell  makes  me  think  that  you  know 
the  answer  to  your  own  question.  If  you  cannot  be 
sure  that  a  thing  is  right — then  don't  do  it.  Question- 
able things  will  bring  you  only  heartache  and  trouble 
and  no  real  pleasure. 

The  Israelites  told  God  they  wanted  a  king  so  they 
would  be  like  the  other  nations  (1  Samuel  8:20).  God 
gave  them  a  king  after  warning  them  of  the  many 
troublesome  things  that  would  come  because  of  the 
king.  They  answered  God's  warnings  by  saying,  "but 
we  will  have  a  king  over  us."  Psalm  106:15  tells  us 
that  God  gave  them  their  request  but  sent  leanness 
into  their  soul.  This  refers  to  a  different  request — 
it  was  in  the  Wilderness — but  the  results  were  the 
same. 

You  must  make  up  your  mind  if  you  are  going  to 
be  willing  to  live  on  the  border-line,  always  wonder- 
ing if  you  are  going  to  "make  it",  or  if  you  want  to 
really  be  in  the  center  of  God's  will.  If  you  decide 
to  put  God  first,  jewelry  and  such  things  will  no 
longer   seem   important   to   you. 
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J  STOOD  AT  a  door  with  a  college  student  and 
heard  him  ask,  "Lady,  do  you  go  to  church?" 
Compassionately,  yet  unflinchingly,  he  followed 
his  first  question  with,  "Do  you  know  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ?"  As  I  went  with  him  from  door  to  door  it  was 
most  apparent  that  he  was  driven  with  a  consuming 
zeal  to  win  souls  for  the  Lord.  When  he  talked 
to  the  residents  there  was  no  stammering  nor  hesi- 
tancy as  in  a  sincere,  straight-forward  manner  he 
discussed  salvation. 

The  practice  of  witnessing  is  gradually  spreading 
throughout  our  church,  and  it  is  being  spread  by 
our  youth.  Even  children  are  witnessing.  In  Fort  Payne, 
Alabama,  a  five-year-old  boy  tugged  at  the  trousers 
of  the  leader  of  a  witnessing  group  with  the  query, 
"Is  I  too  young  to  go  house-to-house?"  Ten-year- 
olds  in  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  are  going  from  home 
to  home  talking  to  people  of  Christ. 

How  are  youth  witnesses  received?  Cordially!  One 
experienced  young  man  who  has  led  witnessing  teams 
in  numerous  cities  stated:  "We  are  usually  well  re- 
ceived, for  most  people  welcome  us.  Folk  like  to  talk 
about  religion."  In  North  Carolina  a  college  senior 
was  witnessing  door-to-door  and  was  calling  at  the 
last  house  for  the  day.  A  lady  answered  his  knock 
and  he  led  her  to  salvation  while  talking  to  her  through 
the  screen  door! 

During  the  past  quarter-century  the  laity  and  minis- 
try have  not  been  too  careful  to  personally  witness 
for  Christ.  In  these  years  we  have  raised  more  fi- 
nances and  built  more  churches — and  done  less  wit- 
nessing— than  ever  before.  We  have  built  new  churches 
through  pulpit  and  classroom  witnessing,  and  this  is 
laudable.  One  wonders,  however,  just  how  much  more 
effective  we  could  have  been  if,  while  we  carried  on 
evangelism  within  the  church  building,  we  would  have 
also  reached  people  with  the  gospel  on  the  streets,  and 
in  homes. 

The  evangelist  may  have  filled  the  pulpit  fairly 
capably,  but  his  appeal  to  souls  has  fallen  on  empty 
pews,  especially  during  the  week.  Personal  witnessing 
can  fill  the  pew  with  seekers.  However,  organized  wit- 
nessing outside  the  church  has  been  practically  un- 
known among  us.  Proclaiming  Christ  face-to-face  to 
men  on  the  street,  house-to-house,  or  over  the  yard 
fence  has  been  practiced  only  by  a  small  minority. 
We  have  sat  idly  by  while  cults  have  misled  thousands 
as  they  monopolized  door-to-door  witnessing. 

The  Lord  Jesus  would  have  us  to  be  personal  wit- 
nesses. While  on  earth  he  valued  personal  contacts 
highly  as  the  means  of  winning  men  to  Himself.  It 
was  not  in  a  mass  rally,  but  by  personal  encounters 
that  He  won  Matthew  at  the  toll  booth,  and  Peter, 
James  and  John  at  their  fishing  nets.  His  personal 
invitation,  "Come,  follow  me,"  struck  home  to  their 


hearts  and  they  began  to  follow  Him.  Much  of  Christ's 
ministry  was  spent  by  reaching  people  individually. 
This  was  effective  in  His  day  and  is  still  effective 
today. 

MANY  CHRISTIANS  ARE  in  close  associa- 
tion with  unconverted  persons  day  after  day  and 
never  give  testimony  to  God's  saving  power.  Are  men 
in  hell  today  who,  if  they  could  do  so,  would  cry  to 
us:  "You  met  me  day  by  day  and  knew  I  was  astray, 
yet  you  never  mentioned   Him   to   me"? 

But  many  young  people  are  witnessing!  Last  Sunday 
morning  I  sat  in  a  church  service  where  young  men 
and  women  were  in  charge.  As  the  morning  worship 
service  began,  a  young  man  stood  and  startled  the 
congregation  with  the  announcement:  "This  is  Oper- 
ation Countdown.  Within  thirty  minutes  you  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  do  something  angels  would 
like  to  do  but  cannot."  A  song  was  sung.  Then,  "Twen- 
ty-seven minutes  from  now  you  can  carry  out  the  per- 
sonal desire  of  Christ." 

After  two  songs — interspersed  with  "countdown"  an- 
nouncements— and  a  short  message  by  a  youthful 
preacher  on  witnessing,  the  entire  congregation  was 
invited  to  go  two-by-two  throughout  the  community 
to  witness!  This  was  closely  organized,  for  the  exact 
areas  to  be  reached  had  been  mapped  out  and  young 
people  guided  witnesses  to  particular  streets.  Within 
forty-five  minutes  we  were  back  at  the  church  with 
numerous  testimonies  of  people  contacted,  influenced, 
and  a  few  won  to  Christ!  The  few  people  who  did  not 
go  out  to  witness  were  led  in  worship  at  the  church. 
This  is  a  glowing  example  of  the  local  church  reach- 
ing out  to  the  unconverted  about  them. 

What  do  these  youthful  witnesses  say?  Something 
like  this:  "Hello.  We  are  representing  the  Central 
Church  of  God  and  have  come  to  pay  you  a  personal 
visit.  Here  is  a  pungent  tract  you  will  enjoy.  Do 
you  know  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  your  personal 
Saviour?"  If  the  answer  is  negative,  and  the  inquirer 
shows  concern,  the  youths  go  inside  the  house  and 
often  lead  the  soul  to  Christ.  The  visits  are  almost 
always  short  and  to  the  point.  These  young  witnesses 
spend  only  about  two  hours  at  a  time  out  witnessing 
and  then  return  to  the  church  for  a  short  critique  on 
their  experiences. 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses,"  Jesus  said.  If  you  desire 
assurance  of  genuine  accomplishment  in  the  Lord's 
work,  talk  to  a  soul  about  Christ.  You  will  most  cer- 
tainly experience  the  joy  that  only  witnessing  can 
bring.

C^AZARUS,  MARTHA,  MARY  and  the  other  Mary,  the  Woman  of  Magdala, 
partook  of  the  roasted  lamb  and  bitter  herbs  with  little  appreciation.  Their  minds  were 
on  the  Master  and  on  the  rumors  concerning  His  possible  arrest. 

When  the  meal  was  over  the  Woman  of  Magdala  broke  the  silence :  "We  must  arise 
early  in  the  morning  and  go  to  Jerusalem.  Perchance  we  can  find  Jesus  before  the  time 
for  the  temple  offerings  to  begin.  We  must  at  least  learn  how  things  are  going." 

The  sun  was  just  beginning  to  tint  the  clouds  with  pink  and  orchid  when  Lazarus 
and  the  women  left  Bethany  for  Jerusalem,  but  by  the  time  they  reached  the  wall  of  the 
city,  all  Jerusalem  was  astir.  They  noticed  that  most  of  the  crowd  seemed  to  be  going 
in  one  direction.

The  Woman  of  Magdala 
was  almost  beside  herself.  There 
stood  her  Master  about  to  be  cru- 
cified and  no  one  spoke  one  word 
in  His  defence.  Frantically  she 
screamed  out,  "But  He  is  innocent! 
He  is  innocent!"  Just  then  a  surly 
man  standing  in  front  of  her 
turned  and  hit  her  roughly  across 
the  mouth.  She  was  stunned.  It  was 
all  unbelievable  madness.  The  King 
could  not  be  crucified. 

The  women  stepped  back  to  make 
room  and  the  cross-bearers  passed 
within  arm's  length.  As  the  Prophet 
walked  slowly  by,  His  eyes  were  cast 
down,  His  face  was  bruised  and 
swollen  until  they  hardly  recog- 
nized Him;  His  shoulders  were 
stooped  as  if  He  bore  a  load  ten 
thousand  times  heavier  than  the 
wooden  cross.  On  His  head  was  a 
crown  but  not  the  kind  kings  wear. 
It  was  a  crown  of  thorns.  The 
women  followed  Him,  weeping 
hopelessly.

Charles  R.  Beach,  B.A.,  M.A.,  is  the  driving  force,  under  God,  behind  the  witnessing 
efforts  of  Lee  College  students.  Mr.  Beach,  who  has  done  graduate  work  toward  his 
doctorate  In  languages,  Is  a  professor  of  languages  at  Lee  College.  He  Is  quite  proficient 
In  several  languages  and  has  been  offered  an  assistant  professorship  on  the  University 
of  Tennessee  faculty   at  a   considerable   Increase   In   salary. 

However,  his  heart  Is  at  Lee,  and  his  chief  interest  Is  training  and  directing  students 
in  personal  witnessing.  As  director  of  Lee's  Christian  Service  Department,  he  conducts 
weekly  extra-curricular  classes  In  which  he  gives  instruction  in  witnessing.  In  these 
classes  he  also  lectures  on  different  cults,  thus  preparing  the  witness  to  better  under- 
stand and   answer  different  faiths  which   the   witness   may   encounter. 

Charles  is  a  native  of  Texas.  After  World  War  II  he  entered  Lee  College  (at  that 
time  Bible  Training  School  and  College)  and  later  married  an  Instructor  of  Lee,  Lois 
Underwood.  To  this  union  has  been  born  one  child,  Sharllnda.  Mr.  Beach  has  been 
an  Instructor  at  Lee  for  eight  years. 
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QL  R.  J.  O.  PECK  said:  "If  I 
/A had  the  certainty  that  I 
ot  ^  would  live  only  ten  more 
years,  and  as  a  condition  of  gain- 
ing heaven  at  the  end  thereof,  I 
had  to  win  a  thousand  or  ten  thou- 
sand souls  for  Christ,  and  I  was 
given  the  choice  of  winning  them 
either  by  preaching  sermons  or  by 
individual  effort,  I  would  choose 
the  latter  method  every  time." 

Students  of  Lee  College,  Cleve- 
land, Tennessee,  used  "the  latter 
method"  during  OPERATION  TO- 
TAL, which  convened  the  weekend 
of  February  8-10,  1963.  During 
these  three  days  the  Ministerial 
Club,  Pioneers  For  Christ  Club,  and 
the  Missions  Club  (these  clubs 
comprise  the  Christian  Service  De- 
partment) combined  their  total  ef- 
forts in  personal  evangelism. 

Approximately  one  hundred  and 
fifty  enthusiastic,  consecrated  stu- 
dents shoved  textbooks  aside  and 
went  into  six  different  areas  in 
three  states  to  do  the  profitable 
work  of  personal  soul-winning. 
They  traveled  hundreds  of  miles, 
visited  two  thousand  homes,  had 
forty-six  converts,  and  two  persons 
were  baptized  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

These  students  had  thrilling  ex- 
periences. Ray  Sanders,  a  Bible 
Division  sophomore  from  Bath, 
South  Carolina,  led  a  witnessing 
group  in  Gastonia,  North  Carolina. 
He  gave  the  following  account:  "I 
knocked  at  a  door  and  was  ac- 
cepted warmly;  upon  entering  I 
found  two  young  ladies,  ages  eight- 
een and  twenty-two.  The  older  of 
the  two  women  said,  'I  have  been 
praying  for  days  that  someone 
would  come  to  talk  to  us  about 
Christ.'  Both  of  the  girls  were  saved 
while  I  was  there." 

Gerald  Johnson,  a  Bible  Division 
senior  from  Bayou  La  Batre,  Ala- 
bama, led  a  group  of  twenty-one 
students  in  door-to-door  evan- 
gelism in  Westside,  Georgia.  They

spent  the  weekend  witnessing  in 
the  area  where  the  Reverend  C.  E. 
Blumenthal  has  started  a  new  work 
under  a  tent. 

Bob  Blackaby,  a  Bible  Division 
senior  from  Campbellsburg,  Ken- 
tucky, a  member  of  the  group,  re- 
ported: "One  of  our  teams  found 
a  fifteen-year-old  girl  who  was 
married  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
years.  After  the  team  had  witness- 
ed to  her  in  her  home  she  was 
converted.  She  then  sobbed,  'I 
wanted  to  find  Christ.'  That  night 
she  came  to  the  worship  service 
under  the  tent.  She  could  hardly 
testify  she  was  so  overjoyed  with 
her  new-found  experience." 

During  this  weekend  of  OPERA- 
TION TOTAL  twenty-seven  stu- 
dents witnessed  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Blue  Springs  Church  of  God, 
suburbs  of  Cleveland,  Tennessee, 
where  the  Reverend  A.  A.  Lynch  is 
pastor.  Led  by  John  Lombard,  Bi- 


ble Division  junior  from  Dora,  Ala- 
bama, these  students  conducted  an 
evangelistic  service  in  the  church 
Friday  night. 

They  met  back  at  the  church 
Saturday  afternoon  and  went  out 
witnessing.  Within  one  and  one- 
half  hours  they  made  one  hundred 
and  eighty  contacts,  had  four  def- 
inite conversions,  and  located  four- 
teen families  as  excellent  prospects 
for  the  local  church. 

Having  witnessed  in  the  East 
Cleveland,  Tennessee,  area  on  Fri- 
day afternoon,  Lee's  Christian  Ser- 
vice Department  witnessed  in 
Cleveland  on  Sunday  afternoon,  al- 
so. Combining  its  efforts  with  the 
North  Cleveland  Church  of  God, 
where  the  Reverend  Doyle  Stan- 
field  is  pastor,  the  workers,  led  by 
Aubrey  Maye,  a  Bible  Division  sen- 
ior from  Fitzgerald,  Georgia,  wit- 
nessed. 


These  workers  spread  through- 
out Cleveland  knocking  on  doors 
and  talking  to  people  about  Jesus. 
This  kind  of  concern  for  the  souls 
of  men  must  rejoice  the  heart  of 
Christ! 

Pastors  and  laity  are  accepting 
the  work  of  these  student  witnesses 
enthusiastically.  Speaking  in  the 
Lee  College  auditorium  on  Sunday 
night  in  the  final  service  of  OPER- 
ATION TOTAL,  Pastor  B.  E.  Ellis 
of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina,  said, 
"We  have  lived  too  long  on  the 
size  of  our  Sunday  schools,  num- 
ber of  members,  and  the  amount 
of  finances.  If  we  as  a  church  will 
start  personal  witnessing,  we  can 
fill  the  churches  with  worshippers." 

The  state  of  South  Carolina  dis- 
missed its  annual  Prayer  Confer- 
ence one  afternoon  in  1961  to  join 
a  group  of  students  in  witnessing. 
Practically  every  minister  went  out 
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Witnessing  in  Cleveland,  Tennessee 


to  witness,  and  within  one  and 
one-half  hours,  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  souls  had  been  saved!  The 
state  overseer  himself  had  five  con- 
verts. 

The  laity  of  the  church  is  rea- 
lizing its  responsibility  to  witness. 
This  is  essential.  William  Evans 
states:  "There  is  no  Christian,  how- 
ever humble  or  insignificant  he 
may  feel  himself,  or  others  esteem 
him  to  be,  who  is  not  appointed 
by  the  Spirit  to  be  a  winner  of 
souls."  Laymen  are  effective  wit- 
nesses. In  Hayesville,  North  Caro- 
lina,' a  seventy-f  i  v  e-year-o  1  d 
man  walked  the  hills  proclaiming 
Christ  with  a  witnessing  team. 

Thank  God  for  the  fact  that  the 
Church  of  God  is  witnessing!  The 
wife  of  one  of  our  ministers  was 
washing  her  family's  clothes  at  a 
washateria.  Being  an  active  witness 
for  her  Lord,  she  handed  a  lady  a 
tract.  The  woman  read  it,  turned 
to  the  minister's  wife  for  instruc- 
tions in  finding  Christ,  and  was 
then  and  there  converted! 

This  new  convert  then  pulled  a 
pistol  from  her  purse  and  handed 
it  to  the  witness.  She  had  planned 
to  kill  herself.  However,  after  ac- 
cepting the  Lord  Jesus  she  no  long- 
er had  a  desire  to  commit  suicide. 

Often  just  a  few  words  about 
the  Lord,  whether  verbal  or  print- 
ed, have  eternal  influence  on  a 
lost  soul.  On  the  job  a  layman 
handed  a  fellow-worker  a  gospel 
tract.  The  worker  took  the  tract 
home,  he  and  his  wife  read  it,  and 
the  following  Sunday  night  they 
went  to  the  Belmont,  North  Caro- 
lina Church  of  God  and  were  con- 
verted ! 

Witnessing  wins  souls,  so  Lee 
College  students  are  witnessing. 
Last  semester  four  hundred  and 
fifty  students  traveled  thirty  thou- 
sand miles,  conducted  one  hundred 
church  services,  visited  eight  thou- 
sand homes,  had  three  hundred 
and  fifty  converts,  and  uncovered 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  pros- 
pects for  church  membership. 

May  Christ  impress  every  Church 
of  God  member  and  minister  with 
His  directive,  "Ye  shall  be  witness- 
es." May  we  become  burdened  for 
the  souls  of  men  and  talk  to  God 
about  men  and  to  men  about  God.»

f)  /EARS  AGO  as  Paul  C.  Pitt, 
i/l  Church  of  God  missionary  to 
^y  China,  typed  these  instruc- 
tions on  an  old  piece  of  paper: 
"Please  use  my  coming  month's 
salary  ($50)  as  my  contribution  to 
the  Church  of  God  Bible  School. 
I  will  trust  God  for  my  needs." 
Little  did  he  realize  that  the  Bi- 
ble School  would  be  sustained,  and 
24  years  later  a  young  lady  would 
be  graduated  and  allowed  to  take 
the  broken  threads  of  his  Chinese 
work  into  her  hands.  I  am  that 
girl. 

Although  I  had  been  a  preach- 
er's daughter  all  my  life,  I  hard- 
ly had  a  "good"  idea  about  mis- 
sions. Since  missionaries  left  their 
families,  friends,  possessions  and 
the  American  way-of-life  willingly, 
I  thought  that  they  were  a  weird 
sort  of  people — willing  to  give  up 
almost  everything,  for  almost  noth- 
ing in  return!  "How  could  individ- 
uals like  that  be  anything  but 
'squares'?"  I  wondered. 

Upon  graduating  from  high 
school,  I  chose  Lee  College  as  the 
place  to  seek  and  find  God's  will 
for  my  life.  There  I  could  receive 
spiritual  growth  without  "losing 
time"  academically. 

When  I  registered  at  Lee  College 
that  September,  I  met  a  young  lady 
who  was  to  improve  my  opinions 
about  missionaries.  She  was  intel- 
ligent, very  attractive,  and  spirit- 
ually dedicated.  We  became  fast 
friends.  But,  she  was  called  to  be  a 
missionary  to  India.  Often  I  would 
ask,  "Emma,  what  does  your  mis- 
sion call  mean  to  you?" 

SHE  WOULD  reply 
softly,  "Martha,  it's  the  most  pre- 
cious thing  God  has  ever  given  me!" 
Silently  I  would  evaluate  Emma's 
life.  I  always  come  to  this  con- 
clusion:   "Emma   isn't  a   'square'! 


She  is  really  a  great  person — and 
yet  she  wants  to  be  a  missionary. 
What  has  she  that  I  dont  have?" 
Through  careful  observation,  I  dis- 
covered the  difference.  She  was  to- 
tally dedicated  and  I  was  not! 

DEDICATION  made  the  differ- 
ence. I  prayerfully  began  to  work 
on  my  dedication.  If  I  dedicated 
my  life  to  God  for  any  service,  it 
would  perhaps  include  being  a  mis- 
sionary. That,  to  me,  would  be  the 
most  difficult  dedication.  Then, 
surely,  I  would  do  anything  else 
God  would  have  me  do.  So  I  set 
about  finding  the  answer. 

After  much  oraver  I  had  almost 
made  my  dedication,  but  one  fear 
nagged  mv  heart.  I  WAS  AFRAID 
TO  GO  ALONE!  Oh,  if  God  only 
would  give  me  the  assurance  that 
someone  would  go  with  me!  But 
not  so.  Goo"  gave  me  no  assurance, 
and  I  felt  that  I  was  beating  my 
head  against  a  wall.  One  night  my 
Bible  fell  open  to  Isaiah  6:1-8. 
(Please  read  it.)  I  began  to  realize 
a  deep  conviction. 

This  was  Isaiah's  story.  At  this 
time,  he  was  a  relatively  young 
man.  and  had  just  seen  the  heaven- 
ly glory  and  maiesty  of  God's 
throne  room.  Suddenly  God  SDoke! 
His  voice,  deep  and  vibrating, 
echoed  through  the  utter  stillness: 
"Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  will 
go  for  us?" 

God  did  not  call  any  names.  He 
asked  for  volunteers.  Anyone  could 
have  heard  His  "call",  but  only  Isa- 
iah answered.  Did  Isaiah  sav,  "Here 
am  I;  send  me  with  somebody'"? 
Did  he  say,  "Lord,  I'll  go  anywhere, 
but  .  .  .  if  .  .  .  and"?  No.  He  said, 
"Here  am  I;  send  me\"  That  is 
what  I  had  not  been  doing!  So 
quietly  I  spoke  from  my  heart, 
"Here  am  I;  send  me!  Here  am  I; 
send  me  .  .  .! 


Each  time  I  said  it,  I  meant  it; 
and  I  began  to  feel  God's  approval 
as  a  "churning"  in  the  depths  of 
my  soul.  I  repeated  the  words  over 
and  over,  until  finally  my  dedica- 
tion was  complete! 

As  my  heart  began  to  flood  with 
joy  from  God's  approval,  a  unique 
peace  nestled  about  me.  All  my 
fears  had  disappeared  and  peace 
took  their  places — the  special  peace 
that  comes  only  through  dedication. 

Abruptly  my  life  changed.  I  knew 
from  the  peace  I  received  that  God 
wanted  me  to  be  a  missionary.  A 
year  later  through  a  great  spiritual 
experience,  God  pointed  to  CHINA. 
I  was  thrilled  beyond  words.  God, 
Himself,  had  taken  time  to  "show" 
me  just  where  He  wanted  me  to 
serve.  I  was  privileged! 

Others,  however,  were  not  so 
thrilled.  These  included  my  dear 
parents  and  family.  They  would 
have  preferred  another  land,  if  any 
at  all.  CHINA!  Why  China?  Others 
laughed  and  said  I'd  never  make  it. 

I  read  all  I  could  about  China, 
and  looked  at  its  pictures,  (See  my 
article,  "China  Cries,"  Macedonian 
Call,  February  4,  1963).  Of  course, 
I  was  appalled,  not  only  at  China's 
physical  needs,  but  also  at  her  ut- 
ter spiritual  poverty.  My  eyes  began 
to  open  to  see  what  was  expected 
of  me.  I  did  not  doubt  God's  call, 
but  I  wondered,  "Lord,  what  could 
I  do  for  China — what  could  /  do?" 

Going  to  the  Missions  Board  was 
my  next  step.  When  I  explained 
my  hopes  for  going  to  China  within 
two  years,  three  reasons  were 
quickly  given  explaining  why  I 
could  not  go: 

1.  I  was  too  young    (19  years). 

2.  I  was  unmarried. 

3.  Paul  C.  Pitt  had  disappeared 
in  1942  and  had  to  be  located,  if 
alive,  in  Communist  China.

£"?IMON  PETER,  reclaimed  of  the  Lord,  with  John 

^  a  few  paces  ahead  of  him,  walked  swiftly  along 
+^-J  the  path  that  led  to  the  burial  place  of  our 
Lord  early  on  the  morning  of  the  first  Easter.  This 
was  to  be  the  pinnacle  of  his  experience;  he  would 
never  forget  this  event.  He  would  challenge  the  great- 
est before  he,  as  tradition  would  have  it,  would  offer 
his  life  in  the  pagan  city  of  Rome. 

There  must  have  been  many  thoughts  that  had 
weighed  heavy  within  his  breast  during  the  past  two 
days.  News  had  reached  his  ears  that  the  body  of 
Jesus,  his  Lord,  was  missing.  This  news  had  been 
authenticated  by  pagan  soldiers,  and  by  certain 
women  of  the  Lord's  disciples,  the  testimony  of  the 
righteous.  What  could  this  mean?  Simon  probably 
would  have  given  the  account  thus: 

"I  am  Simon  Peter,  fisherman  for  the  Lord.  Mary 
had  brought  John  and  me  news  that  the  Lord's  body 
was  missing.  She  declared  that  an  angel  had  spoken 
to  her  and  that  she  had  talked  personally  with  the 
Lord.  We  started  for  the  tomb. 

"Of  necessity  we  went  through  the  sector  of  Jeru- 
salem where  our  Lord  had  spent  His  last  hours  during 
the  dreadful  night  of  the  trial.  Those  hours  seem  as 
only  a  dream  now,  but  how  real  they  were  when 
happening!  I  shall  never  forget  them. 

"We  arrived  at  the  tomb  shortly  after  sunrise.  No 
one  was  there  and  our  Lord's  body  was  gone!  We 
wanted  to  believe  and  somehow  we  did. 

"John  had  told  me  that  he  had  stayed  near  the 
side  of  the  Master  even  in  His  dying  hours.  He  had 
received  the  commission  to  care  for  the  Lord's  moth- 
er; he  heard  the  Lord's  last  words  and  saw  the 
wounds  in  His  hands  and  side.  John  loved  Him  in 
life,  and  he  was  near  His  side  in  death. 
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"I  was  not  so  near  the  cross,  myself.  I  was  some- 
what repentant,  standing  afar  in  solitude,  with  ghost- 
like memories  of  the  past  night.  I  shall  never  forget 
that  long  night  of  His  trial:  my  desire  to  be  near, 
but  afraid,  my  running  away,  my  weakness  and  sin 
by  the  fire,  and  most  of  all,  I  cannot  forget  His  look 
when  He  passed  by  me.  I  quickly  hid  away  and  wept 
like  a  child  in  repentance  of  my  transgressions. 

"When  we  first  heard  the  news  from  Mary  that 
the  body  was  missing,  we  had  one  thought  in  mind — 
go  to  the  tomb!  We  had  to  see  for  ourselves!  Little 
did  we  know  then  that  the  visit  to  our  Lord's  tomb 
would  thereafter  be  a  stimulus  for  our  faith  and  the 
root-meaning  of  our  salvation.  We  saw  the  empty 
tomb  first-hand. 

"I   REMEMBER  some  of  the   first  things 
that  I  saw  that  early  morning.  John  arrived  just  a  few 
steps  ahead  of  me  and  stood  with  his  eyes  fixed  on 
the  floor  of  the  cave  not  uttering  a  word.  The  soldiers 
were  gone  and  the  stone  that  had  sealed  the  mouth 
was  rolled  aside.  No  guards,  no  sealed  door,  no  body! 
Then  I  remembered  the  promise  of  my  Lord: 
Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered 
into  the  hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  cruci- 
fied, and  the  third  day  rise  again  (Luke  24:7). 
"John    followed    me    inside    the    cave    where    we 
examined  the  linen  clothes.  Then  I  saw  the  napkin*

Lee  College  Teacher  Has  Brilliant  Background

C^HE  REVEREND  DURAN  Palmertree,  a  young 
/  man  from  Winnona,  Mississippi,  has  served 
»^-S  his  church  well  by  proving  to  be  an  outstand- 
ing Christian,  scholar,  and  minister. 

Mr.  Palmertree  was  converted  and  joined  the  Beth- 
any Church  of  God  near  Winnona  at  the  early  age 
of  seven.  Seven  years  later,  while  a  student  at  Kil- 
michael  High  School,  he  was  baptised  with  the  Holy 
Ghost.  During  his  high  school  years,  he  was  an  active 
worker  in  his  home  church  and  was  a  popular  leader 
in  his  school. 

While  at  "Ole  Miss,"  Mr.  Palmertree  was  editor  of 
the  yearbook,  news  editor  of  the  campus  newspaper, 
vice-president  of  the  "University  Singers,"  active  in 
dramatics,  and  a  member  of  Alfa  Epsilon  Delta,  which 
is  an  honorary  scholastic  fraternity  for  pre-medical 
students. 

Since  there  is  not  a  Church  of  God  in  Oxford, 
Mississippi,  Mr.  Palmertree  attended  services  at  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Chapel  on  the  campus.  He  was 
elected  vice-president  of  the  Wesley  Foundation,  which 
is  a  student  Methodist  fellowship. 

The  "Committee  of  One-hundred"  directs  all  reli- 
gious activities  on  the  large  campus.  To  be  chosen  as 
one  of  the  co-chairmen  of  this  committee  is  one  of 
the  highest  honors  given  by  the  university.  Mr.  Pal- 
mertree received  this  honor.  He  graduated  with  dis- 
tinction in  1957,  receiving  a  B.A.  degree  in  Biology 
and  Chemistry  and  the  Taylor  award  in  Biology. 

After  graduation,  Mr.  Palmertree  worked  one  year 
with  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  in  Mississippi  as 
a  laboratory  technician.  He  had  received  a  scholarship 
to  study  health  education  at  Harvard  University  and 
Dr.  Underwood,  Executive  Director  of  the  Mississippi 
Health  Service,  wanted  him  to  accept  the  scholarship 
and  return  to  head  the  state's  health  education  pro- 
gram after  graduation. 

During  his  junior  year  at  "Ole  Miss,"  however,  Mr. 
Palmertree  felt  he  had  received  a  call  from  God  to 


preach  the  Gospel.  In  the  fall  of  1958  he  entered  Duke 
University  Divinity  School  at  Durham,  N.  C.  on  the 
Duke    Scholarship    and    an    Endowment    Scholarship. 

While  at  Duke  he  was  chairman  of  the  social  com- 
mittee and  Speaker  of  the  House,  which  was  the  high- 
est attainable  student  position.  He  was  listed  as  a 
dean's  scholar  and  was  the  Reader  for  the  head  of  the 
Old  Testament  department.  There  are  only  six  readers 
chosen   from  the  entire   divinity  school. 

Mr.  Palmertree  was  very  active  in  youth  and  Chris- 
tian education  work  at  the  West  Durham  Church  of 
God,  where  he  served  as  minister  of  music.  He  grad- 
uated from  Duke  with  honors  in  1961,  receiving  the 
B.D.   degree  in  Theology. 

From  the  graduating  class  each  year  there  is  one 
person  selected  to  go  to  Dumfries  Church  in  Scot- 
land to  serve  as  associate  minister.  This  is  where  the 
famous  Scottish  poet  Robert  Burns  is  buried.  Mr.  Pal- 
mertree was  offered  this,  but  chose  rather  to  accept 
a  position  as  instructor  at  Lee  College,  Cleveland, 
Tennessee. 

Before  coming  to  Lee  in  the  fall  of  1961,  he  married 
Miss  Carolyn  Turnage,  daughter  of  Reverend  and 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Turnage,  pastor  of  the  West  Durham  Church 
of  God. 

At  Lee,  Mr.  Palmertree  teaches  biology  and  Church 
of  God  Polity  and  is  faculty  sponsor  of  student  pub- 
lications, the  Vindagua  and  Clarion.  He  also  writes 
the    weekly    Sunday    school    lesson    for    the    Evangel. 

Students  at  Lee  say  that  Mr.  Palmertree  is  a  very 
popular  professor  because  he  always  has  a  sympathe- 
tic ear  and  wise  counsel  for  them.  He  furnishes  them 
inspiration  and  a  challenge  to  accomplish  much  for 
God  and  his  Church. 

His  plans  for  the  future  include  study  toward  a 
PhD  degree,  perhaps  at  Harvard.  He  desires  to  work 
in  the  interest  of  higher  education  for  the  Church  of 
God.  •

The  Tokyo  Church  and  Youth 
Center  is  now  a  busy  center  of  ac- 
tivity for  many  Japanese  High 
School  and  University  students.  For 
five  months  now,  Brother  Heil  has 
been  working  steadily  erecting  this 
beautiful  building  in  this  the 
world's  largest  city.  On  Sunday, 
January  6,  his  was  the  joy  of 
speaking  at  the  opening  service, 
and  praying  the  dedicatory  prayer. 

Missionary  friends,  Japanese 
Christians,  students,  and  American 
service  personnel  stationed  in  Ja- 
pan were  present  for  the  opening 
service  at  2:30  p.m.  The  seats  were 
all  filled  and  many  people  had  to 
stand. 

Teams  of  our  Bible  School  stu- 
dents, along  with  Sister  Comans, 
the  Heils  and  ourselves,  had  spent 
several  days  doing  the  cleaning 
work,  arranging  the  flowers,  and 
putting  the  final  touches  to  the 
lovely  building.  While  eating  our 
lunch  one  day,  surrounded  by 
brooms,  mops  and  cleaning  cloths, 
a  song  of  praise  spontaneously 
arose  to  heaven  for  the  realization 
of  a  dream  that  two  years  ago  had 
seemed  an  impossibility.  How  we 
thanked  the  Lord  for  the  many 
young  people  in  America  who  had 
made  this  dream  come  true  for  us 
and  for  the  hundreds  of  students 
who  will  pass  through  the  Center. 

The  opening  service  was  led  by 
Brother  Midgley,  with  Iwashita 
San,  one  of  our  Japanese  pastors, 


interpreting.  From  the  singing  of 
the  first  hymn,  "Praise  Him,"  a 
sweet  anointing  was  upon  the  serv- 
ice, and  at  times  the  tears  flowed 
freely  as  Jesus  met  us.  Several  mis- 
sionaries contributed  special  music, 
and  Psalm  96  was  read. 

After  the  singing  of  "How  Great 
Thou  Art"  by  the  congregation, 
hands  were  raised,  and  a  volume  of 
praise  ascended  to  our  great  and 
wonderful  Lord. 

Letters  of  greeting  were  read 
from  missionary  friends  in  Japan, 
after  which  Brother  Heil  brought 
the  message  to  us.  He  likened  our 
Church  and  Youth  Center  to  Sol- 
omon's Temple  in  that  it  was  to  be 
a  place  to  offer  sacrifice.  The 
speaker  emphasized  that  Solomon's 
concern  was  not  with  the  elaborate 
building  and  furnishings,  but  with 
the  fact  that  it  was  to  be  a 
place  where  burnt  offerings  were 
sacrificed  to  the  Lord.  He  stressed 
that  we  are  the  temple  of  God, 
and  our  lives  must  be  a  living  sac- 
rifice for  our  Master.  He  concluded 
the  message  with  the  thought  that 
the  city  of  Tokyo  could  be  likened 
to  the  Rome  of  Paul's  day,  and 
that  our  message  to  the  people  of 
this  vast  sinful  metropolis  should 
be  as  that  of  Paul;  namely,  that 
the  gospel  of  Christ  alone  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation.  It  is  to 
declare  this  glorious  gospel  that  the 
Tokyo    Center    has    been    erected. 


After  the  dedicatory  prayer  by 
Brother  Heil,  the  song,  "A  Won- 
derful Saviour  is  Jesus  My  Lord" 
was  sung,  and  the  crowning  point 
came  in  the  salvation  of  two 
precious  Japanese  young  people  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  service.  Dur- 
ing the  two  days'  special  meetings, 
five  found  Jesus  as  their  Saviour. 

Now  classes  are  meeting  in  the 
building  every  night  of  the  week 
but  one.  The  beautiful  lounge  room 
where  the  study  classes  are  held  is 
a  far  cry  from  the  former  quar- 
ters. Our  joy  is  that  the  same  pres- 
ence of  Jesus  is  felt  in  the  new 
building  that  we  enjoyed  in  the 
former  meeting  place. 

Brother  and  Sister  Heil,  Sister 
Comans,  and  we,  the  Midgleys,  are 
so  grateful  to  every  one  of  you  who 
had  a  part  in  this  project.  We 
thank  you  for  every  sacrifice  that 
was  made,  and  for  every  effort  put 
forth.  Your  reward  is  in  the  many 
Japanese  students  who  will  find 
peace  with  God  and  be  delivered 
from  the  bondage  of  heathenism  in 
the  months  and  years  that  lie 
ahead. 

As  you  visualize  the  Church  and 
Youth  Center  in  Tokyo,  see  it  as  a 
lighthouse  set  in  a  sea  of  heathen- 
ism, idolatry  and  materialism.  Pray 
for  us  that  we  shall  ever  be  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  in  a  place 
to  point  the  way  to  Calvary.    •

At  no  other  period  in  your 
life  will  you  have  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity to  display  Chrisistian  char- 
acter, to  develop  strong  religious 
principles  and  to  direct  others  to 
Christ  than  you  will  have  while  at- 
tending school. 

Steady  student.  Don't  spend  your 
days  on  the  campus  as  a  slip  and 
slide  student,  but  be  a  successful 
student.  Make  your  life  count  for 
Christ  on  the  campus.  Don't  make 
the  mistake  of  waiting  until  some 
future  time  to  serve  when  one  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  for 
Christian  service  that  you  will  ever 
have  is  before  you.  That  is,  living 
an  exemplary  life  and  reaching 
teens  for  Christ  on  the  campus. 

In  Louisiana  we  have  started  a 
program  for  our  young  people  en- 
titled Campus  Champion  for  Christ. 
This  activity  is  designed  to  assist 
our  teen-agers  in  making  the  in- 
fluence of  their  dedication  to 
Christ  felt  on  the  campus. 
The  forces  of  evil  are  using  the 
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campus  to  further  their  cause  by 
introducing  fads  and  practices  that 
lead  teen-agers  away  from  a  life  of 
purity  and  dedication  to  Christ. 
Hence,  our  Christian  teen-agers 
should  shine  for  Christ  on  the 
campus  more  than  ever  before. 
Christian  young  people  can  be 
campus  changers.  By  faith  in 
Christ  and  by  maintaining  uncom- 
promising  standards,  Christian 
teens  can  combat  sin  on  £he  cam- 
pus and  exalt  Christ. 

Campus  Champion  for  Christ. 
Yes!  You  can  be  a  champion  for 
the  cause  of  Christ  on  the  campus. 
Every  Christian  young  person  can 
have  "campus  control"  and  can 
"command"  the  respect  of  the  cam- 
pus crowd  as  a  Christian  student. 
Because  of  this  belief,  the  State 
Youth  Board  of  Louisiana  has  gone 
all-out  to  promote  this  project. 

We  are  using  our  Campus  Cham- 
pion for  Christ  program  as  a  part 
of  our  Teen-ager's  Training  Course 
program.  Local  Pioneers  for  Christ 
clubs  are  used  as  contact  points 
and  to  assist  in  a  follow-up  pro- 
gram. All  of  our  Campus  Cham- 
pion materials  carry  a  Pioneers  for 
Christ  sub-title. 

A  Campus  Champion  Course  was 
taught  in  each  church  using  our 
Campus  Champion  manual,  a 
thirty-two  page  book  compiled  for 
this  specific  purpose.  The  book  out- 
lines Christian  duties  on  the  cam- 
pus, tips  on  classroom  comprehen- 
sion, and  corridor  contacts. 

In  addition  to  the  book  we  com- 
piled other  materials  to  assist  our 
young  people  in  witnessing  and  in 
shining  for  Christ.  Our  attractive 
plasticoat  book  covers  advertise  the 
student  as  a  Christian  and  the 
cause  he  proclaims.  The  cover  car- 
ries the  Campus  Champion  insigna 


in  bright  colors  and  other  related 
information.  Our  handy,  neatly  de- 
signed bookmark  is  a  daily  remind- 
er of  campus  chores  and  opportu- 
nities. Our  tracts  titled  "Tomb- 
stone Territory,"  "Sick  Kid"  and 
"Countdown,"  are  designed  to  track 
down  sinners.  A  form  is  provided 
on  the  back  of  each  tract  for  the 
student  to  list  his  name,  address 
and  phone  number.  Thereby,  each 
tract  becomes  personalized  where- 
by the  student  becomes  a  Campus 
Contact.  Our  beautiful  velvetone 
emblem  distinguishes  the  Christian 
from  the  campus  crowd  as  a  sol- 
dier-student for  the  cause  of  Christ. 
Our  pencils  containing  the  campus 
Champion  imprint  is  another  daily 
reminder  of  the  challenge  of  the 
campus.  We  also  have  campus  spir- 
itual survey  charts  which  is  a  pro- 
gram of  personal  soul-winning  to 
be  used  on  the  campus.  A  small 
New  Testament  to  be  carried  on 
the  campus  is  called  the  campus 
compass.  An  identification  card 
signifying  that  the  bearer  has  ac- 
cepted the  challenge  of  the  cam- 
pus and  is  trying  to  be  a  "con- 
queror on  the  campus"  for  Christ 
is  furnished. 

All  of  these  materials  were  given 
to  our  young  people  free  of  charge. 
This  was  made  possible  by  our  State 
Sunday  School  and  Youth  Board 
members  raising  the  money  by  con- 
ducting revivals,  etc.  I  hope  that 
this  plan  will  catch  fire  across  the 
nation  and  that  our  young  people 
everywhere  will  be  made  to  see  the 
wonderful  opportunity  for  "self- 
service"  and  "Christian  service"  on 
the  campus. 

Louisiana  will  reap  great  divi- 
dends from  the  lives  of  young  peo- 
ple who  are  being  Champions  for 
Christ  on  the  campus.  Teen-ager, 
I  invite  you  to  be  a  Campus  Cham- 
pion for  Christ.  • 


Interview  with 

Governor   Sanders  of  Georgia

Question:  I  understand  you  are 
an  active  Sunday  School  teacher. 

Answer:  I  am  and  have  been  an 
active  teacher  for  about  fourteen 
years.  The  Sunday  School  class  I 
have  taught  for  these  years  has 
been  a  Godsend  to  me,  a  balance 
wheel  to  keep  my  feet  on  the 
ground.  Teaching  has  helped  me  to 
know  that  man  cannot  live  without 
having  a  real  intimate  relationship 
with  God. 

Question:  In  what  way  has  the 
Bible  helped  you  most  in  your  per- 
sonal life? 

Answer:  The  Bible  has  helped  me 
tremendously.  Without  the  Bible,  I 
would  have  no  guide  line  to  live  by. 
The  examples  of  character  and  sac- 
rifice constantly  challenge  me. 
The  Bible  is  the  bedrock  of  all 
teaching  and  is  to  me  the  only 
thing  we  can  cling  to  as  a  hope  for 
the  future  and  eternal  life. 


Question:  What  do  you  think 
teen-agers  can  do  to  fight  Com- 
munism and  juvenile  delinquency? 

Answer:  They  must  become  ac- 
tive in  the  proper  things,  such  as 
their  local,  state  and  national  gov- 
ernment and  the  church.  Also  the 
closer  that  young  people  of  this 
state  and  country  come  to  God  it 
is  less  likely  that  they  will  ever  de- 
flect into  the  belief  that  they  can 
live  a  life  without  God.  This  is  the 
answer  to  Communism  and  juve- 
nile delinquency. 

Question:  Why  do  many  teen- 
agers drop  out  of  the  church? 

Answer:  There  are  so  many  ma- 
terial temptations  for  young  people 
today.  Society  has  set  up  a  stand- 
ard that  makes  it  hard  not  to  be 
attracted  to  material  things  more 
than  God.  To  keep  the  teen-ager 
the  church  must  convince  them 
that  they  can  afford  to  miss  the 


material  things  of  life,  but  they 
cannot  afford  to  miss  what  can  be 
found  in  the  Word  of  God  and  the 
church. 

Question:  What  are  the  possibil- 
ities of  nuclear  war  in  the  decade 
of  the  sixties? 

Answer:  I  think  it  is  very  pos- 
sible that  we  could  have  nuclear 
war  at  any  time.  We  are  living  in 
a  world  where  many  countries  and 
leaders  have  completely  aban- 
doned God.  As  long  as  we  have  peo- 
ple who  live  in  total  disrespect  for 
God  it  is  possible  to  have  a  nu- 
clear war  that  could  completely  de- 
stroy the  world. 

Question:  Where  is  the  answer  to 
the  world's  problems  today? 

Answer:  It  lies  in  putting  Christ 
in  the  proper  place.  We  must  keep 
Him  in  government,  in  business,  in 
our  homes,  in  our  churches  and  in 
all  of  our  activities,  never  forgetting 
that  with  God  everything  is  pos- 
sible and  that  without  Him  nothing 
is  possible.  This  is  to  me  the  hope 
of  the  future.  The  simple  solution 
to  the  problems  of  the  world  is  for 
people  to  turn  to  God  and  away 
from  the  idols  that  so  many  have 
set  up  to  worship  today.  This  is  the 
only  answer. 

"Thank  you  very  much  Governor 
Sanders  for  this  time  and  the  ex- 
cellent answers  that  you  have  giv- 
en." 

May  I  say  that  during  this  inter- 
view I  was  tremendously  impressed 
with  the  sincerity  of  our  Governor. 
The  kindness  and  cordiality  ex- 
tended to  me  shall  not  be  forgotten.

^■^HE  TITLE  OF  the  song  was  "It  Won't  Matter 
"  /  Anyway".  The  writer  was  the  Reverend  J.  T. 
»^S  Melton,  then  pastoring  the  Church  of  God  in 
Big  Spring,  Texas. 

In  the  latter  years  of  his  life,  God  gave  Brother 
Melton  the  privilege  of  writing  some  very  beautiful 
songs.  He  had  been  active  as  a  music  director  for 
many  years  and  had  served  as  the  chairman  of  the 
choir  directors  committee  at  the  Texas  camp  meeting 
for  several  years.  He  was  known  and  loved  by  all  who 
attended  the  camp  meetings.  Just  prior  to  the  1962 
General  Assembly,  he  was  called  home  to  his  eternal 
reward. 

I  was  conducting  a  revival  for  Brother  Melton, 
in  Electra,  Texas,  when  God  gave  him  his  first  song. 
He  was  hesitant  to  show  it  to  me,  feeling  that  per- 
haps God  had  given  it  to  him  only  for  his  personal 
pleasure.  After  persuading  him  to  let  me  look  it  over, 
I  found  it  very  inspiring. 

I  asked  him  to  let  me  set  the  song  to  music  and 
send  it  to  our  publishing  company.  "I  Have  Started 
For  That  City"  became  one  of  the  most  widely  used 
songs  ever  published  in  our  convention  song  books. 
His  second  song  entitled,  "It  Pays  To  Be  A  Christian" 
was  published  in  the  Diamond  Jubilee  song  book.  He 
also  had  one  of  his  songs  published  in  1961  by  the 
Stamps  Quartet  Music  Company. 

The  unfinished  song,  "It  Won't  Matter  Anyway," 
was  just  beginning  to  come  into  his  mind  when  he 
was  temporarily  halted  by  the  hand  of  death.  He  had 
written  down  one  verse  and  half  of  a  chorus  when 
God  called  him  home.  Here  are  the  words  he  had 
written. 


"As  I  travel  through  this  dreary  land  of 
trouble,  toil  and  pain, 

I  am  made  to  wonder  while  down  here,  that 
I  must  so  remain; 

But  the  thought  that  comes  to  me,  'I'll  un- 
derstand some   day,' 

When  my  journey  here  is  over,  it  won't 
matter  anyway. 

"I  am  longing,  waiting,  watching  for  the  coming 

of  that  day, 
For  by  the  help  and  grace  of  God,  I'll  reach 

that  home  some  day.  .  .  ." 

Little  did  he  know  how  soon  that  day  would  come. 
Perhaps  he  is  singing  the  finished  song  to  the  angels 
on  heaven's  golden  shore. 

The  Church  of  God  has  lost  a  great  warrior.  His 
wife  and  son  have  lost  a  wonderful  husband  and  fa- 
ther; but  heaven  has  gained  another  beautiful  voice  to 
add  to  its  angelic  choir.  If  there  is  a  need  for  song 
writers  in  heaven,  I  am  sure  our  dear  Brother  Melton 
can  furnish  them  with  some  wonderful  songs.  But,  as 
he  said,  "It  Won't  Matter  Anyway,"  when  we  get 
there.  Of  one  thing  I  am  sure;  there  will  never  be  an 
"Unfinished  Song"  in  heaven.  •

I  went  back  dejected.  Facing  me 
were  three  huge  mountains  of  cir- 
cumstances that  only  God  could 
move.  Difficulties  rendered  my  go- 
ing impossible,  and  the  Board  could 
not  finance  me.  So  that  was  that. 

God  does  all  things  well.  I  knew 
He  had  not  called  me  in  vain!  I 
would  go  to  China  someday  soon. 
Four  months  later,  a  Chinese  man, 
Samuel  C.  Hsaio,  came  to  the  Mis- 
sions Board  and  gave  the  needed 
information  about  Paul  C.  Pitt  and 
his    death,    (See    "Beloved   of    the 


Chinese,"  Macedonian  Call,  April 
24,  1961). 

He  also  reported  that  he  believed 
at  least  five  Churches  of  God  are 
still  functioning  in  Communist  Chi- 
na! As  he  talked  to  the  Missions 
Board,  their  hearts  began  to  be 
moved  by  the  dire  need  of  the 
Chinese.  It  had  been  21  years  since 
Brother  Pitt  died  in  China,  and 
the  Church  of  God  has  not  yet  re- 
placed him  with  any  other  mis- 
sionary, even  in  free  China. 

Every  heart  pounded,  "We  must 
redeem  the  time!"  The  opportunity 
is  here — but  who  can  go?  The  only 
application  was  Martha  Smith's. 
She  was  unqualified,  but  there  was 
no  other.  "We  must  redeem  the 
time!" 


After  much  debating  and  plan- 
ning the  Missions  Board  decided  to 
permit  me  to  go  after  my  gradua- 
tion from  Lee  Bible  College.  I  will 
be  expected  to  study  the  Cantonese 
dialect  six  hours  a  day,  for  two 
years.  Attempts  will  be  made  to 
eventually  establish  a  work  in  Hong 
Kong  and,  if  possible,  to  find  the 
"lost"  churches.  So  today  I  tender- 
ly grasp  the  broken  threads  of  our 
Church  of  God  in  China.  Even  so, 
I  am  painfully  dependent  upon 
God's  strength  and  wisdom. 

Young  people,  will  you  thorough- 
ly dedicate  your  lives  to  Him,  and 
be  caught  up  in  His  blessed  plan? 
Only  through  labor,  consecration 
and  sacrifice  will  we  become  the 
"heroes  of  faith"  for  tomorrow.  •

Should  we  look  at  the  movies  that  are  on  TV?  I 
know  our  church  teaches  against  going  to  the  movies. 
Is  there  a  difference? 

Because  you  have  asked  this  question,  I  think 
you  feel  that  it  might  not  be  the  best  thing  for  you 
to  do.  We  usually  can  answer  our  questions  if  we  are 
willing  to  face  the  truth  of  our  own  thoughts. 

Is  there  a  difference?  Yes  and  no.  The  place  you 
are  when  you  are  viewing  the  movie  is  different  but 
the  movie  is  the  same.  Almost  all  of  the  TV  movies 
are  old  ones  that  have  been  bought  by  television  sta- 
tions after  they  have  run  the  normal  course  of  the 
movie  houses.  They  are,  essentially,  no  better  or  no 
worse  than  the  ordinary  theater  productions. 

To  say  the  least,  these  films  are  not  uplifting  and  to 
say  the  worst,  they  may  drag  you  down  and  contribute 
much  toward  your  backsliding.  In  my  opinion,  when 
you  look  at  the  illicit  love  affairs  in  a  movie,  you  are 
living  that  experience  yourself  in  your  thoughts.  It 
will  place  a  scar  upon  your  heart  and  mind  that  will 
cause  you  trouble. 

The  question  for  you  to  settle  in  your  mind  is: 
Do  I  want  to  see  how  much  of  the  world  I  can  get  or, 
do  I  want  to  live  as  close  to  God  as  possible?  When 
you  have  answered  that  question  you  will  know  what 
to  do.

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YOUTH  and  PRAYER 


m 


EN  WHO  HAVE  become  great  for  God  have 
been  men  of  prayer.  This  is  true  of  persons 
from  Moses  to  Charles  Finney  and  from  Saint 
Paul  to  Billy  Graham.  These  men  have  been  willing 
to  completely  consecrate  their  lives  to  God  and  to  stay 
consecrated  by  regularly  communing  with  their  heav- 
enly Father  in  prayer. 

To  maintain  this  closeness  with  God  is  not  easy. 
Nearness  to  Christ  requires  constant  self-examination 
and  continual  dedication  to  Him.  Any  Christian  can 
live  on  the  periphery  of  Christ's  grace,  but  it  takes 
genuine  effort  to  stay  close  to  Him.  This  closeness  is 
achieved  and  maintained  only  by  consistent  prayer, 
Bible  reading,  and  close  following.  If  youth  of  today 
are  to  be  used  of  God,  they  must  be  persons  of  prayer. 

Youth  need  a  time  to  pray.  The  best  time  is  in  the 
early  morning.  Arising  a  few  minutes  early  for  time 
alone  with  God  in  private  devotion  requires  a  little 
effort;  however,  it  pays  rich  dividends.  He  whom  we 
follow  prayed  early.  "Rising  early  in  the  morning  long 
before  daylight  (Jesus)  left  and  went  out  to  a  lonely 
spot  and  prayed  there"  (Mark  1:35,  Berkeley).  Every- 
body needs  a  time  to  pray.  "If  you  don't  have  a  time 
to  pray,  you  won't  have  time  to  pray,"  it  has  been  said. 

What  are  you  to  do  in  a  morning  devotion?  Com- 
mune with  God.  Here  is  a  plan  you  can  follow.  Begin 
with  a  short  prayer,  thanking  God  for  a  night's  rest 
and  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  Him  during  the  day. 
Then  read  a  chapter  or  a  portion  of  a  chapter  of  the 
Scriptures,  starting,  say,  with  the  book  of  Mark.  As 
you  read  make  a  mental  note  of  some  promise  or 
application  to  you  and  when  you  pray,  claim  that 
promise. 

Now,  you  are  ready  for  prayer.  Begin  by  adoring 
God.  Just  as  you  would  not  blunder  right  into  the 
President's  office  and  blurt  out  a  request  to  him, 
neither  do  we  rush  headlong  into  the  courts  of 
heaven.  Adoration  of  the  Trinity  is  the  purest  kind  of 
prayer.  You  are  not  asking  anything  for  yourself  here; 
this  portion  of  your  prayer  is  all  for  God. 

The  next  step  in  your  prayer  is  to  confess  your 
faults  to  Christ.  Yesterday  you  just  told  "the  plain 
truth"  about  a  fellow  Christian — God  called  it  gossip. 


Yesterday  you  stretched  the  truth  and  called  it  a 
slight  exaggeration — God  called  it  lying.  So  just  con- 
fess to  God,  for  He  knows  all  about  it  anyway. 

Then  spend  a  few  moments  in  thanksgiving.  Being 
thankful  is  an  important  ingredient  in  the  recipe  for 
the  abundant  life  in  God.  However,  since  the  nine 
thankless  lepers,  too  many  Christians  have  not  voiced 
their  gratitude  to  Christ  for  His  multitudinous  bless- 
ings. These  include  food,  shelter,  clothing,  health,  sal- 
vation, the  church,  and  myriads  of  others. 

Now  you  are  ready  for  supplication.  This  is  when 
you  make  your  requests  known  to  your  heavenly  Fa- 
ther. But  even  now  you  don't  pray  for  yourself!  You 
pray  for  others  first;  your  pastor,  your  family,  your 
friends,  your  neighbors,  your  missionaries.  Then  make 
your  personal  petitions  known  to  Him. 

It  borders  on  sin  to  let  your  mind  wander  com- 
pletely from  what  you  are  saying  when  you  pray.  A 
friend  would  not  excuse  your  being  so  indifferent 
when  talking  to  him.  Then  why  should  God  overlook 
this?  He  is  great!  The  Creator  of  the  universe!  He 
is  worthy  of  our  keenest  attention.  You  should  be 
alert  and  think  when  you  pray.  It  is  the  effectual 
(powerful).,  fervent  (glowing)  prayer  of  a  righteous 
man  that  avails  much. 

Prayer  is  vital  to  youths  who  would  effect  success 
for  God.  Prayer  is  more  than  a  present  help  in  time  of 
trouble:  it  is  this,  but  more.  David  Lemons,  while 
speaking  before  several  hundred  youths  recently,  said, 
"The  highest  function  that  can  be  performed  by  a 
human  being  is  to  commune  with  God  in  prayer." 

Tennyson  wrote: 
More  things  are  wrought  by  prayer 

Than  this  world  dreams  of. 
Wherefore,  let  thy  voice  rise  like  a  fountain 

For  me  night  and  day. 

May  Christ  teach  us  to  pray.

THERE  ARE  FOUR  distinct  areas  in 
which  we  wish  our  children  to  grow — physically, 
mentally,  socially  and  spiritually. 

Every  mother  thrills  as  she  sees  her  children  grow. 
The  marks  by  the  door  rise  higher  as  we  get  out 
the  yardstick  year  after  year.  As  pounds  add  on  and 
the  cheeks  produce  a  ruddy  glow,  happiness  comes  to 
the  heart. 

While  children  are  growing  physically  their  intel- 
lects are  developing.  They  are  quick  to  perceive.  It  is 
the  home  influence  that  will  mold  their  thinking  for 
future  years.  These  are  the  challenging  years,  the 
formative  years.  Sometimes  our  happiness  is  sharp, 
almost  to  pain,  when  we  see  the  eagerness  with  which 
our  children  learn. 

It  is  a  complex  world  we're  in;  our  society  will  not 
always  agree  with  the  strict  teachings  of  holiness. 
We  must  have  God's  help  to  instill  strength  and  cour- 
age in  their  hearts  along  with  the  principles  of  right. 
It  has  been  said,  "The  best  way  for  a  man  to  train  up 
a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  is  to  travel  that 
way  himself."  Let  them  hear  kind  words,  holy  con- 
versation. Let  them  not  only  hear,  but  feel  the  se- 
curity of  our  faith  in  our  loving  heavenly  Father.

And  wings  that 
will  teach  a  child  how  to  soar  into  wider  and  still 
wider  worlds  of  understanding." 

The  book  of  Deuteronomy  gives  this  solemn  in- 
junction, "And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart:  And  thou  shalt  teach 
them  diligently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of 
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Reverend  F.  W.  Goff,  Overseer  of  the 
Church  of  God  in  Ohio.

school?  Do  you  desire  to  get  into  a  glamorous  social 

club  and  be  chosen  homecoming  queen? 

If  one  of  these,  or  some  other  big,  glittering  laurel 
is  on  your  list  of  most  wanted  things,  have  you  ever 
asked  yourself  why  you  want  it  or  how  you'll  use  it 
if  you  get  it?  Do  you  know  how  you  and  that  big 
rosy  laurel  stack  up  together,  Christian  faith-wise? 
Maybe  at  this  point  you  murmur,  "Does  it  matter 
why  I  want  that  laurel?" 

To  answer  that  question,  let's  have  a  look  at 
Nancy,  Brett,  Jim,  and  Mary  Ann,  laurel-minded 
teen-agers  in  any  town,  U.  S.  A.  Nancy  wants  to  be 
homecoming  queen.  Why?  Because  she'll  get  her  pic- 
ture in  the  paper  with  an  exciting  write-up,  and  she 
will  wear  a  gold  crown!  Bret  wants  to  be  basketball 
captain  because  he  comes  from  an  underprivileged 
home  and  feels  he'll  "show"  people  he's  really  some- 
body if  he  grabs  that  laurel.  Jim  wants  to  get  the 
athletic  cup  because  he  thinks  it  will  make  a  hit 
with  future  employers. 

Mary  Ann  wants  to  get  into  the  fabulous  club  be- 
cause the  most  "exclusive"  girls  in  town  belong  to 
this  club. 

"Whew,  what  motives!"  you  say,  and  tell  yourself 
that  they  rate  "unsatisfactory"  where  Christian  faith- 
living  is  concerned.  Right!  No  one  should  have  the 
slightest  thought  of  gaining  personal  honor  in  serv- 
ing others  or  in  witnessing,  but  rather  his  purpose 
should  be  to  glorify  God.  By  thinking  of  self  is 
like  saying,  "Look,  everybody!  Please  oh  and  ah  at 
how  prominent  I  am!" 

At  this  juncture  you're  probably  thinking  that  those 
teen-agers  don't  actually  get  any  real  joy  out  of  their 
laurels.  They're  just  tied  in  tight  knots  about  what 
other  people  think  of  them!  But  let's  use  more  bi- 
noculars instead  of   rose-colored   glasses   in   looking 


at  laurels.  From  a  long-range  view,  how  do  promi- 
nence and  laurels  rate  as  goals? 

To  find  out,  let's  see  what  Jesus  Christ  had  to  say 
on  the  subject.  Incidentally,  can  you  visualize  Him 
as  wanting  His  picture  in  the  paper,  or  pining  to  be 
chosen  adviser  for  the  Fisherman's  League,  or  receiv- 
ing a  badge  for  oratory?  You  probably  shudder  at  the 
thought. 

SPEAKING  TO  THE  multitude  and  His 
disciples  about  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  our  Lord 
once  said,  "But  all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen 
of  men  .  .  .  and  love  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts, 
and  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues  .  .  .  And  who- 
soever shall  exalt  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he 
that  shall  humble  himself  shall  be  exalted"  (Matthew 
23:5,  6,  12).  You  frown  and  ask,  "Does  that  mean  that 
receiving  honors  and  awards  is  wrong?  that  it's  a 
sin  to  be  prominent?" 

Of  course  not.  It's  the  craving  for  these  things, 
seeking  them  for  self-satisfaction  and  pride  that 
Christ  condemned.  If  you  were  going  to  tell  "in  fifty 
words  or  less"  where  the  four  teens  we  surveyed  are 
sadly  off  track,  you  might  express  it  this  way:  Promi- 
nence and  laurels  aren't  necessarily  good  or  bad, 
but  it's  why  a  person  wants  them,  how  he  gets  them, 
his  attitude  of  mind  and  heart  when  he  receives  them, 
and  what  he  does  with  them  afterward  that  counts. 

When  laurels  are  received  with  humility,  with 
Christian  dedication,  with  a  desire  to  use  them  for 
God  and  humanity,  they're  glorious-plus.  For  this 
sort  of  laurel-receiving  means  the  person  has  grown 
in  ability  and  vision,  can  take  fuller  responsibility,  has 
widening  horizons,  and  has  a  Christ-filled  heart  and 
mind. 

How  would  you  evaluate  the  following  definition  of 
a  laurel  for  a  Christian  teen-ager?  A  laurel  is  a 
trust  from  God  in  recognition  of  ability,  attainment, 
promise,  to  be  received  with  prayer  and  rededication 
of  the  future  to  His  glory  and  service  to  others.   •

They 
had  been  taught  in  the  Scriptural 
techniques  of  personal  work,  and 
had  been  trained  to  put  these  meth- 
ods into  action  by  participation  in 
numerous  witnessing  invasions.

a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  God 
for  the  unusual  young  people  He 
has  given  us.  These  zealous  young 
Christians  who  have  provoked  so 
many  to  rise  and  "be  about  their 
master's  business,"  never  seem  to 
grow  weary  of  their  work.  Their 
vigorous  witnessing  portrays  John 
Wesley's  famous  words,  "all  at  it, 
and  always  at  it". 

In  addition  to  the  teams  efforts 
mentioned,  a  number  of  Summer 
Crusade  evangelists  will  go  out  un- 
der the  auspices  of  Lee  College  and 
the  National  Sunday  School  and 
Youth  Department.  These  evange- 
lists will  be  working  under  the  di- 
rect supervision  of  the  area  over- 
seers where  they  serve.  Their  des- 
tinations will  include  Ohio,  Arizona, 
Central  America,  Puerto  Rico,  and 
Europe.  The  European  evangelists 
will  be  working  with  the  Service- 


men's Department  of  our  Church. 
The  consecrated  efforts  of  the  Lee 
College  team  members,  the  Summer 
Crusade  evangelists,  and  the  young 
people  from  the  local  churches  who 
will  join  these  efforts  should  bring 
in  a  great  harvest  of  souls  this 
summer. 

The  first  priority  of  the  Church 
is  the  great  commission,  given  in 
Matthew  28:19,  20.  The  challenging 
counterpart  to  this  commission  is 
the  implementation  of  this  first 
priority  of  the  Church  found  in  the 
promised  power  of  Acts  1:8.  Christ 
is  the  focus!  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me";  the  world  is  the  scope! 
"The  uttermost  part  of  the  earth"; 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  power:  "Ye 
shall  receive  power  after  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you". 

I  have  great  faith  that  the 
Church   of    God   will    become    the 


first  major  Pentecostal  movement 
to  accept  this  challenge  and  give 
priority  to  this  commission.  We  will 
never  be,  neither  should  we  desire 
to  be  known  for  our  status  seeking, 
beautiful  worship  forms,  magnifi- 
cent churches,  or  impressive  cere- 
monies. Nor  was  Christ  known  for 
any  of  these.  But  we  can  be  known 
for  our  vigorous  vocal  testimony. 
"Let  the  Church  of  God  be  a  wit- 
nessing church  by  life  and  voice." 
This  is  my  daily  prayer. 

The  revival  has  begun,  perhaps  as 
it  should,  among  our  young  people. 
For  the  third  consecutive  summer, 
witness  teams  will  raise  their  own 
money  and  finance  their  own  trips 
to  those  very  needy  fields.  Once 
again  we  believe  that  God  will 
honor  their  efforts  done  to  His 
glory.    •

<£— »HE  GREATEST  ANCHOR  a 
*  /  young  person  can  have  is  a 
+^-S  personal  experience  with  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  best  place 
to  receive  that  experience  is  in  his 
own  home.  Clarence  Benson,  a 
great  authority  on  child-training, 
stressed  the  importance  of  realiz- 
ing that  "the  home  is  the  world's 
greatest  university  and  the  father 
and  the  mother  the  world's  great- 
est teachers." 

In  his  introduction  to  a  recent 
book  on  Mothers  of  America,  Al- 
lan Nevins  made  this  statement, 
"The  very  foundation  stone  of 
civilization  is  the  family,  and  the 
heart  of  every  family  is  the  moth- 
er. Though  this  statement  may 
seem  trite  and  obvious,  it  is  ac- 
tually a  scientific  truth  the  full 
meaning  of  which  few  people  per- 
ceive." 

Motherhood  is  the  bedrock  of  all 
life  and  experience.  Since  the  time 
of  Eve,  there  has  been  no  life  or 
being  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
which  did  not  originate  with  a 
mother. 

In  all  mothers  there  is  a  natu- 
ral instinct  to  love  and  pro- 
tect her  own.  Even  the  ani- 
mals of  the  field  share  this  in- 
stinct with  human  mothers.  They 
feed  their  young  from  their  bodies, 
they  provide  for  them  with  their 
own  strength  and  protect  them 
with  their  lives.  While  this  re- 
sponsibility of  the  mother  is  basic 
and  fundamental,  any  mother 
who  supposes  that  her  responsibil- 
ity ends  there  has  reduced  herself 
to  nothing  greater  than  some 
mother  of  the  wild.  We  are  re- 
sponsible not  only  for  the  physical 
and  social  development  of  our 
child  but  also  for  his  spiritual  life. 

God  has  so  provided  that  during 
the  early  and  formative  years  most 


of  the  child's  time  is  spent  with  his 
mother.  Someone  has  estimated 
that  of  the  105,000  waking  hours 
from  childhood  to  maturity — 

Only    1,000    hours    are    spent   in 

the    Sunday    School. 
Only  7,000  hours  are  spent  in  the 

public  school, 
But  97,000  hours  are  spent  in  the 

home. 

And  these  golden  hours  are  given 
to  the  mother  when  the  child's 
heart  is  soft  and  warm,  eager  to 
be  taught. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  overesti- 
mate the  power  of  a  mother's  in- 
fluence. The  very  word  influence 
indicates  an  actual  "flowing-in  of 
some  force  outside  ourselves." 
Nothing  so  clearly  demonstrates 
this  as  the  flowing  of  a  mother's 
ideals  and  character  into  the  heart 
of  her   child. 

In  writing  to  Timothy  concern- 
ing his  mother,  Paul  did  not  com- 
mend her  because  she  had  given 
him  a  good  education  or  because 
she  had  taught  him  the  social 
graces.  He  said  rather:  "When  I 
call  to  remembrance  the  unfeigned 
faith  that  is  in  thee,  which  dwelt 
first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois,  and 
thy  mother  Eunice;  and  I  am  per- 
suaded that  in  thee  also"  (2  Timo- 
thy 1:5). 

A  more  recent  example  is  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Prank  Laubach 
who  said,  "From  my  mother  the 
compassion  of  Jesus  flowed  into 
me."  Dr.  Laubach  gave  his  life  to 
teach  the  lowest  classes  of  illiter- 
ates all  over  the  world.  He  helped 
many  thousands  to  a  better  life  by 
his  teaching.  From  his  mother's 
daily  life  he  had  learned  what  it 
meant  to  be  a  Good  Samaritan. 

To  the  question,  "What  is  the 
greatest  need  of  France?"  Napoleon 
once   replied,   "Mothers!" 


"The  future  destiny  of  the  child 
is  always  the  work  of  the  Mother," 
he  said.  "Let  France  have  good 
mothers  and  she  will  have  good 
sons." 

America's  greatest  need  today  is 
for  more  dedicated,  Christian 
mothers. 

The  average  young  American  is 
not  a  juvenile  delinquent.  He  is 
much  the  same  as  your  son  and 
your  daughter.  His  character  has 
been  built  out  of  the  materials  that 
we,  his  parents,  have  given  him. 

He  is  made  in  the  image  of  God. 
Within  him  are  the  pent-up  pos- 
sibilities of  greatness.  Must  that 
potential  be  wasted  and  ill-spent? 
Must  he  falter  and  stumble  be- 
cause we  have  not  e;iven  him  a  firm 
foundation?  Must  he  grope  in 
darkness  because  we  have  not 
shown  him  the  Light?  Must  he  be 
forever  lost  because  we  have  not 
led  him  to  the  giver  of  Life? 

Thank  God  for  the  many  Chris- 
tian mothers  in  America  today. 
Their  faith  is  bearing  fruit  in  the 
salvation  of  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters. Many  of  these  young  people 
have  caught  the  vision  of  Christian 
service.  God  will  help  them  to  serve 
nobly  and  well.  The  world  will  be 
a  better  place  because  they  have 
lived. 

These  are  the  salt  of  the  earth. 
Into  their  hands  we  must  soon  yield 
the  banners  of  the  Christian 
Church.  When  you  meet  them, 
treat  them  with  respect!  They  are 
the  hope  of  the  world.  •

SEEING  -  EYE 
EVANGELIST

JT  HAPPENED  WHEN  I  was  only  a  few  days  old.  I 
never  knew  nor  understood.  But  I  found  myself  dif- 
ferent— blindly  different.  I  am  blind." 

After  30  years  of  blindness,  Bobby  Peoples,  in  his  world  of 
darkness,  seems  to  be  illuminated  with  a  special  kind  of  joy — 
that  kind  of  joy  that  spreads  happiness  in  the  paths  of  others 
To  see  Bobby  in  action  you  somehow  get  the  feeling  that  the 
Creator  has   made   for  him   a   particular   kind   of  world, 
pleasantly  happy  just  his  own. 

Today,  Bobby  is  an  evangelist  for  Jesus  Christ.  Or- 
dained in  the  Church  of  God  ministry,  he  travels  far 
and  near  carrying  the  wonderful  message   of   Jesus 
in  sermon  and  in  song.  It  wasn't  always  so.  Bobby 
had  to  be  evangelized  himself.  Born  in  Enterprise, 
Alabama,  at  five  years  of  age  he  became  aware 
that  his  blindness  was  not  normal.  He  began  to 
feel  the  weight  of  his  cross.  Sinister  days  would 
follow.  He  was  not  like  his  playmates. 

He  knew  not  the   colors,  the  stars,  nor  any 
of  the  visual  objects;    he  only  knew  the 
birds,    pets,    and    other    external    voices;     he 
heard  them  but  they  were   all  beyond 
his     shade     of    night.     He     listened     to     their 
music,  their  enchantments,  and  asked, 
"What  are  they  like?" 

Bobby    grew   up.    He    grew   up    from   many 
things!  First,  as  a  boy;  then  from  pity, 
regret,    and    anxiety.    He    came    to    his    cross- 
roads; there  he  made  his  decision 

for  Christ.  He  says  now:  "It  was  only  by  accepting  Christ  as  a  teen-ager  that  I  was  enabled  to  live  vic- 
toriously. Bobby's  advice  to  every  young  person  is:  "Give  your  life  to  Christ  early — now!" 

"No,  I  am  not  bitter.  Now  I  know  that  God  has  used  me  for  His  glory.  What  I  might  have  become  had  I 
had  my  sight,  God  only  knows." 

Bobby  has  been  married  since  1955.  His  wife,  Teresa,  is  also  devoted  to  the  Christian  gospel.  They  have 
a  lovely  little  five-year-old  girl,  Renea.  Teresa  and  Renea  travel  with  their  favorite  evangelist  to  some  of  his 
revival  meetings.  When  together,  they  work  as  a  team  for  the  Savior. 

The  evangelist  has  splendid  musical  abilities.  He  is  an  accomplished  pianist  and  accordionist.  He  has  special 
arrangements  that  are  used  with  either  instrument.  He  sometimes  tells  his  life  story  while  playing  the  ac- 
cordion. Bobby  presents  an  hour  long  musical  program  concerning  the  life  of  Christ  which  is  awe-inspiring. 
He  has  written  several  songs.  He  will  soon  release  his  "Life  of  Christ"  narration  on  a  long  play  record.

<^HKE  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS   are   rightly  called 

"  /  "Pearls  of  the  Orient."  Four  years  will  soon 
-^  have  passed  since  we  arrived  in  these  islands. 
How  well  I  remember  that  day!  As  the  plane  circled 
before  landing,  questions  began  to  arise  in  my  mind. 
What  kind  of  land  was  I  going  to  live  in  for  five 
years;  was  it  like  the  other  places  I  had  been  in? 
Would  I  like  living  here? 

I  knew  a  little  about  the  seven  thousand  island  Re- 
public, since  I  had  known  some  Filipinos  in  Hawaii 
when  we  worked  there.  However,  I  was  soon  to  learn 
more  about  the  country,  the  different  tribes  and 
groups,  and  customs  of  the  people  I  was  to  live  with 
for  the  next  five  years.  As  I  look  back  I  remember  how 
excited  I  was,  but  still  a  little  homesick  after  the 
breakaway  from  our  loved  ones  in  America. 

Now  I  know  many  of  the  major  groups,  especially 
the  Ilocanos  with  whom  our  work  is  mostly  located. 
The  Ilocanos  are  a  thrifty,  industrious,  and  land-lov- 
ing people.  They  are  noted  for  their  beautiful,  artis- 
tic handwoven  material,  and  their  adventuresome 
spirit.  Ilocanos  are  found  on  more  islands  than  any 
other  of  the  four  major  groups  of  people.  The  four 
groups  are:  Cebuanos,  Tagalogs,  Visayans,  and  the 
Ilocanos,  the  largest  group.  However,  there  are  many 
groups  besides  the  four  major  ones  and  all  have  their 
own  dialect. 

The  Church  of  God  in  the  Philippines  is  under  the 
title  of  New  Testament  Church  of  God.  There  are 
two  Bible  schools.  One  located  on  the  island  of  Luzon, 
and  the  other  on  the  island  of  Mindanao.  I  have  en- 
joyed visiting  and  working  with  the  students,  our 
future  ministers,  at  both  schools.  The  younger  of 
the  two  schools  is  in  Mindanao,  the  second  largest 
island  of  the  Philippine  Republic. 

This  picturesque  island  is  yet  to  be  developed.  It 
is  more  attractive  than  the  main  island  of  Luzon. 
When  my  family  went  down  there  last  summer,  we 
rode  on  a  bus  for  five  hours  on  dirt  roads.  I  enjoyed 
the  entire  experience — free  powder  (dust),  the  narrow 
wooden   bus   seats,   sun,   wind   and   all. 

Although  religion  is  predominantly  Catholic,  many 
Christian  Protestant  groups  are  striving  to  fulfill 
the  great  commission.  Still,  with  all  the  groups  work- 
ing, there  remain  tribes  of  primitive  people  to  be 
told  about  Christ.

Philippines  came  across  a  cannibalistic  group  of  peo- 
ple on  the  peninsula  of  Zamboanga  in  Mindanao. 
They  found  some  human  heads  and  baskets  of  human 
flesh.  On  the  island  of  Luzon  there  are  still  a  few 
primitive  tribes.  One  of  these,  the  Ilongots,  are  head 
hunters  also.  Not  long  ago  this  tribe  went  on  the  "war 
path,"  killing  a  number  of  people  and  taking  their 
heads.  They  also  take  heads  to  better  their  social 
standing  among  their  tribesmen.  In  order  to  attain 
certain  ornaments  for  the  ear,  a  certain  number  of 
heads  have  to  be  taken.  Another  primitive  group, 
the  Mangyans,  on  the  island  of  Mindoro  are  very 
friendly  but  shy.  Recently,  my  father  hiked  into  the 
mountains  where  they  live  and  stayed  two  days  with 
them.  He  learned  many  of  their  customs  and  had 
the  privilege  of  filming  many  of  their  activities.  He 
felt  honored  because  they  had  never  permitted  this 
before.  Now  he  is  called  their  "kaibigan,"  or  friend. 

This  consequental  country  is  a  great  challenge  for 
labor  for  Christ.  The  people  are  hungry  for  the  Word 
of  God  and  receptive  to  the  message.  This  is  seen 
by  the  crowds  that  gather  when  the  missionary  visits 
a  place.  Too,  we  have  never  seen  people  so  happy  to 
receive  Christian  literature.  We  give  it  out  by  the 
boxfuls.  When  the  invitation  is  given  to  accept  Christ 
after  the  message,  there  are  always  many  who  come 
forward.  They  are  not  ashamed  to  raise  their  hands 
for  prayer,  to  come  forward  to  accept  Christ,  or  to 
pray  with  us  that  they  may  be  healed.  They  easily 
see  their  need  for  a  Being  they  don't  have — Jesus 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour! 

Many  people  consider  it  a  sacrifice  to  work  on  a 
foreign  field,  but  for  me  it  is  a  genuine  privilege.  The 
experiences  and  knowledge  a  missionary  attains  will 
be  remembered  for  a  lifetime.  True,  there  are  some 
disadvantages  for  a  missionary's  child,  but  if  I  can  be 
of  service  to  the  Master  the  few  hardships  will  all 
vanish  as  a  vapor. 

As  I  grow  older,  I  do  not  know  what  the  future 
will  hold,  but  my  desire  is  to  do  the  perfect  will  of 
God,  never  doubting,  but  with  complete  faith  in  Him 
who  giveth  us  the  victory.  My  family  is  .-putting  our 
faith  in  the  Word  which  says,  "Behold,  I  am  the 
Lord  thy  God,  is  there  anything  to  hard  for  me?" 
What  more  do  we  need  when  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all? 

We  say  sincerely,  "Mabuhay  (long  life)  to  you  from 
the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the  wonderful  people  who 
are  really  the  "Pearls  of  the  Orient."   •

Mrs.  Jean 
Stone,  Editor  of  Trinity  Magazine,  received  a  letter

SUPPOSE  YOU  young  men  are  wondering 
about  a  female  giving  advice  to  you,  for  I  doubt  that 
we  understand  you  any  better  than  you  understand 
us.  But  I  feel  a  little  more  qualified  than  the  average 
woman  since  I  have  four  sons,  three  brothers,  two 
nephews,  and  of  course  one  husband!  There  are  no 
daughters,  sisters,  or  nieces  in  my  family. 

I  admit  that  I  don't  understand  the  source  of  all 
your  endless  energy,  your  roughness,  your  love  for 
wrestling  one  another;  but  perhaps  when  we  think 
of  your  heavy  responsibilities  in  life  we  can  compre- 
hend your  actions  or  at  least  excuse  them. 

It  is  you  who  will  largely  determine  the  standard 
of  living  that  your  children  will  have.  What  a  heavy 
load!  It  is  you  who  will  decide  whether  your  children 
will  have  sufficient  food  or  whether  they  will  go  to 
bed  hungry.  Whether  you  live  in  a  shack,  a  tent, 
or  a  house  depends  upon  you. 

A  young  lady's  main  objective  during  her  late  teens 
is  finding  a  husband.  But  yours  is  mainly  finding 
the  proper  course  in  life.  The  thought  of  marriage 
comes  later  with  you.  It  is  good  that  God  built 
and  framed  your  mind  thus,  for  on  your  life's  course 
so  much  depends. 

You  may  or  may  not  have  connected  the  title  of 
this  article  with  the  adage  "Don't  Get  Your  Cart  Be- 
fore the  Horse."  I  put  a  play  on  the  words  with 
the  intended  meaning:  Keep  the  important  in  front 
of  the  unimportant!  And  as  important  as  your  pro- 
fession will  be,  there  remains  a  more  vital  phase  to 
your  life.  That  is  the  condition  of  your  heart. 

One  of  you  reading  this  may  become  President 
someday.  Who  can  say?  I  know  many  of  you  will 
have  honored  positions,  but  if  you  have  a  bad 
heart,  spiritually  speaking,  you  are  really  nothing. 
Boys,  remember,  what  you  are  inside  exceeds  every- 


thing you  are  physically  outside.  You  may  be  fine 
looking  with  an  attractive  physique,  but  the  fact 
remains —  you  are  an  empty  shell  if  your  heart  isn't 
right. 

As  head  of  the  house  (and  God  still  means  you  to 
be,  although  your  future  wife  may  try  to  convince 
you  otherwise)  it  is  your  duty  to  lead  your  marriage 
partner  and  your  little  ones  in  the  God-fearing  path. 

Many  men  are  shirking  this  duty  and  this  is  visible 
by  observing  how  women  out  number  men  in  church 
attendance.  That  includes  all  denominations.  What 
a  shame  for  father  to  let  mother  do  his  job. 

Perhaps  you  are  hindered  at  worship  because  of 
the  notion  that  boys  are  not  supposed  to  show 
emotions  like  girls.  But  to  worship  God  reouires  a 
certain  amount  of  emotion.  To  seek  God  with  a  re- 
penting heart  is  the  pathway  to  Him.  There's  no 
disgrace  connected  with  weeping  if  you  are  so  in- 
clined. Jeremiah  wept  so  much  that  in  the  Bible  he 
was  referred  to  as  the  weeping  prophet.  Also,  to  re- 
joice when  feeling  the  peace  of  God  within  you  is 
a   rightful  action. 

You  young  men  may  even  be  hindered  by  becoming 
so  busy,  in  preparing  for  your  profession  that  wor- 
ship has  no  place  in  your  mind. 

Then  I  think  your  all  too  practical  mind  becomes 
a  block  to  your  worshipping  God.  You  try  to  reason 
God  out  in  the  natural  sense.  You  may  feel  many 
restraints  in  giving  your  heart  to  God,  but  true 
success  and  happiness  comes  only  when  a  life  is  sur- 
rendered to  Him. 

Put  the  major  decisions  in  front  of  the  minor  ones. 
They  will  range  thus:  Your  heart  comes  first,  then 
your  profession  in  life,  and  then  your  mate  for  life. 
Above  all  keep  the  heart  before  the  course  and  all 
other  good  things  will  follow.  God  promises  them 
to  you.  •

The  Social  Worker

^~t  ROM  THE  TIME  Jane  Adams  said,  "One  does 
/  good,  if  at  all,  with  people,  not  to  people," 
*— *  many  thousands  have  entered  the  exciting  vo- 
cation of  social  work.  The  sixty  nine-year-old  pro- 
fession now  numbers  about  one  hundred  thousand 
salaried  social  workers. 

Social  work  is  a  highly  skilled  profession.  Most  states 
require  social  workers  with  degrees.  This  education  re- 
quires a  basic  college  degree  and  then  two  years  of 
specialized  training  and  supervised  work.  Since  many 
social  agencies  need  more  workers,  they  have  made 
study  scholarships  available,  thereby  reducing  educa- 
tional expenses.  Salaries  are  equal  to  those  of  teachers, 
nurses  and  librarians. 

Since  Christianity  is  basically  concerned  with  the 
needs  of  all  people  the  call  into  social  work  fits  the 
Christian  pattern.  But  one  cannot  go  into  it  thinking 
that  those  whom  he  counsels  will  be  quick  converts 
because  of  their  great  need.  The  opposite  is  often  true 
because  many  have  turned  against  religion.  The  Chris- 
tian social  worker,  trained  under  the  latest  psychologi- 
cal techniques,  can  go  one  step  deeper  into  the  needy 
lives;  he  can  appeal  to  the  heart.  He  also  has  a  mes- 
sage that  goes  beyond  the  psychological  pattern. 

Social  work  is  probably  the  most  diversified  of  the 
helping  professions.  Psychiatric  social  workers  might 
work  with  children  to  solve  negative  social  patterns. 
A  medical  social  worker  might  help  arrange  for  the 
support  of  the  family  of  a  wage-earner  who  must 
enter  a  sanitorium.  A  public  assistance  worker  will 
help  a  retired  person  secure  suitable  living  conditions. 
The   parole   officer   seeks   jobs   for   those   who   shall 


soon  leave  prison. 

A  group  worker  might  get  on  the  right  side  of  a 
gang  and  lead  its  members  into  constructive  activities. 
The  settlement  worker  will  help  the  foreign  language 
refugee  adjust  to  this  country.  The  child  welfare  work- 
er counsels  couples  seeking  to  adopt  children.  The 
family  counselor  seeks  to  help  couples  avoid  marriage 
break  ups.  The  researcher  tabulates  statistics  seeking 
to  determine  why  people  act  as  they  do.  Variety  seems 
unlimited. 

Social  work  calls  for  mature  workers  since  most  of 
their  vocation  is  spent  among  people  with  problems. 
Most  often  they  are  called  into  service  after  some- 
thing has  gone  wrong.  A  worker  must  have  a  high 
sense  of  purpose — something  which  is  given  to  the 
Christian  as  the  will  of  God  for  his  life.  He  must  also 
be  able  to  take  criticism  and  failure  in  stride,  be- 
cause every  failure  is  usually  blamed  upon  the  worker, 
not  the  problem.  Failures  are  normal  because  success 
involves  the  complete  cooperation  of  all  the  partici- 
pants, many  whose  failure  to  cooperate  in  the  past 
produced  the  problems  they  have  in  the  present. 

A  Christian  approaching  social  work  must  have  the 
Christian  maturity  to  answer  some  of  the  purely  ani- 
malistic theories  that  are  given  to  solve  man's  prob- 
lems. He  must  also  have  the  wisdom  to  accept  proven 
psychological  theories. 

If  in  every  case  you  want  to  be  of  direct  service  to 
others,  and  you  believe  God  has  given  you  the  spiritual, 
emotional  and  mental  maturity  to  cope  with  the  prob- 
lems of  others,  enter  social  work.  Through  it  you  will 
help  many  readjust  to  society.  •

SOCIAL  WORK,  BORN  and 
^  nourished  in  the  cradle  of 
* — s  Christian  principles  and 
ideals,  is  a  profession  which  has 
been  overlooked  by  the  career- 
minded  youth  in  the  Church  of 
God  and  other  Pentecostal  denom- 
inations. 

When  the  Church  of  God  Home 
for  Children  recently  began  to  de- 
velop its  program  of  foster  care 
and  adoption,  the  officials  of  the 
Home  realized  that  there  is  an 
acute  shortage  of  professionally 
trained  social  workers  within  the 
church. 

Social  work  is  a  dynamic  and 
emerging  profession.  As  such  its 
goals  and  tasks  are  not  as  widely 
understood  as  they  need  to  be.  The 
church  especially  needs  to  be  aware 
of  the  opportunities  that  social 
work  offers  to  young  Christian  men 
and  women  who  are  seeking  a  ca- 
reer in  which  they  can  fulfill  the 
God-given  desire  to  help  other  peo- 
ple. 

Most  people  are  not  quite  sure 
what  a  social  worker  does,  but 
many  associate  the  job  with  pover- 
ty and  poor  people.  Many  people 
have  the  conception  that  the  social 
worker  is  a  nice  old  lady  with 
high-top  shoes  who  goes  about  giv- 
ing charity  to  the  destitute.  This  is 
an  old-fashioned  idea  and  it  fails 
to  recognize  that  social  work  is  a 
complex  profession  requiring  high- 
ly skilled  workers  who  provide  a 
wide  variety  of  services  to  troubled 
or  unfortunate  persons. 

In  a  child-placing  agency  such  as 
our  Home  for  Children  we  see  the 
caseworker  preparing  a  child  for 
placement  in  an  adoptive  home  or 
foster  home.  Many  hours  have  al- 
ready been  spent  in  screening  and 
evaluating      prospective      adoptive 


couples  in  an  attempt  to  find  the 
"right"  home  for  the  adoptable 
child.  The  thrill  of  seeing  three 
people  "united"  by  the  spiritual  and 
legal  contract  of  adoption  is  a  satis- 
fying experience  for  the  worker  in 
the  child  welfare  field. 

Again  we  see  a  worker  in  a  hos- 
pital setting,  helping  a  family  to 
understand  and  accept  the  fact  that 
their  father  will  always  be  some- 
what handicapped  as  a  result  of 
the  loss  of  his  legs.  The  caseworker 
works  very  closely  with  the  physi- 
cian in  helping  each  member  of  the 
family  to  adjust  to  the  situation. 
Or,  in  a  mental  health  clinic  or 
mental  hospital  we  see  the  social 
worker  working  with  the  psychia- 
trist and  the  psychologist.  The  case- 
worker obtains  the  social  history 
and  works  directly  with  the  patient 
or  his  family,  depending  on  the 
needs  of  the  situation. 

At  the  juvenile  court  or  in  a 
corrections  institution  the  social 
worker  counsels  with  teen-age  boys 
and  girls  who  have  committed  acts 
of  delinquency.  The  focus  may  be 
on  evaluating  whether  or  not  com- 
mitment in  a  training  school  is 
needed,  or  it  may  be  on  helping 
teen-agers  who  are  on  probation  to 
direct  their  energies  in  more  con- 
structive and  socially  acceptable 
ways. 

NOT  ONLY  DO  social 
workers  work  with  individuals,  but 
they  also  work  with  groups  of  in- 
dividuals. The  person  who  special- 
izes in  this  kind  of  work  is  called 
a  group  worker.  It  may  be  in  a 
community  center,  a  YMCA  or 
YWCA,  a  child-caring  institution, 
or  any  one  of  several  settings  where 
there  are  groups  of  individuals  who 
need  a  program  of  planned  direc- 


tion and  guidance. 

Of  course  these  are  not  the  only 
settings  in  which  social  work  is 
practiced.  To  mention  just  a  few 
others,  there  is  the  school  social 
worker,  the  missionary  social  work- 
er, the  public  welfare  worker,  and 
the  community  organization  work- 
er. In  all  these  endeavors,  the  work- 
er is  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  "whole"  person,  but  he  never 
attempts  to  deal  with  areas  that 
rightly  belong  to  the  other  profes- 
sions. For  example,  the  social  work- 
er could  never  take  the  place  of  or 
do  the  work  of  the  minister.  He 
could  only  supplement  or  work  as 
a  team  with  the  minister  in  help- 
ing to  meet  the  needs  of  people. 

Salaries  are  comparable  to  those 
offered  in  education,  public  health, 
and  similar  fields.  The  National 
Association  of  Social  Workers,  the 
official  organization  of  the  pro- 
fession, recommends  a  starting  sal- 
ary of  fifty  six  hundred  dollars  for 
the  inexperienced  worker  with  a 
master's  degree.  Many  public  and 
private  agencies  have  adopted  this 
minimum  salary  for  professionally 
trained  workers. 

Although  salary  is  important  in 
considering  a  job,  it  is  not  always 
the  most  important  factor.  Other 
factors  include  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  you  are  helping  oth- 
ers to  help  themselves,  and  the  op- 
portunity to  apply  Christian  prin- 
ciples in  a  disciplined  and  con- 
structive way. 

It  is  exciting  to  use  your  creative 
talents  and  imagination  in  a  pro- 
fession which  is  ever-changing  and 
never  dull  or  routine.  These  reasons 
help  to  explain  why  many  young 
Christian  men  and  women  are  re- 
sponding to  the  call  of  social  work 
as  a  way  of  life.  •

them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine 
house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down, 
and  when  thou  risest  up"  (Deu- 
teronomy 6:6,  7). 
The   greatest  education   we   can 


give  our  children  is  to  teach  them 
God's  Word.  It  is  the  greatest  guide 
for  this  life  and  is  the  only  source 
of  true  happiness  and  peace.

All  of 
his  musical  narratives  have  been 
well  received  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  have  been  used  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  point  souls  to  Christ. 

BOBBY'S  LIFE  IS  an 
unusual  expression  of  happiness. 
Kind,  considerate,  placid,  he  will 
lift  you!  His  exuberant  manner  of 
living  is  especially  attractive  to 
young  people.  He  has  many  friends 
who  are  teen-agers  throughout  the 
country  that  pray  for  his  work  and 


his  success.  During  his  revival 
meetings  young  people  gather 
around  him,  sing  with  him,  and 
listen  to  him. 

Bobby  is  a  scholar.  He  likes  to 
learn  new  things.  He  plans  to  write 
a  book  about  the  world  of  a  blind 
person.

As  stated  in 
a  recent  news  story  of  a  large  city 
newspaper,  his  unusual  gift  for  de- 
scribing the  different  colors  with 
certain  sounds  on  the  piano  is 
amazing  to  everyone.  Bobby  seems 
to  reach  out  with  a  "sixth  sense" 
when  describing  colors. 

How  about  the  future  for  Bobby? 
He  keeps  going!  His  method  of 
evangelism  will  reach  many,  many 
more  with  the  gospel  of  Christ  as 
the  Lord  permits.  His  passion  for 
souls,  his  courage,  the  music  that 
comes  from  his  soul,  all  set  him 
aflame  for  the  Saviour. 

This  world,  as  dark  as  it  is,  has 
been  lighted  somewhat  by  the  kind- 
ly person  of  Bobby  Peoples,  the  see- 
ing-eye  evangelist.

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I  AM  A  MOTHER 
By  Joyce  Starnes  McKinney 

Today,  as  I  stand  in  my  kitchen  watching  my  five- 
year-old  son  slide  down  a  hill  in  a  pasteboard  box,  I 
wonder  how  much  Christ-likeness  he  sees  in  me.  I 
remember  so  many  things  about  my  childhood — the 
mornings  when  my  father  woke  me  up  praying  and 
the  nights  when  my  mother  read  the  Bible  aloud  and 
we  had  family  devotions. 

Do  our  children  know  more  television  commercials 
than  Bible  verses?  The  training  we  give  them  from 
birth  to  six  years  determines  what  kind  of  men  or 
women  they  will  be.  Most  children  spend  twenty 
to  twenty-five  minutes  in  Sunday  School  each  week 
and,  for  some,  this  is  the  extent  of  their  Christian 
training.  To  have  Pentecostalists  of  tomorrow  who 
stand  firm  in  the  Church  of  God  faith,  it  is  our 
duty  as  young  Church  of  God  mothers  to  plant  the 
right  kind  of  seed  in  our  children's  minds. 

Many  parents  do  not  know  Christ.  Had  it  not  been 
for  my  early  training,  I,  too,  might  have  become  a 
parent  without  a  faith  anchored  in  God.  We  can 
teach  our  children  to  trust  in  the  Lord  and  have  per- 
sonal communion  with  Him.  Otherwise,  by  observing 
our  lives,  they  may  come  to  the  conclusion  that  God  is 
afar  off  and  not  interested  in  their  personal  needs. 

As  far  back  as  I  can  remember,  both  my  parents 
have  been  Christians.  I  was  reared  in  strict  Church 
of  God  fashion.  Growing  up  and  gaining  the  maturity 
to  face  the  crises  of  this  changing  world  is  not  an 
easy  process.  I  remember  one  of  the  most  disap- 
pointing times  of  my  teen-age  life.  At  the  close  of 
my  junior  year  of  high  school,  I  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  rising  seniors.  This  was  a  great  thrill  to 
me.  However,  when  the  next  spring  came  and  it  was 
time  for  the  junior-senior  dance,  my  parents  told  me 
that  I  should  not  attend.  The  senior  class  president  al- 
ways made  a  speech  at  this  dance,  so  I  thought  I  was 
missing  a  great  deal.  After  getting  alone  with  the 
Lord  in  prayer,  however,  I  came  to  realize  that  my 
parents  had  made  a  wise  decision.  I  praise  God  today 
for  the  strict  Christian  heritage  which  I  have. 

Will  our  children  rise  up  and  call  us  blessed?  Are 
we  too  involved,  too  rushed  to  take  the  necessary 
time  to  train  our  children  in  the  home?  More  than 
any  other  generation  before  them,  they  need  to  have 
God  implanted  in  their  lives  before  entering  school 
so  as  to  be  able  to  stand  firm  for  Christ. 

May  we  as  young  Church  of  God  mothers  consider 
ourwast  responsibility.  Then  may  we  take  a  new  start, 
make  some  new  vows  to  God,  and  train  our  children 
in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.

Jesus  gave  a  guide  for  victorious  living. 

Watch:  "Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temp- 
tation. The  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak," 
Christ  said  in  Mark  14:38.  He  is  saying,  Keep  your  eyes 
open,  watch  where  you  are  going,  and  don't  forget 
to  pray.  God  has  given  us  the  spiritual  perception  to 
recognize  right  and  wrong  and  the  courage  to  choose 
between  them. 

When  temptation  comes  we  are  actually  to  turn 
and  run  from  it,  for  as  Saint  Paul  taught  youthful 
Timothy,  one  should  flee  youthful  lusts.  Everybody 
will  be  tempted  but  only  the  careless  persons  yield. 
The  temptation  may  be  to  smoke,  drink,  go  to  the 
wrong  places,  or  do  the  wrong  things.  By  watching 
and  praying  we  can  avoid  these  sins. 

Operate:  "And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee  (cause  you 
to  stumble)  cut  it  off,"  Jesus  taught  in  Mark  9:43. 
Christ  advises  surgery,  if  necessary,  for  victory!  He 
is  simply  saying,  Be  severe  with  sin.  Ted  Engstrom 
states:  "If  some  friend,  or  some  favorite  magazine 
or  occupation  causes  you  to  fall  into  sin,  then  cut 
it  out  of  your  life  immediately.  If  you  don't  kill  sin, 
it  will  kill  you.  This  may  mean  saying  no  to  certain 
dates,  or  refusing  to  go  to  certain  places;  but  it's 
the  only  way  to  keep  clean." 

Jesus  does  not  mean  that  young  people  cannot 
have  fun.  Christian  youth  can  have  more  genuine 
enjoyment  than  the  unconverted  youths.  The  enjoy- 
ment, however,  must  be  of  the  right  kind  and  with 
the  right  crowd.  What  can  Christian  youth  do  for 
fun?  Everything  that's  worthwhile,  that's  wholesome 
and  uplifting,  that  leaves  one  feeling  good  after- 
wards. 

Dr.  Clyde  Narramore  says  those  who  state  that 
"Christianity    'limits'    their    fun    are    only    revealing 


their  own  personal  lacks.  Lacks?  Yes,  lacking  in  spir- 
ituality, in  personality,  in  imagination,  in  versatility, 
and  in  Christian  training.  ...  a  person  who  is  alive 
and  interesting  and  vital  can  always  think  of  some- 
thing to  do,  and  have  a  good  time  doing  it.  .  .  .  The 
fact  is,  non-Christians  have  a  harder  time  finding 
something  to  do  than  the  Christians  do."  The  non- 
Christian  will  never  find  the  joy,  the  thrill,  the  vic- 
tory which  he  seeks  until  he  finds  Christ. 

Dedicate:  Jesus  said,  "Come,  follow  me"  (Luke  18:- 
22).  The  victorious  Christian  follows  Him  in  prayer, 
Bible  reading,  witnessing,  and  church  attendance.  To 
neglect  these  four  areas  leads  to  a  powerless,  defeat- 
ed life.  The  youth  who  is  on  his  knees  stands  tallest 
and  goes  fartherest  with  Christ.  We  should  pray 
without  ceasing  in  a  spirit  of  thankfulness.  "In  every- 
thing give  thanks;  for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus  concerning  you"  (1  Thessalonians  5:17). 

It  is  a  grand  privilege  indeed  to  say  with  the  poet: 

In  the  center  of  the  circle 

Of  the  will  of  God  I  stand: 
There  can  come  no  second  causes, 

All  must  come  from  His  dear  hand. 
All  is  well!  For  'tis  my  Father 

Who   my  life   hath  planned.

Blessing  others,  satisfaction,  peace  of  mind,  and 
happiness  are  signposts  on  the  highway  of  victorious 
living.

J  KNOW  MANY  of  you  girls  have  waded  through 
your  Home  Economics  course  in  high  school. 
Don't  let  me  discourage  you  who  may  be  start- 
ing into  high  school  this  fall,  for  this,  without  a 
doubt,  will  be  one  of  your  most  interesting  subjects. 
Long  after  you  forget  your  Latin  words  and  geometry 
symbols,  you  will  remember  the  way  to  cut  out  a 
dress  or  bake  a  pie. 

To  this  day,  I  make  my  pie  crust  exactly  the  way 
my  Home  Economics  teacher  taught  me.  The  sewing 
class  was  a  lot  of  fun  too.  In  fact,  I  thought  I  knew 
as  much  about  sewing  in  a  couple  of  weeks  as  my 
teacher  knew.  But  I  soon  learned  that  I  hadn't 
learned  what  I  thought  I  had  learned.

Be  worthy  of 
his  call! 

Although  some  of  you  will  follow  a  desired  career 
before  marriage,  most  of  you  will  become  housewives 
and  mothers  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  Watch 
your  ways  now,  as  you  approach  these  beautiful  years 
ahead.  Always  behave  the  same  in  the  presence  of 
your  best  beau  as  you  do  in  the  presence  of  your 
parents,  neighbors,  and  friends.  If  you  will  never  go 
anywhere  or  do  anything  that  you  could  not  come 
home  and  describe  to  your  parents,  your  mother  and 
father  will  never  face  any  shame  from  you.  And  re- 
member, that  although  you  may  go  somewhere  that  is 
questionable  and  manage  to  conceal  it  from  your 
father  and  mother,  there  is  Someone  who  sees  you.

Fathers'  Day  is  observed  annually  the  third  Sunday 
in  June  to  pay  honor  and  respect  to  the  numberless 
faithful  dads  in  this  fair  country  of  ours.  All  the  honor 
and  favors  we  can  show  our  father  on  that  day  are 
mere  tokens  of  our  feelings. 

Through  blood,  sweat  and  tears  our  forefathers  have 
preserved  this  glorious  heritage  that  we  possess.  At 
the  sound  of  the  battle  cry,  our  fathers  of  today 
would  march  again  to  defend  our  freedom  as  did  our 
forefathers.

Dedication  to  His  Country 

In  these  dark  and  chaotic  times, 
what  can  you  do  for  your  country? 
Proverbs  declares,  "Righteousness 
exalteth  a  nation"   (Proverbs  14:34). 

In  the  words  of  Dr.  Billy  Gra- 
ham: "The  prophet  Daniel  lived  in 
a  pagan  nation  and  under  the 
worst  possible  conditions,  but  he 
did  not  fold  his  hands  and  wait 
for  the  judgment  to  strike  that  God 
had  promised.  He  opened  his  win- 
dows toward  Jerusalem,  prayed 
and  walked  with  God.

He  started 
to  read  it,  became  more  and  more 
interested,  and  before  he  had  fin- 
ished, resolved  to  cast  his  idols 
away.  For  twenty  years  he  wor- 
shiped the  eternal  God  as  revealed 
in  the  Psalms. 

Then  he  received  from  a  mis- 
sionary the  first  copy  of  the  New 
Testament  he  had  ever  seen.

take  part,  never  speak  up  in  dis- 
cussions, never  offer  prayer,  never 
read  the  Scripture  and  never  accept 
an  office.  They  sit  on  the  back  pew 
as  silent  as  statues.  When  the  serv- 
ice is  over,  they  whisper  to  one  an- 
other and  then  slip  out." 

Does  the  above  paragraph  sound 
like  remarks  you  and  the  other  ac- 
tive young  people  are  making  to  one 
another? 

If  your  answer  is  "yes,"  you're 
probably  asking  one  another,  "What 
can  we  do  about  those  back-seaters? 
How  can  we  get  them  to  take  part?" 

There  are  tried  and  proven  ways 
for  changing  Linda,  Chuck,  Susan, 
and  Bill  from  shrinking  lesser  lights 
to  bright  and  active  participants. 

But  first,  have  you  thought  about 
why  it  is  that  these  girls  and  fel- 
lows don't  take  part?  Do  you  feel 
that  they  don't  want  to  take  part? 

Chances  are  that  they  do. 

"Well,  they  certainly  don't  act  as 
if  they  want  to,"  you  reply. 

No,  they  don't.  But,  if  you  could 
see  into  their  minds  and  hearts  and 
read  what's  there,  you'd  learn  that 
the  "I-won't-take-part"  mask  is  on- 
ly a  defense. 

Most  overly  shy  young  people 
back  away  from  participation  at 
church  or  other  groups  because 
they've  had  some  experience,  or  se- 
ries of  experiences,  in  the  past  that 
have  given  them  an  emotional 
shock,  or  fear  of  being  laughed  at. 

Maybe  Linda  has  an  older  sister 
that  is  prettier  and  more  talented 
who  makes  Linda  feel  clumsy.  May- 
be Chuck's  parents  all  unknowing- 
ly have  pushed  him  too  hard  so 
that  he  feels  insecure  and  "won't 
try."  Could  be  that  Susan  has  been 
made  fun  of  by  older  people  or  by 
thoughtless  teens;  Bill  has  been 
criticized  over  and  over  until  he's 
built  up  a  wall  of  resistance.  These 
things  may  have  happened  in  early 
childhood  and  may  be  practically 
forgotten;  but  the  impact  lingers.

One    way   to    help 

these  shy  ones  is  to  be  friendly 
without  overdoing  it;  appreciative 
without  being  gushy.  A  casual  com- 
pliment on  Bill's  theme  that  was 
read  in  English  class,  Linda's  new 
red  sweater,  Susan's  tennis  game, 
will  break  the  ice. 

Asking  their  opinion  is  another 
good  approach.  "What  did  you  think 
of  the  assembly  speaker  at  school 
Friday?"  "How  do  you  feel  about 
the  new  band  director's  choice  of 
music?"  "How  did  you  like  the  talk 
the  student  president  gave?" 

Another  way  to  help  is  to  find 
out  each  shy  person's  special  talent, 
see  how  it  can  be  fitted  into  your 
young  people's  program?  You  may 
obtain  this  information  by  asking 
friends,  teachers,  the  youth  coun- 
selor at  church;  or  find  out  to  what 
other  organizations  the  shy  one  be- 
longs. 

If  you  discover  that  Chuck  is  A- 
plus  on  drawing,  why  not  get  the 
publicity  committee  in  Y.P.E.  to  tell 
him  he's  needed  to  do  an  eye- 
catching poster  for  the  big  youth 
rally.  If  Chuck  says  he  can't  (or  if 
he  won't!)  oblige,  maybe  he'll  draft 
the  idea  and  be  an  adviser  for  lesser 
artistic  lights. 

Shy  girls  and  fellows  who  tend  to 
"hang  back"  usually  respond  to 
work  in  minor  roles  at  first — on 
committees,  etc.  After  they've  been 
initiated  into  committee  work,  they 
can  gradually  be  promoted  up  the 
ladder. 

The  fact  that  Linda  or  Chuck  is 
shy  and  has  been  a  sideliner  doesn't 


mean  that  she  or  he  does  not  have 
a  great  deal  of  talent.  Sometimes, 
in  the  long  run,  shy  people  prove  to 
be  the  most  talented  and  resource- 
ful of  all.  They've  only  been  waiting 
for  someone  to  appreciate  them  and 
to  help  them  get  into  the  program. 

Some  Y.P.E.  groups  make  up  a  list 
or  chart  with  various  activities, 
then  pass  out  the  list  at  a  meeting 
and  ask  everyone  to  check  it.  A 
sure-fire  way  to  get  an  accurate 
picture  is  to  ask  that  each  person 
put  a  "1"  before  his  favorite  ac- 
tivities, "2"  before  those  he  enioys, 
and  "3"  before  those  he'd  be  willing 
to  help  with,  even  though  they're 
not  his  stellar  accomplishments. 
Then  the  committee  can  sort  out 
the  results  and  make  assignments. 

If  you  ask  Jesus  Christ  to  guide 
you  in  this  sort  of  proiect;  if  you 
do  your  level  best  to  help  a  shy 
Susan  or  a  bashful  Bill  to  flower 
out  into  a  live-wire  Y.P.E.  partic- 
ipant, you  may  change  the  entire 
course  of  a  life.  With  your  friend- 
ship, appreciation,  and  assistance, 
the  shy  teen  may  gain  a  new  faith 
in  himself,  may  strike  out  into  new 
endeavors,  may  find  glorious  new 
roads  of  service.  And  someday  he 
may  fill  a  post  of  splendid  Chris- 
tian service. 

Many  an  outstanding  Christian 
leader  owes  his  start  to  some  per- 
son who  cared  enough  to  take  time 
and  thought  to  help  him  overcome 
his  shyness  and  find  bright  new 
roads  of  dedication  that  led  to  out- 
standing work  in  the  kingdom  of 
God.  • 
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HANG   OUT   YOUR   LIGHT 


JN  OLDEN  TIMES  at  nightfall  the  watchman 
would  move  through  the  city  streets  crying, 
"Hang  out  your  lights,  hang  out  your  lights!" 
The  challenge  to  youth  in  this  hour  is  to  be  a  bright 
and  shining  light  for  Jesus.  According  to  Paul's  words 
young  people  should  be  examples.  It  will  cost  you 
something  to  be  a  light  for  the  L"  J,  jut  the  reward 
at  the  end  of  the  way  is  great.  While  Jesus  was  on 
earth  He  said  of  Himself,  "I  am  the  Light  of  the 
world."  When  He  was  preparing  to  go  away.  He  turned 
to  His  followers  and  declared,  "Ye  are  the  light  of 
the  world."

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An  Account  of  George  Whitefield

^H  HE  BEST  DESCRIPTION  of 

/  George  Whitefield  was:  "He 
•*S  lived  to  preach."  He  came 
"from  tavern  to  pulpit"  for  he  was 
born  on  December  16,  1714,  in  a 
tavern  owned  by  his  parents  in 
Gloucester,  England,  where  he 
lived  until  he  was  ten  years  old. 

In  his  youth  George  was  fond  of 
romantic  reading  and  acting.  His 
voice  and  talents  could  have  made 
him  an  actor,  but  he  chose  the  min- 
istry, earning  his  way  through  col- 
lege as  a  valet  to  richer  students. 
While  at  Oxford  College  in  1735,  he 
was  converted. 

At  twenty-one  George  Whitefield 
became  a  preacher  of  the  Church  of 
England.  He  wrote:  "This  is  a  day 
much  to  be  remembered.  I  am  un- 
fit to  preach  in  His  great  name." 

Whitefield  attracted  crowds  in  a 
miraculous  way.  Although  a  pop- 
ular preacher,  he  felt  called  to 
America.  Many  tried  to  discourage 
him,  but  he  sailed  in  1738.  Al- 
though a  poor  sailor,  he  preached 
regularly  on  the  ship,  had  prayers 
twice  daily  and  visited  the  sick.  He 
wrote:  "Many  marks  of  sound  con- 
version appear  on  several  aboard. 
In  the  great  cabin  we  talk  of  little 
else  but  God  and  Christ."  His  wit- 
ness produced  results. 

Although  ill  when  he  arrived  in 
Georgia,  he  conducted  an  aver- 
age of  two  and  one-half  public 
services  daily,  and  four  on  Sunday. 
He  preached  for  all  denominations, 
saying:  "I  love  those  who  love  Christ 
and  am  always  ready  to  be  their 
fellow-laborer." 

Whitefield  was  ordained  at  the 
age  of  twenty-four.  Besides  preach- 
ing he  wrote  many  pamphlets  and 
letters.  Because  he  preached  doc- 
trines other  than  those  of  the 
Church  of  England,  many  such 
churches  were  closed  against  him. 


HE  LIVED  TO  PREACH 


This  was  God's  way  of  getting  him 
to  preach  in  homes,  in  churches  of 
all  denominations  and  in  the  open 
air.  This  was  the  foundation  of  the 
Whitefield  and  Wesley  revivals 
which  shook  England  and  America 
with  a  new  spiritual  birth. 

In  America,  Whitefield  wrote: 
"The  whole  world  is  now  my  par- 
ish. Wherever  my  Master  calls  me, 
I  am  ready  to  go  and  preach  His 
everlasting  gospel.  My  only  grief  is 
that  I  cannot  do  more  for  Christ. 
I  ought  to  love  and  do  much,  hav- 
ing had  so  much  forgiven.  Pray,  I 
may  never  be  weary  in  well-doing." 

Every  page  of  his  journal  tells  of 
continual  preaching.  With  little 
rest,  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  White- 
field  witnessed  for  Christ  by  ser- 
mon, song,  letter  and  written  word. 
He  wished  to  provide  a  home  for  the 
orphans  of  his  parish  in  Georgia. 

Benjamin  Franklin  wrote  a  letter 
about  Whitefield's  preaching  in 
Philadelphia:  "It  was  wonderful  to 
see  the  change  made  in  the  man- 
ners of  our  inhabitants.  From  being 
thoughtless  and  indifferent  about 
religion,  it  seems  as  if  all  of  the 
world  were  growing  religious,  so 
that  one  could  not  walk  through 
Philadelphia  in  the  evenings,  with- 
out hearing  psalms  sung  by  differ- 
ent families  of  every  street." 

This  is  the  city  another  minister 
had  written  of  a  year  before:  "Re- 
ligion is  only  a  matter  of  form  and 
dead  formality."  God  worked  many 
miracles  through  Whitefield. 


AFTER  A  preaching 
journey  of  five  months,  Whitefield 
built  the  orphan's  home  in  Bethes- 
da,  Georgia,  with  help  from  his 
own  funds.  When  Whitefield  was  in 
Philadelphia,  Franklin  wrote:  "I  at- 
tended one  of  Whitefield's  sermons, 
in  the  course  of  which  I  perceived 
he  intended  to  finish  with  a  col- 
lection. I  resolved  he  should  get 
nothing  from  me.  I  had  in  my  pock- 
et a  handful  of  copper  money,  three 
or  four  silver  dollars  and  five  pis- 
toles in  gold.  As  he  proceeded  I 
softened,  and  concluded  to  give  the 
copper.  More  of  his  oratory  deter- 
mined me  to  give  the  silver.  He  fin- 
ished so  admirably  that  I  emptied 
my  pocket  wholly  into  the  col- 
lector's dish,  gold  and  all."  That 
was  poor  Richard,  who  wrote  of 
thrift. 

Franklin  tells  of  a  neighbor  who 
took  no  money  when  he  went  to 
hear  Whitefield  so  he  could  not 
give.  He  was  so  influenced  by  the 
sermon,  he  tried  to  borrow  from  a 
Quaker,  who  answered:  "At  any 
time,  friend,  I  would  lend  thee  free- 
ly, but  not  now,  for  Thee  seems  to 
me  to  be  out  of  thy  right  senses." 

Throughout  life,  the  friendship  of 
Whitefield  and  Franklin  grew.  They 
respected  each  other  and  exchanged 
many  letters. 

Whitefield  helped  start  a  Pres- 
byterian church  in  Philadelphia. 
Afterward  this  became  the  location 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
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On  Long  Island,  Dutch  ministers 
gave  him  the  use  of  their  pulpits. 
He  preached  for  Baptist  and  inde- 
pendents. He  preached  in  all  kinds 
of  places.  Once  in  a  dance  hall  at 
an  inn,  he  spoke  and  a  number  were 
converted. 

Because  of  jealousy,  Whitefield 
was  tried  by  the  Episcopal  church 
court  for  preaching  in  churches 
which  did  not  agree  with  that 
church  and  for  praying  prayers  not 
in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer.  In 
spite  of  these  persecutions,  White- 
field  continued  preaching. 

Whitefield  helped  with  the  "Great 
Awakening"  in  New  England  and 
then  preached  his  way  south  to  his 
orphanage.  He  went  back  to  Eng- 
land to  preach  in  England,  Scot- 
land and  Wales.  He  again  returned 
to  America  with  the  wife  he  had 
married  upon  his  return  home. 

When  he  came  to  America  ill,  he 
wrote  that  a  doctor  friend  "came 
to  take  care  of  me  or  attend  my 
funeral,  but  found  me  in  the  pul- 
pit." 

Harvard  College  attacked  White- 
field  because  he  insisted  that 
ministers  too  must  be  converted. 
Whitefield  held  no  grudge,  for  29 
years  later  when  Harvard  burned, 
he  begged  books  for  them  and  was 
publicly  thanked. 

His  American  travels  were  tiring 
to  his  health.  Travel  was  done  by 
horseback,  coach  or  boat,  with  none 
of  the  modern  speed  and  comfort. 
Whitefield  wrote:  "We  lead  a  mov- 
ing life,  but  I  trust  we  move  heav- 
enward." 

He  was  called  to  Bermuda  where 
he  gave  "a  new  baptism  of  the 
Spirit  to  pews  and  pulpits." 

For  three  years  between  trips  to 
America,  Whitefield  preached  in 
England  and  Ireland.  Many  nobil- 
ity as  well  as  other  people  were 
converted.  He  labored  to  spiritualize 
the  preachers  of  the  church  of 
England,  thus  changing  them,  in- 
stead of  separating  the  two  and 
forming  a  new  denomination. 

The  only  church  appointments 
Whitefield  ever  had  were  his  parish 


in  Savannah,  Georgia,  and  domes- 
tic chaplain  to  the  Countess  of 
Huntington. 

ON  HIS  FOURTH  visit 
to  America,  Whitefield  was  busy 
with  his  orphan's  home  trying  to 
add  a  college  for  preachers.  Often 
ill,  he  refused  to  stay  in  bed,  but 
instead  "ranged  for  souls."  In  Eng- 
land he  published  a  hymnal  and 
built  tabernacles  in  London  and 
Bristol  where  he  preached  to  crowd- 
ed congregations. 

On  his  fifth  visit  to  America  he 
brought  22  orphans  from  England 
for  his  home  in  Georgia.  The  boat 
stopped  in  Lisbon  where  for  the 
first  time  he  saw  the  Catholic  re- 
ligion practiced.  He  wrote:  "I  am 
glad  I  am  a  Protestant."  He  wrote 
of  this  trip:  "Thousands  flock  to 
hear  the  word  preached  daily." 

In  England  there  were  riots  at 
his  meetings  caused  by  mobs  hired 
by  certain  jealous  bishops  of  the 
Church  of  England.  Whitefield's  life 
was  threatened  often,  but  he  es- 
caped unharmed  and  continued  to 
preach  wherever  possible. 

Whitefield  could  not  return  to 
America  because  of  the  European 
Wars.  He  preached  in  England,  Ire- 
land and  Wales.  In  Ireland  he  was 
pelted  with  stones  which  inflicted 
a  deep  wound,  scarring  his  head. 

Once  when  visiting  the  poor  he 
gave  all  he  had.  When  his  com- 
panion scolded,  he  answered:  "My 
stock  is  exhausted,  but  God  will 
soon  send  me  a  fresh  supply."  That 
night,  a  man  usually  stingy,  gave  a 
large  sum,  whereupon  Whitefield 
said:  "God  has  soon  repaid  what  I 
bestowed.  Learn  not  to  withhold 
when  it  is  in  the  power  of  your 
hand  to  give." 

When  the  Seven  Years  War  was 
ended,  Whitefield  returned  to  his 
Orphan's  Home  and  then  to  Phil- 
adelphia, where  he  preached  daily. 
Although  only  fifty-five  years  of 
age  he  felt  himself  worn  and  close 
to  death. 


He  spent  the  last  two  months  of  his 
life  preaching  in  and  around  Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts. 

On  Saturday,  September  29,  he 
left  Portsmouth,  stopping  at  Exeter 
to  preach.  A  friend  said:  "Sir,  you're 
more  fit  to  go  to  bed  than  to 
preach." 

"True,"  replied  Whitefield.  He 
raised  his  eyes  and  said:  "Lord  Je- 
sus, I  am  weary  in  Thy  work,  but 
not  of  it.  If  I  have  not  yet  finished 
my  course,  let  me  go  and  speak  for 
Thee  once  more  in  the  fields,  seal 
Thy  truth  and  come  home  and  die." 
For  two  hours  he  preached  his  last 
sermon. 

Arriving  at  Newburyport  he  had 
to  be  carried  from  the  boat.  People 
crowded  into  the  house  and  out- 
side, so  he  stood  on  the  staircase 
on  his  way  to  bed  and  spoke  to 
them  in  his  last  exhortation.  The 
candle  burned  out  in  his  hands  as 
he  talked. 

A  friend  followed  to  his  room  and 
found  him  reading  the  Bible.  He 
knelt  by  the  bed,  prayed  and  then 
slept  until  two  o'clock.  At  six  in  the 
morning  he  died  on  September  30, 
1770.  His  funeral  procession  was  a 
mile  long.  More  than  six  thousand 
people  tried  to  crowd  into  the 
church. 

"Whitefield  was  full  of  religious 
feeling  and  except  when  sleeping, 
he  seemed  to  pray  and  praise  al- 
ways and  everywher  e,"  said  a 
friend. 

Whitefield  lighted  candlesticks 
that  had  gone  out.  George  White- 
field  is  an  example  of  what  a  per- 
son who  consecrates  his  life  from 
youth  can  do  in  a  lifetime  devoted 
to  Christ.  •

Together,  Dave  and  Lenny  have  planned  and  pro- 
duced "Life  at  Lee"  for  radio  station  WBAC  in  Cleve- 
land, Tennessee. 

Since  Lee  College  is  in  a  period  of  rapid  transition 
and  progress,  first  semester  programs  were  centered 
around  such  themes  as  the  renovation  of  Lee's  campus, 
Lee's  expanding  curricula  and  facilities,  and  Lee's  plans 
for  the  future.  "The  underlying  purpose  of  each  pro- 
duction is  to  inform  in  an  entertaining  way,"  says 
announcer  Douglas.  This  is  accomplished  by  report- 
ing events  of  interest  from  the  campus  of  Lee  College 
and  by  presenting  musical  performances. 

The  program  has  been  host  to  pianists,  soloists,  a 
guitarist,  and  the  Lee  College  Brass  Ensemble  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Delton  Alford.  Along  with  live 
performances,  various  recordings  have  been  used  in- 
cluding the  album  by  the  Lee  College  Touring  Choir. 
Format  for  "Life  at  Lee"  has  been  flexible  enough 
to  include  interviews  with  foreign  students  and  the 
development  of  such  topics  as  freedom,  friendship, 
and  individuality.

The  darkness  on  the  eastern 
horizon  steals  away  as  the  sun 
rises  brightly  in  the  sky.  A  new  day 
is  here  for  the  Lee  College  Alumni 
Association. 

One  of  the  most  progressive  steps 
of  the  national  association  was 
taken  last  November  21,  when  the 
Alumni  General  Assembly  approved 
the  founding  of  a  club  to  promote 
annual  contributions.  It  is  known 
as  the  Alumni  Expansion  Club 
(AEC).  On  March  6,  AEC  was 
launched  at  a  leadership  banquet 
composed  of  national  and  state 
alumni  officers,  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil of  the  Church  of  God,  and  lo- 
cal Alumni.  The  newly  formed 
club  already  has  eighty  charter 
members  who  have  pledged  to  an- 
nually contribute  ten  dollars  or 
more  to  the  Lee  College  Alumni  As- 
sociation. 

THE  PROBLEM:  On  the  day  of 

graduation,  May  31,  1963,  Lee  Col- 
lege will  be  the  alma  mater  of  ap- 
proximately ten  thousand  students. 
Out  of  this  number,  the  Lee  Col- 
lege Alumni  Association  maintains 
a  mailing  list  of  less  than  three 
thousand  persons  and  an  active 
alumni  list  of  less  than  five  hun- 
dred. The  primary  reason  for  such 


a  small  number  of  active  alumni 
is  a  lack  of  contact  between  the 
National  Office  and  Lee  Alumni; 
without  operational  funds,  it  is  im- 
possible to  maintain  contact. 

THE  SOLUTION:  The  Alumni 
Expansion  Club  is  a  club  organ- 
ized for  the  promotion  of  systemat- 
ic contribution  to  the  Lee  College 
Alumni  Association. 

THE  PURPOSE:  Co-operation  in 
AEC  will  enable  your  alumni  as- 
sociation to  maintain  contact  with 
alumni  on  the  field,  to  expand 
our  scholarship  program,  to  in- 
crease our  student  loan  fund,  to 
expand  the  educational  facilities  of 
our  alma  mater,  to  expand  our  stu- 
dent recruitment,  and  to  maintain 
our  national  office  on  the  campus 
of  Lee  College. 

THE  ACCOMPLISHMENTS:  Al- 
ready through  the  Alumni  Expan- 
sion Club,  we  have  been  able  to 
hire  a  student  as  part-time  secre- 
tary, and  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  regular  office  hours  from 
one  to  four-thirty  every  afternoon.

OT  A  NOSE  for  news?  Do  you  always  seem  to 
be  the  first  one  on  the  scene  when  an  acci- 
dent occurs?  Do  you  like  to  be  an  insider  on 
what  happens  around  you?  If  you  say  yes  to  these, 
heading  toward  a  job  with  the  local  newspaper  might 
be  your  best  career  choice. 

Opportunities  for  printing  sermons  in  the  Daily 
Bulletin  are  few.  Only  a  few  editors  give  the  com- 
munity preachers  their  corner.  Most  "preaching"  has 
to  be  done  in  a  more  subtle  way  to  attract  readers. 
A  newspaper  reporter  has  these  opportunities.  Along 
with  "reporting  just  the  facts"  is  a  lot  of  interpreta- 
tion. A  Christian  can  render  valuable  service  to  his 
community  here.  And  when  the  big  chance  comes  he 
can  present  the  simple  gospel.  If  the  reporter  writes 
editorials  he  has  additional  opportunities  to  present  a 
Christian  view  of  the  news. 

Newspaper  reporters  have  opportunities  beyond  the 
reach  of  any  pulpiteer.  A  newspaperman  can  declare 
a  word  war  on  any  evil  in  the  community.  He  can 
fight  for  clean  government,  he  can  campaign  for  a 
cleaner  city,  he  can  promote  youth  activities — any 
needy  area  in  the  city's  life  can  be  penetrated  by 
his  typewriter  and  camera. 

Many  cities  have  experienced  great  reforms  because 
some  newspaperman  has  dreamed  up  a  better  program

or  discovered  a  weakness  in  existing  ones.  The  Chris- 
tian reporter  can  help  bring  about  the  Christianiza- 
tion  of  his  community. 

Some  more  characteristics  to  find  in  yourself  be- 
fore owning  a  press  card  are:  initiative,  judgment, 
persistence,  intellectual  integrity,  a  sense  of  humor, 
idealism  and  a  logical  and  orderly  mind.  To  be  su- 
perior one  must  also  possess  a  compelling  passion  to 
learn  the  truth. 

A  college  education  is  a  usual  prerequisite  to  a 
newspaper  career.  A  thorough  study  of  journalistic 
techniques  plus  a  well-rounded  liberal  arts  program 
is  essential.  Opportunities  are  equal  for  women  and 
men.  Salaries  range  from  $5,000  to  $10,000.  It  isn't  an 
occupation  that  leads  to  sudden  riches.  It  must  be 
considered  as  a  service  occupation. 

To  be  sure,  a  newspaperman's  life  never  has  a  dull 
moment.  Variety  abounds — in  types  of  news  and 
sources.  One  hour  he's  in  the  slums,  the  next  he's 
among  society.  He  reports  everything  that  will  interest 
some  segment  of  his  community. 

For  the  Christian  who  has  a  nose  for  news  this  can 
be  a  means  of  presenting  practical  Christianity — 
through  interpretation  of  news  and  through  commu- 
nity improvement  ideas  and  ideals.  What's  the  latest 
news?  Report  it  now!    •

S  THE  YOUNG 
MAN  SAFE?

•7VEN  THOUGH  ABSALOM  had 
f  rebelled  against  his  father, 
^— *  King  David,  and  was  at- 
tempting to  usurp  the  throne,  Da- 
vid commanded  his  generals  as 
they  went  into  battle  against  him, 
"Deal  gently  for  my  sake  with  the 
young  man." 

What  parent  cannot  sympathize 
with  this  king  in  his  command 
regarding  a  worthless  son? 

How  David's  heart  must  have 
ached  as  he  realized  his  favorite 
son  had  betrayed  him. 

It  was  at  this  time,  the  song  of 
mourning  was  written  by  him: 
"My  God,  my  God,  why  has  thou 

forsaken  me? 
Why  art  thou  so  far  from  helping 

me? 
O  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  daytime, 

but  thou  hearest  not; 
And  in  the  night  season,  and  am 
not  silent." 

But  the  battle  went  against  Ab- 
salom and  David's  own  general 
completed  the  task  of  taking  Ab- 
salom's life  as  he  hung  from  an  oak 
tree.  When  a  messenger  reached 
the  king  after  the  battle,  David 
quickly  inquired,  "Is  the  young 
man  Absalom  safe?" 

Out  of  a  grief-filled  heart,  Da- 
vid cried,  "O  my  son  Absalom,  my 
son,  my  son  Absalom!  would  God  I 
had  died  for  thee,  O  Absalom,  my 
son,  my  son!" 

David's  wisdom  in  dealing  with 
his  family  did  not  seem  to  match 
his  prowess  as  a  warrior.  "There 
were  always  quarrels  to  be  settled 
within  his  own  household,"  states 
one  biographer.  "As  had  been  the 
case  almost  since  the  day  of  his 
birth,  the  young  prince  Absalom 
was  the  source  of  much  of  the  trou- 
ble. His  physical  prowess  and  ruth- 
lessness  had  earned  him  the  posi- 
tion of  leader  among  the  princes, 
although  Amnon  and  Chileab,  the 
older  brothers,  bitterly  resented  this 
fact.  They  were  always  ready  to 
complain  to  David  about  their  more 
aggressive  brother.  David,  on  the 
other  hand  could  see  little  fault  in 
Absalom,  for  the  young  man  was 
just  such  another  as  David  had 
been  in  his  youth — handsome,  rud- 
dy, and  spirited.  As  vain  and  ego- 
tistical as  he  was  handsome,  Ab- 


salom did  not  hesitate  to  use  his 
father's  fondness  for  him  to 
strengthen  his  own  position  in  the 
king's  household  and  in  the  king's 
favor." 

There  is  much  to  be  learned  by 
parents  today  from  the  life  of  Da- 
vid and  his  family.  How  often  do 
men,  as  head  of  the  household, 
neglect  their  home  duties  by  the 
pressure  of  vocational,  community, 
and  even  church  demands.  Yet,  the 
reaping  day  will  find  them  just  as 
sorrowful  as  David  when  Absalom, 
his  favorite  son,  turned  traitor. 

Youth  today  actually  yearn  for  a 
stable  home  life  in  which  they  may 
find  true  direction  and  guidance 
of  the  right  sort.  How  often  are 
they  let  down  by  pleasure-seeking, 
power-loving,  ambition-laden  and 
immoral-minded  parents?  Solomon 
admonished,  "Correct  thy  son,  and 
he  shall  give  thee  rest,  yea,  he 
shall  give  delight  unto  thy  soul." 

The  safety  of  today's  youth  de- 
pends upon  the  right  kind  of  home 
training,  discipline  administered 
with  love,  and  God-fearing  parents 
who  set  the  right  example.  Juve- 
nile delinquency  will  be  less  heard 
of  as  parental  delinquency  loses  its 
grip  in  the  home. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  has  said,  "Of  our 
present-day  crime-breeding  condi- 
tions the  most  culpable  of  all  is 
the  unthinking  American  parent. 
Certainly  here  is  a  field  in  which 
pioneering  is  to  be  done.  Here  is  an 
opportunity  for  the  bravery  neces- 
sary to  tell  the  silly,  soft-brained, 
indulgent  parent  who  prates  of  the 
independence  of  youth,  that  he  or 
she  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than 
a  moral  coward  ...  In  the  break- 
down of  the  American  home  there 
has  been  a  steady  lessening  of  pa- 
rental supervision,  of  parental  un- 
derstanding, of  parental  courage, 
and  an  increase  of  parental  lazi- 
ness whereby  the  sins  of  these  par- 
ents are  being  visited  upon  the 
children,  and  the  children  are  pay- 
ing for  those  sins  of  omission  by 
committing  17  percent  of  all  the 
crime  committed  in  America."  •

Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd 
in  seeking  to  illustrate  the  minis- 
try of  the  Trinity  said:  "that  God 
expressed  His  Fatherhood;  the 
Holy  Spirit,  His  mother  heart;  and 
Jesus  represented  the  Elder  Broth- 
er." 

Not  long  ago,  a  young  girl  went 
to  her  dad  for  some  money,  having 
seen  a  dress  she  desired.  Since 
numberless  appeals  had  been  made 
recently,  the  dad  asked,  "Do  you 
think  I  am  made  of  money?"  With 
that  look  and  feeling  of  complete 
confidence  and  utter  dependency, 
she  replied,  "Well,  isn't  that  what 
dads  are  made  for?"  "Yes,"  was 
the  reply,  "that  is  one  of  the  many 
things  that  dads  are  made  for." 
Some  dads  are  not  permitted  to 
provide  like  others  for  their  own. 
But  is  this  so  important  after  all? 
A  feeling  of  security  that  can  be 
well  established  in  the  child's  mind 
is  to  teach  him  that  God  will  sup- 
ply. Love  is  much  more  than  de- 
mand and  supply.  Love  is  the  true 
expression  of  the  soul. 

Love  of  mom  for  dad  should  be 
just  as  real  after  fifty  years  of  mar- 
ried life  as  it  is  on  the  morning 
of  the  wedding  day.  Much  is  said 
about  loving  mother  and  this 
should  be,  but  this  is  dad's  day 
and,  he  too,  deserves  your  expres- 
sion and  feeling  of  love.  We  hardly 
expect  the  same  outward  expres- 
sions of  love  in  an  aged  couple  as 
in  a  newly  married  couple.  But  the 
love  should  exist  just  the  same — 
less  demonstrative  because  age  is 
less  demonstrative  than  youth;  but 
just  as  real  and  genuine.  It  should 
manifest  itself  in  a  thoughtful 
courtesy,  a  true  politeness  and  lov- 
ing kindness  toward  him  who  has 
walked  by  your  side  for  many  years 
and  has  with  you  borne  the  bur- 
dens of  life. 

Dad  is  God's  priest  and  prophet. 
I  believe  one  day  in  God's  heaven 
he  will  be  a  king.   •

The  only  entrance  to  the 
little  valley  is  a  mule-wide  trail  from  Tecoba  fourteen 
miles  away.  The  turns  on  this  trail  are  so  short  that 
nothing  even  mule-long  can  be  carried  down  it.  How 


then,  would  the  Indians  get  their  church?  Well,  man 
has  not  conquered  the  air  for  nothing  and,  although 
a  regular  plane  could  not  land  in  the  canyon,  a  heli- 
copter could.  So  one  day  a  whirlybird  hovered  over  the 
canyon  above  the  upraised  faces  of  the  Indians  and 
the  large  pieces  for  the  erecting  of  their  chapel  were 
dropped  slowly  down  among  them.  Before  this,  how- 
ever, because  that  mode  of  conveyance  was  cheaper 
than  the  air,  the  smaller  pieces  for  the  building  came 
down  the  long  trail  strapped  to  the  backs  of  mules  or 
Indian  ponies. 

With  everyone  helping  who  could  help,  the  chapel, 
a  quonset  hut,  took  shape,  and  became  a  reality  in  a 
very  short  time.  Then  another  day  the  three-thousand 
Indians  watched  again  as  the  huge  cross,  fastened 
to  the  bottom  of  a  helicopter,  came  down  to  them  out 
of  the  sky.  Into  their  quiet  lives  now  had  come  a 
spiritual  beauty  that  matched  the  loveliness  of  their 
stream-blessed  valley,  their  land  of  the  "sky-blue 
waters."  • 


A  PRIL,  1961  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
//  era.  The  U.S.S.R.  became  the  first  nation  to 
— /w     launch  a  man  into  space. 

Alan  Shephard,  on  May  5,  1961,  took  honors  for 
man's  second  flight  into  space.

^fy  URING  MOMENTS  OF  sadness  or  frustration, 
/  j  I  often  think  of  a  family  scene  years  ago  in  a 
O^s  little  settlement,  known  as  Beauchamp  Springs, 
just  outside  Houston,  Texas. 

I  was  about  seven  years  old  at  the  time. 

My  father,  a  carpenter,  had  been  without  work,  and 
it  was  nearing  the  Christmas  holidays.  My  mother 
and  father  were  both  godly  people.  They  believed  God 
and  His  Word,  and  they  trusted  Him  at  all  times.  What 
faith  they  had! 

Father,  after  reading  the  Bible  to  his  little  flock  of 
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five,  kneeled  down  that  night  and  told  God  all  about 
his  problem.  He  talked  to  God  as  though  God  were 
right  there  in  the  room  with  us.  He  talked  in  simple 
language,  that  even  I  could  understand.  As  he  closed 
his  prayer  of  petition  that  evening  he  said,  "Now  God, 
you  just  fix  this  like  you  always  do,  for  the  best  of  all 
concerned,  Amen." 

The  very  next  day,  my  father  was  called  to  a  car- 
penter job  for  a  business  man  in  the  city;  a  job  which 
lasted  until  the  week  before  Christmas  and  brought 
in  the  necessary  funds  to  provide  a  Merry  Christmas 
for  four  little  children,  happiness  for  Mother  and 
satisfaction  for  Father.  But  the  thing  that  impressed 
me  most  was  my  father's  words  to  God,  "Now  God, 
you  just  fix  this  like  you  always  do.  .  .  ." 

Many  times  since  that  day  in  my  childhood,  my  fa- 
ther's God  has  "fixed"  things  for  me  that  needed 
"fixing."  During  these  trying  days  in  which  we  live, 
his  precious  words  come  back  to  me  over  and  over. 

In  these  days  when  people  are  afraid,  when  they 
are  identified  more  and  more  with  material  things 
and  less  and  less  with  spiritual  standards,  and  as  we 
watch  them  drift  from  the  Christian  faith,  our  hearts 
cry  out  that  the  thing  we  need  is  the  faith  of  our 
fathers.  We  need  a  faith  that  dedicates  us  to  some- 
thing bigger  and  more  important  than  ourselves  and 
our  possessions. 

EVERY  PARENT  IS  interested  in  the  growth 
of  his  child.  He  wants  to  see  him  develop  physical 
strength,  emotional  stability  and  mental  alertness.  He 
wants  him  to  become  a  well-adjusted  individual  in  his 
society.  With  the  emphasis  on  physical,  mental  and 
social  development,  all  too  often  the  spiritual  side  of 
life  is  left  to  chance. 

Despair,  gloom  and  doubt  should  not  be  the  ear- 
marks of  a  Christian.  Yet  these  have  become  the 
dominant  note  of  so  many  lives.  Every  day  we  pick 
up  the  newspaper  and  see  where  some  have  lost  the 
zest  for  living  and  have  been  urged  to  do  tragic  things, 
hoping  thereby  to  end  it  all.  But  the  Word  tells  us  that 
death  is  not  the  end.  Remember  God  can  "fix"  things 
as  they  should  be. 

My  father's  faith  has  stilled  the  fear  many  times 
that  howled  in  my  heart  and  gnawed  at  my  soul.  A 
simple  man  with  a  simple  faith,  for  to  my  father 
had  come  the  deeper  meaning  of  life.  He  had  made 
a  complete  surrender  of  himself  and  his  loved  ones  to 
his  Father  in  heaven.  He  had  learned  the  first  lesson 
of  belief;  that  is,  submission. 

A  simple  man,  yes,  but  a  great  and  good  man,  who 
by  his  own  example,  many  times  unknowingly,  made 
a  better  world  for  others.  He  had  true  serenity  of 
heart,  and  a  soul  that  was  a  teacher  of  a  simple  faith. 

I  remember  his  last  hours,  the  smile  that  tried  to 
play  on  his  face  and  his  body  tortured  with  pain.  I 
shall  always  remember,  especially  in  moments  of  sad- 
ness or  frustration,  his  last  words  to  me,  "Just  always 
know,  Kathy,  God  will  'fix'  it,  He  always  does,  for  the 
best  of  all  concerned."  • 


YOUTH  CAMP 


Mealtime   .   .  . 

EFORE  JULY  OF  1960,  the 
youth  of  the  Church  of  God 
in  Brazil  did  not  know  what 
a  youth  camp  was.  In  the  months 
preceding  the  camp  we  publicized 
it,  but  they  could  not  comprehend 
just  what  it  would  be  like. 

There  were  only  seventeen  camp- 
ers that  first  year.  Though  the 
construction  was  not  yet  complet- 
ed, the  camp  was  held  at  our  Bible 
school  on  the  outskirts  of  Goiania. 
Boxes,  crates,  and  scaffolding 
planks  supplied  tables  and  benches 
needed  for  the  dining  room  and 
classrooms,  and  we  made  a  work- 
table  from  an  old  refrigerator 
crate.  Some  mattresses  were  bor- 
rowed; most  of  us  slept  on  the 
floor. 

No  panes  in  the  windows  made 
for  perfect  visibility  and  first-class 
ventilation  (especially  since  July  is 
the  coldest  month  of  the  year  in 
Brazil!).  Six-thirty  was  "getting- 
up  time"  and  from  sunrise  until 
10:00  p.m.  the  days  were  crammed 
full.  The  Bible  study  was  on  Pas- 
sion Week.  As  a  handicraft  pro- 
ject, all  the  campers  handtooled 
leather  and  covered  a  New  Testa- 
ment. The  evangelistic  services  at 
night  were  good  for  six  souls  were 
saved. 

By  1961  the  Bible  school  was  more 
nearly  completed.  A  good  group  of 
boys  and  girls  had  earned  their 
750  cruzeiros  matriculation  fee 
(about  $2.00)  and  enthusiastically 
arrived  on  July  15  anticipating  a 
glorious  week.  We  asked  each  cam- 
per to  bring  his  own  cloth  to  be 
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stuffed  with  cut  grass  (which  was 
gathered  beforehand)  for  his  bed. 
Each  brought  his  own  plate  and 
fork  also.  As  they  prepared  their 
mattresses,  arranged  their  belong- 
ings, and  even  before  they  went  to 
the  provisory  outdoor  kitchen  for 
the  first  camp  meal,  they  were  en- 
joying the  fellowship.  After  the 
meal,  each  washed  his  own  plate 
and  fork  and  put  them  away  until 
next  mealtime. 

Morning  devotions  were  followed 
by  breakfast,  a  Bible  study  on  the 
journeys  of  St.  Paul,  a  music  class, 
and  handicraft.  After  lunch,  we 
had  a  time  of  devotion  and  prayer, 
then  a  Bible  class  on  the  subject 
of  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit.  The  rest 
of  the  afternoon  was  for  recreation, 
baths,  the  necessary  cleaning,  and, 
after  supper,  the  night  service. 


On  Monday,  eleven  of  the  camp- 
ers accepted  the  Lord  as  their  per- 
sonal Saviour.  Some  sa^d  they  had 
been  born  in  Christian  homes  and 
never  really  realized  until  then  that 
they  were  lost  if  they  d*d  not 
personally  accept,  the  Lord.  What  a 
blessing!  Then  on  Tuesday  during 
the  noontime  devotions,  a  hunger 
for  the  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
seemed  to  permeate  the  room.  Thir- 
ty minutes  had  been  allotted  for 
devotions,  but  we  forgot  the  sched- 
ule. 

After  about  an  hour,  one  girl  re- 
ceived her  baptism.  This  increased 
the  faith  of  others,  as  well  as  their 
hunger,  and  we  all  continued  seek- 
ing the  face  of  the  Lord.  For  the 
space  of  three  and  a  half  hours, 
we  prayed,  and  the  Lord  wonder- 
fully   baptized    nine    in    the    Holy 
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These  attended   last  year's  camp. 
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•^  VERY  YEAR  IN  June,  before  Vacation  Bible 
f  School  and  summer  camps,  the  children  of  our 
C_-^  community  were  restless  and  "running  the 
streets."  Members  of  the  church  were  concerned. 
"Some  constructive  activities  should  be  planned,"  they 
said,  "for  the  children  of  our  church  and  the  entire 
community  during  this  nothing-to-do  period." 

One  of  the  teachers  in  the  primary  department  of 
the  Sunday  School  gave  the  matter  concentrated  at- 
tention. She  began  by  considering  what  most  children 
were  interested  in  most  of  the  time.  Was  it  books? 
Sports?  Handicraft? 

She  made  home  visits  for  the  express  purpose  of 
finding  what  was  the  most  sustained  juvenile  interest. 
She  asked  parents  their  opinions.  The  majority  of  the 
answers  did  not  rate  as  high  as  any  of  the  three  in- 
terests she  had  mentioned.  She  found  that  most  chil- 
dren like  pets,  bicycles,  doll  buggies!  Many  do  enjoy 
books;  some  think,  dream,  and  live  baseball;  a  surpris- 
ingly large  number  of  children  create  things  with 
their  hands.  But  all  of  them,  none  excepted,  like  pets 
of  every  size  and  description.  And  they  like  "bikes"  and 
buggies. 

The  teacher  reported  her  findings  to  various  church 
groups.  Pets,  they  decided,  should  be  the  central  at- 
traction of  a  children's  community  project.  But  what 
should  the  project  be?  After  a  number  of  discussions, 
the  adults  decided  to  sponsor  a  pet  parade.  The  com- 
ing event  was  repeatedly  announced  in  the  church. 
Newspapers  publicized  it.  Posters  were  placed  in  store 
windows. 

Six  divisions  were  chosen,  which  would  be  so  all- 
inclusive  that  any  interested  child  could  qualify  in  at 
least  one  of  them.  The  classes  were:  prettiest  pet, 
most  pets,  most  unusual  pet,  most  unique  entry,  Best 
decorated  bicycle-and-rider,  and  best  decorated  doll 
buggy. 

Children  from  all  over  town  and  from  the  sur- 
rounding country  were  stimulated  to  interesting  ac- 
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tivity.  Pets  were  groomed.  Many  pets  had  their  first 
obedience  lessons.  Bicycles  and  doll  buggies  were 
scrubbed,  repaired,  and  painted,  and  trial  decora- 
tions were  scrutinized.  Children  who  had  no  pets  be- 
gan to  look  for  some  less  common  and  less  tame 
variety. 

On  THE  EVENING  of  the  parade,  several 
hundred  people  began  to  congregate  early.  When  the 
children  and  their  pets  were  lined  up,  the  band 
played  a  loud  and  triumphant  Sousa  march.  The  pro- 
cession began  to  move.  It  was  spectacular.  Dogs, 
horses,  cats,  rabbits,  turtles,  fish,  guinea  pigs,  chickens, 
chinchillas,  buggies  and  bikes,  moved  down  the  streets 
of  the  town  and  past  the  old  people's  home,  where 
the  parade  paused  to  give  the  residents  a  chance  to 
enjoy  it. 

Finally  the  exciting  moment  for  judging  came.  A 
Pomeranian  dog  with  a  sharp  nose,  pointed  ears,  and 
long,  thick,  well-brushed,  silky  hair  was  judged  the 
prettiest  pet. 

The  prize  for  the  most  pets  went  to  the  owner  of  a 
mother  hen  and  her  fifteen  baby  chicks.  The  mother 
hen  was  entered,  nest  and  all,  in  a  red  wagon  that 
had  been  wire-fenced  for  her  safety.  The  most  unique 
entry  was  the  "Tortoise  and  the  Hare."  The  tortoise, 
accompanied  by  a  terrain  of  pebbles  and  a  tub  of 
water,  was  a  snapping  turtle  that  a  little  girl  and  her 
father  had  found  along  the  Mississippi  River.  The  little 
girl  was  costumed  as  the  hare.  There  was  a  tie  vote 
for  the  most  unusual  entry,  awards  going  to  the 
chinchillas  and  a  boy's  collection  of  twelve  frogs. 

The  best  decorated  bicycle-and-rider  was  an  entry 
that  highlighted  the  month  of  June — a  bride  doll  rode 
a  much  adorned  bike.  The  best  decorated  doll  buggy 
was  decorated  with  yards  of  crepe  paper  and  was 
filled  with  flowers. 

Another  pet  parade  was  immediately  scheduled  for 
next  June,  for  everyone,  young,  old,  and  pets,  had 
enjoyed  a  good  time.  • 


THEM  THAT    HONOR

J  WANT  TO  tell  you  about  two  famous  runners 
who  were  helped  in  their  running  by  prayer. 
The  first  of  these  was  Clarence  De  Mar,  who 
only  a  few  years  ago  was  one  of  our  country's  best- 
known  marathon  runners.  The  marathon  race  is  con- 
sidered perhaps  the  most  grueling  of  all  athletic 
contests.  De  Mar  won  marathons  at  least  six  times 
against  stiff  competitors,  and  he  used  to  say  that  his 
method  of  running  was  to  "hook  his  brains  to  his 
feet  and  then  pray." 

De  Mar  was  a  printer  by  trade  and  his  chief  train- 
ing for  his  races  was  to  trot  fifteen  miles  each  night 
home  from  his  work  along  a  city  boulevard. 

By  the  way,  how  do  you  think  you  could  stand  up 
to  such  training? 

The  way  this  runner  prayed  must  have  been  pleas- 
ing to  God.  He  never  prayed  for  God's  help  so  that 
he  could  beat  someone  else,  but  always,  "O  God,  help 
me  to  do  my  best."  Then  when  he  had  done  his  best 
he  was  always  satisfied  with  the  way  he  came  through 
in  his  races. 

The  other  praying  runner  I  want  you  to  know  about 
was  Eric  Liddell,  who  represented  England  in  the  Paris 
Olympic  Games  of  1924.  He  was  the  son  of  a  praying 
father,  Reverend  J.  D.  Liddell,  a  missionary  in  China 


for  the  London  Missionary  Society,  and  was  from  boy- 
hood a  lover  of  prayer  and  of  all  holy  things. 

Eric  was  to  run  the  four  hundred  metres  event,  but 
when  he  got  to  Paris  for  his  preliminary  training  he 
saw  that  the  games  program  listed  his  race  for  a  Sun- 
day. He  had  always  been  opposed  to  any  kind  of 
sporting  events  on  the  Lord's  Day.  If  he  didn't  run, 
England  was  sure  to  lose  the  race  and  he  would  miss 
the  chance  to  try  for  another  record  of  his  own,  but 
he  regarded  his  duty  to  God  as  his  first  duty. 

Fortunately  for  him  and  England,  the  program  com- 
mittee for  the  games  arranged  to  have  the  game  run 
on  a  Saturday,  and  Eric  was  the  winner. 

He  had  won  his  way  to  the  final  contest,  and  just 
before  he  was  to  take  off,  the  trainer  of  the  men  in 
this  race  handed  him  a  little  note.  Eric  opened  it  and 
read  these  words:  Them  that  honor  me  I  will  honor. 
The  trainer  had  known  of  Eric's  stand  on  Sunday 
running.  "As  soon  as  I  read  that  note  I  knew  God 
would  help  me  to  run  my  best  that  day,"  Eric  told 
his  friends  later. 

His  victory  that  day  made  him  one  of  his  country's 
athletic  heroes.  The  press  unitedly  called  him  the  king 
of  sprinters  and  at  many  big  public  receptions  his 
desire  to  honor  the  Lord's  Day  was  praised  as  much 
as  his  athletic  prowess.  • 
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"Here's  the  Word  for  today!"  was  the  greeting  which  a 
prisoner  of  war  smiled  at  his  bed-fast,  fellow  prisoners 
as  he  handed  out  Bibles  to  them  daily  in  the  jungle  of 
Thailand.  Ernest  Gordon  quotes  this  in  his  book,  "Through 
the  Valley  of  the  Kwai,"  and  mentions  this  as  the  reason 
for  the  better  than  average  survival  of  their  group. 

The  Word  of  God  has  something  to  say  to  you  every  day 
and  to  all  persons,  regardless  of  where  they  are  or  what 
they  are  doing.  It  feeds  much  needed  faith,  hope  and  life- 
meaning  to  all  who  seek  to  find. 

A  business  man  says  the  headlines,  magazines,  radio  and 
television  give  priority  to  the  crimes,  disagreements  and 
words  of  power-mad  dictators.  He  declares  he  needs  a  "dose 
of  Scripture  reading"  every  morning  to  keep  him  from  con- 
fusion and  discouragement  in  personal  and  business  affairs. 

A  housewife  states  that  daily  Scripture  reading  keeps 
her  balanced  and  helps  her  to  cope  with  problems  as  they 
arise.  "Otherwise  I'd  throw  up  my  hands  in  holy  horror  and 
stop  trying,"  she  declares. 

Paul  in  Philippians  4:8  encourages,  "Finally,  brethren, 
whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest, 
whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure, 
whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good 
report;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise, 
think  on  these  things."  Where  better  can  one  find  food 
for  such  health-giving  thoughts,  than  in  the  Word  of  God, 
which  is  available  to  us  every  day?

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Q  UST  TWO  BLOCKS  from  the 
ff  world's  largest  hotel  and  a 
L/  bit  farther  from  one  of 
earth's  largest  department  stores 
is  Chicago's  Skid  Row  and  Pacific 
Garden  Mission.  Reaching  de- 
bauched men  nightly,  this  light- 
house for  souls  has  shone  forth 
eighty-six  years,  having  a  church 
service  every  night  since  its  incep- 
tion in  1877. 

All  kinds  of  men  stumble  into 
this  haven  from  sin.  Drug  addicts, 
drunk  men,  hopeless  men — and  all

of  them  usually  hungry — drop  in  to 
see  what  is  going  on  or  to  get  a 
free  meal,  and  often  stay  to  repent 
of  their  sins. 

Last  year  9,969  professions  of 
faith  were  recorded.  This  mission 
ministers  to  the  body  as  well  as  to 
the  spirit,  for  in  1962,  200,148  free 
meals  were  served,  76,333  articles 
of  clothing  were  given  away,  1,787 
persons  were  treated  in  the  mission 
clinic,  1,164  jobs  were  secured,  and 
233  families  made  the  mission  their 
temporary  home. 

But  the  paramount  aim  of  Pacific 
Garden  Mission  is  to  minister  to 
men's  souls.  This  writer  was  walk- 
ing past  the  mission  recently  when 
a  man  on  the  sidewalk  came  along- 
side him  and  said:  "You  know,  Je- 
sus Christ  is  the  greatest  Friend  in 
the  world.  He  still  saves  men  from 
sin." 

The  writer  was  most  happy  to 
square  his  shoulders  and  to  answer 
this  sincere,  fervent  worker: 
"You're  absolutely  correct.  Christ  is 
my  Saviour  already."  This  passion- 
ate worker  was  not  letting  anyone 
pass  without  witnessing  to  him, 
if  at  all  possible. 

Sin  is  rampant  on  Skid  Row. 
Cheap  theaters  one  after  the  other 
brazenly  advertise  their  live  shows 
of  almost  totally  nude  women.  Such 
theaters  and  taverns  line  the  street, 
and  nestled  in  this  atmosphere  is 
Pacific  Garden  Mission.  There  are 
dimly  lighted  taverns  on  either  side 
of  the  mission  with  their  girl 
shows. 

The  Mission  itself  got  part  of  its 
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name  from  a  tavern.  Either  in  1884 
or  the  year  following  the  Pacific 
Beer  Garden,  said  to  have  been 
the  most  notorious,  murderous 
joint  west  of  New  York,  was  bought 
by  the  Mission.  Dwight  L.  Moody, 
the  renowned  evangelist,  was  in 
Chicago  and  was  asked  to  suggest 
a  name  for  the  new  location.  He 
replied  immediately,  "Strike  out  the 
word  'beer'  and  add  the  word  'mis- 
sion.' "  So  it  became  Pacific  Garden 
Mission. 

This  citadel  for  souls  does  not 
appeal  just  to  those  who  are  down- 
and-out,  for  people  from  practically 
all  walks  of  life  have  found  Christ 
at  its  altars.  Years  ago  a  well- 
known  professional  baseball  player 
dropped  into  the  mission  one  Sun- 
day night.  He  listened  intently  to 
Harry  Monroe,  the  preacher,  who 
himself  was  a  convert  of  the  mis- 
sion, and  at  the  invitation  the  ball 
player  went  forward  and  gave  his 
life  to  Christ.  This  new  convert 
was  destined  to  become  an  evan- 
gelist of  world  renown.  His  name 
was  Billy  Sunday. 

Worship   services 

convene  every  day  at  six-thirty 
a.m.,  twelve  noon,  and  at  eight  p.m. 
After  each  of  the  services  meals 
are  served.  A  requisite  for  getting 
a  free  meal  is  to  attend  the  im- 
mediately preceding  service.  The 
services,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance exceeding  a  hundred  persons, 
include  several  congregational 
songs,  prayer,  special  singing, 
preaching,  and  a  strong  altar  ap- 


peal after  the  message.  Last  year 
the  number  of  converts  averaged 
twenty-seven  a  day. 

The  messages  are  simple  and  to 
the  point.  In  his  work  about  the 
Mission,  Carl  Henry  describes  a 
service  thus:  "Suddenly  Harry 
Saulnier  appears  on  the  platform. 
He's  the  mission  superintendent, 
hated  and  loved  on  State  street  like 
few  other  men.  Toughs  have 
threatened  to  fix  his  wagon,  to 
take  him  for  a  ride,  to  bump  him 
off,  but  Saulnier  knows  they  don't 
talk  like  that  after  finding  Christ. 
'Billy  Sunday  walked  in  here  one 
night  and  found  Christ,  and  then 
set  the  world  on  fire!'  he  shouts. 
'Mel  Trotter  was  going  over  to  the 
lake  to  commit  suicide,  and  he 
came  into  the  Mission  and  Jesus 
saved  him.  Gangsters,  bums,  hood- 
lums, gamblers,  drunkards — they've 
been  here,  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  them — and  nobody  was  ever  too 
bad  for  Jesus  to  save.  Amen,  glory ! '  " 
The  invitation  is  given  and  lost 
men  come  to  Jesus. 

This  grand  old  soul-saving  sta- 
tion has  been  holding  forth  the 
cross  of  Christ  every  night  since 
it  opened  in  September,  1877.  Be- 
gun by  Civil  War  Colonel  and  Mrs. 
George  R.  Clarke  eighty-six  years 
ago  this,  the  second  oldest  rescue 
mission  in  America,  continues  to 
shine  forth  for  Christ.  Even  tonight 
lost  men  on  "Bum  Boulevard"  will 
attend  the  Old  Lighthouse  and  be 
pointed  to  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  al] 
men,  even  bums.  •

Y  FATHER  WAS  a 
wealthy  man.  A  street  in 
Jaffa  was  named  for  him 
— "Awad."  But  in  1948  during  the 
War  in  Palestine  he  was  shot  to 
death  and  was  buried  by  Mother 
and  some  of  us  children.  There 
were  seven  children  in  our  family. 
Immediately  after  the  burial  of  my 
father  we  watched  our  mother 
serve  tea  to  the  men  who  had  killed 
him. 

Mother  was  a  Christian.  She  had 
attended  a  German  school  before 
marriage  and  was  influenced  by 
one  of  the  teachers  there  to  become 
a  student  of  the  Bible.  Before  her 
marriage  she  had  also  begun 
nurse's  training.  This  she  was  soon 
to  continue. 

Without  one  penny  in  our  pock- 
ets we  were  forced  to  leave  our 
home  and  take  residence  as  refu- 
gees in  the  Arab  sector  of  Jordan. 
On  securing  a  house,  Mother  set 
apart  one  room  for  religious  serv- 
ices. At  first  only  old  people  at- 
tended; but  the  congregation  grew 
in  numbers  and  in  spiritual  depth. 
Soon  the  group  learned  from  the 
Bible  that  one  could  experience  a 
baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  This 
my  mother  and  friends  prayed  for 
and  received,  with  a  heavenly  lan- 
guage of  unknown  tongues  as  ini- 
tial evidence. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  a 
Church  of  God  minister,  Reverend 
D.  B.  Hatfield,  returned  to  Jerusa-

lem  from  the  United  States  to  re- 
establish some  church  work  which 
had  begun  prior  to  the  war.  He 
heard  of  the  Pentecostal  services  in 
our  home  and  contacted  my  moth- 
er hoping  to  secure  native  leader- 
ship for  his  work.  As  women  in  Jor- 
dan are  not  allowed  to  pastor  a 
church.  Mother  in  turn  contacted 
her  brother,  George  Kuttab,  who 
was  then  principal  of  a  high  school 
in  Trans-Jordan.  This  position  he 
resigned  to  pastor  a  church  in  Je- 
rusalem. Under  his  leadership  the 
Church  of  God  has  grown  in  Jor- 
dan to  four  churches  and  three 
missions  since  1948. 

"Although  my  mother  was  very 
busy  with  her  Christian  work  while 
supporting  and  schooling  seven 
children,  she  still  found  time  to  fin- 
ish her  training  as  a  nurse.  Thus 
qualified  the  Jordanian  govern- 
ment first  placed  her  over  a  clinic 
for  children  near  Jerusalem.  While 
there  she  helped  Peter  Zaro,  a  na- 
tive pastor,  establish  a  primary 
school  for  the  Church  of  God.  After 
working  in  Jerusalem  for  seven 
years,  Mother  was  appointed  ad- 
ministrator of  a  hospital  in  Trans- 
Jordan.  From  there  she  has  since 
transferred  to  an  administrative 
position  in  Hebron  and  is  now  in 
Bethlehem. 

It  is  my  mother-V-j  oy  that  the 
first  two  Church  of  God  students 
from  Jordan  to  come  to  America 


for  their  higher  education  are  two 
of  her  sons. 

My  brother  Bishare,  now  23  years 
old,  came  to  the  U.  S.  in  1960  and 
entered  Dakota  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity. He  will  graduate  in  1964  with 
a  major  in  mathematics  and  chem- 
istry. 

His  future  plans  are  to  return  to 
Jordan,  gain  satisfactory  employ- 
ment, and  work  w'th  the  Church  of 
God,  especially  with  the  young  peo- 
ple. 

I  am  twenty  years  of  age.  I 
came  to  America  in  1962  at  the  en- 
couragement of  Foreign  Missions 
Executive  Secretary,  Reverend  L.  H. 
Aultman.  In  so  doing,  I  forfeited 
substantial  scholarship  assistance 
to  Oxford  University  in  England. 

Like  my  brother,  Bishare,  I  have 
been  chosen  President  of  my 
school's  International  Club.  I  am 
also  an  active  member  of  the  Mis- 
sion's Club  and  when  invited  visit 
churches  in  the  interest  of  youth 
and  missions. 

The  predominant  reason  for  my 
coming  to  America  was  to  learn  the 
American  program  of  Christian 
education  and  Christian  social  life. 
My  future  plans  include  returning 
to  Jordan  after  receiving  a  B.A.  in 
Christian  education  from  Lee  Col- 
lege. In  Jordan  I  will  serve  full  time 
as  a  Church  of  God  minister  and 
will  develop  the  youth  and  Chris- 
tian education  work  there.  •

C""1^  O  YOUR  PUPILS  go  in  your  class  because  they 
/  |  want  to,  or  because  they  have  to?  Does  your 
»w- '  teaching  attract  or  dispel? 

There  are  several  requisites  of  a  successful  Sunday 
School  teacher.  A  preacher  can  not  bring  a  message 
to  his  congregation  if  he  has  no  message.  A  singer  can 
not  sing  if  he  has  no  song.  A  public  speaker  can  not 
speak  if  he  has  nothing  to  say.  And  a  Sunday  School 
teacher  can  not  teach  if  he  is  not  prepared. 

A  teacher  should  never  discourage  a  pupil  for  try- 
ing to  answer  a  question  whether  he  is  a  teen-ager 
or  an  adult.  If  you  can  say  it  truthfully,  you  might 
say,  "That's  a  very  good  answer,  but  it  is  not  quite 
what  I  wanted."  This  will  start  him  to  thinking  and 
perhaps  he  will  come  up  with  the  right  answer.  If 
the  answer  is  not  at  all  right,  you  might  say,  "That's 
a  good  try;  or  thank  you  for  trying  but  that  was  not 
what  I  wanted  you  to  say."  This  could  also  put  him 
to  wondering  just  what  it  was  that  you  wanted  him 
to  say. 

But,  if  you  say  flatly,  "No,  you  are  wrong."  Or,  "No, 
that  is  not  right,  does  anyone  else  know  the  answer?" 
You  have  discouraged  his  efforts  and  closed  his  mind. 
If  he  is  a  teen-ager,  he  will  probably  be  humiliated 
and  try  to  hide  his  real  feelings  by  starting  a  con- 
versation with  the  pupil  sitting  next  to  him.  If  he  is 
an  adult,  he  may  try  to  argue  with  you,  or  he  may 
become  sullen  and  not  come  back  to  your  class.  Leave 
him  a  loophole  for  his  self-esteem.  Show  him  you 
appreciate  his  efforts  and  he  will  love  you  for  it. 

A  successful  Sunday  School  teacher  is  aggressive.  He 
is  always  looking  for  new  exciting  and  interesting 
ways  to  present  the  lesson  and  hold  the  attention  of 
his  class.  If  it  is  an  adult  class  you  may  use  a  map 
or  chart  to  point  out  the  interesting  places  and  hap- 
penings in  the  lesson.  Or  you  may  use  a  chart  of  your 
own  making,  pointing  to  it  often  to  hold  their  atten- 
tion. 


If  it  is  a  youth  class,  even  a  young  married-people's 
class,  you  could  present  it  as  a  game  or  a  sport.  I 
often  use  the  chart,  "The  Road  of  Learning,"  which  I 
make  from  a  piece  of  cardboard.  I  start  at  the  bottom 
with  the  sign,  "Start  to  learn,"  in  a  small  circle;  then 
mark  it  off  in  miles  up  to  140,  where  I  make  an- 
other circle  and  write.  "Home  of  the  learned."  Each 
correct  answer  from  either  side — you  can  use  red  and 
blue,  or  gold  and  white — gives  that  side  one  mile;  each 
incorrect  answer  moves  the  side  back  one  mile. 

Using  two  thumb  tacks  the  color  of  the  sides,  you 
simply  move  it  up  on  the  chart  each  time  and  stick 
it  in  the  cardboard.  You  can  give  free  miles  of  any 
amount  for  each  visitor,  new  member,  or  the  most 
offering.  I  have  seen  the  offering  in  a  teen-age  class  go 
up  from  eighty-five  cents  per  Sunday  to  over  twelve 
dollars  per  Sunday,  and  with  this  the  attendance 
doubled.  The  main  thing  in  teaching  is  to  get  the  les- 
son over  to  your  pupils,  and  keep  them  coming  back. 

A  Sunday  School  teacher  should  teach  the  lesson. 
If  he  is  prepared,  and  has  something  to  say,  his  pupils 
will  want  to  hear  it;  if  not,  they  may  drift  into  per- 
sonal conversation  and  turn  the  class  into  a  private 
opinion  poll.  I've  been  in  classes  where  they  talked 
about  everything  from  atomic  bombs  to  barber  shops 
and  never  touched  the  lesson.  If  a  teacher  has  sought 
God  about  his  lesson,  and  has  made  preparation  to 
teach,  he  will  find  it  much  easier  to  keep  to  the  lesson.. 
If  he  cannot  find  time  to  prepare  his  lesson  then  he 
should  rearrange  his  schedule;  or  if  it  is  just  not 
possible,  then  he  should  let  someone  teach  who  can 
find  the  time.  There  is  an  old  proverb  that  says, 
"Time  spent  in  sharpening  your  tools  is  never  lost." 
This  is  true  because  you  will  gain  the  time  by  using 
sharp  tools  instead  of  dull  ones.  If  you  interest  your 
pupils,  and  hold  their  attention  by  your  teaching  and 
not  by  threats,  then  you  will  find  that  your  class  will 
grow.  •

Mr.  Taniguchi  was  a  dedicated 
Christian  and  we  respected  him 
highly.  We  were  pleased  to  hear 
his  announcement  that  this  class 
had  been  planned  because  we  sin- 
cerely wanted  the  opportunity  for 
free  conversation  in  English  with 
Americans.  To  attend  her  Bible 
class  was  to  improve  my  Eng- 
lish. That  was  my  only  purpose  for 
going.

I  did  not  know  what  the  Bible 
was.  Neither  did  I  know  anything 
about  God;  I  had  very  little  in- 
terest in  things  of  that  nature. 
Neither  did  I  want  to  know  about 
spiritual  things.  To  be  truthful,  my 
first  impression  of  the  lessons  Miss 
Comans  taught  was  that  it  was  all 
quite  ridiculous.  I  did  not  believe 
anything  she  told  us.  That  was  be- 
cause I  was  a  sinner.  Often  she  says 
that  it  is  not  her  teaching  but  the 
Spirit  of  God  that  speaks  to  us. 

As  the  weeks  passed  by  my  rea- 
son for  attending  the  Bible  class 
gradually  changed — I  began  to  re- 
pent. Having  committed  many 
sins,  I  was  ashamed  of  myself.  I 
was  at  a  loss  as  to  what  I  should 
do.  Neither  my  parents,  my  broth- 
er, nor  my  friends  could  under- 
stand the  great  burden  I  was  car- 
rying. Even  I  could  not  understand! 
Who  can  know  my  trouble?  Who 
can  take  away  my  sins?  I  came  to 
know  that  this  is  possible  only 
through  Jesus  Christ  who  is  the 
Son  of  God.  "For  the  Son  of  man 
is  come  to  save  that  which  was 
lost"  (Matthew  18:11).  "For  the  law 
of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus 
has  made  me  free  from  the  law  of 
sin  and  death"  (Romans  8:23).  I 
began  to  realize  that  all  men  are 
sinners  and  must  be  born  again. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  I 
was  saved  by  Miss  Comans'  Bible 
class.  Miss  Comans  very  often  told 
us  that  God  will  forgive  the  sin- 
ner who  humbles  himself  to  sin- 
cerely repent  and  ask  God's  for- 
giveness. I  am  now  a  changed  per- 
son and  I  hope  to  be  baptized  in 
water  very  soon. 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  rather  dif- 
ficult  to   become   a   Christian   for 
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Brother  Ogiya  has  attended  two  weekly 
Bible  classes  regularly  for  almost  three 
years.  At  the  Summer  Bible  Camp  in  1962, 
he  gave  his  heart  to  the  Lord  and  since 
that  time  has  been  an  unusual  leader 
among  his  student  friends.  He  is  presently 
lending  much  support  to  the  program  of 
the  Tokyo  Youth  Center  (1962  Y.W.E.A. 
Project).  It  was  to  reach  young  people 
of  this  kind  that  Tokyo  Youth  Center 
was  first  envisaged,  and  the  Lord  has 
been  pleased  to  smile  upon  every  effort.

Satan  always  tries  to  stop  us  from 
believing  and  he  hinders  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  Christian  life. 
However,  I  have  strength  in  re- 
membering that  Jesus  Christ  has 
power  over  Satan.

On  the  contrary,  all  that  is 
required  of  us  is  to  believe  on  Je- 
sus as  our  Saviour.  When  I  be- 
lieved in  Him,  I  had  a  desire  to  go 
to  church,  to  pray,  and  to  read  the 
Bible  daily.  These  came  as  a  re- 
sult of  my  faith. 

How  wonderful  it  is  to  have  this 
saving  faith.  Everyone  who  has 
faith  in  Him  shall  not  die  but  have 
eternal  life  (John  3:16).  Since  I 
have  become  a  Christian  I  know  a 
freedom  which  many  people  who 
are  physically  free  know  nothing 
about.  For  this  spiritual  freedom  I 
am  eternally  grateful  to  God.  •

^*  URING  1962  the  Harold  Scherer  family  of 
/  AHopkins,  Minnesota,  embarked  on  a  difficult 

isUL.  'assignment.  They  pledged  to  read  the  entire 
Bible  through  together  .  .  .  !  The  plan  was  a  simple 
one.  Immediately  after  dinner  and  dishes,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Scherer,  David,  27,  Sara,  21,  Diana,  18  and  Thomas, 
16,  gathered  around  the  dinner  table  for  Bible  read- 
ing. 

The   result? 

They  accomplished  the  difficult  task,  reading  four 
or  more  chapters  a  night.  Each  member  in  the  family 
read  five  or  six  verses  at  a  time  in  round-robin  fash- 
ion. 

On  Thursday,  February  14,  1963,  reporter  Dick  Cun- 
ningham of  The  Minneapolis  Tribune  was  working  on 
a  story  of  members  of  Evangelical  Free  Churches  in 
the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  areas  who  had  read  the 
Bible  through  in  '62.  The  EFCA  was  one  of  many 
groups  cooperating  in  the  National  Association  of 
Evangelicals'  Read  it  Through  in  '62  campaign. 


A  Tribune  photographer  stopped  at  the  Scherer  home 
and  snapped  a  photo  of  the  family  at  the  dinner 
table,  reading  the  Bible. 

The  next  day,  Friday,  Mr.  Scherer  died  of  a  heart 
attack  as  he  walked  out  of  a  Minneapolis  bank! 

The  Tribune  editors,  hearing  of  the  death,  called  the 
Scherer  family  to  extend  sympathy  and  to  say  that  out 
of  respect  for  Mr.  Scherer  they  would  not  run  the 
picture  the  following  Sunday.  The  Scherer  family, 
however,  talked  it  over  and  told  the  Tribune  that  the 
picture  could  be  run  and  thus  used  as  a  testimony  to 
the  closeness  the  Bible  reading  had  brought  this  fam- 
ily in  1962. 

So  it  was  that  on  Sunday,  February  17,  The  Minn- 
eapolis Sunday  Tribune  ran  a  four-column  picture  of 
the  Scherers  at  devotions,  under  the  caption: 
THIS  FAMILY  PICTURE  HAS  A  SPECIAL  MEANING 
The  headline  over  the  accompanying  article  by  Cun- 
ningham said: 

Family  That  Read  Entire  Bible 
in  '62  Sustained  in  '63  Sorrow 

The  next  day,  Scherer  was  buried  following  services 
at  the  St.  Louis  Park  Evangelical  Free  Church,  where 
he  was  a  member. 

Scherer,  64,  an  accountant,  had  told  Cunningham, 
"Reading  the  Bible  through  out  loud  gave  our  family 
a  new  perspective.  The  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians,  for 
instance,   was  brand  new  to  me." 

Added  Mrs.  Scherer,  "The  Bible  reading  seemed  to 
bring  us  all  closer  together.  I'm  so  glad  now  we  did 
it." 

At  the  end  of  March  I  picked  up  the  phone  to  call 
Mrs.  Scherer  and  ask  her  permission  for  this  article 
and  obtain  approval  for  use  of  the  Sunday  Tribune 
photo.  Once  again  she  gave  permission,  with  the  added 
hope  that  it  would  be  of  help  to  someone  through  her 
experience.  She  also  said  that  the  book  of  Romans 
took  on  new  meaning  for  her  as  they  had  read  it 
through.  They  missed  the  routine  a  bit  on  a  family 
vacation  east,  but  later  increased  the  pace  to  com- 
plete it.  The  Bible  they  had  read  so  faithfully  in 
1962,  said  Pastor  Quinten  H.  P.  Alfors  of  the  St.  Louis 
Park  Church,  stood  each  member  in  good  stead  during 
the  hours  of  bereavement. 

Is  the  Scherer  family  through  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures out  loud  now  that  the  father  is  gone? 

Not  in  the  least. 

In  1963  they  started  a  new  plan.  Now,  each  evening 
after  dinner  and  dishes  they  gather  around  the  table. 
They  read,  in  round-robin  fashion,  one  chapter  of  the 
New  Testament.  Then,  one  of  the  five,  asks  a  set  of 
questions  he  or  she  has  prepared  before. 

"We  find  this  questioning  interesting  and  helpful," 
Mrs.  Scherer  told  me.  "It  surely  makes  you  concen- 
trate as  you  read  and  as  you  listen." 

Somehow  you  couldn't  help  but  wish  that  every 
family  in  America  would  adopt  this  Bible  reading  plan 
which  the  Scherers  have  used  in  1962  and  1963. 

There  would  be  help  in  life  and  comfort  and  courage 
in  time  of  death.  •

BALLOONS   AWAY! 


On  April  13th  there  were  about 
300  balloons  released  at  the  Clayton

We  also  received  a  let- 
ter from  Greensboro,  North  Caro- 
lina from  Mrs  R.  T.  Layton,  Sr., 
stating  that  she  walked  out  on  her 
lawn    at    5:35    p.m.    on    Saturday, 


April  13th,  and  found  a  red  balloon 
with  the  invitation  attached.  We 
had  released  the  balloons  at  10:30 
a.m.  This  means  within  about  seven 
hours,  our  invitation  had  traveled 
at  least  300  air  miles.  This  was  a 
thrilling  experience. 

Our  Junior  and  Primary  Depart- 
ments played  a  big  part  in  this 
project.  We  filled  the  balloons  and 
prepared  them  for  release,  then 
Tom  Henderson,  one  of  our  teen- 
agers gave  the  countdown — 10,  9, 
8,  7,  6,  5,  4,  3,  2,  1,  BLAST  OFF! 
Eveyone  held  on  to  their  balloon 
and  on  BLAST  OFF  they  were  all 
released  together.  As  they  went  up 
the  photographer  took  the  above 
photograph.  The  picture  does  not 
get  all  of  our  boys  and  girls.  In 
response  to  the  invitation  and  en- 
thusiasm, we  had  a  total  of  1023  in 
Sunday  School  Easter.

Don't 
be  ashamed  to  ask  for  help! 
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^— »HESE  ARE  DAYS  that  try  youth's  souls,  days 
.  /  that  test  the  very  warp  and  woof  of  the  spirit- 
<^/  ual  fiber  of  young  people.  Our  ".  .  .  adversary 
the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh  about,  seeking 
whom  he  may  devour"  (1  Peter  5:8).  But,  like  Daniel, 
we  can  be  kept  safe,  even  in  the  lions'  den. 

The  invincible  fortitude  of  Biblical  Daniel  is  a  fitting 
lesson  in  this  spineless  age.  Here  is  a  person  who 
lived  in  a  heathen  land  where  almost  everyone  about 
him  was  bowing  to  Satan's  will.  Daniel  would  not 
bow.  That  is,  he  would  not  bow  in  prayer  to  a  king. 
Instead  he  bowed  regularly  and  prayed  to  the  God  of 
heaven,  which  resulted  in  his  being  cast  into  the 
lions'  den. 

While  with  the  lions,  God's  power  through  Daniels' 
unconquerable  faith  shut  the  beasts'  mouths.  Just  as 
Jehovah  kept  Daniel  from  being  eaten  by  the  fero- 
cious lions,  He  will  keep  youths  today  who  will  dare 
defy  Satan  with  prayer  and  uncompromising  faith.

Today's  lions  just  cannot  do  away  with  a 
young  person  who  prays  regularly.  Such  a  person  will 
withstand  the  attacks  of  the  devil  as  surely  as  the 
Rock  of  Gibraltar  defies  a  hurricane.  Satan  cannot 
overcome  the  power  accrued  in  prayer. 

This  envisioned  Israelite  residing  in  pagan  Chaldea 
possessed  genuine  humility.  Other  people  may  show- 
ingly  strut  before  their  gods,  but  Daniel  falls  prostrate 
before  the  true  God.  Too,  he  was  a  person  of  spiritual 
perception.  He  listened  to  what  God  said.  The  world 
needs  young  people  like  that  today. 

In  the  lions'  den  Daniel  was  alone  except  for  the 
lions — and  God.  When  morning  came  a  sleepless  king 
asked,  "O  Daniel  ...  is  thy  God,  whom  thou  servest 
continually,  able  to  deliver  thee  from  the  lions?"  (Dan- 
iel 6:20).  Daniel  answered  in  the  affirmative,  the  only 
answer  possible  to  give.  Had  the  answer  been  no,  he 
would  not  have  been  there  to  give  it! 

The  old  king  was  so  impressed  with  Daniel's  being 
alive  in  the  den  of  lions  he  decreed  that  only  the  God 
of  Daniel  would  be  worshiped  in  the  land.  The  mir- 
acle of  Daniel's  being  kept  from  the  lions  made  the 
people  God-minded.  If  we  will  allow  God  to  keep  us 
from  Satan's  ways  we  will  definitely  move  people 
toward  God.

HISTORY  IS  hardly  kind  enough  to  allow  us  the 
speculative  question,  "To  Be  Or  Not  To  Be."  The 
cherished  hope  that  the  frightfulness  of  nuclear 
weapons  will  prevent  their  use  is  poorly  founded. 
When,  in  the  past,  has  the  awesomeness  of  man's 
destructive  devices  totally  eliminated  their  use?  Soon- 
er or  later  a  provocation  arises  calling  for  the  appli- 
cation of  each  new  devastating  contrivance. 

It  is  almost  too  good  to  be  true  to  expect  that  his- 
tory will  not  repeat  itself.  There  can  be  little,  if  any, 
reasonable  doubt  that  one  day  an  order  will  be  given 
to  a  weaponeer  to  activate  an  H-bomb  for  release 
"on  target."  Nations  reckon  with  this  possibility 
twenty-four  hours  of  every  day. 

Recoil  as  we  may  at  the  prospect  of  thermo  nu- 
clear catastrophe,  no  highly  positioned  person  has  yet 
dared  affirm,  "It  can't  happen,"  and  since  it  can 
happen  it  probably  will,  man's  penchant  for  war  being 
what  it  is. 

Chaos  from  an  exchange  of  H-Bombs,  even  on  a 
minimal  scale,  will  be  colossal.  This  poses  the  neces- 
sity for  realistic  thinking.  If  we  are  fortunate,  we 
may  have  as  much  as  fifteen  minutes  between  warn- 
ing and  impact  in  which  to  prepare  to  meet  our 
God  in  peace.  The  time  factor  will  be  decided,  largely, 
by  the  distance  from  launching  site  to  destruction 
area.  The  grace  period  could  be  shortened  to  mere  sec- 
onds if  the  missiles  are  put  up  from  lurking  sub- 
marines nearby. 

It  may  provide  slight  consolation  to  contemplate 
that  we  die  but  once;  also,  that  there  are  certainly 
more  insufferable  ways  of  being  dispatched  from  this 
world  into  the  next.  If  mode  were  the  only  considera- 
tion, sudden  incineration  in  the  holocaust  might  even 
be  preferred  by  many.  Alas,  there  are  overshadowing 
issues. 

Most  persons  on  the  night  side  of  the  world  will 
be  caught  asleep.  They  will  waken  in  eternity.  This 
is  a  sobering  thought.  Only  those  on  the  day  side 
may  be  favored  with  enough  time  to  say  a  penitential 
prayer. 

Most  of  us  hope  for  an  amicable  relationship  with 
our  Maker  in  our  final  moments  on  earth,  even  if 
we  have  not  known  or  deserved  it  before;  and,  almost 
innately  do  we  expect  there  will  be  "eleventh  hour" 
grace  extended  in  which  to  mend  our  ways.  But  when 
H-Bombs  fall,  there  will  be  no  reprieves.  Millions  will 
likely  die  right  where  they  are  and  as  they  are,  with- 
out absolution,  baptism,  or  even  time  to  cry,  "God 
be  merciful  to  me,  a  sinner." 

The  fiery  mushroom  will  be  impartial.  Both  Chris- 
tians and  non-Christians  will  be  cremated  equal.  For 
the   Redeemed,   the   pillar  of  flame   will   be   Elijah's 


chariot  of  fire  whisking  him  to  heaven.  Far  from 
creating  gloom,  tomorrow's  outlook  only  provides  in- 
centive for  more  ardent  discipleship  today.  Then,  sud- 
den death,  sudden  glory. 

Alas  and  alack  for  the  unsaved  masses!  Consterna- 
tion and  dread,  for  a  few  seconds,  or  minutes,  will 
become  immeasurable.  May  the  courteous  reader  de- 
termine to  be  not  numbered  among  them;  and,  he 
can,  and  may,  so  resolve.

C"7  HINKING  OF  DAMASCUS  we  think  of  Saul 
/  of  Tarsus  being  turned  to  the  Lord  outside  the 
*■ —  gate.  We  think  of  his  entering  the  city  after 
having  been  blinded  by  a  vision,  and  seeking  the 
"street  called  Straight."  We  think  of  his  preaching  of 
Christ  there,  and  of  the  Jews  guarding  the  gate,  wait- 
ing to  kill  him.  We  think  of  his  being  let  down  out- 
side the  city's  wall  in  a  basket  by  the  disciples,  and 
so  escaping  to  become  Paul  the  apostle,  taking  the 
word  of  Christ  to  the  people. 

But  as  we  think  of  Damascus,  we  can  think  of  it 
having  been  in  existence  long  before  the  time  of  Paul. 
The  Bible  mentions  it  in  Genesis  14:15.  We  have 
Egyptian  records  of  it  dating  back  to  2,000  B.  C.  It 
was  called  the  "Pearl  of  the  desert"  which  it  still 
is  today.  Resting  on  both  sides  of  the  Barada  River, 
at  the  foot  of  the  Anti-Lebanon  Mountains,  its  green 
fields  stretch  for  miles.  Its  orchards  are  wonders  of 
tropical  fruits.  Industries  flourish.  Damascus  Steel  has 
become  a  by-word  around  the  world.  Its  swords  were 
once  things  to  be  greatly  prized.  Damask,  although 
first  made  by  Chinese  weavers,  takes  its  name  from 
Damascus,  because  of  the  city's  famous  weaving  mills. 

King  David  subjugated  Damascus.  Elisha  prophesied 
the  death  of  Ben-hadad,  King  of  Syria  there.  The 
Bible   tells   us   of   Tiglath-Pileser's,   King  of   Assyria, 


going  up  against  Damascus  and  taking  it  from  Rezin, 
King  of  Syria.  Even  at  that  time  the  city  was  famed 
for  the  pattern  and  fashion  of  an  altar  within  its 
walls. 

In  spite  of  its  place  in  Bible  history,  Damascus  is 
a  Moslem  city.  The  minarets  of  perhaps  two-hundred- 
and-fifty  mosques  rise  against  the  intense  blue  of  the 
desert  sky.  Because  of  the  many  fires  that  have  swept 
the  city  through  the  years,  few  of  the  old  buildings 
still  stand.  However,  the  "street  called  Straight"  is 
still  there.  Stretching  for  two  miles  through  the  heart 
of  the  city,  it  is  roofed  all  the  way.  Shops  and  bazaars 
line  its  sides. 

Assyrians,  Egyptians,  Persians,  Romans  and  Turks 
as  well  as  the  Christian  Crusaders  have  left  their 
mark  upon  the  city  through  their  occupation  of  it. 
Today,  Syria,  having  become  an  independent  nation, 
is  a  free  city. 

With  one  hand  reaching  back  to  the  dawn  of  his- 
tory, Damascus  stretches  the  other  one  forward  in- 
to the  future.  Its  place  in  the  world  of  trade  is  se- 
cure. Released  from  the  clutch  of  conquerors,  it  can 
bend  all  its  efforts  toward  its  own  advancement.  But 
no  matter  what  it  does  or  what  it  becomes,  it  will 
continue  to  live  on  in  our  memories  as  the  city  where 
Paul  became  a  Christian.  •

JN  TIMES  MORE  tranquil 
than  these  if  one  were  to  ask 
a  child  to  count,  the  young- 
ster would  begin,  "One,  two,  three" 
and  count  as  much  as  he  could. 
Today,  if  one  asks  a  boy  to  count 
he  is  likely  to  select  a  figure,  say, 
ten  or  twenty,  and  start  counting 
backward.  For  this  is  the  age  of 
the  countdown. 

Once  we  counted  upward.  There 
was  no  limit  to  how  high  one  could 
count.  Before  him  were  hundreds, 
thousands,  millions,  billions. 

Of  course,  we  were  not  looking 
for  a  big  "zero,"  a  loud  "bang" 
when  we  quit  counting.  Life  in 
those  days  just  kept  going  indef- 
initely. We  also  knew  that  we  would 
never  run  out  of  figures.  But  when 
one  counts  backward  he  will  hit 
zero  finally. 

These  are  trying  days  in  which 
we  are  traveling  nowhere.  Once  at 
least  we  traveled  toward  something. 
Perhaps  it  wasn't  a  great  distance. 
It  may  have  been  a  twenty-  to 
forty-mile  trip,  but  at  any  rate  the 
figures  kept  getting  bigger  and  not 
smaller! 

This  psychology  of  waiting  for  a 
cipher  is  not  too  easy  on  our  minds. 
Have  you  ever  looked  at  what  we 
call  civilization  and  had  the  feeling 
you  were  counting  downward,  wait- 
ing for  the  big  explosion  to  shatter 
the  earth? 

Observe  our  American  economy. 
We're  blowing  our  dough  like  a 
drunk  sailor  on  a  furlough.  Our 
United  States  dollar  at  first  was 
worth  a  hundred  cents;  however, 
we  have  been  counting  toward  in- 
flation. Its  worth  has  already 
passed  that  of  a  half  dollar  and  is 
still  going  backward. 

Examine  our  politics.  Once  we 
wanted  more  people  to  have  a  voice 
in  government.  Now  we  want  fewer 
persons  to  express  themselves. 
Once,  actually,  we  wanted  people 
to  govern  themselves.  We  had  a 
word  for  it — democracy.  Remem- 
ber? Now  we  have  less  men  in  a 
tight  bureaucracy  at  a  central 
point.  We  strive  toward  a  govern- 
ment that  will  take  care  of  us  from 
the  bassinet  to  the  funeral  place. 
However,  such  a  government  would 


also  tell  us  what  we  can  or  cannot 
do  at  all  times.  We  cry  for  the 
diminishing  of  totalitarianism.  We 
want  the  voice  of  authority  one 
big  voice.  It  seems  that  too  many 
voices  make  us  nervous.  People  who 
take  care  of  themselves  have  to 
think,  and  who  wants  to  do  that? 
We  strive  for  ONE  in  all  things,  for- 
getting that  the  next  thing  after 
one,  when  counting  downward  and 
not  upward,  is  nothing. 

Look  at  Christianity.  God  in- 
vaded history  through  His  Son,  who 
did  mighty  works,  died  on  a  cross, 
conquered  the  tomb,  ascended  into 
heaven  pledging  He  would  come 
again  and  judge  the  world.  His 
Word  was  Truth;  it  showed  us  the 
way  of  life. 

Across  all  those  eschatological 
sayings  of  Jesus,  across  all  that 
shining  dream  of  His  reign,  some 
persons  would  write  in  tall  letters: 
NOTHING.  We  are  on  the  count- 
down to  zero  in  religion. 

Cipherward,  downscale,  we  move; 
breathlessly  we  listen  to  the  om- 
inous voice:  "Ten,  nine,  eight,  sev- 
en— "  We  wait  for  the  big  flash, 
the  ear-cracking  roar,  the  signal 
for  the  explosion  into  oblivion,  and 
for  the  climax  of  a  meaningless 
history.  We  strain  toward  nothing. 
We  wait  for  zero. 

But  we  speak  of  man's  day,  not 
God's.  God's  day  will  be  something 
else.  There  is  no  countdown  in 
Scripture.  It  is  true  that  history, 
from  a  Biblical  standpoint,  moves 
toward  a  pre-determined  end,  but 
that  end  is  only  the  beginning! 

In  Sacred  Writ  we  move  on  to 
bigger  and  greater  things,  even  as 
the  Church  began  as  a  mere  hand- 
ful of  believers  and  runs  into  "a 
multitude  which  no  man  could 
number."  Great  things  have  hap- 
pened— the  Incarnation,  the  Atone- 
ment, the  Resurrection,  the  Ascen- 
sion, the  Spirit  outpouring;  and 
there  are  more  things  to  come — the 
Second  Advent,  the  resurrection 
of  believers,  the  Judgment,  the 
glory  of  the  Church.  The  future 
with  Christ  grows  wider,  not  nar- 
rower. The  trumpet  that  announces 
the  end  is  reveille,  not  taps. 

With  the  gospel  we  move  away 
from  zero,  not  toward  it.  There  is 
no  countdown  in  God's  Word.  There 
is  countup!  • 
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JN  BRAZIL  VACATION  from  school  doesn't  exact- 
ly spell  vacation  for  us.  But  it  is  an  enjoyable 
three  months  (December,  January,  and  Febru- 
ary), for  we're  privileged  to  conduct  Daily  Vacation  Bi- 
ble Schools  in  some  of  the  churches  that  invite  us. 
During  this  past  vacation  period,  twelve  schools  were 
held  with  141  accepting  the  Lord.  Some  Brazilian  girls, 
who  attended  last  year's  youth  camp  and  took  a  course 
on  the  preparation  and  use  of  visual  aids,  helped  with 
the  schools. 

We  have  not  found  here  a  D.V.B.S.  course  in 
Portuguese  with  workbooks  and  ready-to-do  hand- 
work. We  could  not  afford  the  expense  if  we  should 
locate  such  materials.  Heretofore,  Wilma  Johnson  of 
the  North  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  Church  of  God 
has  sent  us  a  copy  of  the  books  used  the  previous 
year  in  her  church.  The  primary  level  is  best  here, 
so  we  translate  the  material,  arrange  visual  aids  by 
diversified  means,  and  plan  the  course  of  study.  As 
to  handwork,  we  used  seedcraft  one  year,  gluing  the 
seeds  to  the  bottom  of  a  round  paper  plate,  and  mak- 
ing a  design  correlative  to  the  course.  Last  year  the 
students  water-colored  a  picture  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd which  we  had  mimeographed  and  then  glued 
the  picture  to  a  piece  of  light  cardboard  shaped  to 


make  the  frame.  Simpler  handwork  was  prepared  for 
the  younger  children. 

The  weeks  spent  at  the  various  churches  are  always 
interesting  and  full,  with  classes  and  visitation  in  the 
daytime,  and  evangelistic  services  at  night.  The  young- 
sters delight  in  showing  something  they  have  kept 
from  the  past  year's  D.V.B.S.  By  the  third  or 
fourth  day,  the  children  begin  dreading  the  time  when 
we  will  leave.  The  responses  in  the  classes  are  some- 
times amusing.  For  example,  one  day  I  told  the  story 
of  Abraham  and  Lot,  and  how  their  servants  quar- 
reled about  the  pastures.  The  following  day  I  asked, 
"Who  quarreled  in  yesterday's  lesson?"  Immediately 
several  began  pointing  to  two  little  chaps  who  had 
a  free-for-all  after  the  school  was  dismissed  the  day 
before,  and  replied  in  unison:  "They  did!"  They  were 
an  embarrassed  pair  of  youngsters!  There  were  no 
more  fights  that  week. 

We  sincerely  feel  that  efforts  put  forth  with  chil- 
dren are  not  wasted.  As  Billy  Sunday  said,  "The  only 
way  on  God's  earth  you  will  ever  solve  the  problem 
of  reaching  the  masses  is  by  getting  hold  of  the 
children.  You  get  boys  and  girls  started  right  and 
the  devil  will  hang  crepe  on  the  door."  We  are  trying 
to  start  the  children  right  here  in  Brazil.  •

Strength  through  crushi

JN  MOST  CASES  when  something  is  crushed  or 
broken,  it  becomes  worthless.  However,  the  Bible 
recounts  instances  that  brokenness  reveals  an 
object  to  be  more  worthwhile. 

The  Psalmist  tells  us,  "The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them 
that  are  of  a  broken  heart  and  saveth  such  as  be  of 
a  contrite  spirit."  In  both  instances  the  hammer's 
work  is  necessarily  implied.  Perhaps  you  may  remem- 
ber the  words  of  Jeremiah  23:29,  "Is  not  my  word 
like  as  a  fire,  saith  the  Lord;  and  like  a  hammer  that 
breaketh  the  rock  in  pieces?"  The  breaking  to  shivers, 
and  beating  out  are  metaphorical  expressions;  so  are 
the  hammer  and  the  rock.  What  the  large  hammer 
struck  on  a  rock  by  a  powerful  hand  would  do,  so 
does  the  Word  of  the  Lord  when  struck  on  the  sinner's 
heart  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  broken 
heart  and  the  contrite  spirit  are  two  essential  char- 
acteristics of  true  repentance. 

When  the  Midianites  oppressed  Israel,  God  used  a 
very  novel  and  unusual  means  to  deliver  His  people. 
Each  of  the  three  hundred  men  in  Gideon's  army 
took  an  empty  pitcher,  a  lighted  torch  and  a  ram's 
horn.  They  marched  with  their  lighted  torches  hid  in 
the  pitchers,  to  the  enemy's  camp.  When  Gideon  gave 
the  signal,  every  man  blew  his  ram's  horn  as  loudly 
as  possible,  crushed  his  pitcher  and  held  his  light 
high.  It  was  the  noise  of  the  horns  and  the  breaking 
of  the  pitchers  that  awakened  the  Midianites.  As  soon 
as  the  enemy  saw  the  lights  shining  everywhere,  they 
arose  and  began  fighting  one  another,  thinking  he 
was  a  Hebrew.  Thus  Gideon  and  his  men  won  the 
victory  without  fighting. 

The  Prophet  Jeremiah  tells  the  men  of  Judah, 
"Break  up  your  fallow  ground,  and  sow  not  among 
thorns."  Fallow  ground  is  either  that  which,  having 
been  once  tilled,  has  remained  long  uncultivated,  or 
ground  slightly  ploughed.  The  prophet  admonishes, 
"Ye  have  been  long  uncultivated  in  righteousness;  let 
true  repentance  break  up  your  fruitless  and  hardened 
hearts;  and  when  the  seed  of  the  word  of  life  is 
sown;  take  heed  that  worldly  cares  do  not  arise  to 
choke  the  good  seed." 

"Bread  corn  is  bruised;  because  he  will  not  ever  be 
threshing  it,  nor  break  it  with  the  wheel  of  his  cart, 
nor  bruise  it  with  his  horsemen"  Isaiah  28:28.  In  this 


passage  the  prophet  is  telling  how  the  grain  was 
threshed  when  it  was  too  tender  to  be  treated  by 
the  other  methods.  God  is  just  as  considerate  with  us 
and  knows  the  kind  of  crushing  we  can  stand,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  kind  which  will  be  a  blessing 
to  us.  The  infusion  of  the  life  of  the  Spirit  of  God 
into  the  soul  of  man  is  absolutely  impossible  if  a 
state  of  brokenness  does  not  exist.  Therefore  David 
declares,  "A  broken  and  a  contrite  heart,  O  God,  Thou 
wilt  not  despise." 

When  a  noted  preacher  and  Christian  worker  was 
asked  the  secret  of  his  service,  he  said,  "There  was 
a  day  when  I  died,  utterly  died  to  myself,  my  opinions, 
preferences,  tastes,  and  will;  died  to  the  world,  its 
approval  of  censure;  died  to  the  approval  or  blame 
of  even  my  brethren  and  friends;  and  since  then  I 
have  studied  only  to  know  myself  approved  unto  God." 

It  is  that  same  death  to  which  God  calls  us  today. 
Therein  is  the  secret  and  strength  of  holiness. 
Strength  of  character,  then,  comes  through  broken- 
ness. Remember,  Mary's  alabaster  box  would  never 
have  yielded  the  fragrance  and  sweetness  that  it  did 
had  it  remained  sealed.  When  it  was  broken,  the  per- 
fume filled  the  room.  It  also  takes  the  crushing  of 
the  rose  to  bring  forth  its  sweetest  aroma.  Likewise 
crushing  is  necessary  for  our  lives  to  become  sweet 
and  fragrant.  Therefore  God  in  His  providential  love 
often  permits  us  to  be  broken. 

Holiness  of  heart  is  possible  only  through  crushing. 
"Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and 
die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit."  •

\  l\  I    know  what  real  perse- 

V  \s  cution  is!"  Bob  Newton 
said,  after  reading  about  the  per- 
secution in  China. 

I  agreed  with  my  friend  that  we 
are  not  being  called  upon  to  seal 
our  testimony  with  our  blood,  but 
on  the  other  hand,  persecute  means 
"to  pursue  in  a  manner  to  injure, 
grieve,  or  afflict."  And  this  can  re- 
fer to  mental  and  spiritual  pres- 
sures as  well  as  to  physical  harm. 
In  fact,  Satan  designed  persecution 
not  to  separate  soul  and  body  but  to 
separate  the  soul  from  God. 

Failure  to  understand  that  the 
real  battleground  is  in  the  heart  of 
man  can  cause  us  to  minimize  the 
testings  of  this  present  hour.  By 
saying  Christians  suffer  little  or  no 
persecution  we  may  weaken  the 
hands  of  many  who  are  afflicted. 
Some  (our  youth  especially) 
who  are  really  overcomers  may  be 
deprived  of  the  consciousness  that 
they  are  bringing  joy  to  the  heart 
of  God.  The  helper,  the  worker,  the 
person  who  takes  a  stand  for 
Christ  and  lets  his  light  shine  does 
suffer  persecution.  "All  that  will 
live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suf- 
fer persecution"   (2  Timothy  3:12). 

Communism  is  a  deadly  enemy 
of  Christianity,  and  behind  the 
bamboo  curtain  particularly,  Chris- 
tians are  giving  their  lives  for  their 
faith.  But  people  who  afflict  Chris- 
tians in  America  do  not  use  the 
same  tactics.  For  instance,  some 
high  school  students  were  under 
threats  to  dance  or  be  "flunked"  in 
physical  education.  Those  young 
folk  could  have  succumbed.  How- 
ever, this  was  a  matter  they  were 
unable    to    handle    alone,    so    they 


told  their  parents.  The  parents 
went  to  their  pastor,  and  together 
they  faced  the  teacher  and  princi- 
pal. Those  students  do  not  dance — 
neither  have  they  been  "flunked"— 
but  we  should  remember  that  the 
battleground  primarily  was  in  their 
hearts,  not  in  their  parents'  or  their 
pastor's.  They  suffered  persecution, 
and  they  overcame! 

But  Satan  uses  other  means.  It 
has  been  said  that  he  noted  how 
God  caused  the  enemies  of  Israel  to 
suffer  defeat  by  becoming  con- 
fused and  fighting  among  them- 
selves. Satan  thought  that  was  a 
good  idea  and  has  been  trying 
ever  since  to  pit  one  religious  be- 
lief or  opinion  against  another.  In 
John  5:16,  we  read  that  the  Jews, 
worshipers  of  God,  persecuted  Je- 
sus. Day  after  day  they  buffeted 
Him  with  questions  and  arguments, 
trying  to  entangle  Him  in  His 
words. 

Persecution  may  come  from  god- 
ly friends.  In  Job  19:22,  the  old 
patriarch  asked  his  three  friends, 
"Why  do  ye  persecute  me  as  God, 
and  are  not  satisfied  with  my 
flesh?"  Those  men  would  not  have 
called  themselves  persecutors.  They 
thought  they  were  doing  both  Job 
and  God  a  favor!  There  is  a  way 
friends  may  persecute  a  fellow  be- 
liever today;  for  example,  a  friend 
may  tell  him  that  God  does  not  ex- 
pect him  to  be  narrow-minded.  The 
world  finds  enough  fault  with 
Christians  without  believers  mak- 
ing such  a  statement. 

THERE  WAS  A  French- 
man who  was  despised  by  the  peo- 
ple of  Marseilles  because  of  his 
shabby  appearance.  No  doubt  they 
thought  he  had  plenty  of  money  to 


buy  better  clothes.  He  did,  but  when 
he  died  they  were  surprised  to 
learn  his  life's  savings  had  been 
willed  to  the  city  for  an  aqueduct 
to  supply  direly  needed  water.  Then 
they  appreciated  the  viewpoint  of 
their  benefactor.  The  people  of 
Marseilles  made  a  mistake.  If  we 
see  a  Christian  make  a  consecra- 
tion we  cannot  understand,  it  is 
best  that  we  not  question  or  rid- 
icule him.  God  deals  with  us  in- 
dividually, and  what  one  feels  his 
dedication  should  include  may  be 
quite  different  from  another's. 

These  are  situations  our  children 
meet.  They  need  the  realization 
that  they  are  overcoming  persecu- 
tion and  are  pleasing  God.  Children 
in  the  same  home  differ  greatly. 
Father  may  have  to  lay  the  rod  to 
one  boy,  and  he  will  still  be  de- 
fiant. To  the  other  he  may  only 
say  sorrowfully,  "I'm  disappointed 
in  you,"  and  the  little  fellow's  heart 
is  broken. 

In  persecution,  what  is  sore  trial 
to  one  may  not  seem  to  be  to  an- 
other. Hudson  Taylor  said,  "In  the 
easiest  positions  God  must  give  me 
His  grace,  and  in  the  most  diffi- 
cult His  grace  is  sufficient."  Be 
there  injuries,  griefs,  and  afflic- 
tions great  or  small  in  the  eyes  of 
men,  we  have  a  great  company  of 
youthful  workers  and  light-bearers 
who  are  overcomers  by  the  grace 
of  God.  Let  us  commend  and  en- 
courage them  in  their  stand  for 
God  and  right.  • 
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E  HEAR  considerable 
criticism  of  the  Sunday 
School  and  the  ineffien- 
cy  of  many  teachers.  Some  of  this 
is  unjust,  but  some  of  it  is  well- 
founded. 

Too  many  teachers  wait  to  pre- 
pare Sunday's  lesson  until  late  Sat- 
urday night,  when  they  are  much 
too  tired  and  sleepy  to  do  this  im- 
portant job  well.  Others  wait  until 
Sunday  morning  to  do  their  "pre- 
paring" perilously  near  lesson- 
teaching  time.  If,  as  is  often  the 
case,  the  pupils  have  not  prepared 
their  lesson  either,  the  results  are 
not  difficult  to  imagine. 

Experience  has  shown  that  peo- 
ple like  to  have  a  part  in  the  things 
with  which  they  are  identified.  This 
is  true  of  young  people  as  well  as 
adults.  Members  of  a  Sunday 
School  class  who  are  made  to  feel 
that  they  are  merely  assembled  "to 
be  talked  at"  by  an  obviously-un- 
prepared teacher  are  not  likely  to 
show  a  keen  interest  in  the  lesson. 
On  the  contrary,  the  teacher  who 
in  some  manner  can  make  each 
pupil  feel  that  he  is  a  definite  part 
of  the  class  structure  and  that  his 
contribution  is  important  and  es- 
sential to  the  success  of  the  class, 
will  have  an  interested  group  each 
Lord's  Day. 

This  of  course  is  much  easier 
said  than  done.  Some  teachers  have 
accomplished  this  desired  end 
through  assignments.  Each  pupil  is 
asked  to  do  something  specific  to 
help  with  next  week's  lesson.  These 
assignments,  made  a  week  in  ad- 
vance, may  have  to  be  written  out. 
Sometimes  the  teacher  can  tactful- 
ly remind  the  pupil  of  his  impor- 
tant job  during  the  ensuing  week. 

This  entails  some  work  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher — work  which 
cannot  be  put  off  until  the  last 
minute.  In  effect,  he  has  to  study 
two  lessons  during  each  week.  He 
prepares  to  teach  next  Sunday's 
lesson  and  also  prepares  assign- 
ments to  hand  out  next  Sunday  for 
the  Sunday  following.  "Study  next 
week's  lesson,  and  also  the  next 
Sunday's  lesson — and  do  it  now" 
becomes  his  motto. 

"But,"  wails  a  teacher,  "I  haven't 
the  time  to  study  one  lesson!  How 
can  I  possibly  study  two?" 


Modern  rush  makes  this  a  good 
question  but  a  difficult  one  to  an- 
swer properly.  Satan,  who  is  thor- 
oughly opposed  to  consecrated, 
thorough  lesson  preparation  on  the 
part  of  any  teacher,  will  help  make 
it  more  difficult.  He  does  not  want 
God's  Word  to  be  made  known  to 
children  or  adults  today,  as  it  inter- 
feres strongly  with  his  evil  plans. 
So  he  will  magnify,  if  he  can,  the 
work  which  we  now  have  to  do  and 
the  lack  of  time  in  which  to  do 
it  .  .  .  the  headache  which  comes 
when  we  sit  down  to  study  .  .  .  the 
discouragements  which  are  sure  to 
follow  some  class  sessions! 

Trite  as  it  seems, 

we  need  to  be  reminded  of  the  old 
adage:  "You  will  never  find  the 
time  to  do  anything  worth  doing — 
you  must  make  time  for  it."  Never 
has  this  been  more  true  than  in  the 
case  of  Sunday  School  lesson  prep- 
aration by  busy  modern  teachers. 
The  most  successful  teachers  have 
a  plan  which  always  works,  if  they 
work  at  it  vigorously.  It  is  this: 

Set  aside  one  evening  a  week 
for  lesson  and  Bible  study.  Regard 
this  time  as  sacred.  Make  an  ear- 
nest effort  to  keep  anything  from 
interfering  with  it  except  the  grav- 
est emergencies.  Let  friends  and 
relatives  know  about  it;  probably 
they  will  respect  the  idea  in  time. 
If  home  conditions  make  this  im- 
possible, another  place  should  be 
found— even  the  town  library.  One 
teacher  has  arranged  to  share  his 
pastor's  study  for  this  purpose 
each  Thursday  evening.  Since  both 
are  exceedingly  busy  at  the  time, 
they  do  not  interfere  with  one  an- 
other in  any  way. 

Teaching  a  Sunday  School  class 
is  an  honor,  privilege,  and  oppor- 
tunity to  do  something  for  the 
Lord  whom  we  serve  and  love.  It  is 
a  sacred  mission,  much  too  sacred 
to  be  taken  lightly  or  neglected.  But 
the  time  to  prepare  each  lesson 
is  well  in  advance — conscientiously, 
carefully,  thoroughly,  prayerfully, 
with  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
who  alone  can  teach  us  the  deeper 
things  of  God  and  His  Word. 

"Study  next  week's  lesson  now" 
is  an  excellent  motto  to  follow.  •

^— »  HE  BLISTERING  rays  of  the  blazing  noonday 
"  /   sun  bore  down  upon  Kartar  Singh.  The  Lama 

«. /     of  Tsingham  had  sentenced  this  Tebetan  to 

death  by  torture  because  he  professed  faith  in  Christ. 
He  was  ruthlessly  sewn  up  in  a  heavy  wet  yak  skin 
and  thrust  out  into  the  merciless  heat  of  the  day. 
The  hot  sun  caused  the  skin  to  contract  slowly  into 
a  painful  death  trap. 

Kartar  Singh's  agony  was  almost  unbearable,  but 
his  spirit  was  undaunted.  As  the  sun  was  setting,  he 
asked  permission  to  write  a  parting  message  to  those 
he  would  leave  behind.  With  great  suffering  he 
scrawled  these  words: 

"I  give  to  Him  who  gave  to  me 

My  life,  my  all;  His  all  to  be; 

My  debt  to  Him,  how  can  I  pay, 

Though  I  may  live  to  endless  day? 

I  ask  not  one,  but  a  thousand  lives 

For  Him  and  His  own  sacrifice. 

Oh,  will  I  then  not  gladly  die 

For  Jesus'  sake,  and  ask  not  why. 
The  dying  heart-cry  of  this  martyr  was  not  without 
effect.  One  of  the  highest  officials  of  the  Lama's 
palace  was  gripped  by  mighty  conviction  as  he  thought 
of  Kartar  Singh's  brave  stand  for  Christ.  The  same 
night  that  Kartar  Singh  went  to  be  with  his  Saviour, 
this  official  confessed  Christ. 

People  are  watching  your  life.  "The  unconscious  in- 
fluence of  any  man,"  says  Samuel  Zwemer,  "is  always 
greater  than  his  conscious  influence,  whether  for  good 
or  evil."  As  Peter  walked  down  the  streets  of  Jeru- 
salem, his  shadow  brought  healing  to  men  and  women. 
Your  deeds  and  words,  too,  are  casting  shadows  that 
will  influence  the  lives  of  others.  The  things  you  do 
and  say  may  cause  someone  to  stumble  or  may  win 
some   soul   to   Christ. 


A  famous  doctor  told  of  a  lecture  in  which  Robert 
Ingersoll,  the  infidel,  said  there  was  no  hell.  The 
Bible  was  a  lie,  he  told  the  students  of  Rush  Medical 
School  in  Chicago.  He  also  mocked  at  the  idea  of 
eternal  retribution.  That  night  great  numbers  of 
young  medical  students  went  out  into  the  lowest  places 
of  vice  and  sin.  If  what  Ingersoll  said  was  true,  if 
there  was  no  hell  and  no  judgment,  then,  they  rea- 
soned, they  could  act  like  animals.  The  words  of  that 
scoffer  had  made  a  deep  imprint  for  evil  on  those 
young  lives. 

Horace  BUSHNELL  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  professors  at  Yale  when  a  young  preacher 
came  to  the  college  for  a  series  of  meetings.  The 
preacher  poured  out  his  heart,  but  there  was  no  real 
conviction  of  sin  among  the  students.  In  prayer  the 
Lord  showed  this  preacher  that  the  students  were 
being  influenced  by  Bushnell,  the  outstanding  un- 
believer. The  preacher  went  to  Bushnell  and  told 
him  plainly  how  he  might  seek  Christ.  Bushnell  rea- 
lized he  was  responsible  for  keeping  many  students 
from  accepting  the  Saviour.  At  home,  alone,  he  paced 
restlessly  up  and  down  his  room  as  the  Spirit  of  God 
dealt  with  his  heart.  Finally  he  called  out,  "O  God,  if 
there  is  any  God,  show  me  if  Jesus  Christ  is  Thy  Son, 
and  I  will  promise  to  accept  Him  as  my  Saviour  and 
confess  Him  before  the  world."  Soon  the  glorious  light 
of  salvation  flooded  into  the  darkness  of  Horace 
Bushnell's  heart.  When  he  came  out  on  the  side  of 
Christ,  almost  every  young  man  at  Yale  was  converted. 

Even  your  very  conversation  may  be  influencing 
some  soul  toward  God.  One  day  John  Bunyan,  author 
of  Pilgrim's  Progress,  came  upon  a  group  of  women 
who,  he  thought,  were  gossiping.  His  curiosity  was 
aroused  by  their  lively  manner  of  conversation  and  so 
he  drew  near  to  eavesdrop.  He  heard  them  tell  of  the 
loving  Saviour  and  the  glory  of  salvation.  This  oc- 
casion was  one  of  the  things  which  influenced  John 
Bunyan  to  give  his  heart  to  Christ. 

Many  of  the  Burmese  took  Christ  as  their  Saviour 
because  of  Adoniram  Judson's  consistent  walk  with 
God.  This  missionary  went  through  great  suffering  to 
give  the  gospel  to  Burma.  On  occasion  he  became 
greatly  burdened  to  carry  the  message  of  salvation  to 
an  inland  city,  but  the  King  refused  him  permission. 
"They  will  never  be  able  to  resist  your  scarred  hands," 
he  told  Judson.  Judson's  life  was  a  testimony  stronger 
than  any  of  his  words.  Before  he  could  speak  the 
Burmese  language,  he  walked  up  to  a  Burmese  man 
and  clasped  him  in  his  arms.  This  man  told  afterward 
that  an  angel  had  embraced  him.  It  was  this  love  for 
souls,  shining  from  his  heart  and  translated  into  the 
deeds  of  daily  living,  which  earned  for  Judson  the 
title  of  "Mr.  Glory  Face." 

Paul  advised  the  Philippians:  "...  be  blameless  and 
harmless,  the  sons  of  God,  without  rebuke,  in  the 
midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation,  among  whom 
ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world;  holding  forth  the 
word  of  life"    (Philippians  2:15,   16). 

The  shadow  of  your  life  is  falling  upon  others  to 
influence  them  for  evil  or  for  good.  •

r^*  URING  THE  YEAR  1830  in  Lancaster  County, 
f\  Pennsylvania,  Reuben  Chambers,  a  school- 
^L-s  teacher,  decided  it  was  time  he  took  to  himself 
a  wife.  He  realized  that  this  was  going  to  be  one 
of  his  life's  most  important  choices.  So  he  purchased 
a  notebook  and  wrote  down  the  names  of  twenty 
eligible  young  women.  By  the  process  of  elimination 
he  hoped  to  select  one  with  whom  he  would  be  happy 
to  spend  the  rest  of  his  days. 

In  his  own  words:  "I  did  not  call  upon  the  girls 
in  the  evening  ...  I  called  in  the  daytime  when  they 
were  at  work  or  should  be  ...  I  could  generally  make 
up  my  mind  in  one  or  two  visits  whether  they  would 
suit  me  or  not."  He  gave  them  no  chance  to  "put 
their  best  foot  forward." 

Of  course  some  of  the  young  women  had  other  plans 
which  very  definitely  did  not  include  him!  He  crossed 
their  names  off  quickly.  Because  of  home  situations, 
temperament,   etc.,   he   decided  to   strike   out  others. 

Time  passed  and  as  names  disappeared  from  the 
book,  he  added  other  eligible  ones.  Finally,  he  had 
written  sixty  names  and  had  visited  every  girl  but  one. 

Before  we  write  Reuben  Chambers  off  as  a  cold, 
calculating  individual,  let  us  note  one  thing:  he 
didn't  have  to  explain  all  of  this  to  number  sixty. 
He  had  written  her  name  in  his  notebook  because 
he  thought  she  would  be  suitable.  Further  visits  con- 
firmed this.  He  loved  her,  and  as  he  looked  into  her 
eyes  one  evening  when  she  was  expecting  him  and 
was  looking  her  loveliest,  he  determined  to  be  honest 
and  sincere — win  or  lose.  He  explained  how  he  had 
chosen  her  and  humbly  asked  her  to  be  his  bride. 

Perhaps  the  young  woman  was  already  aware  of 
her  suitor's  past  activities  and  was  tempted  to  re- 
ject him.  But  she  realized  that  Reuben  Chambers 
would  rather  she  did  than  accept  him  without  know- 
ing the  whole  truth.  She  appreciated  his  frankness. 
Here  was  a  man  who  was  stable,  yet  in  a  sense  un- 


predictable and  interesting.  Life  with  him  would  not 
be  dull  and  commonplace.  Her  heart  said,  "Yes."  She 
accepted,  and  after  a  period  of  courtship,  married 
him. 

WHILE  NO  ONE  would  suggest  that  young 
folks  get  notebooks  and  start  writing  and  crossing 
off  names  today,  we  must  admit  that  this  unusual 
courtship  had  some  commendable  aspects. 

Reuben  Chambers  felt  that  he  owed  absolute  hones- 
ty and  sincerity  to  the  girl  who  would  cling  to  him 
for  life.  He  realized  that  lovers  have  no  reason  to  be 
jealous  when  they  know  that  neither  harbors  secrets 
from  the  other.  And,  for  instance,  married  couples 
do  not  bicker  over  finances  when  they  are  mutually 
open  and  frank  about  planned  expenditures.  These 
causes  of  contention  have  brought  many  marriages 
to  an  untimely  end. 

Perhaps  Reuben  Chambers'  betrothed  felt  that  since 
he  was  not  afraid  to  be  different  and  unusual  during 
courtship,  he  would  find  occasion  to  spice  the  routine 
of  life  with  variety.  Too  many  young  fellows  forget 
all  too  soon  the  little  expressions  of  devotion  which 
bring  mutual   joy. 

One  man  remembered  recently  that  on  their  wed- 
ding anniversary  he  had  a  cuckoo  clock  delivered  to 
his  wife.  She  appreciated  his  thoughtfulness,  but 
what  really  brought  the  sparkle  to  her  eyes  was  the 
note  he  had  enclosed:  "I  will  love  you  till  the  clock 
strikes  thirteen."  One  day  it  actually  did,  but  of 
course  love   didn't  die. 

"What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let 
not  man  put  asunder"  (Matthew  19:6).  To  Reuben 
Chambers  marriage  was  "till  death  do  us  part."  So 
he  thought  it  necessary  to  adopt  unusual  means  in 
choosing  a  woman  he  would  cherish  for  life.  And 
love  does  endure  when  it  is  founded  upon  honesty 
and  sincerity,  and  nurtured  by  little  thoughtful  re- 
membrances. •

"Don't  frown — smile!" 

"Don't  be  late — plan!" 

"Don't  forget  to  straighten  up!" 

"Don't  be  sarcastic  or  critical!" 

"Don't  forget  to  pay  attention 
when  someone  speaks  to  you." 

"Don't  interrupt  to  ask  ques- 
tions that  are  unimportant  or  that 
will  be  answered  anyway — use  your 
head!" 

These  maxims,  penciled  on  a 
discarded  envelope,  were  found  on 
a  college  campus.  We  don't  know 
whether  or  not  they  were  original 
with  the  one  who  wrote  them  down 
or  just  why  he  recorded  them.  How- 
ever, they  do  contain  some  helpful 
thoughts. 

"Oh,  I  don't  like  don'tsl"  im- 
patiently exclaims  a  young  person. 
"It's  always  'don't  do  this'  and 
'don't  do  that'  everywhere  I  go! 
Why  don't  they  tell  us  what  to 
do,  not  what  not  to  do?" 

Don'ts  have  never  been  popular. 
Most  of  us  chafe  under  restraint. 
We  could  change  the  wording  of 
these  maxims  slightly  and  turn 
them  into  do's,  but  the  meaning 
would  remain  much  the  same.  The 
important  thing,  then,  is  to  put  in- 
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to  action  such  grains  of  wisdom  as 
they  may  contain. 

Some  of  these  lessons  could  be 
applied  to  spiritual  as  well  as  to 
material  things  or  mental  and 
physical  habits. 

Frowning — Smiling 

Glance  into  the  mirror.  (If  you're 
a  young  man,  borrow  your  sister's.) 
Now  frown — if  you  can.  Now  smile. 
Now  do  both  at  once.  The  result  of 
your  voluntary  attempts  is  laugh- 
able, isn't  it?  You  can't  frown  and 
smile  at  the  same  time?  Why  not? 
Because  our  Maker  wisely  designed 
our  faces  to  make  it  impossible. 
Frowns  and  smiles  don't  go  togeth- 
er any  more  than  fear  and  faith 
can  mingle.  One  or  the  other  is 
always  king.  So  we  could  easily  cut 
out  this  don't  and  make  it  a  do: 
"DO  smile — always — instead  o  f 
frowning." 

Planned  Punctuality 

Since  you  are  always  on  time 
getting  to  Sunday  School,  church, 
and  other  gatherings,  sit  back  and 
take  note  of  the  latecomers.  Who 


are  they?  Are  they  the  ones  most 
interested  in  the  Lord's  work  at 
your  church?  Are  they  late  be- 
cause they  have  a  good  reason,  or 
because  coming  to  church  just 
doesn't  have  a  priority  rating  on 
their  Sunday  schedule?  It  is  easy 
to  get  somewhere  on  time  when  we 
loant  very  much  to  do  so. 

In  the  Bible  there's  a  passage 
which  we  have  always  associated 
with  punctuality  as  well  as  some 
other  things.  It  is  in  Matthew  25: 
1-10,  the  story  often  known  as  "The 
Foolish  Virgins."  Note  that  some  of 
those  virgins  planned  and  some 
didn't  plan.  What  happened?  Not 
all  of  them  tasted  the  wedding 
cake,  did  they?  No,  only  the  punc- 
tual ones.  And  they  were  on  time 
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why  sell  fruit  cake

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I  Don't 
Like  Don'ts 


because  they  had  thoughtfully 
planned  to  be  there  (vv.  4,  7,  10). 
But  for  the  foolishly  tardy  ones, 
"the  door  was  shut." 

Straighten  up! 

Most  of  us  have  been  told  to  do 
it — often.  When  I  was  a  boy,  I  felt 
I  was  a  target  for  a  verbal  barrage 
of  "straighten-ups"  everywhere  I 
went.  Well,  that  wasn't  a  "don't," 
anyway,  but  I  grew  tired  of  hearing 
the  words.  Perhaps  the  student  who 
wrote  this  maxim  felt  the  need  of 
such  admonition.  As  the  Bible  ex- 
presses it,  "Much  study  is  a  weari- 
ness of  the  flesh"  (Ecclesiastes  12: 
12).  An  erect  bodily  carriage  not 
only  adds  to  one's  personal  attrac- 
tiveness but  also  is  beneficial  to 
one's  health. 

Sometimes  our  mental  processes 
need  this  advice  also.  The  Author 
of  the  Book  knew  this.  The  Holy 
Spirit  guided  Paul's  pen  as  he 
wrote,  "Whatsoever  things  are  true, 
.  .  .  honest,  .  .  .  just,  .  .  .  pure,  .  .  . 
lovely,  ...  of  good  report;  if  there 
be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any 
praise,  think  on  .these  .things" 
(Philippians  4:8).  Here,  then,  is 
our  mental  "straighten-up"  pre- 
scription. However,  we  are  not  left 
to  do  the  straightening  alone.  For 
"the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth 
all  understanding,  shall  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds  [thoughts — r.v.~\ 
through  Christ  Jesus"  (Philippians 
4:7). 

Sarcastic — Critical 

We  never  intend  to  be  either  sar- 
castic or  critical.  Neither  .is  pop- 
ular, and  we  don't  like  folks  who 
are  that  way.  We'd  be  shocked  if 
someone  told  us  we  were  either 
sarcastic  or  habitually  critical  in 
our  speech.  But,  amazing  as  it 
seems,  we  may  be! 

Sarcasm  and  a  critical  spirit  are 
diseases  of  mind  and  spirit.  They 
are  contagious  and  infectious,  too. 
They  do  not  come  upon  one 
suddenly,  but  slowly,  painlessly, 
unnoticed,  usually  contracted  from 
others  already  infected.  How  do  our 
close  companions  speak?  It  will  be 
wise  to  check  our  speech  frequent- 


ly and  impartially — yes,  critically! 
(Read  these  Scriptures:  Ephesians 
4:29;    5:4;    Colossians   3:8-16.) 
Attention 

There  are  folks  who  don't  like  to 
pay  anything — even  their  debts.  To 
pay  attention  usually  doesn't  cost 
any  money.  Anyway,  it's  only  po- 
lite to  pay  attention  when  some- 
one speaks  to  us,  isn't  it?  The 
speaker  may  not  be  interesting,  but 
he  may  say  something  of  value. 
By  paying  attention  we  can  often 
learn  something  from  even  the 
most  unpromising  sources. 

The  Bible  mentions  a  need  to 
pay  attention  to  certain  things. 
It  doesn't  always  use  the  word 
attention — sometimes  it  is  heed  or 
attendance — but  the  idea  is  simi- 
lar. 

"Give  attendance  to  reading  .  .  ." 
(1  Timothy  4:13)  is  a  form  of 
spiritual  attention.  Reading  the 
Bible  with  attentive  interest  is 
always  beneficial  to  the  reader  and 
honoring  to  the  Author.  Listening 
attentively  to  the  minister  or  Sun- 
day school  teacher  is  not  only  good 
church  manners,  but  it  is  the  best 
way  to  remain  awake  and  to  learn 
something  of  value. 

We  are  also  admonished  to  "at- 
tend to  know  understanding"  (Pro- 
verbs 4:1),  and  to  "attend  upon 
the  Lord  without  distraction"  (1 
Corinthians  7:35).  Some  of  the 
fellows  who  served  in  the  army 
soon  learned  the  meaning  of  the 
command  "Attention!"  Our  spirit- 
ual application  should  be  equally 
prompt. 

Interrupting 

None  of  us  do  this  willfully.  It 
isn't  polite  and  can  be  rude.  But 
do  we  ever  interrupt  God?  When 
He  speaks  clearly  to  us  through  the 
Spirit,  through  the  Bible,  through 
circumstances — do  we  interrupt 
with  foolish  questioning?  Do  we 
subordinate  the  important  things 
and  magnify  minor  details  in  our 
thinking?  To  interrupt  is  impolite — 
whether  we  interrupt  God  or  man. 

DO  smile! 

DO  plan! 

DO   straighten   up! 

DO  be  kind  and  helpful  in  speech 
and  manner! 

DO  pay  attention! 

DO  listen  when  God  speaks!*

Lee  College,  the  Church's 
oldest  and  foremost  educa- 
tional institution,  will  open 
its  doors  on  September  6,  1963, 
to  begin  its  forty-fifth  year 
of  offering  the  best  in  edu- 
cation in  a  Pentecostal  en- 
vironment. Since  its  inception 
in  1918,  this  citadel  of  learn- 
ing has  had  as  its  primary 
objective  the  offering  of 
courses  in  every  area  of  sub- 
ject matter.  Undergirding  this 
academic  pursuit,  according 
to  the  founders  of  the  Lee 
tradition,  should  be  the  Word 
of  God.  Lee  has  never  depart- 
ed from  this  basic  premise. 

LEE  PROGRESSES 

As  the  years  have  passed  since  the  embryonic 
beginning  forty-five  years  ago,  the  academical- 
ly alert  administration  and  faculty  have  added 
subject  matter  in  diverse  areas  to  help  qualify  the 
Lee  graduate  to  adapt  himself  to  his  society  as  he 
serves  God,  the  Church  and  society.  The  Junior  Col- 
lege alone  offers  listings  in  more  than  twenty-five 
different  fields.  The  Bible  College  prepares  its  trainees 
in  all  areas  of  the  pastoral,  evangelistic,  Christian 
education  and  music  ministries.

One  authority 
pointed  out  that  if  applications  continue  to  arrive  at 
the  same  rate,  some  applicants  could  possibly  be 
turned  down  because  of  a  lack  of  living  accommoda- 
tions. 

Highly  Qualified   Faculty 

The  faculty  is  continually  being  improved  academ- 
ically. Two  more  persons  with  doctorate  degrees  com- 
ing to  Lee  this  fall  will  add  to  the  efficiency  of  class- 
room instruction.  Each  college  faculty  member  has 
earned  the  masters  or  the  doctorate  degree. 

Lee  College,  a  campus  of  Christian  scholarship,  takes 
giant  steps  forward  confident  that  with  God  all  things 
are  possible. 
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In  these  last  days  young  people  ought  to  be  filled 
with  the  Spirit.  Some  people  of  historic  denominations, 
desiring  the  fullness  of  God,  are  seeking  and  receiving 
the  blessed  Holy  Ghost.  The  youth  of  the  Church  of 
God  should  do  no  less. 

When,  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  received  by  thousands  of  people,  the  historic  de- 
nominations rejected  this  new  experience  with  firm- 
ness. The  attitude  of  some  of  the  leaders  within  these 
denominations  toward  Pentecostals  has  changed  tre- 
mendously during  the  last  ten  years.  Just  a  few  months 
ago,  for  example,  the  officials  of  the  Assemblies  of 
God  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  held  two 
conferences  with  "much  of  the  conversation  centered 
around  the  work  and  ministry  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
the  church  today,"  it  was  later  announced. 

In  San  Pedro,  California,  a  Luthern  pastor  recently 
spoke  with  tongues  and  then  wrote  of  his  experience: 
"The  Spirit  set  me  gloriously  free  in  this  new  dimen- 
sion, and  I  prayed  in  tongues  with  great  rejoicing  in 
the  Spirit."  A  Baptist  minister  in  Houston,  Texas,  with 
the  conviction  that  ".  .  .It  was  God's  plan  that  His 
people  have  a  supernatural  ministry,"  sought  and  re- 
ceived his  baptism. 

Just  as  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  were  filled  with 
the  Spirit  at  Pentecost  and  just  as  the  Church  of 
God  has  taught  for  years  that  tongue-speaking  is  the 
initial  evidence  of  the  believer's  being  filled  with  the 
Spirit,  in  just  this  same  fashion  God  is  graciously 
giving  the  Holy  Ghost  to  numerous  people  of  other 
faiths  today.  Surely  the  Holy  Spirit  has  never  desired 
to  fill  only  the  Pentecostals,  for  He  wants  to  "be  poured 
out"  upon  all  flesh.  He  will  fill  any  believer  who  will 
receive  Him.  Age  does  not  matter  for  both  old  and 
young  can  receive  the  Spirit. 

The  pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Mount 
Vernon,  New  York,  received  the  Holy  Spirit  not  long 
ago.  A  minister  of  the  Church  of  God  interviewed 
this  pastor.  Listen  to  what  this  newly  filled  believer 
says:  ".  .  .1  went  out  to.  .  .camp  meeting,  which  was 
a  Pentecostal  meeting,  and  it  was  a  tremendous  ex- 
perience for  me.  It  was  just  like  being  moved  back 
some  four  thousand  years  ago  to  the  time  when  the 
people  of  Israel  were   traveling  under  the  pillar  of 


cloud.  The  presence  of  God  seemed  to  be  so  real 
among  those  people,  and  there  was  such  a  love  be- 
tween them  and  joy  on  their  faces. 

".  .  .1,  too,  began  to  tarry.  .  .1  decided  to  do  what 
they  do  in  heaven — just  praise  and  exalt  God.  .  .sud- 
denly someone  else  came  in  and  was  exalting  God 
through  me,  and  now  I  was  craving  Him  and  wor- 
shiping Him  with  all  my  being  and  it  was  almost 
involuntary.  .  .  .It  was  just  as  if  something  uncorked 
within  me  and  a  torrent  of  words  poured  out  in 
another  tongue."  Thus  this  preacher  from  a  sophisti- 
cated old  denomination  received  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  Pentecostalists  are  now  known  around  the 
world.  In  some  areas  they  have  become  the  driving 
force  in  evangelism.  The  power  to  witness  after  re- 
ceiving the  Spirit,  promised  by  Christ,  is  being  utilized. 
Finally  the  Pentecostalists  are  recognized  as  being  of 
God.  Dr  Henry  van  Dusen  stated  in  a  Life  magazine 
article,  "Many  features  of  this  'New  Christianity'  bear 
striking  resemblance  to  the  life  of  the  earliest  Chris- 
tian churches  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament.  .  .  . 
Peter  and  Barnabas  and  Paul  might  find  themselves 
more  at  home  in  a  Holiness  service  or  at  a  Pentecostal 
Revival  than  in  the  formalized  and  sophisticated  wor- 
ship of  other  churches,  Catholic  or  Protestant." 

One  out  of  every  three  Protestants  in  Latin  America 
is  a  Pentecostalist  according  to  the  magazine,  Chris- 
tianity Today  (July  19,  1963).  An  article  in  that  pe- 
riodical states,  "In  Chile  nearly  ninety  per  cent  are 
of  Pentecostal  persuasion.  In  many  of  the  large  cities 
of  Middle  and  South  America,  Pentecostals  outnumber 
other  Protestants  two  to  one."  The  article  further 
states,  "In  every  corner  of  the  hemisphere  those  that 
specially  stress  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  re-emphasize  Pen- 
tecost, or  that  are  newly  open  to  the  phenomena  of 
faith-healing  and  glossolalia  are  growing  in  number." 
So  Pentecost  marches  on.  While  our  youth  are  in  the 
vanguard  of  this  march,  may  they  be  careful  to  be 
filled  with  the  Spirit.  •

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^-J  HEN  SHALL  THE  kingdom  of  Satan  be  likened 
/to  a  grain  of  tobacco  seed.  Though  exceed- 
•— ■/  ingly  small,  the  seed,  being  cast  into  the 
ground,  did  grow  and  became  a  great  plant.  It  did 
spread  green  leaves  rank  and  broad,  so  that  flea 
beetles  and  horn  worms  and  leaf  miners  formed  their 
habitations  thereon. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  sons  of  men  looked 
upon  these  lush  and  vile-smelling  and  worm-eaten 
leaves,  and  thought  them  beautiful  to  behold,  and 
much  to  be  desired  to  make  lads  look  big  and  manly. 

So  they  put  forth  their  hands  and  plucked  the 
leaves  of  Nicotiana,  and  did  chew  thereof.  Many  it 
made  deathly  sick.

The  mouths  and  teeth  of  those  who  were  enslaved 
by  plug,  twist  and  fine-cut  tobaccos  became  foul 
smelling  and  dirty.  And  the  slaves  were  seized  with 
a  violent  spitting;  and  they  did  spit,  even  in  ladies' 
parlors,  and  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  And 
the  saints  of  the  Most  High  were  greatly  plagued 
thereby. 

And  in  the  course  of  time,  it  came  to  pass  that  the 
sons  of  men  also  snuffed  this  deadly  weed.  These  were 
suddenly  taken  with  fits  of  mighty  sneezing,  inso- 
much that  their  eyes  filled  with  tears,  and  they  did 
look  exceedingly  foolish. 

Others  preferred  to  smoke  their  tobacco  in  pipes 
fashioned  from  clay  and  corncobs,  and  Algerian  and 
Italian  briar. 


Yet  other  men  cunningly  wrought  tobacco  leaves 
into  little  rolls.  These  rolls  they  called  cheroots,  ci- 
gars, and  cigarettes.  They  set  fire  to  one  end  of  these 
rolls,  and  did  suck  them,  from  the  other.  And  the 
smoke  of  their  torment  ascended  up  forever  and  ever. 

Thus  the  cultivation  of  Nicotiana  flourished  and 
became  a  mighty  business  throughout  the  land.  The 
merchantmen  waves  eloquent  with  fancy  claims  for 
their  brands  of  poison.  With  tongue  in  cheek,  they 
did  aver  with  much  singing  and  slogans  that  their 
cigarettes  were  kind  to  the  throat,  that  they  were 
"just  right,"  that  their  king  size  rolls  were  fit  for 
kings,  that  they  did  treat  the  taste  kindly,  and  that 
their  filter  tips  safeguarded  one's  health. 

Yea,  in  one  year  the  tobacco  trust  did  expend  the 
goodly  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars 
to  advertise  the  deadly  weed  shaped  into  little  white 
rolls.  And  they  did  rejoice  to  see  four  hundred  and 
ninety  billion  cigarettes  going  up  in  smoke  from  Jan- 
uary to  December. 

But  never  did  they  mention  that  medical  experts 
said  that  the  smoking  of  cigarettes  is  "the  principal 
causative  factor  in  the  alarming  increase  in  lung 
cancer  cases." 

Neither  did  they  mention  that  smokers  suffer  from 
throat  ailments,  coughing,  loss  of  appetite,  shortness 
of  breath,  abdominal  pains,  chronic  stomach  dis- 
tress, and  migraine  headaches.  Neither  did  they  ever 
mention  that  smokers  may  finally  suffer  from  asthma 
and  a  damaged  heart.  Neither  did  they  mention 
that  the  American  Heart  Association  issued  a  solemn 


warning  about  smoking's  relationship  to  coronary 
heart  disease,  noting  that  death  rates  from  heart 
attacks  in  middle-aged  men  are  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  per  cent  higher  among  heavy  cig- 
arette smokers  than  among  non-smokers. 

Sad  to  say,  it  came  to  pass  that  even  some  saints 
of  the  Most  High  did  defile  themselves  with  Nicotiana. 
And  the  poor,  even  those  who  could  not  buy  bread  nor 
shoes  for  their  little  ones,  spent  their  welfare  money 
for  the  vile  weed. 

And  the  Lord  was  greatly  displeased  with  the  to- 
bacco traffickers  and  the  smokers  of  the  deadly  weed. 
He  asked,  "Wherefore  this  waste,  and  why  do  your 
little  ones  lack  bread  and  shoes?  Turn  now  your 
fields  into  corn  and  wheat,  and  put  this  evil  Nicotiana 
far  from  you,  and  be  separate,  and  I  will  bless  you, 
and  cause  my  face  to  shine  upon  you." 

But  all  with  one  accord  answered,  "Not  so,  Lord. 
We  are  slaves  to  Nicotiana.  With  our  lips  we  caress 
it  more  than  we  do  our  family.  We  worship  at  its 
shrine  with  burnt  offerings  constantly.  We  pay  out 
more  money  for  it  than  we  pay  to  the  church  and  all 
charities  combined." 

"This  I  truly  know,"  said  the  Lord.  "But  defile  not 
yourselves  with  this  deadiy  weed  any  more.  Ask  of  me, 
and  I  will  make  you  free  indeed." 

But  the  smokers,  lighting  up  their  smokes  even  in 
the  presence  of  God,  answered,  "Nay,  Lord,  we  worship 
Nicotiana.  We  cannot  cease  from  chewing  and  snuff- 
ing and  puffing."*

MISSIONARY  ORIENTATION 


JT  WAS  TUESDAY  of  the  first 
week  in  June  and  the  end  of 
the  dry  season  in  Northwest- 
ern Mexico.  The  land,  parched  and 
ruggedly  beautiful,  lay  quietly  be- 
neath the  burning  sun.  Nothing 
seemed  to  move  in  this  desolate 
land  save  the  few  trucks  and  our 
lone  car  that  slowly  traversed  the 
rough  gravel  road  that  proceeded 
eastward  from  Hermosillo. 

Behind  us  the  dust  rose  in  boil- 
ing billows  obliterating  the  way  we 
had  come,  and  seemingly  leaving 
only  the  road  ahead  open  to  us. 
For  nearly  five  hours  my  heavily- 
loaded  Ford  Fairlane  had  crawled 
over  the  hot  desert  stretches  and 
toiled  through  the  dry  mountain 
wasteland  of  this  part  of  Sonora, 
carrying  its  cargo  of  five  passen- 
gers with  luggage  and  equipment. 
We  were  the  first  group  to  enter 
Mexico  as  a  part  of  a  new  program 
begun  at  West  Coast  Bible  College 
during  the  1962-63  term— a  mis- 
sionary orientation  program. 

The  individuals  that  comprised 
this  particular  group  came  from 
diverse  backgrounds;  yet  they  had 
much  in  common  in  the  work  they 
were  doing  or  in  the  work  for  which 
they  were  preparing.  Since  the  trip 


was  being  conducted  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  West  Coast  Bible  Col- 
lege and  sponsored  by  friends  of 
the  college,  as  director  of  the  mis- 
sionary orientation  program,  I  was 
acting  as  leader  for  the  group. 
With  me  were  Larry  Bonds  and 
Frank  Williams,  W.  C.  B.  C.  grad- 
uates of  1963,  who  had  accepted 
the  mission  call  and  who  had  sat- 
isfactorily completed  the  require- 
ments of  the  missionary  orienta- 
tion training  program. 

Also  in  the  party  was  the  Rev- 
erend Bill  E.  Watson,  overseer  of 
the  Church  of  God  work  in  north- 
ern and  interior  Brazil,  who  had 
traveled  in  this  area  ten  years  ear- 
lier and  was  thereby  able  to  serve 
effectively  as  a  guide,  interpreter, 
and  mission  counselor.  The  fifth 
member  of  our  party  was  Brother 
Ricardo  Barragan,  a  student  at  the 
Church  of  God  Bible  School  in  Her- 
mosillo, who  had  joined  our  group 
as  a  special  interpreter  and  musi- 
cian when  we  had  passed  through 
that  city   the   day  before. 

As  we  pushed  slowly  toward  Sa- 
huaripa, our  destination,  I  won- 
dered what  experiences  lay  ahead 
of  us  and  how  effective  this  part 
of  our  first  missionary  orientation 
program  would  prove  to  be.  It  was 


in  every  respect  a  new  venture  for 
the  school,  but  one  in  which  the 
Lord  had  been  unmistakably  lead- 
ing. 

A  detailed  study  of  missionary 
motives  and  aims,  the  mission  call, 
missionary  qualifications  and  mis- 
sionary preparation  had  been  de- 
veloped and  presented  through  a 
number  of  seminar  sessions.  These 
training  sessions  had  been  formal- 
ly completed  by  the  students'  writ- 
ing of  an  original  paper  concerning 
the  justification  of  the  missionary 
ministry  from  the  Christian  point 
of  view.  Finally,  this  trip  into  the 
interior  of  Mexico  had  been 
planned  as  the  culmination  of  the 
program  for  the  graduating  college 
seniors  participating.  Here  the 
young  candidates  would  receive 
their  first  real  missionary  experi- 
ence through  observation  and  ac- 
tual participation.  These  experi- 
ences would  serve  to  give  purpose, 
understanding  and  direction  to  the 
young  people  as  they  continued 
their  education  in  preparation  for 
full-time   service. 

At  about  3:30  p.m.  we  entered 
a  typical  desert  valley  with  a  twist- 
ing ribbon  of  green  trees  tracing 
for  miles  the  course  of  a  now  dry 
river  bed.  A  few  minutes  later  we

dropped  over  the  edge  of  the  low- 
land mesa  and  found  ourselves  al- 
most immediately  in  the  country 
city  of  Sahuaripa. 

A  short  while  later  we  met  our 
host  for  the  week,  Reverend  Ale- 
jandro Portugal,  Sr.  For  many 
years  I  had  heard  of  the  dedicated 
labors  and  missionary  vision  of 
this  Mexican  brother.  Having  made 
his  acquaintance  in  Obregon,  Mex- 
ico, February  of  1963,  I  had  eager- 
ly looked  forward  to  becoming  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  him  on  this 
trip. 

Brother  Portugal 

has  a  handicap  which  would  prove 
an  insurmountable  obstacle  to  most 
people.  He  is  totally  blind.  This 
handicap,  however,  does  not  deter 
him  in  his  work.  He  oversees  the 
work  throughout  the  entire  Sa- 
huaripa Valley  and  the  surround- 
ing mountain  areas.  Although  he 
is  sixty-five  years  of  age,  he  visits 
on  horseback  the  churches  under 
his  supervision  and  is  constantly 
seeking  an  opportunity  to  preach 
the  gospel  in  some  new  community. 
Brother  Antonino  Bonilla,  overseer 
of  Sonora  and  Baja,  California,  had 
said  concerning  Brother  Portugal: 
"It  will  be  a  great  blessing  for  you 
to  see  the  marvelous  vision  of  this 


blind  man."  After  being  with  him 
for  just  one  week,  we  found  this 
statement  to  be  true  in  every  re- 
spect. 

During  our  stay  in  the  Sahuaripa 
Valley  we  visited  the  churches  of 
Sahuaripa,  Arivechi,  El  Valle,  Gui- 
samopa,  and  Santo  Tomas.  Since 
it  was  impossible  to  travel  by  car 
to  all  of  these  places,  we  also  trav- 
eled by  mail  truck  and  horseback. 
The  latter  was  an  especially  inter- 
esting experience  which  had  about 
it  the  essence  of  missionary  ex- 
perience of  which  one  often  hears. 
In  each  of  the  communities  we  vis- 
ited we  found  a  dedicated  group  of 
believers.  This  fact  in  itself  stands 
as  a  memorial  to  the  effective  pio- 
neering ministry  of  Brother  Portu- 
gal. 

Each  day  at  least  a  couple  of 
hours  were  spent  in  visiting  in  the 


homes  of  members  and  friends  of 
the  Church.  This  phase  of  the  mis- 
sion ministry  was  a  most  profitable 
part  of  our  days'  activities  for 
through  it  valuable  insights  as  to 
the  living  conditions,  family  struc- 
tures, and  visitation  procedures 
were  gained  which  would  have 
been  difficult  to  obtain  otherwise. 
Also,  the  young  men  from  West 
Coast  Bible  College  who  participat- 
ed in  this  year's  missionary  orien- 
tation program  gained  insights 
and  understandings  which  could 
have  been  gained  in  no  other  way. 
For  the  rest  of  us,  the  experience 
was  a  choice  one,  a  blessed  chal- 
lenge which  shall  develop  in  each 
of  us,  I  am  sure,  a  greater  appre- 
ciation for  the  program  of  world- 
wide missions  and  a  greater  bur- 
den for  the  global  spreading  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  •

JN  THE  MIDST  of  a  litter  of 
gin  bottles  in  her  expensive 
Hollywood  home  lay  a  woman 
who  appeared  to  be  about  sixty 
years  of  age.  She  was  dead. 

But  appearances  were  deceiving: 
the  woman  was  not  sixty  but  thir- 
ty-seven. She  was  the  once-beauti- 
ful daughter  of  a  wealthy  Pitts- 
burgh industrial  family.  Drink  had 
robbed  her  of  her  beauty  and  had 
brought  her  to  an  ignominious  and 
untimely  end. 

In  Alexandria,  Virginia,  a  father 
looked  amazedly  at  his  son  crum- 
pled on  the  floor  of  their  home. 
The  man  had  had  a  pint  of  gin  and 
several  bottles  of  beer.  In  a  drunk- 
en stupor  he  had  pulled  the  trigger 
of  his  shotgun  and  blasted  life 
from  his  seventeen-year-old  boy. 
He  was  deceived.  Now  he  says,  "I 
had  no  reason  to  shoot  him.  I  know 
I  did  it.  Why?" 

A  man  in  Philadelphia  thought 
he  would  "take  a  little  nip"  before 
he  started  on  his  rounds  in  the

school  bus.  He  thought  no  one 
would  know  because  he  would  not 
drink  enough  to  get  drunk.  But  he 
was  deceived.  Thousands  and  thou- 
sands of  people  know  he  took  those 
drinks  because  he  drove  the  bus  in- 
to a  tree.  Nine  children  were  in- 
jured. 

So  it  goes  on  and  on.  Man  can 
expect  nothing  but  heartache  if 
he  persists  in  drinking.  The  Bi- 
ble states,  "Wine  is  a  mocker, 
strong  drink  is  raging:  and  who- 
soever is  deceived  thereby  is  not 
wise"  (Proverbs  20:1). 

But  before  liquor  deceived  any 
man,  he  deceived  himself.  Eve 
heeded  the  serpent,  and  she  and 
Adam  disobeyed  God.

ylBOUT  500  MILES  off  the 
//  Southeast  coast  of  Asia 
— y^M  stretches  the  Philippine 
chain  of  approximately  7,083  is- 
lands. Situated  on  the  west  coast  of 
the  large  island  of  Luzon,  rests  Ma- 
nila, the  capital. 

Three  million  people  work,  play, 
eat,  sleep,  and  worship  in  Manila. 
A  constant  influx  of  Filipinos  from 
the  bush  country  increasingly  adds 
to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city's 
already  massive  population. 

Manila  is  cosmopolitan  with  a 
large  segment  of  the  population 
being  Chinese.  A  modern  city  in- 
fluenced greatly  by  U.  S.  occupa- 
tion, Manila  is  an  educational  cen- 
ter boasting  many  schools  and  col- 
leges. The  city  is  both  consequen- 
tial and  beautiful,  getting  its  name 
from  the  Tagalog  word  "Manilad" 
(place  where  there  are  many  ni- 
lads — a  flowering  shrub  with  many 
white   blossoms). 

It  is  estimated  that  ninety-one 
out  of  each  one  hundred  of  Manila's 
inhabitants  are  either  Roman  or 
Independent  Catholic.  Four  percent 
are  Islam,  two  percent  are  pagan, 
two  percent  are  Protestant,  one  per- 
cent is  of  various  sects. 

Frank  Parado  was  the  first 
Church  of  God  representative  to  the 
Philippines.  Arriving  there  in  1947, 
he  remained  eighteen  months.  F. 
R.  Cortez  was  then  appointed  to 
supervise  the  work  and  held  that 
position  until  the  coming  of  James

B.  Reesor  in  the  spring  of  1956, 
who  was  replaced  by  Lovell  R.  Cary 
in  the  fall  of  1958. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Brother 
Cary,  the  faithful  and  aggressive 
Filipino  workers  deserve  much 
credit  for  the  splendid  growth  of 
the  church.  The  Church  of  God  in 
the  Philippine  Republic  now  reports 
seventy  churches,  one  hundred  and 
seventeen  ministers,  5,337  members 
and  adherents,  and  two  Bi- 
ble schools.  But,  there  is  no  Church 
of  God  in  Manila,  the  capital  city! 

With  a  burning  desire  for  a 
church  in  Manila,  Superintendent 
Lovell  R.  Cary  wrote  in  one  of  his 
recent  letters: 

"The  opportunity  to  open  a  work 
here  has  never  been  better  than  at 
the  present  time.  It  is  my  firm  be- 
lief that  we  could  have  a  Sunday 
school  attendance  over  the  one 
hundred  mark  the  first  Sunday  if 
T.e  were  to  open  a  new  building.  No 
where  in  Asia  can  visible  results 
be  as  good.  If  you  could  see  the 
hunger  the  people  have  for  the 
Word,  you  would  be  as  thrilled  as 
I  am. 

"My  family  and  I  are  willing  to 
remain  one  or  two  years  longer 
than  our  five-year  term  if  we  can 
be  assured  of  getting  to  build  a 
church  in  Manila.  Postponing  our 
return  to  the  States  does  not  bother 
us,  but  looking  at  a  city  of  three 
million  souls  and  realizing  that  the 
Church  of  God  has  no  work  there 
to  help  them  does  disturb  us.  Many 
Filipinos  ask  me  where  our  church 
is  in  Manila,  but  I  always  have  to 
answer,  'We  don't  have  a  church.' 
Many  of  these  people  would  come, 
if  we  only  had  a  place  for  them. 
God  has  allowed  me  to  meet  many 
influential  Filipinos  who  would 
come  to  our  church  if  we  had  one." 

Since  writing  the  above  letter, 
Brother  Cary  has  made  a  survey 
and  knows  of  well  over  one  hun- 
dred persons  who  have  migrated  to 
Manila  and  who  want  to  attend  a 
Church  of  God.  There  are  also  ex- 
cellent possibilities  for  a  school  as 
well  as  a  church.  •

In  September  the  plan  is  to  prepare  for  Sunday 
School  revival.  Preparation  for  revival  always  precedes 
the  experiencing  of  revival.  3efore  Israel  received 
revival,  the  voice  of  the  prophet  was  heard.  "Be- 
hold, I  will  send  my  messenger,  and  he  shall  pre- 
pare the  way  before  me"  (Malachi  3:1). 
"The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wil- 
derness, Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  straight  in  the  desert  a  highway  for  our 
God"  (Isaiah  40:3).  If  we  are  to  experience  revival, 
we  must  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord.  What  will  this 
preparation  include?  It  will  include  preparing  the 
men  and  the  mechanics.  If  either  of  these  is  not 
functioning  properly,  the  revival  in  the  Sunday  School 
will  be  hindered.

In  October  you  will  go  quickly  to  those  closest  con- 
tacts and  prospects.  These  will  include  families  of 
present  members,  friends  of  present  members,  and 
prospects  who  have  attended  your  church  or  live  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  your  church. 

NOVEMBER— Go  .  .  .   Urge 

"And  the  lord  said  unto  the  servant,  Go  out  into 
the  highways  and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come 
in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled"   (Luke  14:23). 

November  is  the  month  to  go  .  .  .  urge.  The  em- 
phasis this  month  will  be  on  the  revisitation  of  those 
already  contacted  and  on  the  contacting  of  new  fam- 
ilies in  the  community.  On  any  given  Sunday  less  than 
one  fourth  of  the  population  in  America  is  in  Sunday 
School.  This  means  that  there  is  a  ripe  harvest  field 
near  every  church.  During  this  revival,  we  ought  to 
heed  the  words  of  Christ  in  John  4:35,  "Say  not  ye, 
There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest? 
behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on 
the   fields;    for  they  are  white   already  to   harvest." 

Your  Sunday  School  must  not  be  viewed  as  simply 
a  man-made  organization  with  its  major  interest  and 
emphases  on  counting  heads  and  keeping  statistics. 
Your  Sunday  School  must  rather  be  viewed  as  a 
live  organism  ordained  of  God  in  this  twentieth  cen- 
tury to  teach  His  Words  to  the  multitudes.  Since 
Sunday  School  is  a  spiritual  institution,  it  must  be 
dependent  upon  more  than  mechanics  to  make  it 
effective.  This  is  why  we,  in  the  National  Sunday 
School  and  Youth  Department,  are  praying  earnestly 
for  a  Sunday  School  revival  during  this  fall

This  is  natural,  for  many 
of  our  patterns  of  worship,  stand- 
ards of  behavior,  and  even  basic 
doctrines  vary  considerably  from 
those  of  other  Protestant  groups. 

These  differences  inevitably  cre- 
ate a  misunderstanding  of  the  Pen- 
tecostal experience  by  those  not 
adhering  to  its  principles  of  holi- 
ness. Non-Pentecostals,  even  if  they 
have  a  factual  knowledge  of  our 
doctrines,  are  seldom  able  to  grasp 
the  spirit  of  our  faith  and  there- 
fore cannot  understand  the  reasons 
for  our  methods  of  worship  and 
concepts  of  holy  living.  Consequent- 
ly, members  of  nominal  churches 
often  unconsciously  exert  pressures 
upon  Pentecostals  to  conform  to 
standards  of  living  not  compatible 
with  this  underlying  spirit  of  Pen- 
tecost. Resisting  such  pressures  is 
not  easy,  and  to  combat  them  suc- 
cessfully, one  must,  of  necessity, 
know  what  he  believes  and  why 
he  believes  it. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  a 
firm   belief   in   the    tenets   of   our 


faith.  Real  Christianity  is  an  un- 
usual religion,  and  very  rarely  do 
we  find  our  belief  in  Pentecost  ac- 
cepted matter-of-factly  by  our 
friends.  Eventually,  most  of  them 
want  to  know  why  we  believe  as 
we  do.  Since  our  belief  is  not  un- 
derstood, it  must  be  explained. 

This  explanation  is  often  diffi- 
cult, for  the  reasons  supporting  our 
convictions  are  many  times  side- 
stepped by  current  Biblical  inter- 
pretation. The  fact  is  that  there 
are  no  simple  answers  to  many 
of  the  questions  asked  us.  To- 
day's scientific,  empirically-orien- 
tated world  wants  an  explanation 
in  terms  of  practical,  proven  logic, 
with  a  visible  cause  for  every  effect 
and  a  utilitarian  reason  for  every 
practice.  But  Pentecost  cannot  al- 
ways be  explained  in  the  unfeeling 
light  of  reason  and  proof;  for  logic, 
valuable  though  it  is,  somehow  can- 
not capture  the  elusive  spirit  of 
Pentecost.  One  of  the  pitfalls  of 
the  Pentecostal  life  lies  in  this  per- 
petual attempt  at  logical  explana- 
tion. When  called  upon  to  give  an- 
swers for  his  belief,  a  young  per- 
son, finding  that  he  cannot  logical- 
ly   explain   what  he    believes,    al-

most  invariably  begins  to  doubt. 
This  doubt,  constantly  increasing, 
sometimes  replaces  faith  in  God, 
and  the  person  loses  the  convic- 
tions he  once  had. 

But  we  must  not  attempt  to  dis- 
cover the  ultimate  truth  of  God 
and  His  will  for  man  through  hu- 
man reason  and  logic  alone.  The 
revelation  of  God's  will  cannot  be 
expressed  in  the  limited  adequacy 
of  scientific  formulae  or  philosophi- 
cal analogy.  Divine  concepts  can- 
not always  be  explained  in  finite 
terms,  but  these  truths,  even  if 
unpopular,  are  nevertheless  the 
things  that  must  guide  our  lives. 
There  are  several  aspects  of  my 
Pentecostal  belief  which  I  cannot 
explain  in  terms  of  reason,  but  this 
lack  springs  from  the  limitations 
of  the  mortal  mind — certainly  not 
from  a  contradiction  in  God's  rev- 
elation of  His  will. 

I  cannot  yet  provide  all  the  an- 
swers that  skeptics  demand,  or  de- 
fend Pentecost  skillfully  on  every 
point,  but  still  there  is  something 
within  me  that  gives  unfaltering 
assurance  that  I  serve  the  One 
True  God  in  the  only  true  way.  •

Civil  War,  was  the  son  of  a  naval  commander.  He 
told  this  story:  "When  I  was  a  boy  I  was  with  my 
father  on  board  a  man-of-war.  I  was  proud  of  some 
qualities  that  I  thought  would  make  a  man  of  me. 
I  could  swear  like  an  old  salt,  could  drink  as  stiff  a 
glass  of  grog  as  if  I  had  doubled  Cape  Horn,  and 
could  smoke  like  a  locomotive.  I  was  great  at  cards 
and  fond  of  gaming  in  any  shape.  At  the  close  of 
dinner  one  day,  Father  turned  everybody  out  of  the 
cabin,  locked  the  door,  and  said:  'David,  what  do 
you  mean  to  be?'

YOUR  CHILDREN  TO  PLAY

f  ■!  HE  IDEA  OF  playing  church  is  by  no  means  a 
"  /   new  one.  The  benefits  of  such  play,  however, 

*. /     are   new   to   each   generation. 

The  following  suggestions  may  help  you  encourage 

your  children   to   spend   their  Sunday  afternoons  in 

character-building  play. 

1.  To  add  importance  to  playing  church  have  a 
regular  and  fixed  time.  Treat  it  like  any  other  im- 
portant engagement. 

2.  The  fact  that  there  is  only  one  child  in  your  fam- 
ily does  not  rule  out  playing  church.  Dolls  can  be 
brought  to  church,  neighbor  children  invited  to  at- 
tend, and  even  chairs  can  be  converted  into  imaginary 
people. 

3.  Never  permit  the  realness  of  the  occasion  to  be 
questioned.  Do  not  laugh  at  any  mistakes  the  children 
make  in  speech  or  actions,  regardless  of  how  foreign 
to  church  conduct  they  may  be.  As  long  as  they  are 
expressing  religious  thought  they  are  accomplishing  a 
good  purpose. 

4.  It  is  wise,  also,  to  let  the  children  use  the  most 
pleasant  room  in  the  house  for  playing  church.  It 
adds  to  the  enjoyment. 

5.  For  more  realism  in  play,  suggest  or  even  help 
with  a  worship  center,  with  church  accessories  like  a 
Bible,  something  resembling  a  pulpit,  candles,  religious 
pictures  to  represent  church  windows,  a  collection 
plate,   and  plants  or   flowers. 

6.  Open  the  church  service  with  singing.  Select  sev- 
eral simple  devotional  hymns  and  have  all  the  chil- 
dren learn  the  tunes.  Teach  a  verse  of  each  song  to 
any  child  who  cannot  read. 

7.  At  some  time  during  the  service  let  some  child 
offer  a  brief  prayer.  It  may  be  a  sentence  prayer  of 
a  child's  own  composing,  a  group  praying  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  or  some  brief  selection  from  the  Bible. 

8.  When  a  child  is  willing,  have  him  preach  the 
sermon  in  his  own  way.  To  start  the  children  think- 
ing about  a  sermon,  suggest  the  text  or  lead  a  dis- 
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cussion  which  will  help  the  children  select  their  own 
text. 

9.  See  to  it  that  the  service  is  not  too  long.  Chil- 
dren tire  easily,  for  their  interest  span  is  much  short- 
er than  some  of  us  realize.  Effectiveness  and  pleasure 
usually  end  simultaneously. 

10.  Encourage  the  children  to  take  up  a  collection 
of  their  own  money,  with  the  understanding  that  his 
money  is  to  be  contributed  the  following  Sunday  to 
church  or  Sunday  School.  This  is  good  training  in  tith- 
ing. 

11.  A  fun  period  of  driving  home  can  end  the  play.»

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NURSING

YJ  AIN  BEGAN  JUST  outside  the  Garden  of  Eden. 
I  Nursing  as  a  profession  is  a  relatively  new 
*  approach  to  pain.  The  first  school  of  nursing 

in  the  United  States  was  opened  in  1873.  Today  there 
are  430,000  registered  nurses  with  an  estimated  70,000 
more  needed  to  fill  current  demands. 

In  the  past  twenty-five  years  hospital  admissions 
have  doubled.  The  shortening  of  the  patients'  stays 
from  an  average  of  sixteen  to  an  average  of  eight 
days  demands  more  intensive  nursing  practices.  Hos- 
pitalization insurance  and  higher  standards  of  living 
have  also  made  hospitals  crowded.  Present  trends 
indicate  a  continued  increase  in  the  future — all  of 
which  calls  for  more  trained  nurses  to  meet  the  needs. 
Very  little  chance  exists  for  an  oversupply  of  nurses. 

The  profession  of  nursing  is  specialized  like  most 
other  professions.  The  nurse  can  work  with  children, 
in  obstetrics,  in  surgery,  in  therapy,  in  psychiatry,  or 
in  administration  and  teaching.  This  list  is  far  from 
exhausting  the  choices  open  to  today's  nurses.  Nor 
does  the  individual  nurse  need  stay  in  one  hospital. 
She  can  move  to  the  area  she  desires,  even  overseas. 
The  United  States  government  has  many  hospitals 
on  foreign  soil.  Elementary  schools  need  nurses  and 
often  hire  the  married  woman  who  can  devote  the 
afternoon  hours  to  checking  school  pupils.  Doctors' 
offices  utilize  thousands  of  nurses.  High  on  the  list  is 
the  call  to  be  a  missionary  nurse. 

Nursing  makes  its  appeal  to  the  Christian  because 
the  Christian  has  an  inward  reason  to  help  others — 
the  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  following  the  example 
and  commands  of  the  Saviour,  Christians  have  gone 
throughout  the  world  with  a  loving  healing  minis- 
try. In  fact,  some  countries  will  not  allow  a  general 
or  evangelistic  missionary  to  enter  but  will  welcome  a 
nurse  and  are  pleading  for  more.  The  Christian  gospel 
is  a  compelling  force  among  those  who  have  already 
chosen  nursing  as  a  career. 

Costs  of  training  vary  considerably.  Tuitions  vary 
from  one  hospital  to  another.  About  ninety  per  cent 
of  today's  nurses  get  their  training  through  hospitals 
and  become  an  R.N.  (Registered  Nurse),  after  pass- 
ing  the   state   nurses'  licensing   board's   examination. 


The  remaining  ten  per  cent  go  through  a  college  or 
university  and  receive  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree 
in  nursing.  These  persons  usually  get  the  higher  pay- 
ing jobs. 

The  average  nurse's  salary  is  $4,000  per  year,  but 
this  is  not  a  limit.  Promotions,  because  nurses  often 
change  jobs  or  leave  the  profession  to  become  nurse- 
maids at  home,  can  be  rapid.  Administrative  nurses 
often  are  paid  $10,000  to  $12,000  yearly. 

To  see  if  you  qualify  for  nursing  ask  yourself  a 
few  questions:  Am  I  trustworthy?  A  patient's  life 
might  depend  upon  my  carrying  out  a  doctor's  or- 
ders.

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|l  IT  OTHER  WAS  SWEEPING  leaves  in  the  back- 
\y I  yard  of  our  old  farmhome  with  a  brush- 
■■"■I  broom  made  from  gallberry  bushes.  I,  a  child 
of  about  eight  years,  looked  on.  Looming  in  the  south- 
east was  a  portentous  thunderhead  and  a  continual 
rumbling  in  that  direction  held  our  rapt  attention. 

Being  a  God-fearing,  Bible-believing  woman,  Moth- 
er was  cognizant  of  the  Holy  Scriptures'  teaching  of 
the  second  coming  of  Christ.  Desiring  to  teach  my 
young  mind  a  pungent  lesson  concerning  this  colossal 
event,  she  said,  "Christ  is  coming  soon,  and  He  is  com- 
ing in  a  cloud — like  that  one  looming  there."  The  tow- 
ering cloud  reddened  by  the  setting  sun,  and  the  low 
yet  constant  noise  in  the  cloud's  direction  held  my 
keen  and  uneasy  attention.  My  boyish  mind,  fright- 
ened by  the  cloud  and  the  ominous  rumbling,  was 
set  at  ease,  however,  when  the  lonesome  wail  of  a 
train  revealed  that  the  noise  was  coming  from  it.  Ever 
since  that  exciting  childhood  experience,  I  have 
known  that  Christ  is  to  return. 

The  imminent  descent  of  Christ  is  being  preached 
everywhere,  for  the  spiritual  perceptiveness  of  minis- 
ters senses  the  proximity  of  His  coming.  Dr.  Billy 
Graham  stated  recently  that  there  is  a  forebodying 
in  the  world,  an  apprehension  of  a  catastrophic  event. 
That  event,  he  says,  will  be  the  return  of  Christ.  This 
coming  of  Jesus,  which  we  call  the  Rapture,  will  be 
secret,  for  the  Record  states:  "Behold,  I  come  as  a 
thief.  Blessed  is  he  that  watcheth,  and  keepeth  his 
garments,  lest  he  walk  naked,  and  they  see  his  shame" 
(Revelation  16:15). 

This  momentous  event,  anticipated  since  the  ascen- 
sion of  Christ,  could  happen  any  time.  The  followers 
of  Jesus  throughout  the  world  passionately  cherish 
the  blessed  hope  of  His  soon  coming.  The  godlessness 
and  widespread  evil  of  this  day  give  testimony  to  the 
immediacy  of  the  Rapture,  for  these  are  evil  days,  as 
evil  as  those  of  Noah  before  the  Deluge.  Jesus  said 


His  return  would  transpire  during  such  days  (Luke 
17:26). 

The  Bible  is  most  graphic  in  informing  us  how  the 
Rapture  will  take  place.  Saint  Paul  writes:  "For  the 
Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump 
of  God:  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first:  Then 
we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught  up  to- 
gether with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in 
the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 
Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words" 
(1   Thessalonians  4:16-18). 

Why  the  Rapture?  Christ  has  His  reasons!  He  will 
whisk  away  His  believers  from  this  debauched,  sin- 
soaked  world  and  will  take  them  to  a  sinless  heaven; 
He  will  change  them  from  limited,  inconsequental 
mortals  to  glorious  immortals.  Furthermore,  Jesus  will 
take  His  redeemed  ones  from  the  earth  so  that  the 
Tribulation  in  all  its  fury  can  break  loose.  During 
those  horrifying  days  men  who  rejected  Christ  will  go 
through  unprecedented  hardships  and  sufferings.  Lit- 
tle wonder  Jesus  said,  "Watch  ye  therefore,  and  pray 
always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted  worthy  to  escape 
all  these  things  that  shall  come  to  pass,  and  to  stand 
before  the  Son  of  man"  (Luke  21:36). 

I  ask  you  are  you  ready  for  the  Rapture?  The  Bible 
instructs  me  to  comfort  men  with  the  truth  that  the 
Rapture  is  at  hand.  However,  voicing  this  truth  com- 
forts only  those  who  are  ready  for  His  coming.  The 
requisite  for  going  to  heaven  is  that  your  heart 
belong  to  Christ.  You  may  repent  of  your  sins  and  be 
converted  at  this  moment.  If  your  sins  are  covered 
by  Christ,  you  will  go  with  Him  when  He  co*nes.  May 
we  stay  ready  for  the  imminent  return  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  •         ^_     w  /     ^  , 
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SAINT  AMBROSE  said:  "Anyone  possessed  of 
his  five  wits  should  blush  with  shame  if  he 
does  not  begin  the  day  with  a  psalm,  since 
the  tiniest  birds  open  and  close  the  day  with  sweet 
songs  of  devotion."

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WHEN  I  WAS  very  young  my  family  was 
camping  out  one  night  on  the  desert.  No 
earth  lights  gleamed  anywhere.  Our  camp- 
fire  alone  pushed  back  the  darkness  a  little.  The  stars, 
brilliant,  beautiful,  utterly  wonderful,  possessed  me 
completely. 

"Are  the  stars  the  lights  of  the  cities  of  God?"  I 
asked  softly. 

"What  an  idea,"  my  overly-practical  mother  said 
flatly. 

My  brother,  two  and  one  half  years  older  than  I, 
who  was  just  beginning  to  learn  from  books,  turned  a 
somersault  in  the  sand.  Giggling,  he  sat  upright  and 
said,  "Are  you  going  to  be  stupid  all  your  life?" 

By  this  time  my  eyes  were  so  full  of  tears  I  couldn't 
see  the  stars.  My  heart  was  so  broken  that  I  had  lost 
the  lovely  feel  of  them  I  possessed  a  moment  before. 
And  then  out  of  the  dark  came  my  father's  long- 
fingered,  precious  hand  and  found  mine.  Tenderly, 
reassuringly,  his  clasp  tightened.  He  let  up  a  bit, 
tightened  again,  this  time  hard.  He  did  not  say  a 
word,  did  not  even  look  at  me.  But  comfort,  under- 
standing reassurance  flowed  from  his  hand  to  my 
heart  and  I  was  healed. 

This  incident  has  stayed  with  me  all  of  my  life 
and  has  grown  in  importance  as  I  have  grown  in 
understanding.  It  is  a  wonderful  example  of  how 
much  assurance  one  person  can  generate  in  another 
person  without  saying  a  word.  In  this  case  anything 
my  father  could  have  said  would  only  have  intensi- 
fied the  discordant  situation.  Words,  even  from  him, 


would  have  hurt  me,  instead  of  helping  me.  Yet  he 
had  to  let  me  know  he  understood  and  sympathized. 
He  did  it  perfectly  by  the  simple  clasping  of  my  hand. 

Ever  so  often  it  seems  we  find  ourselves  in  the  po- 
sition my  father  was  in  that  night.  Disappointments, 
heartaches  come  to  our  friends  and  loved  ones.  We 
must  let  them  know  we  understand,  but  far  too  many 
of  us  try  to  do  it  with  words.  We  fumble  around, 
vainly  hunting  for  the  right  word.  Then  we  find  our- 
selves talking,  even  to  cover  our  embarrassment.  Fi- 
nally the  one  we  have  come  to  cheer  is  feeling  sorry 
for  us. 

How  much  better  had  we  simply  clasped  a  hand, 
letting  the  grieving  one  know  we  were  with  him  in 
God.  He  would  have  known  then  how  we  felt  and 
would  not  have  had  to  listen  to  our  rush  of  words, 
would  not  have  had  to  try  to  answer  them  when  there 
was  no  answer. 

There  was  once  a  little  girl  who  was  wise  with  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon.  She  went  to  call  on  a  neighbor 
whose  little  boy  had  gone  away  to  boarding  school. 
When  she  came  home  she  told  her  mother  she  had 
comforted  Johnny's  mother. 

"What  did  you  say?"  her  mother  asked. 

"I  didn't  say  anything,"  the  wise  one  said.  "She 
was  sitting  crying  so  I  just  crawled  up  in  her  lap 
and  cried  with  her." 

Maybe  that  will  make  you  smile.  So  it  is  meant. 
But  the  next  time  someone  goes  away,  perhaps  far 
away,  think  of  it  when  you  have  to  comfort  his  loved

[  +  LEN  CUNNINGHAM,  the  athlete,  was  perhaps 
\i  the  greatest  runner  of  the  mile  in  his  day. 
ZU  However,  as  a  boy,  his  legs  were  severely  in- 
jured in  a  fire.  It  was  popularly  believed  that  he 
would  be  crippled  for  life.  With  determination  and 
courage  and  by  his  faith  in  God  and  himself  he 
overcame  his  fear  of  being  permanently  handicapped. 
In  the  Christian  life,  sometimes  an  opportunity  to 
perform  an  important  service  is  neglected  because  of 
fear  of  failure,  forgetting  that  God  provides  the 
strength  and  wisdom  to  be  successful.  The  antidote 
to  this  attitude  is  FAITH.  Without  it,  life  is  meaning- 
less and  a  displeasure  to  God  because  lack  of  faith  is 
tantamount  to  denying  the  truth  of  His  promises. 
Every  day,  in  innumerable  ways  everyone  banishes 
fear  and  exercises  faith  without  realizing  it.  When 
boarding  a  train  for  a  long  journey,  we  have  faith  in 
the  engineer  and  the  crew  to  bring  the  passengers 
safely  to  their  destination.  A  child  has  implicit  faith 
in  his  parents  that  they  will  care  for  him  properly. 
If  this  kind  of  faith  dominated  the  spiritual  life  of 
an  individual  through  daily  devotions,  he  would 
never  become  weak  and  would  avoid  many  pitfalls. 
At  first,  Moses  suffered  from  lack  of  faith  when 
called  upon  to  lead  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  bond- 
age. When  God  assured  him  of  His  guidance  at  all 
times,  his  fears  vanished,  and  he  became  the  great 
leader  who  brought  the  Israelites  to  the  Promised 
Land. 

Lack  of  faith  should  not  be  confused  with  spiritual 
inertia.  It  is  much  easier  to  go  one  mile  than  two; 
yet  Christ  implied  this  second  mile  was  most  impor- 
tant in  manifesting  true  faith  in  Christian  service. 
A  little  prayerful  meditation  and  self-examination 
will  disclose  this  truth  and  thus  avoid  the  error  of 
allowing  the  weakness  of  the  flesh  to  overcome  the 
promptings  of  the  spirit. 

Faith  in  God  through  Jesus  Christ  is  the  rock  on 
which  to  build  a  foundation  of  successful  Christian 
living.  It  helps  banish  all  fear  and  enables  one  to 
approach  every  task  with  confidence.  Every  challenge 
will  be  met  with  the  joy  of  participation  in  God's 
work  and  will  thus  help  the  believer  to  grow  in  spirit- 
ual grace  and  strength.  • 


A  great  responsibility  is  placed  upon  the  young 
man  who  enters  the  ministry  today.  As  we  scan  the 
sacred  pages  of  God's  Word,  we  find  Paul's  instruc- 
tion to  Timothy,  his  beloved  son  in  the  Lord.  The 
Apostle  admonishes  the  young  preacher:  "Lay  hands 
suddenly  on  no  man,  neither  be  partaker  of  other 
men's  sins:   keep  thyself  pure"   (I  Timothy  5:22). 

This  fifth  chapter  deals  with  the  work  of  a  good 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  tells  about  honoring  the 
widows;  however,  in  verse  seventeen,  Paul  deals  with 
the  eldership  and  states  that  the  elder  "that  rules 
well  be  counted  worthy  of  double  honor,  especially 
they  who  labor  in  the  word  and  doctrine."  He  advises 
Timothy  not  to  receive  accusation  against  an  elder 
except  when  in  the  presence  of  two  or  three  wit- 
nesses. He  further  adds:  "Them  that  sin  rebuke  be- 
fore all,  that  others  also  may  fear."  Then  Paul  in 
verse  twenty  one  charges  Timothy  before  God,  before 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  before  the  elect  angels, 
to  observe  the  things  that  the  apostle  has  committed 
to  him  without  showing  partiality  to  anyone.  Paul 
then  made  the  statement  that  so  many  quote  without 
fully  understanding  its  meaning:  "Lay  hands  sud- 
denly on  no  man,  neither  be  partaker  of  other  men's 
sins:  keep  thyself  pure." 

The  Syriac  translation  states,  "Lay  not  the  hand 
hastily  on  any  man  and  participate  not  in  the  sins 
of  others:  keep  thyself  pure."  This  actually  means 
that  we  are  not  to  lay  hands  on  anyone  for  ordination, 
thereby  conferring  upon  them  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  and  ordained  minister,  unless  they 
are  seasoned  and  qualified  for  the  position  to  which 
they  are  being  ordained.  Moreover,  if  we  are  hasty 
in  our  action  and  lay  hands  suddenly  on  immature, 
untried  persons  thereby  conferring  upon  them  the 
responsibilities  that  ordination  carries,  we  then  be- 
come responsible  for  their  actions.  In  other  words,  if 
I  ordain  a  man  to  the  rank  of  the  ministry  it  means 
that  he  has  my  full  endorsement.  If  he  falters,  then 
those  who  have  accepted  him  on  the  strength  of  the 
fact  that  the  authorized  officials  of  the  church  have 
ordained  him,  they  immediately  question  why  we 
would  ordain  a  man  who  has  proved  himself  unfit  for 
the  position  to  which  he  has  been  ordained.  Thus  those 
who  have  laid  hands  upon  him  actually  become  a 
partaker  of  this  man's  sins. 

There  is  no  higher  order  for  one's  life  than  that  of 
carrying  the  gospel;  therefore,  the  requirements  and 
qualifications  should  be, stringent.  The  applicant  should 
be  fully  cognizant  that  he  has  a  burden  for  the 
lost  and  is  willing  to  stand  at  his  post  of  duty  and 
not  allow  the  wolf  to  destroy  his  sheep.  Thus,  if  we 
strive  for  masteries  or  positions  we  should  strive  law-

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fully  and  let  our  faithfulness,  our  work,  and  our 
accomplishments  determine  our  eligibility.  A  minister 
must  keep  himself  pure.  To  be  pure  means  to  be  clean, 
unmixed,  plain,  free  from  extraneous  matter,  not 
mixed  with  anything  that  is  of  a  different  or  in- 
ferior contaminating  kind.  Note  that  Paul  indicates 
that  one  should  have  pure  hands  and  a  pure  heart, 
free  and  guiltless.  Paul  stated,  "I  am  pure  from  the 
blood  of  all  men."  (Acts  20:26).  Extraneous  matter 
means  something  that  is  without  form,  outside,  not 
belonging  or  proper  to  a  thing. 

The  signs  of  eligibilty  leading  to  positions  of  lead- 
ership in  the  ministry  vary.  He  is  to  be  a  believer 
in  Christ;  in  spiritual  relationship,  a  child  of  God; 
a  saint,  in  character;  a  light,  in  influence;  a  friend, 
in  communion;  a  soldier,  in  conflict;  a  pilgrim,  in 
experience;  and  an  heir,  in  expectation. 

The  greater  our  growth  in  influence  because  of  our 
relationship  to  others,  the  greater  will  be  our  re- 
sponsibilities. 

Souls  of  men  are  at  stake  and  the  laxity  in  our 
conduct  could  easily  topple  them  over  the  brink  of 
despair,  despondency,  and  eternal  loss.  So  the  crux  of 
the  whole  matter  rests  with  us  and  God  in  keeping 
ourself  pure  because  eternity  is  too  long,  life  is  too 
short,  heaven  is  too  real  and  hell  is  too  terrible  for 
us  to  compromise  with  the  sinister  subversive  elements 
of  our  day. 

"Eternity  wears  no  gray  hairs.  The  flowers  fade,  the 
heart  withers,  man  grows  old  and  dies,  the  world 
lies  down  in  the  sepulchre  of  ages,  but  time  writes 
no  wrinkles  on  the  brow  of  eternity."  We  are  building 
for  eternity,  "Keep  thyself  pure."  • 
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V.  RAYMOND  EDMAN,  Wheaton  College 
president,  was  speaking  at  a  conference  for 
Christian  writers.  "I  wonder  how  many  great 

ideas  have  been  lost,"  he  said,  "because  they  were 

never  written  down." 

God  moved  holy  men  of  old  to  write  down  the 
Scriptures,  the  bedrock  upon  which  all  other  Christian 
writing  rests.  He  moved  Martin  Luther  to  write  down 
the  ninety  five  Theses.  He  moved  the  Puritans  to  re- 
cord doctrine,  Brother  Lawrence  and  John  Owen  and 
Amy  Carmichael  to  write  down  devotion,  Schaff  and 
Conn  to  write  history. 

All  the  while,  men  were  preaching,  but  that  was 
not  enough.  A  voice  might  stir  men  to  act;  writing 
kept  the  preacher  from  forgetting  what  God  wanted 
him  to  say.  A  voice  could  be  silenced  by  a  tyrant's 
sword;  clay  tablet,  scroll,  papyrus,  the  typeset  page: 
these  were  more  durable  than  sword  or  tyrant. 

How  many  voices  were  raised  in  sixteenth  century 
pulpits  against  papal  corruptions  we  do  not  know,  but 
we  do  know  that  it  was  those  writings  of  Luther, 
nailed  to  the  church  door  and  circulated  throughout 
Europe,  that  kindled  the  Reformation.  Once  written, 
ideas  resist  being  pushed  into  a  corner  and  forgotten. 

God  still  moves  men  to  write. 

The  periodical  you  are  reading  at  this  moment  is 
an  attempt  to  convey  that  divine  movement.  Modern 
manufacturing    and    distribution    techniques    thrust 
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these  pages  from  an  editor's  desk  across  a  city,  a 
prairie,  a  mountain,  an  ocean,  soon  to  be  read  by 
people  throughout  the  world. 

But  there's  another  side  to  it. 

I  wonder  how  many  great  ideas  have  been  lost, 
even  though  written,  because  people  didn't  read  them! 
How  many  homes  are  without  Christian  reading  mat- 
ter? How  many  children,  even  in  Christian  homes, 
grow  up  in  an  environment  that  includes  Life,  News- 
week, McCall's,  the  Post,  but  are  without  Christian 
periodical,  such  as  the  Lighted  Pathway? 

An  editor  who's  worth  his  salt  isn't  satisfied  with  a 
circulation  of  fifty  thousand  if  one  hundred  thou- 
sand people  might  be  reading  his  magazine.  But  how 
can  he  gain  those  added  readers? 

That's  where  you  come  in.  If  the  Lighted  Pathway 
is  helpful  to  you  and  your  family,  if  it  gives  you 
fresh  ideas  and  information  and  enthusiasm  for  spir- 
itual matters,  then  you  ought  to  be  working  on  your 
friends  to  subscribe.  You  ought  to  be  giving  subscrip- 
tions on  birthdays,  wedding  days,  other  special  days. 
You  ought  to  be  trying  to  get  your  church  sold  on  a 
"Christian  periodical  in  every  home"  campaign.  So 
get  on  the  phone,  write  some  letters,  visit  some  friends 
and  communicate  to  them  your  enthusiasm  for  this 
periodical. 

In  the  past,  Christian  writing  has  outlasted  the  ty- 
rant's sword.  Today  it  may  prevent  such  a  sword 
from  being  forged.  • 
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The  HOLY  GHOST  in  Youth 


I  wish  to  discuss  with  you  two  things  concerning 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

I.  THE   WORLD   CANNOT   RECEIVE   THIS   EXPER- 
IENCE 

The  young  people  who  are  of  the  world  cannot 
receive  the  Baptism  (John  14:17).  No  person,  regard- 
less of  whose  son  or  daughter  he  or  she  is,  can  have 
this  Baptism  if  they  are  not  spiritually  ready  to  be 
inhabited  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Jesus  taught  a  great 
truth  when  He  said,  "Neither  do  men  put  new  wine 
into  old  bottles:  else  the  bottles  break,  and  the  wine 
runneth  out,  and  the  bottles  perish:  but  they  put  new 
wine  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are  preserved"  (Mat- 
thew 9:17). 

In  those  days  they  used  animal  skins  to  make  con- 
tainers for  liquids.  If  new  wine  was  put  into  old 
bottles  and  the  pressure  increased  in  them,  they  would 
stretch  and  burst.  The  spiritual  lesson  is  that  if  you 
want  to  be  filled  with  new  wine  or  the  mighty  bap- 
tism of  the  Holy  Ghost,  then  you  must  become  changed 
and  meet  the  conditions  before  you  are  spiritually 
fitted  for  the  indwelling.  Thank  God,  there  are  many 
young  believers  meeting  the  condition  and  pressing 
through  to  the  fulfillment  of  this  promise. 

II.  THIS  BAPTISM  WAS  A  NEW  EXPERIENCE  FOR 
DISCIPLES 

It  was  not  so  much  that  the  Holy  Ghost  had  never 
worked  with  the  disciples  before,  for  He  had.  The 
time  would  soon  be  when  they  would  give  over  to 
Him  a  fuller  space  in  their  lives  than  ever  before. 
You  will  not  get  more  of  Him  until  He  can  get 
more  of  you.  Many  young  people  only  make  room 
for  Him  in  certain  parts  of  their  temples. 

The  experiences  I  had  when  I  was  courting  my 
wife  are  similar  to  receiving  the  Baptism.  When  I 
would  go  over  to  her  house  I  was  only  welcome  in 
the  guest  room.  There  were  certain  places  that  I  did 
not  feel  welcome  in  the  house.  I  was  not  welcome  in 
the  kitchen  or  bedrooms.  Then  came  the  day  of  the 
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wedding.  It  was  then  that  I  felt  perfectly  free  to  sit 
in  the  kitchen.  I  felt  welcome  to  any  and  all  parts  of 
the  house.  You  see,  I  was  a  member  of  the  family. 
I  had  all  the  liberty  in  the  home  I  wanted. 

Now,  to  me  the  greatest  and  most  profound  truth 
in  all  the  Bible  is  that  God's  Spirit  wants  to  abide 
in  parents  and  in  their  children.  I  know  that  I  should 
want  to  make  Him  my  dwelling  place,  but  that  God 
would  want  to  abide  in  me  through  the  person  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  indeed  wonderful. 

This  was  the  essence  of  the  Tabernacle  in  the  Old 
Testament.  Moses  was  upon  the  mountain  with  the 
Lord.  God  spoke  to  him  about  building  the  Tabernacle. 
Its  exact  dimensions,  kind  of  materials,  and  the  pat- 
tern for  everything  were  revealed  to  him.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  last  stitch  had  been  taken  and  the 
last  stake  driven,  the  Spirit  filled  the  Tabernacle.  At 
night  the  children  of  Israel  would  look  anxiously  from 
their  tents  and  Moses  would  say,  "Go  to  sleep,  for 
I  see  the  pillar  of  fire  and  the  enemy  cannot  find 
us  tonight."  In  the  morning,  I  can  see  them  rub  their 
eyes  and  stretch  their  arms  and  then  stir  with  rapid 
strides  for  a  cloud  is  moving  and  on  they  travel  toward 
their  home. 

But  our  God  wanted  to  come  closer.  Jesus  came 
and  dined  with  them.  He  was  Emmanuel — God  with 
us.  But  our  God  wants  to  come  yet  closer:  He  wants 
to  enter  our  hearts  and  lives.  He  wants  your  body 
to  be  His  temple.  Will  you  not  meet  the  condition? 
When  you  are  ready,  He  will  be  IN  YOU.  •

He  had  just  applied 
glue  to  its  pages,  and  turning  to  one 
of  his  assistants,  said:  "What  a  fine 
book  this  is  going  to  be!  The  paper  is 
of  extra  good  quality  and  the  cover 
will  be  attractive." 

"You  take  a  great  interest  in  the 
books  you  make,  sir,"  said  the  assist- 
ant. 

"Yes,"  replied  the  bookbinder,  "I  like 
everything  about  books  except  the 
reading  matter." 

You  may  think  that  such  a  state- 
ment is  strange,  but  is  it?  How  many 
professing  Christians  are  interest- 
ed in  the  fine  Morocco  binding,  and 
the  quality  of  paper  in  their  Bible, 
yet  are  not  interested  in  its  reading  matter? 

Our  Bible  is  to  be  read,  to  be  studied,  and  to  put  it 
in  a  common  well-known  phrase — to  be  digested. 

Digestion  is  what  we  do  with  what  we  eat.  Ranking 
next  to  the  weather  and  taxes,  we  talk  most  about 
diets,  we  count  calories,  and  steer  away  from  sweets 
and  starches,  but  we  need  to  turn  away  from  our 
"calorie"  book,  and  think  of  our  spiritual  vitamins. 
For  what  we  digest  from  the  Bible  makes  us  inwardly 
the  kind  of  person  we  are.  We  need  to  read  and  to 
digest  that  Book  which  will  give  us  eternal  life. 

A  skeptic  in  London  recently  said,  in  speaking  of 
the  Bible,  that  it  was  quite  impossible  in  these  days 
to  believe  in  any  book  whose  authority  is  unknown. 

A  Christian  asked  him  if  the  compiler  of  the  mul- 
tiplication table  was  known. 

"No,"  the  skeptic  answered. 

"Then  of  course,  you  do  not  believe  in  it?" 

"Oh,  but  I  do,"  said  the  skeptic,  "because  it  works 
so  well." 
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"So   does   the   Bible,"    was   the  re- 
joinder, and  the  skeptic  had  no  an- 
swer. 

One  day  as  Sir  Walter  Scott  was 
drawing  near  to  what  he  called  the 
"last  awakening,"  he  was  wheeled  in 
his  chair  to  the  window  in  the  library 
of  his  home.  From  this  window  he 
could  look  down  upon  the  River 
Tweed. 

As  he  sat  gazing  down  at  the  quiet 
flowing  river,  he  called  to  his  son- 
in-law,  Lockhart,  "Would  you  read 
to  me,  please?" 

"From  which  book  would  you  like 
me  to  read?"  asked  Lockhart. 

"From  which  BOOK!"  exclaimed 
Sir  Walter,  "There  is  but  ONE!" 
The  Bible  has  been  given  to  us  for  spiritual  in- 
struction, moral  guidance,  and  for  the  nurture  of  the 
soul.  It  is  the  Book  of  life;  the  Book  of  good  news 
which  reveals  to  mankind  that  God  is  our  Father  and 
that  Christ  is  our  elder  Brother.  The  Bible  meets 
every  need  of  life,  comfort  for  the  sorrowing,  hope 
for  the  discouraged,  light  for  those  in  darkness,  guid- 
ance for  those  who  have  gone  astray,  an  invitation 
for  the  prodigal  to  return,  and  for  the  faithful  an 
eternal  home  in  heaven. 

The  Bible  is  the  authoritative  Word  for  all  matters 
of  faith  and  practice,  and  because  the  Bible  is  what 
it  is — A  living  book — it  is  the  foremost  means  of  growth 
in  Christian  living. 

"A  book  lives  as  long  as  it  is  unfathomed,"  some 
one  has  sentiously  observed.  "Such  a  book  is  our  Bible, 
having  depths  which  we  have  not  yet  plumbed." 
May  we  yield  our  mind  and  heart  to  this  Living  Book. 
May  we  digest  this  Book,  thus  becoming  strong 
Christians.  It  is  what  we  do  with  what  we  read  that 
really  counts,  so  regardless  of  its  binding,  whether  it 
be  costly  or  cheap,  may  we  realize  that  it  is  the  Word 
of  God.  We  should  not  read  it  casually,  but  as  we 
read  we  should  let  our  souls  be  fed  with  spiritual

On  Our 
Doorstep

THERE  ARE  MORE  than  seventy  five  thousand 
foreign  students  studying  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  at  the  present  time.  More  than  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  nations  and  political  areas  of 
the  world  are  represented  in  this  student  group.  In 
addition  to  these  persons,  there  are  thousands  of  visi- 
tors who  come  to  America  on  governmental  or  ex- 
change programs  each  year. 

This  is  a  "built-in"  mission  field.  Here  is  one  of 
the  most  challenging  fields  open  to  the  church  of 
North  America.  Doors  long  considered  closed  to  mis- 
sionary activity  become  open  as  citizens  of  these  lands 
become  visitors  and  students  in  America.  The  church 
in  this  country  should  be  alerted  to  see  the  hand  of 
God  in  this  situation. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  many  foreign  students  and 
visitors  have  no  vital  contact  with  true  Christianity 
or  Christians  during  their  stay  in  this  country.  They 
are  not  at  all  impressed  by  the  nominal  Christianity 
they  see.  Some  have  become  bitter  and  cynical  and 
have  carried  a  spirit  of  opposition  to  the  gospel  with 
them  as  they  returned  to  their  homelands. 

However,  there  are  some  who  during  their  stay  have 
met  real  Christians.  They  have  seen  practical  examples 
of  the  love  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Some  have  come 
to  know  Him  and  are  serving  the  Lord  in  their  own 
countries.  Others  did  not  become  Christians  but  were 
greatly  impressed  and  influenced  by  seeing  a  life 
touched  by  His  grace.  Some  of  these  persons  became 
Christians  after  returning  to  their  respective  coun- 
tries. 

With  such  an  opportunity  on  our  doorstep  we  may 
well  ask,  "What  could  I  do  to  contact  such  students?" 

The  Lord  has  brought  into  being  those  agencies 
which  specialize  in  the  ministry  of  reaching  interna- 
tional students  and  visitors.  International  Students, 
Inc.  is  one  of  these  groups.  A  lay  person  interested  in 
making  contact  with  students  could  do  so  by  first  get- 
ting in  touch  with  the  local  office  of  the  International 
Students,  Inc.  Once  the  contact  with  a  foreign  student 
has  been  made,  a  period  of  time  will  follow  when  a 
confidence  and  friendship  may  be  built. 


It  is  not  always  wise  to  invite  the  student  to  attend 
church  or  some  other  religious  meeting  on  the  first 
contact.  Get  to  know  him  first.  Make  it  a  point  to  visit 
the  student  in  his  room.  Win  him  to  yourself.  Learn 
from  him  about  his  family,  religion,  and  his  personal 
beliefs  concerning  sin,  how  to  obtain  forgiveness  and 
life  after  death.  Become  a  sincere  friend.  Do  not  regard 
him  as  a  curiosity.  After  you  have  won  his  confidence 
give  him  a  modern  translation  of  the  New  Testament. 
Ask  him  to  start  with  Mark  first,  then  continue  with 
matthew.  Remember  that  the  gospel  is  not  an  idea  to 
be  discussed,  it  is  a  message  to  be  received.  Do  not 
force  your  guest  to  make  a  decision  right  then  and 
there.  Let  the  Holy  Spirit  do  His  work  as  you  stand 
by  and  wait. 

There  are  a  few  Christian  students  in  this  country. 
Many  of  them  are  burdened  with  the  academic,  ma- 
terialistic and  financial  factors  of  life.  As  the  student 
is  faced  with  various  issues  in  his  classes  he  encounters 
questions  of  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures.  He  ques- 
tions even  the  most  basic  truths — "Is  there  a  God? 
And  how  could  God  have  a  Son?  No  one  can  prove 
to  me  that  God  is  revealed  through  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments."  And  so  the  questions  go  on,  and  must 
be  answered. 

In  the  materialistic  realm  there  are  other  issues  to 
face.  He  must  decide  whether  he  will  heed  the  strict 
teachings  of  Christ  who  said  to  give  to  the  poor  and 
sell  what  we  have,  or  whether  it  might  be  of  the  Lord 
to  enjoy  some  of  the  luxuries  and  abundance  which 
God  has  so  bountifully  poured  out  all  around  us. 

To  be  of  help  to  these  Christian  students,  bring  them 
to  your  home  and  have  fellowship  with  them.  Pray 
for  them  and  with  them.  Show  them  Christ-like  love 
in  a  practical  way.  You  can  become  a  foreign  mis- 
sionary in  your  own  area  by  opening  your  home  to 
foreign  visitors  and  students.  •

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IDEALS

IT  IS  OFTEN  said,  "If  I  had  my  life  to  live 
over  again,  I  would  live  it  differently.  I  would  try 
my  best  to  avoid  the  mistakes  that  I  now  see  I 
have  made.  I  would  not  give  free  course  to  the  follies 
and  sins  that  have  so  marred  my  life.  I  would  give  my 
life  with  earnestness  and  intensity  to  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  service."  No  one  can  recall  his  life  to  live  it  over 
again,  but  young  people  have  it  in  their  power  to 
live  so  that  they  will  have  no  occasion  for  such  an 
unavailing  wish  when  they  become  old. 

A  young  person  may  learn  from  the  experience  of 
others.  If  he  is  wise  he  will  profit  by  learning  from 
their  mistakes  and  be  incited  and  encouraged  by  their 
successes. 

A  good  way  for  someone  to  make  a  personal  check 
on  his  own  faults  is  to  ask  himself  this  question, 
"What  do  I  consider  some  of  the  most  common  faults 
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of  the  young  people  I  have  met?"  Then,  ask  himself 
this  question,  "Am  I  doing  some  of  the  same  things 
that  I  dislike  in  others?"  Almost  anyone  can  tell  us 
of  faults  in  our  lives  and  conduct,  yet  no  one  likes  to 
be  criticized  and  told  his  faults.  When  we  recognize 
a  new  fault  in  ourselves  it  is  an  opportunity  for  a 
fresh  conquest. 

If  one  knowingly  keeps  and  cherishes  in  himself  a 
flaw  or  blemish,  he  is  showing  weakness.  That  person 
is  surrendering  part  of  his  life  to  an  enemy  whom  he 
-  acknowledges  he  cannot  drive  out.  When  this  is  done 
he  permits  a  flaw  to  remain  in  his  character.  If  it  is 
left  there  it  will  not  only  be  a  blemish,  but  also  a 
point  of  weakness  which  may,  under  great  stress,  break 
and  fall. 

Saint  Paul  in  his  letter  to  the  Philippians  gives  us  a 
wonderful  picture  of  noble  Christian  living:  "Whatso- 
ever things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest, 
whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are 
pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things 
are  of  good  report;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if 
there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things"  (Philip- 
pians 4:8). 

Genuine  honesty  and  virtue  are  more  than  mere 
outside  polish.  They  are  the  rich  perfume  of  a  heart 
bubbling  over  with  the  purities  of  life.  Beauty  des- 
titute of  virtue  is  a  flower  without  its  perfume,  a  dove 
devoid  of  her  innocence.  Success  destitute  of  honesty 
is  a  house  built  on  the  sand,  a  ship  at  sea  without 
oar  or  sail.  The  ideal  of  manliness  and  womanhood 
includes  the  sturdy  qualities  of  splendid  integrity,  un- 
flinching uprightness,  and  undeviating  truthfulness. 

There  must  be  a  rapid  and  harmonious  development 
of  all  your  mental,  moral  and  spiritual  faculties  if 
you  ripen  into  mature  manhood  or  womanhood. 
Through  all  experiences,  through  trials,  discourage- 
ment, temptation,  opposition,  defeat  and  failure,  and 
through  all  changes  of  conditions  and  circumstances 
let  your  eyes  rest  unwaveringly  on  the  goal.  Never 
abandon  the  purpose  to  reach  it;  every  day  should 
mark  progress.  The  epitaph  of  a  great  English  historian 
is:  "Here  lies  John  Richard  Green,  Historian  of  the 
English  people.  He  died  learning."  The  heart  is  dead 
that  has  ceased  to  throb  with  longing  for  something 
yet  better,  and  the  hand  is  derelict  in  its  duty  which 
has  slacked  in  its  working. 

We  must  not  forget  that  only  God  himself  can 
make  possible  and  practicable  the  realizing  of  our 
vision.  Young  people  ever  need  divine  inspiration  and 
help.  It  is  God  who  sets  before  them  the  radiant 
vision  which  they  would  attain,  and  it  is  God  alone 
who  can  help  them  to  attain  the  highest  form  of 
ideals.  •

Y  M  OUNG  PEOPLE  everywhere 
fyl  are  seeking  joy  in  pleasures, 
^/  in  the  home,  or  in  earthly 
fellowships.  But  the  search  for  true 
joy  must  go  deeper  than  the  things 
of  this  life. 

Solomon  sought  for  joy  in  the 
material  things  of  life.  He  mentions 
many  things  that  he  possessed,  but 
none  of  these  things  seemed  to  sat- 
isfy. He  says,  "Behold,  all  was  van- 
ity and  vexation  of  spirit,  and  there 
was  no  profit  under  the  sun" 
(Ecclesiastes  2:11). 

There  is  a  natural  and  a  spiritual 
joy.  There  is  the  joy  of  possession 
and  of  happy  prospect  of  things 
to  come.  The  natural  man  finds 
pleasure  in  worldly  revelry  which 
can  only  end  in  sorrow  and  even 
death.  There  are  temporal  joys  in 
gifts  and  in  personal  successes  in 
life. 

The  great  composer,  Haydn,  tells 
of  the  great  joy  he  had  when  he 
arranged  his  musical  compositions. 
"I  write  according  to  the  thoughts 
I  feel.  When  I  think  upon  my  God, 
my  heart  is  so  full  of  joy,  that 
notes  dance  and  leap,  as  it  were 
from  my  pen,  and  since  God  has 
given  me  a  cheerful  heart,  it  will 
be  easily  forgiven  me  that  I  serve 
Him  with  such  a  cheerful  spirit." 

What  is  true  joy?  True  joy  is  not 
found  in  meat  and  drink,  but  in 
"righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy 
in  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Romans  14: 
17).  This  joy  from  God  is  not  de- 
pendent upon  our  circumstances. 
It  is  a  happiness  of  soul  which  is 
accompanied  with  love,  peace,  and 
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faith.  It  is  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit 
(Galatians  5:22). 

The  source  of  all  true  joy  is 
found  in  God  our  Father,  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  our  Saviour,  and  in  being 
led  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  "The  God 
of  hope  fill  you  with  all  joy  and 
peace  in  believing,  that  ye  may 
abound  in  hope,  through  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Romans  15: 
13). 

When  Evangelist  Trevor  Morris 
journeyed  from  Australia  to  Lon- 
don to  attend  the  Coronation  of 
King  George  VI  of  England,  he  was 
asked  by  the  attendant  if  his  name 
was  in  the  book.  Mr.  Morris  said 
he  did  not  know.  They  searched 
every  page  in  the  book  but  his 
name  was  not  found  there.  Mr. 
Morris  recalled  that  he  had  a  friend 
in  London.  He  hastened  to  this 
friend,  who  asked  that  Mr.  Morris' 
name  be  placed  in  the  guest  book. 
This  caused  Mr.  Morris  to  rejoice 
that  he  would  not  be  excluded  from 
the  coronation.  We  too  may  rejoice 
that  we  shall  attend  the  coronation 
of  our  King,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

There  is  joy  in  witnessing  for 
Christ,  after  He  has  saved  us  and 
delivered  us  from  the  dominion  of 
sin  and  Satan.  There  is  joy  in 
daily  fellowship  with  Christ,  and 
in  the  happy  prospect  of  our  home 
with  Him. 

Real  joy  is  dependent  upon  a 
right  relationship  with  God.  He 
gives  joy  to  his  children,  sanction- 
ing every  good  work  done  in  His 
name  and  by  His  power.  There  is 
joy   in   the   heart   of   the   Sunday 


School  teacher  and  the  gospel  min- 
ister when  the  Word  of  God  is  pro- 
claimed in  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  There  is  joy  "over  one  sinner 
that  repenteth."  There  is  joy  in 
prayer  and  praise  to  the  One  we 
love  the  most.  "Ask,  and  ye  shall 
receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  full" 
(John  16:24).  There  is  real  joy  in 
living  for  the  glory  of  God  and  in 
beholding  Him.  The  reason 
some  Christians  have  so  little  joy 
is  because  of  the  pride  of  life  and 
selfishness  among  men.  Satan,  by 
discouragement,  would  seek  to  nul- 
lify all  reasons  for  joy.  Paul  said, 
"Rejoice  in  the  Lord  alway:  and 
again  I  say,  Rejoice"  (Philippians 
4:4). 

The  Lord  will  give  joy  when  we 
take  persecution  gracefully,  never 
failing  to  acknowledge  Him.  This 
has  been  the  portion  of  many  of 
God's  servants  who  have  endured 
hardships  and  persecutions  for 
Christ's  sake,  refusing  to  retreat 
from  the  God-given  field  of  service.

Youth  leaders  of  the  Church  of 
God  have  for  years  promoted  youth 
clubs  in  our  denomination.  In  1955 
the  Lamplighters  program  was  suc- 
cessfully launched.  This  church 
club  program  has  proven  its  worth 
and  will  continue  to  be  vigorously 
promoted  by  the  National  Sunday 
School  and  Youth  Department. 

However,  over  the  years  there 
have  been  those  churches  which 
needed  a  more  specialized  youth 
club  program  than  Lamplighters 
offered.  After  long  and  careful 
study  of  the  leading  club  programs 
on  today's  evangelical  scene,  the 
National  Sunday  School  and  Youth 
Board  of  the  Church  of  God  has 
passed  unanimously  to  add  scout- 
ing to  its  club  family. 

The  scout  program  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  well  known,  of, 
having  units  in  virtually  every 
community,  and  of  boasting  a  wide 
supply  of  materials.  It  is  significant 
that  scout  leaders  at  their  national 
office  say  the  most  successful 
troops  are  connected  with  churches. 

The  scout  promise  and  law  are 
a  paraphrase  of  the  moral  law  of 
the  Bible  in  language  youth  can 
understand.  Under  the  guidance  of 
a  consecrated  Christian  scout- 
master, scouting  offers  a  program 
with  emphasis  on  duty  to  God, 
country,  others,  and  self.  Thus  the 
youth,  his  church,  and  scouting 
combine  to  make  a  successful  and 
spiritual  program. 

Scouting  is  an  aid  to  the  church 
to  help  accomplish  its  goals  for 
young  people.  Scout  units  are  op- 
erated by  the  church.  The  church 
provides  spiritual  purpose,  admin- 
istration, program,  leaders,  and 
facilities,  while  scouting  serves 
through  its  oath  and  law,  organi- 
zation, scout  program,  leadership 
training,  and  camping  facilities. 

The  parallel  resources  of  the 
church  and  scouting  combine  in  a 


partnership  for  serving  youth.  Chil- 
dren and  young  people  are  given  a 
program  that  serves  some  of  their 
most  strategic  needs  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  church  under  Christian 
leadership  which  develops  traits  of 
character  and  habits  of  conduct 
that  are  a  part  of  the  Christian  way 
of  life. 

To  give  a  strong  and  specific  em- 
phasis on  religious  experience  in 
the  life  of  a  youth  in  scouting,  the 
Church  of  God  has  recently  re- 
leased a  God  and  Country  Program. 
Through  participation  in  this  thor- 
ough and  effective  program  under 
the  guidance  of  the  minister,  the 
youth  grows  in  Christian  faith,  wit- 
ness, outreach,  citizenship,  and  fel- 
lowship. The  God  and  Country 
Award  is  given  to  the  youth  by  his 
church  in  recognition  of  his  growth 
and  service.

THE  DOCTOR  drove  swiftly 
into  the  barnyard  of  the 
Barton  farm  in  North  Ox- 
ford, Massachusetts,  on  a  morning 
in  1832.  A  small  girl  with  a  mop  of 
brown  hair  and  wide,  dark  eyes 
dashed  out  the  kitchen  door.  She 
grabbed  the  reins  the  doctor 
tossed  to  her  as  he  climbed  down 
from  his  buggy  and  hurried  in- 
side the  farmhouse,  carrying  his 
little  black  bag.  Clara  tied  the 
horse,  absently  patted  his  nose, 
and  then  followed  the  doctor  in- 
side. Her  usually  smiling  face  was 
very  solemn. 

The  house  was  so  quiet  Clara 
could  hear  the  tick  of  the  grand- 
father clock  in  the  hall  and  the 
murmur  of  her  father's  and  the 
doctor's  voices  from  her  big  broth- 
er David's  bedroom.  She  heard  her 
mother's  skirts  swish  over  the  rag 
carpets  as  she  walked  to  the 
kitchen  for  hot  water. 

"David's  had  a  very  bad  fall 
and  is  seriously  hurt,"  said  the 
doctor  gravely. 

"Will  he — "  began  her  mother 
unable  to  stop  sobbing.  Her  father 
put  his  arm  around  her  mother's 
shoulders.  Clara  swallowed  hard. 

"I  don't  know  if  he  will  live  or 
not,"  continued  the  doctor.  "I've 
done  all  I  could.  It's  in  God's 
hands  now.  It  will  take  a  long  time 
at  best  for  him  to  get  better,  and 
only  constant  nursing  will  keep 
him  alive." 

"I  can  do  it  with  God's  help!" 
Clara  said  in  a  small  voice.  "I'll 
nurse  David  until  he's  better." 

The  doctor  studied  the  slender 
eleven  year  old.  "You're  very  young 
and  not  big,  but  I  believe  you're 
strong." 

"Tell  me  exactly  what  to  do," 
said  Clara. 

The  doctor  told  her  about  the 
medicines  and  just  what  treat- 
ment was  needed  by  her  big 
brother. 

Her  mother  protested:  "Clara 
loves  to  ride  horseback.  She  and 
David  frequently  ride  their  horses.

She  works  in  the  garden  and  is 
always  running  about  outdoors.  I 
don't  know  if  she  can  stay  in- 
side day  after  day." 

"You'll  see,"  said  Clara,  closing 
her  lips  firmly.  "God  will  help  me 
to  take  care  of  my  dear  David  so 
we  can  ride  and  run  again!" 

The  days  passed  into  weeks  and 
the  weeks  into  months.  It  was  two 
years  before  David  was  better  and 
Clara's  day  and  night  nursing  was 
over.  "I  forgot  that  there  was  an 
outside  to  the  house,"  Clara  wrote 
later.  She  spoke  of  early  learning 
of  the  Golden  Rule  and  Sermon  on 
the  Mount,  saying:  "I  firmly  be- 
lieve in  the  divinity  of  Christ,  the 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  and  in  His  life 
and  death  of  suffering  to  save  the 
world  from  sin." 

Her  family  realized  Clara  had 
grown  little  during  these  two  hard 
years,  and  she  always  remained  a 
small  woman.  It  was  her  way  of 
walking    and    her    dignity    which

made  her  seem  a  taller  woman 
than  she  was.  The  nursing  experi- 
ence of  those  years  helped  Clara 
later  to  become  known  as  "Angel 
of  the  Battlefield."  The  neglected 
and  wounded  Civil  War  soldiers 
gave  her  this  title  as  she  went 
about  working  for  others.  Her  fa- 
vorite poem  was: 

He  prayeth  best  who  loveth  best, 
All  things  both  great  and  small; 
For  the  dear  God  who  loveth  us, 
He  made  and  loveth  all. 

When  she  could  not  get  govern- 
ment help,  on  her  own  Clara  Bar- 
ton nursed  soldiers  on  the  battle- 
fields, taking  them  medicines,  sup- 
plies and  food  which  she  had  col- 
lected at  her  own  expense.  She 
served  Union  and  Confederate  sol- 
diers alike.  She  became  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses  for  the  Army  of 
the  James  and  had  many  thrilling 
experiences  as  she  saved  thousands 
of  soldiers'  lives  who  would  have 
died  before  they  could  get  to  the 
few  hospitals.  One  time  her  cloak 
was  shot  off  as  she  crossed  a  sway- 
ing pontoon  bridge.  Another  time 
a  soldier  she  was  feeding  was 
killed  by  a  bullet. 

With  President  Lincoln's  help, 
she  founded  and  took  care  of  the 
bureau  which  located  missing  sol- 
diers and  restored  them  to  their 
families.  Twenty-two  thousand  were 
located  during  the  first  year,  and 
thirteen  thousand  graves  were 
marked. 

Miss  Barton  founded  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross,  becoming  its  first 
president.  She  served  twenty-three 
years,  organizing  on  a  national 
scale  which  gave  emergency  help 
in  catastrophes  as  well  as  in  war. 
Her  slogan  was:  "To  wait  for  the 
emergency  rather  than  have  the 
emergency  wait  for  her." 

The  American  Red  Cross  today 
is  a  worthy  monument  to  Clara 
Barton's  Christian  faith  and  her 
devoted  work  for  suffering  hu- 
manity. She  never  forgot  her  early 
faith  and  nursing  experience.  • 


A  LADY  WHO  had  served  for  some  years  on 
/L  a  foreign  mission  field  was  speaking.  She 
—^  "  related  that  on  one  occasion  she  had  four- 
teen guests  in  the  mission  house  at  a  time  when  do- 
mestic help  was  almost  unobtainable. 

"It  was  a  trying  time,"  she  related.  "I  was  forced 
to  lay  aside  my  regular  missionary  duties  and  devote 
my  entire  attention  to  cooking  and  household  work. 
It  proved  to  be  quite  a  strain  and  I  felt  my  patience 
being  tried  severely.  I  realized  my  need  for  spiritual 
strength  to  carry  on. 

"One  morning  I  arose  early  and  sought  a  quiet 
spot  with  my  Bible.  Looking  through  its  pages  I 
came  upon  Deuteronomy  28:13,  which  reads,  in  part, 
"Thou  shalt  be  above  only,  and  thou  shalt  not  be 
beneath  .  .  ."  There  are  other  good  things  in  this 
remarkable  verse  but  these  words  seemed  to  be  im- 
pressed upon  my  heart  at  that  moment  in  a  very 
clear,  definite  manner.  I  could  not  help  accepting 
them  as  from  my  Lord  for  my  comfort  and  strength- 
ening. 

"Meditating  on  this  verse  I  saw  that  there  really  was 
no  need  for  me  to  'go  under' — to  be  overwhelmed  or 
exasperated  by  pressure  of  present  conditions  in  my 
home.  I  had  been  sorely  troubled  because  the  work 
of  the  Lord  which  I  had  come  so  far  to  do,  was  be- 
ing neglected,  and  I  was  obliged  to  give  my  time 
to  duties  which  seemed  of  much  lesser  importance. 
Now  I  seemed  to  have  a  divine  message:  if  I  could 
not  go  through  all  of  these  annoying  details  I  at 
least  could  be  above  them! 


"And  so,"  the  lady  continued  joyfully,  "as  I  went 
about  the  kitchen  I  kept  saying  to  myself,  'I  refuse 
to  go  down!'  And  do  you  know,  the  lessons  which 
I  learned  during  those  difficult  and  trying  hours 
have  been  an  inspiration  ever  since?  It  is  no  or- 
dinary circumstance  which  makes  Deuteronomy  28:13 
one  of  my  very  favorite  verses." 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  "be  above"  one's  cir- 
cumstances day  by  day  unless  there  is  Divine  help. 
The  following  verses — author  unidentified — are  inspir- 
ing and  helpful  in  these  conditions: 

"I  cannot  do  it  alone, 
The  waves  run  fast  and  high, 

And  fogs  close  chill  around; 
The  light  goes  out  in  the  sky; 

But  I  know  that  we  two 
Shall  win  in  the  end — 
Jesus  and  I. 

"Coward,  wayward  and  weak, 
I  change  with  the  changing  sky; 

Today  so  eager  and  brave, 
Tomorrow  not  caring  to  try. 

But  He  never  gives  in 
And  so  we  two  shall  win — 
Jesus  and  I." 

Perhaps  we  are  "above"  our  circumstances  today 
and  far  below  them  tomorrow.  Let  us  remember, 
"Thou  shalt  not  be  beneath." 

We  do  not  wish  to  be.  Help  us,  Lord,  to  remember 
Thee!  •

NOVEMBER,    1963 
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IN  CONTEMPORARY  DAYS  when  the  courts 
have  pulled  the  Bible  from  classrooms,  when  the 
Sabbath  is  ignored  as  a  day  of  worship,  and 
when  godless  men  thank  God  for  nothing,  never  men- 
tioning His  name  except  in  profanity,  America  needs 
to  return  to  the  humble,  thankful  attitude  of  its 
founding  fathers.  Our  country  reflects  well  the  verbal 
picture  given  by  the  Apostle  Paul:  ".  .  .  when  they 
knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as  God,  neither  were 
thankful;  but  became  vain  in  their  imaginations,  and 
their  foolish  heart  was  darkened"   (Romans  1:21). 

Though  some  current  historians  have  endeavored  to 
discredit  the  common  belief  that  our  nation's  found- 
ing fathers  were  devout,  they  have  not  succeeded. 
Reputable  reference  works  state  that  in  1623,  a  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer  for  rain  in  the  midst  of  a  drought 
was  changed  into  thanksgiving  by  the  coming  of 
rain  during  the  prayers.  These  thankful  forefathers 
were  the  lineal  progenitors  of  some  of  us  and  were 
the  spiritual  ancestors  of  every  loyal  American.  At 
least  six  of  the  Presidents,  John  Quincy  Adams,  Zach- 
ary  Taylor,  and  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  among  them, 
were  of  Mayflower  descent. 

Nine  hectic  weeks  dragged  by  while  the  Pilgrims 
were  en  route  to  the  New  World  in  the  Mayflower. 
When,  on  that  momentous  December  day  in  1620, 
these  one  hundred  and  two  Pilgrims  reached  Province - 
town  Bay,  they  gave  thanks  to  the  Almighty.  Gover- 
nor Bradford  records:  "They  fell  on  their  knees  and 
blessed  the  God  of  Heaven  who  had  brought  them 
over  the  vast  and  furious  ocean  and  delivered  them 
from  all  the  pains  and  miseries  thereof."  Upon  gather- 
ing their  first  harvest  the  following  fall,  these  col- 
onists observed  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and  prayer. 
Historians  state  that  in  studying  the  genealogies 
and  records  preserved  in  old  family  Bibles  of  early 
New  Englanders,  one  soon  becomes  keenly  aware  of 
these  early  colonists'  extensive,  detailed  knowledge  of 
the  Holy  Writ.  This  is  also  reflected  in  their  pre- 
dilection for  the  near  unpronounceable  names  which 
they  chose  from  the  Old  Testament  for  their  chil- 
dren. Emerson,  who  deviated  from  many  of  the  car- 
dinal tenets  of  an  earlier  New  England  theology,  con- 


tinued to  ardently  admire  the  reverence  with  which 
the  Puritan  fathers  had  held  the  Sabbath.  He  wrote 
that  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath  is  the  basis 
of  civilization. 

Began  by  the  Pilgrims,  the  custom  of  setting  aside 
one  day  a  year  to  especially  thank  God  for  His  mul- 
titudinous blessings  led  to  our  nation's  declaring  an 
official  Thanksgiving  Day.  Though  such  a  day  was 
observed  by  numerous  states  years  earlier,  the  ob- 
servance became  nationwide  in  1864  when  President 
Lincoln  issued  his  Thanksgiving  Day  proclamation. 
Since  then  the  Presidents  have  issued  such  an  an- 
nunciation annually,  designating  a  Thursday  in  No- 
vember for  its  observance. 

Thankfulness  to  God  is  a  precious  attribute  for  a 
nation  to  possess.  America's  history  reflects  such  a 
quality.  A  nobler  manifesto  is  never  issued  from  the 
White  House  than  the  President's  annual  Thanks- 
giving Day  proclamation.  Without  exception  these  pro- 
nouncements cry  out,  "'Thanks  be  to  God!"  Abraham 
Lincoln  wrote:  "I  do,  therefore,  invite  my  fellow  citi- 
zens in  every  part  of  the  United  States  .  .  .  those  at  sea 
.  .  .  those  so  journeying  in  foreign  lands  to  observe  .  .  . 
a  day  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  our  beneficent  Fa- 
ther who  dwelleth  in  the  heavens.  .  .  ."  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  proclaimed:  "To  set  aside  in  the  autumn  of 
each  year  a  day  on  which  to  give  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  blessings  of  life  is  a  wise  and  reverent 
custom." 

Johnson   Oatman  sets   the   tenor   for   thankfulness 
when  he  writes: 
"Count  your  many  blessings;  name  them  one  by  one, 

And  it  will  surprise  you  what  the  Lord  hath  done." 
During  this  Thanksgiving  season  the  admonition  of 
Saint  Paul  to  the  church  at  Colossae  well  befits  us: 
"And  let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your  hearts,  to 
the  which  also  ye  are  called  in  one  body;  and  be  ye 
thankful."  May  each  reader  have  a  Christ-centered 
Thanksgiving.  •

IN  THE  ROTUNDA  of  the  capital  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  a  painting  called  "The  Embarcation  of 
the  Pilgrims."  The  painting  portrays  the  Pilgrims 
on  the  deck  of  the  Speedwell,  in  the  port  of  Leyden, 
Holland,  from  which  the  Pilgrims  set  sail  for  England 
en  route  to  these  shores  in  1620.  The  large  open  Bible 
in  the  picture  that  is  held  by  William  Brewster  is  the 
first  thing  that  strikes  the  eyes  of  everyone  who  looks 
at  the  great  painting.  And  once  a  reverent  person 
sees  that  Bible,  it  stays  clearly  in  his  memory. 

That  Bible  symbolizes  the  faith  of  those  Pilgrims. 
Their  faith  was  the  greatest  of  all  blessings  they 
brought  to  our  shores.  To  recall  their  faith  and  to 
praise  God  for  it  is  one  of  the  finest  acts  of  worship 
that  any  of  us  who  profess  to  be  Christians  can 
enter  on  this  Thanksgiving  Day.  It  was  this  Pilgrim 
faith  that  has  had  more  to  do  with  our  keeping  a 
national  Thanksgiving  Day  than  any  other  single  fact. 

The  Pilgrims  had  the  kind  of  faith  in  God  that 
becomes  clearer  when  we  remember  that  William 
Brewster,  who  held  that  open  Bible  on  the  Speedwell, 
said  after  the  terrible  experience  of  the  Pilgrims  in 
that  first  awful  year  at  Plymouth:  "It  is  not  with  us 
as  with  those  whom  small  things  discourage." 


Imagine  calling  the  sufferings  of  the  Pilgrims,  so 
well  known  to  all  of  us,  "Small  things"! 

But  "in  faith"  the  Pilgrims  sailed  soon  after  from 
Plymouth,  England,  on  the  Mayflower  toward  un- 
known shores.  Three  months  later  the  sturdy  little 
Mayflower  lay  at  anchor  in  the  harbor  at  Province- 
town.  The  Pilgrims,  busy  with  many  tasks  before  they 
landed  on  shore,  were  surprised  when  word  came  that 
all  were  to  assemble  in  the  cabin  of  the  ship. 

The  little  band  of  men,  women,  and  children  put 
aside  their  tasks  and  gathered  to  hear  what  Elder  Wil- 
liam Brewster,  their  beloved  leader,  had  to  tell  them. 
All  stood  in  silence,  for  even  the  youngest  sensed  the 
importance  of  the  occasion.  We  must  remember  that 
the  Pilgrims  were  covenanters.  They  believed  that  if 
they  kept  God's  covenant,  He  would  keep  His  promises. 

In  simple  words,  the  Elder  explained  that  it  was 
necessary  to  have  certain  laws  by  which  the  colonists 
would  govern  themselves  in  the  New  World.  A  solemn 
compact  was  drawn  up,  and  read  for  their  approval. 
One  by  one,  the  Pilgrim  fathers  went  forward  to  add 
their  names  to  this  important  document.  Famous 
names  were  written  there:  John  Carver,  William  Brad- 
ford, Edward  Winslow,  Miles  Standish,  John  Alden,  and 
many  others  remembered  as  builders  of  our  nation. 

THE  WORDING  OF  THE  Mayflower 
Compact  was  as  follows:  "In  ye  name  of  God,  Amen. 
We  whose  names  are  underwritten,  the  loyal  subjects 
of  our  dread  soveraigne  Lord,  King  James,  by  ye  grace 
of  God,  of  Great  Britaine,  Franc,  Ireland  king,  defender 
of  ye  faith  &  c,  haveing  undertaken,  for  ye  glorie  of 
God  :nd  advancemente  of  ye  Christian  faith,  and  hon- 
our of  our  king  &  countrie,  a  voyage  to  plant  ye  first 
colonie  in  ye  Northerne  parts  of  Virginia,  doe  by 
these  presents  solemnly  &  mutualy  in  ye  presence 
of  God,  and  one  of  another,  covenant  &  combine  our 
selves  togeather  into  a  civill  body  politick,  for  our 
better  ordering  &  preservation  &  furtherance  of  ye 
ends  aforesaid;  and  by  vertue  hearof  to  enacte,  con- 
stitute, and  frame  such  just  &  equall  lawes,  ordinances, 
acts,  constitutions,  &  offices  from  time  to  time,  as 
shall  be  thought  most  meete  &  convenient  for  ye  gen- 
erall  good  of  ye  Colonie  unto  which  we  promise  all  due 
submission  and  obedience.  In  witness  whereof  we  have 
hereunder  subscribed  our  names  at  Cap-Codd  ye  11. 
of  November  in  ye  year  of  ye  raigne  of  our  soveraigne 
lord,  King  James,  of  England,  France,  Ireland  ye  eight- 
eenth, and  of  Scotland  ye  f  if  tie  fourth.  Ano:  Dom. 
1620." 

What  a  stately,  solemn  doctrine  is  that!  How  boldly, 
yet  how  reverently  it  begins!  Those  Pilgrims  were 
fearless,  brave,  courageous!  We  could  well  do  with  a 
tithe  of  their  courage  when  it  comes  to  standing  for 
righteousness  and  for  justice  in  our  land  today!  They 
feared  no  one,  because  they  feared  God! 

Of  such  material,  of  such  human  stuff  was  our 
country  made.  May  God  grant  to  American  young 
people  the  grace  to  so  trust  in  Christ,  so  live  for  Him, 
so  represent  Him  to  men  that  the  forces  of  unright- 
eousness in  our  land  will  be  put  down  and  the  faith 
that  builds  nations  shall  prevail.  •

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/I  YOUNG  LADY  who  was 
^\C^y  about  to  become  Miss 
America  was  asked  the 
thought-provoking  question,  "If 
you  were  the  mother  of  a  teen-ager, 
what  do  you  believe  is  the  most 
important  thing  he  should  know?" 
After  a  few  moments  of  thought- 
ful consideration,  she  gave  her  so- 
ber reply,  "I  believe  he  should  know 
God  and  know  himself." 

This  young  lady  went  straight  to 
the  heart  of  God's  basic  principle 
for  a  full,  happy,  and  well-balanced 
life.  She  described  a  co-existence 
with  God  that  we  can  have  only 
when  we  have  found  true  humility. 
Spurgeon  said,  "Humility  is  to 
make  a  right  estimate  of  oneself." 
This  young  person  restated  in  her 
own  words  what  Micah  gave  as  one 
of  God's  requirements  of  man,  "to 
walk  humbly  with  thy  God"  (Micah 
6:8). 

Humility  is  not  only  a  require- 
ment of  God,  but  it  is  that  attri- 
bute that  gives  our  life  meaning 
and  balance.  Shakespeare  placed 
great  value  on  humility  when  he 
said  in  Hamlet,  "This  above  all: 
to  thine  own  self  be  true,  and  it 
must  follow,  as  the  night  the  day, 
Thou  canst  not  then  be  false  to 
any  man." 

True  humility  is  not  belittling 
oneself  or  selling  oneself  short,  but 
to  be  truly  humble  we  must  see 
ourself  as  we  really  are.  Phillip 
Brooks  said,  "The  true  way  to  be 
humble  is  not  to  stoop  until  you 
are  smaller  than  yourself,  but  to 
stand  at  your  real  height  against 
some  higher  nature  that  will  show 
you  what  the  real  smallness  of  your 
greatness  is." 

Paul  points  us  to  that  higher  na- 
ture and  exhorts  us  to  come  into 


His  presence  with  a  true  heart, 
"Having  therefore,  brethren,  bold- 
ness to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus.  .  .Let  us  draw 
near  with  a  true  heart  .  .  .  ,"  (He- 
brews 10:19,  22). 

Christ  also  teaches  us  the  im- 
portance of  drawing  near  with  a 
true  heart  when  he  contrasts  the 
character  of  the  Pharisee  with  that 
of  the  publican:  "Two  men  went 
up  into  the  temple  to  pray;  the 
one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a 
publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himself,  God,  I 
thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other 
men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adul- 
terers, or  even  as  this  publican.  I 
fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And 
the  publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his 
eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon 
his  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful 
to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you,  this 
man  went  down  to  his  house  justi- 
fied rather  than  the  other:  for 
every  one  that  exalteth  himself 
shall  be  abased;  and  he  that  hum- 
bleth  himself  shall  be  exalted" 
(Luke  18:10-14).  The  Pharisee  at- 
tempted to  impress  God  with  his 
own  "righteousness."  The  publican 
who  came  to  God  with  a  true  heart 
saw  God's  greatness,  humbled  him- 
self, and  went  away  justified. 

It  was  when  Isaiah  came  into 
God's  holy  presence  and  saw  Him 
high  and  lifted  up  that  he  really 
saw  himself.  It  was  when  Paul,  on 
the  road  to  Damascus,  saw  Christ 
that  he  took  an  introspective  look 
and  started  walking  humbly  with 
his  God.  Let  us  see  the  resurrected 
Christ  and  by  seeing  Him,  let  us 
truly  see  ourselves  and  thus  ful- 
fill one  of  God's  requirements  of 
us — to  walk  humbly  with  Him.  •

|«#HEN  WE  READ  figures 
mnt  on  world  population,  peo- 
"™  pies  under  Communist 
domination,  monies  appropriated  or 
spent  for  armaments  or  the  na- 
tional income  they  so  dwarf  the 
imagination  as  to  be  almost  mean- 
ingless. But  couldn't  we  more  fully 
grasp  these  and  other  statistics  as 
they  relate  to  us  if,  in  our  imag- 
ination, we  could  compress  the 
world  population  of  more  than  two 
and  a  half  billions  into  one  thou- 
sand people? 

Dr.  Henry  Smith  Leiper,  active  in 
the  American  Bible  Society,  has 
done  just  that.  He  has  reduced  the 
world  population  in  exact  propor- 
tion to  an  imaginary  town  of  one 
thousand  people.  His  easily  com- 
prehensible figures  give  pause  for 
sober  reflection,  and  therein  is  a 
ray  of  light,  too. 

In  this  imaginary  community  live 
sixty  Americans,  the  rest  of  the 
world  being  represented  by  the 
other  nine  hundred  and  forty  peo- 
ple. About  three  hundred  and  thirty 
of  the  one  thousand  are  classified 
as  Christians,  fewer  than  one  hun- 
dred of  them  Protestants  and  some 
two  hundred  and  thirty  Roman 
Catholics. 

There  are  at  least  eighty  prac- 
ticing Communists  plus  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy  under  their  dom- 
ination. More  than  half  of  the 
townspeople  are  hearing  about 
Karl  Marx,  Lenin,  Stalin  and 
Khrushchev;  but  half  have  never 
heard  of  Jesus  and  what  He  taught. 


The  sixty  Americans  have  an 
average  life  expectancy  of  seventy 
years  while  that  of  the  remaining 
nine  hundred  and  forty  averages 
less  than  forty  years.  The  Ameri- 
cans receive  half  the  income  of  the 
town,  have  fifteen  times  as  many 
possessions  per  person,  produce  six- 
teen per  cent  of  the  town's  food 
supply  growing  all  their  own  and 
eating  seventy-two  per  cent  above 
maximum  food  requirements,  and 
enjoy  a  disproportionate  share  of 
electric  power,  coal,  fuel,  steel,  and 
general  equipment. 

Because  of  their  comparative 
wealth,  the  sixty  Americans  are 
able  to  do  most  in  telling  the  un- 
evangelized  about  the  transform- 
ing power  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
But  only  thirty-eight  of  these  sixty 
are  church  members.  Of  the  thirty- 
eight,  twenty-one  are  Protestants. 
People  over  sixty-five  and  young 
folks  eighteen  and  under  are  un- 
able to  give  like  regular  wage- 
earners.  That  leaves  less  than  thir- 
teen to  bear  the  burden  of  sup- 
porting the  church  at  home  and 
abroad. 

According  to  a  Gilbert  Youth  Re- 
search Company  survey,  sixty-eight 
per  cent  of  the  seventeen  to 
twenty-two-year-old  Protestants  do 
not  attend  church  regularly.  A 
Gallup  poll  informs  us  that  forty- 
four  per  cent  of  church  members 
attended  on  a  "typical"  Sunday. 
So  only  about  six  Protestants  out 
of  our  sixty  Americans  attend 
church  regularly. 


These  six  of  the  sixty  Americans 
represent  the  fundamental  and 
modernistic,  the  conservative  and 
liberal,  the  evangelical  and  formal. 
Aren't  the  really  fundamental  and 
evangelical  believers  in  our  com- 
munities in  the  very  small  minor- 
ity? How  many  of  the  six  believe 
that  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
the  only  remedy  for  sin?  How 
many  tithe?  How  many  really  sup- 
port the  cause  of  Christ? 

Perhaps  only  one  of  the  sixty 
representative  Americans  really 
supports  the  gospel  outreach  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  Since  the  Amer- 
icans receive  half  of  the  imaginary 
town's  income,  our  good  brethren 
in  other  countries  may  equal  only 
one  more  out  of  a  thousand.  Two 
of  a  thousand  may  be  contributing 
the  major  share  of  the  support  to 
our  present-day  efforts  to  fulfill 
the  Great  Commission. 

But  consider  that  Bible  Schools 
dot  the  four  corners  of  the  earth, 
training  nationals  to  proclaim  the 
good  news  of  salvation.  Thousands 
of  missionaries  are  faithfully  tell- 
ing redemption's  story,  and  thou- 
sands of  people  are  accepting 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 

This  is  being  done  because  about 
two  of  a  thousand  are  faithfully 
backing  the  Great  Commission 
with  their  tithes  and  offerings.  So 
much  is  being  done  by  so  few.  This 
is  the  ray  of  light  in  the  uneasy 
world  community.  It  is  blessed  and 
wonderful  to  shine  in  such  gross 
darkness.  • 


COMMITMENT  m 

TO  CHRIST

IN  SERMONS  TO  YOUNG  MEN  Henry  Van  Dyke 
states,  "If  you  want  to  be  good  and  do  good, 
come  to  Christ  and  let  Him  teach  you.  Form 
your  character  on  His  model,  and  let  the  ideal  of  a 
life  in  Christ,  for  Christ,  like  Christ,  be  the  founda- 
tion on  which  you  build  for  time   and  eternity. 

Like  young  Saul  of  Tarsus  we  should  ask,  "Lord, 
what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"  The  Lord  is  ready 
always  to  give  an  assignment  to  persons  willing  to 
obey  Him.  He  honors  a  full  commitment  of  one's 
self  to  Him.  Involved  in  the  commitment  of  our  lives 
to  Jesus  Christ  is  a  willingness  to  engage  in  un- 
selfish service  for  our  Master.  The  Bible  tells  us  that 
Jesus  went  about  doing  good.  As  His  disciples,  we  must 
do  likewise.  Throughout  each  day  we  must  remember 
that  we  are  not  our  own — we  belong  to  Christ.  His 
will  must  be  our  will. 

The  Bible  is  God's  guidebook  for  those  who  commit 
themselves  to  Jesus.  We  must  constantly  check  our 
actions  and  words  against  the  Word  of  God  and  bring 
ourselves  in  subjection  to  its  teachings.  We  need  to 
personalize  the  scripture,  "Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto 
my  feet,  and  a  light  unto  my  path"  (Psalm  119:105). 

Commitment  to  Christ  means  accepting  and  prac- 
ticing holiness  as  God's  standard  of  conduct.  Our  Lord 
said  the  pure  in  heart  shall  see  God.  Holy  thoughts, 
holy  words,  holy  actions  are  characteristic  of  all  who 
have  committed  their  lives  to  Christ.  Holiness  finds  its 
rightful  place  in  their  motives,  attitudes,  and  am- 
bitions. 

Wholehearted  devotion  to  God  is  required  of  Christ's 
disciples.  This  is  necessary  if  we  wish  to  become  full- 
grown  Christians.  The  Lord  will  not  teach  us  unless 
we  "show  up  for  school."  Many  Christians  are  still 
babes  in  Christ  because  they  have  failed  to  devote 
themselves  to  God  that  He  might  teach  them  new 
truths  and  lead  them  into  deeper  spiritual  experiences. 
Often  we  would  like  to  be  used  of  the  Lord  in  par- 
ticular ways;  but,  as  much  as  He  would  like  to  use 
us,  He  will  not  because  we  are  not  prepared  to  be 
used.  There  has  been  a  leakage  in  our  consecration 
or  a  "fumbling  of  the  ball"  when  opportunity  pre- 
sented itself. 

In  the  fall,  1962,  issue  of  Teach,  Mark  O.  Hat- 
field, Governor  of  Oregon,  writes,  "I'd  grown  up  in  a 
home  where  church  and  the  Bible  were  taken  for 
granted.  Religion  came  very  naturally  to  me.  This  was 
just  the  trouble  for  it  was  a  religion  of  habit,  not 


of  commitment.  It  took  me  a  long  time  to  discover 
the  difference.  But  I  remember  vividly  the  night  in 
1951  when  it  all  came  to  a  head:  Either  Christ  was 
God,  and  Saviour,  and  Lord,  or  He  wasn't;  and  if  He 
were,  then  He  had  to  have  all  my  time,  all  my  de- 
votion, and  all  my  life.  I  made  the  choice  that  night; 
I  committed  myself  to  Christ." 

Reader,  is  your  religion  a  religion  of  habit?  It  need 
not  be.  You  can  have  a  personal,  vital  relationship 
with  Jesus  Christ.  You  can  be  committed  fully  to  Him. 
Thousands  of  young  people  and  adults  are  making 
this  "all  out"  surrender.  Will  you  join  this  select  group 
by  committing  your  talents,  your  ambitions,  your 
life  to  Jesus  Christ  now?  •

\  NY  ANALYSIS  OF  the  rea- 
%sons  for  the  phenomenal 
successes  of  youth  camp  in 
the  Church  of  God  must  include  a 
recognition  of  divine  guidance. 
From  the  beginning,  God  had  His 
hand  on  this  program  and  it  grew 
with  His  blessing.  The  first  signs 
of  interest  in  youth  camp  became 
apparent  in  the  early  forties.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1942,  Georgia 
State  Youth  Director,  R.  C.  Muncy, 
conducted  a  series  of  "youth  camp 
meetings"  in  five  sections  of  that 
state.  The  Jesup  camp  was  signally 
blessed  and  the  five  nights  origi- 
nally planned  extended  into  a 
youth  revival  lasting  13  weeks. 

The  first  youth  camp  to  be  of- 
ficially reported  was  conducted  in 
Louisiana  in  1948.  Seventy-seven 
youths  enrolled  in  this  camp  which 
featured,  among  other  things,  a 
sermon  on  Thursday  night  by  Cecil 
Knight,  a  promising  young  pastor 
from  Laurel,  Mississippi.  The  State 
Overseer  was  the  Reverend  John  L. 
Byrd.  Another  of  the  first  youth 
camps  was  the  1949  Washington- 
Oregon  Camp  conducted  by  Over- 
seer R.  C.  Muncy  at  the  Burnt 
Ridge  Camp  in  Onalaska,  Washing- 
ton. There  were  forty-two  in  at- 
tendance. The  featured  speaker  in 
this  camp  was  Charles  W.  Conn 
who  had  been  recently  selected  as 
editor  of  the  Lighted  Pathway. 
Muncy  was  the  same  progressive 
leader  who  had  conducted  the  1942 
"youth  camp  meetings"  in  Georgia. 

The  new  position  of  National 
Youth  Director,  capably  filled  by 
Ralph  Williams,  aroused  the  church 
to  the  needs  of  its  young  people. 
And  it  was  in  this  climate  of  a 
"great  awakening"  to  the  impor- 
tant place  youth  work  should  have 
in  the  total  ministry  of  the  church 
that  youth  camp  forged  ahead  im- 
pressively. Some  called  it  the  most 


effective  single  youth  program  in 
the  history  of  our  church. 

As  a  young  minister,  I  personally 
was  moved  deeply  when  I  viewed 
these  new  horizons.  As  State  Youth 
Director  of  Texas,  I  went  before 
the  ministers  of  that  state  in  1950 
and  asked  for  a  youth  camp.  They 
supported  me  in  this  effort  and  in 
June,  1951,  we  conducted  our  first 
Texas  Youth  Camp  on  the  campus 
of  the  International  Preparatory 
Institute  in  San  Antonio.  Thirty- 
five  youths  attended  this  camp.  Ten 
years  later  at  the  1961  Texas  Camp 
Meeting,  I  counted  17  of  those  first 
35  campers  singing  in  the  choir  on 
youth  night. 

The  National  Youth  Department 
began  to  keep  youth  camp  records 
in  1952.  That  year,  three  camps 
reported  a  registration  of  377  with 
38  conversions.  By  1954,  the  number 
of  camps  reached  26  with  3793 
campers.  The  1959  records  showed 
45  camps  and  7525  campers.  This 
summer,  after  only  15  years  of 
camping,  we  conducted  65  camps 
and  registered  12,759.  Conversions 
reached  2000  with  1384  sanctified, 
1188  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
1468  baptized  in  water  and  685 
joining  the  Church  of  God.  (This 
does  not  include  camps  outside  the 
United  States  and  Canada.) 

Again  this  summer,  Tennessee 
surged  into  the  lead  in  total  camp- 
ers. State  Director,  Leonard  Town- 
ley,  has  shown  great  interest  in 
this  important  work  not  only  by 
his  promotional  efforts,  but  by  also 
setting  up  the  first  Collegiate  Camp 
in  our  church.  Tennessee  hailed 
this  as  one  of  their  greatest  strides 
forward  in  many  years.  A  break- 
down of  the  state  leaders  shows 
Tennessee  ahead  in  six  of  seven 
areas.

There  are  many  other  states 
worthy  of  recognition  for  outstand- 
ing work.  North  Carolina  continued 
its  great  camping  program  enroll- 
ing 1123  campers.  Florida  moved 
into  the  company  of  the  big  camps 
as  State  Director  Philemon  Roberts 
reported  that  1053  registered.  This 
was  a  substantial  increase  for  Flori- 
da. Other  states  having  marked 
gains  in  enrollment  include  Geor- 
gia, Wallace  Swilley,  Director;  Ken- 
tucky, Walter  Mauldin,  Director; 
Texas,  Travis  Porter,  Director; 
Maryland,  Delaware  and  D.  C, 
Harold  L.  Chesser,  Director; 
Arkansas,  Joe  Bailey,  Director; 
Ohio,  Milton  Parsons,  Director;  Vir- 
ginia, Hoyt  Stone,  Director;  Wash- 
ington, Bob  Moore,  Director;  New 
Mexico,  David  Ellis,  Director;  and 
Pennsylvania,  Robert  Vance,  Di- 
rector. States  having  youth  camp 
for  the  first  time  included  Nebras- 
ka, J.  Max  Kent,  Director  and  New 
Jersey,  William  A.  Thompson,  Di- 
rector. 

Mississippi's  Paul  Henson  voices 
the  universal  complaint  of  almost 
every  state  director.  "Too  crowded" 
he  says.  It's  true.  We  have  out- 
grown our  facilities  in  nearly  every 
camp.  The  immediate  answer  to 
this  problem  is  to  add  more  weeks 
to  the  camping  calendar.  Soon,  we 
believe,  every  available  week  from 
May  to  September  on  every  Church 
of  God  Camp  Ground  will  echo  with 
the  happy  voices  of  young  people 
at  worship  and  at  play  in  the 
wholesome  environment  of  a 
Church  of  God  Youth  Camp. 

As  we  move  ahead,  we  pause  to 
commend  men  like  Brother  Byrd 
and  Brother  Muncy  for  their  for- 
ward thinking  in  the  forties.  And 
let  us  say  "Thank  you"  to  the  thou- 
sands of  unnamed  counselors  who 
have  worked  faithfully  each  sum- 
mer, building  a  dynamic  youth 
camp  program  in  the  Church  of 
God.  To  me,  it's  almost  a  miracle.

1.  Should   the   Christian   discuss   the   origin   of   life? 

A  large  majority  of  educational  institutions  are  now 
teaching  that  all  life  arose  from  small  organisms 
into  the  many  forms  present  today  through  a  pro- 
cess termed  "evolution."  Nearly  all  college  and  high 
school  textbooks,  as  well  as  the  instructors  who  use 
them,  are  strong  adherents  to  this  theory  of  evolu- 
tion. The  theory  has  been  so  well  accepted  in  some 
ranks  that  it  is  no  longer  referred  to  as  a  theory 
but  as  the  "principle  of  evolution." 

To  ignore  the  impact  of  such  ideas  upon  our  society, 
particularly  among  college  students,  is  to  overlook  one 
of  the  greatest  dangers  to  the  Christian  faith  and 
perhaps  the  greatest  single  factor  responsible  for  form- 
ing the  secularistic  society  in  which  we  live.  If  this 
theory  were  being  used  only  to  explain  some  scientific 
phenomenon,  the  Christian  could  remain  unconcerned 
and  uninformed  about  such  matters.  However,  the 
net  result  in  the  lives  of  many  who  have  accepted 
this  theory  as  fact  has  been  a  complete  destruction  in 
one's  belief  of  the  Biblical  account  of  creation.  This 
is  automatically  followed  by  disbelief  in  the  Word  of 
God.  A  final  consequence  is  a  disbelief  in  a  Supreme 
Being  since  He  is  no  longer  needed  to  explain  the 
existence  of  life.  Therefore,  it  becomes  extremely  im- 
portant for  the  Christian  to  discuss  with  some  under- 
standing the  origin  of   life. 


2.  Does  evolution  conflict  with  the  Biblical  account 
of  creation? 

Regardless  of  the  answer  given,  one  finds  himself 
confronted  with  difficulties.  Was  there  life  on  earth 
before  the  accepted  time  of  creation?  Was  Adam 
really  the  first  man?  Do  the  days  of  creation  re- 
corded in  Genesis  1,  correspond  with  the  days  we  have 
today,  particularly  the  first  three  days  since  the  Sun 
and  Moon  were  not  created  until  the  fourth  day° 
Could  "two  of  every  kind"  of  animals  on  the  earth  to- 
day get  in  an  area  the  size  of  Noah's  ark?  If  man  did 
evolve  from  lower  forms,  when  did  he  become  a  living 
soul?  Did  God  direct  such  a  process  as  evolution 
(Theistic  evolution)?  These  are  but  a  few  of  the 
questions  that  are  encountered  in  intelligently  an- 
swering such  a  question. 

A  certain  amount  of  changes  within  a  given  family 
of  plants  and  animals  cannot  be  denied  and  can 
appropriately  be  termed  as  "evolutionary  changes." 
Such  changes  are  scientifically  understood  and  are  not 
contrary  to  the  Scriptures.  However,  the  belief  that 
all  life  arose  from  one-celled  animals  meets  much 
difficulty  in  harmonizing  with  our  present  concept 
of  an  eternal,  omnipotent  creator. 


What  "evidences"  are  there  for  evolution? 

Many  sincere  Christians  have  tried  to  fashion  their 
religious  philosophies  so  that  they  do  not  conflict  with 
the  "evidences"  of  evolution  which  have  been  offered. 
Simply  speaking,  their  trend  of  thought  has  been: 
"Science  is  great.  Science  has  contributed  much  to 
life.  Science  is  characterized  by  truth.  Science  sup- 
ports the  theory  of  evolution.  Therefore,  if  I  am  to  be 
educated,  I  must  also  accept  it."  This  type  of  reason- 
ing has  unconsciously  swayed  some  people  in  the 
Church  of  God,  but  few  have  been  persuaded  to  evolu- 
tion because  they  have  studied  the  "evidences"  and 
then  made  their  decisions. 

The  "evidences"  for  evolution  are  not  characterized 
by  the  scientific  validity  common  to  most  other 
scientific  contributions.  Many  of  the  arguments  that 
have  been  given  (Morphology,  Anatomy,  Embryology, 
Physiology,  etc.),  rather  than  indicating  a  common 
origin  (as  the  theory  of  evolution  supposes),  offer 
more  support  to  common  designer,  creator  of  all  life, 
the  Almighty  God.  •

1  NDIA,  WITH  A  population  of  four  hundred  and 

M  fifty  million  people,  has  six  hundred  thousand 

^  villages  that  have  never  heard  the  name  of  Je- 
sus. They  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  the  Bible  that 
portrays  Him.  This  vast  country  presents  a  great  chal- 
lenge to  us  who  are  working  here. 

I  was  in  Masulipatam  on  an  evangelistic  mission 
when  a  very  learned  Telugu  pundit  (teacher)  came 
to  see  me.  His  shoulders  were  bent  from  the  weight 
of  time,  his  face  deeply  lined  and  his  eyes  still  had  a 
sharp  quickness  and  distinction.  He  spoke  English 
very  well.  He  related  his  pious  life,  telling  of  the  many 
gods  that  he  worshiped  in  many  of  India's  sacred 
places.  He  told  of  his  extensive  pilgrimages  to  holy 
rivers  and  temples.  He  spoke  of  his  prayers  and  offer- 
ings to  the  gods.  For  many  years  he  had  tried  to  rid 
himself  of  sin. 

I  listened  intently.  After  he  had  spoken  in  great 
detail  I  told  him  that  I  was  very  glad  to  meet  such 
a  pious  man  of  our  beloved  Telugu  land.  I  told  him 
that  I  wanted  to  ask  him  one  question  in  view  of  his 
ripe  age,  his  bent  shoulders  and  furrowed  brow.  He 
bade  me  ask.  I  said,  "Do  you  have  hope  of  resur- 
rection from  death?"  Straining  to  raise  his  bowed 
head  the  learned  pundit  looked  up  and  sadly  an- 
swered, "No,  I  never  heard  of  mortal  man  getting 
resurrected." 

With  kindred  joy  that  Mary  had  at  the  empty  tomb, 
I  told  him  the  greatest  of  all  true  stories.  I  told  him 
that  Jesus  is  Lord  of  Life,  Death  and  Resurrection. 
He  listened,  absorbing  every  word.  For  a  long  time 
he  was  deeply  quiet  and  slowly  he  broke  the  thought- 
ful silence  saying,  "For  me  the  message  came  too 
late,  I  cannot  grasp  it,  I  cannot  believe  it.  If  only 
I  had  heard  when  I  was  younger  and  my  mind  was 
open.  It  is  too  late  for  me,  I  cannot  believe  it  now." 

Taking  his  worn  cane,  he  left.  The  last  thing  he 
said  was,  "I  heard  of  it  too  late."  He  had  passed 
the  point  of  no  return.  As  I  watched  him  feebly  move 
on,  my  heart  was  breaking,  and  a  new  urgency 
gripped  me.  Afresh  I  was  reminded  that  Jesus,  Lord 
of  Life,  Death  and  Resurrection  must  be  presented  to 
the  millions  who  can,  who  will  hear  before  it  is  too 
late.  It  is  said  that  sixty  per  cent  of  India's  children 
are  in  school.  India's  mind  is  opening.  What  will  fill 
it?  The  Church  must  rise  to  meet  the  demand  of  the 
opening  mind  of  India. 

Power  and  prayer,  literature  and  Bibles,  and  con- 
secrated youth  in  our  Bible  schools  must  march  for- 
ward in  India  with  the  Church's  triumphant  mes- 
sage of  the  gospel  before  it  is  too  late.  •

REFLECTIONS 


ON  THINKING 


MUCH  HAS  BEEN  written 
concerning  the  process  of 
thinking  and  theories  on 
how  we  think  and  how  we  learn 
have  evolved  through  the  cen- 
turies. 

"Why  bother  with  the  subject?" 
you  might  ask.  "We  just  think  and 
that  is  all  there  is  to  it."  I  submit 
that  the  process  of  cognition  is  of 
the  utmost  importance.  How  we  act 
and  how  we  feel  depend  almost  ex- 
clusively on  what  we  think.  One 
unthinking  individual  said,  "We  are 
what  we  eat."  On  the  contrary,  we 
are  what  we  think.  Solomon,  one  of 
the  greatest  thinkers  of  all,  said, 
"As  he  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is 
he"  (Proverbs  23:7). 

Possibly  the  oldest  theory  of  how 
we  think  is  the  Faculty  Theory. 
Adherents  of  this  theory  hold  that 
the  mind  is  made  up  of  certain 
faculties  or  abilities  such  as  mem- 
ory, imagination,  will,  contempla- 
tion. It  is  believed  that  the  mind 
can  be  exercised  and  developed 
through  tedious  tasks  such  as 
memorizing  Latin  and  other  diffi- 
cult content.  Thinking  then  is  us- 
ing one  of  the  faculties,  thus  in- 
creasing its  strength  to  perform  in 
isolation. 

Another  theory,  similar  to  the 
above,  is  the  Mental  States  Theory. 
The  mind  is  considered  to  be  a  well 
to  "fill  up"  with  facts  and  apper- 
ceptive masses.  These  facts  are 
stored  in  the  well  and  when  sev- 


eral facts  or  perceptions  stick  to- 
gether an  idea  is  formed. 

A  more  recent  theory  of  how  we 
think  is  the  Behavioristic  Theory. 
The  mind  is  a  part  of  the  organism 
and  is  primarily  physiological. 
Thinking  is  the  process  by  which  a 
person  receives  a  stimulus  and  re- 
sponds or  acts  in  a  manner  which 
he  has  been  conditioned  to  act  by 
previous  stimuli.  According  to  this 
theory  man  thinks  on  the  level  of 
other  animals.  He  is  a  creature  of 
habit.  He  learns  to  associate  cer- 
tain stimuli,  which  is  received 
through  the  five  senses,  with  cer- 
tain responses  or  ways  of  acting 
which  have  been  "learned"  by  trial 
and  error  and  have  become  habits. 
This  theory  gives  very  little  cre- 
dence to  insight  and  cognition  on 
a  high  level. 

A  theory  that  has  revolutionized 
this  area  is  the  Gestalt  or  Field 
Theory  of  thinking.  In  this  theory 
it  is  the  "function"  of  the  mind 
which  is  important.  We  perceive 
something  in  relationship  to  what 
we  are  going  to  do  with  it.  We 
think  about  a  fly  ball  in  relation- 
ship to  catching  it.  In  this  theory 
provision  is  made  for  "insight"  or 
seeing  the  relationships  existing  in 
a  situation.  The  Gestaltist  knows 
that  there  are  no  isolated  stimuli 
but  there  are  hundreds  operating 
about  us  at  all  times.  We  choose 
our  own  stimuli  according  to  our 
purpose  of  the  moment.  No  stimu- 


lus is  really  perceived  unless  we  see 
some  relationship  between  it  and 
some   purpose  which  we   have. 

Cognition  or  thinking,  then,  can 
be  on  a  high  level  or  plane.  Man 
should  not  be  content  to  think  on 
the  level  of  a  mouse  with  which 
much  experimentation  is  per- 
formed by  some  psychologists.  Man 
alone,  as  far  as  we  know,  is  a 
value  thinking  animal.  He  thinks 
not  only  in  terms  of  what  is,  but 
also  in  terms  of  what  ought  to  be. 

What  is  the  purpose  of  our  re- 
viewing these  theories?  Because  the 
way  we  behave  is  contingent  on 
how  we  think.  There  is  a  great 
army  of  people  who  never  think 
except  on  the  animal  level.  Young 
people  in  the  Church  are  chal- 
lenged to  think  on  a  high  plane. 
Think  through  your  values.  Are 
they  sound?  Are  they  consistent? 
Are  you  living  a  lie?  The  Lord  did 
not  condemn  the  questioning  dis- 
ciple. Do  not  let  others  do  your 
thinking  for  you.  If  you  have  nev- 
er brought  your  beliefs,  ideas,  and 
values  out  in  the  open  and  ex- 
amined them  in  the  light  of  al- 
ternative beliefs,  ideas  and  values, 
then  you  are  not  standing  on  the 
rock  of  a  sure  foundation  but  you 
are  blindly  following  the  interpre- 
tations and  traditions  with  which 
you  have  been  in  contact. 

There  is  a  great  satisfaction  in 
reflection.  One  can  reflect  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  from  every  conceivable 
alternative  at  his  disposal.  This  will 
not  weaken  his  adoration  of  Him, 
but  rather  will  strengthen  it.  His 
trust  is  then  built  upon  his  own 
experience  and  reflection  and  not 
upon  another's  interpretation.  Will 
you  not  be  challenged  to  think  on 
these  matters  of  existence,  life, 
truth,  death  and  the  meaning  of  it 
all?  God  will  guide  you  as  you  re- 
sort to  Him  in  Bible  study,  prayer, 
and  counsel  of  others.  mm

doll  beds,  and  many  other  things 
designed  for  the  wonderful  world  of 
childhood.

RECORD

ON  September  12,  1963, 
Lee  College  began  its  fall  semester 
with  a  record-smashing  enroll- 
ment of  six  hundred  and  sixty  stu- 
dents. As  the  new  students  crowded 
into  the  college  auditorium  for  the 
formal  opening,  an  air  of  eager 
anticipation  pervaded  the  atmos- 
phere. 

Wondering  how  they  would  like 
their  roommates,  their  courses,  or 
their  dormitory  rooms,  the  students 
came  to  the  auditorium.  They  soon 
forgot  their  immediate  problems  as 
President  Hughes  carried  on  the 
service  and  as  the  Reverend  Paul 
L.    Walker    brought    the    message. 

Students  came  from  faraway 
countries  to  study  at  Lee  this  fall, 
including  India,  Jordan,  Germany, 
South  Africa,  and  Peru,  among  oth- 
ers. With  the  slogan,  "A  Campus  of 
Christian  Scholarship,"  the  insti- 
tution also  attracted  students  from 
throughout  the  nation. 

Lee  College  held  its  first  class  in 
a  second-floor  room  in  Cleveland, 
Tennessee,  January  1,  1918.  Prom 
that  humble  beginning  of  twelve 
students,  the  institution  has  grown 
to  a  highly  recognized  citadel  of 
learning.  With  a  fully  accredited 
high  school,  junior  college,  and 
four-year  Bible  college,  and  with  a 
four-year  course  offering  a  major 
in  music,  the  college  stands  as  the 
only  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
world. 

Having  a  campus  covering  sev- 
eral acres  dotted  with  stately  build- 
ings, Lee  is  beautiful  and  spacious. 
The  magnificent  new  administra- 
tion building,  with  its  tall  columns, 
beautiful  brick,  and  constant- 
flowing  water  fountain  in  front,

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J  ANY  BIBLICAL  SCHOLARS  agree  that  Christ 
was  born  on  or  near  the  date,  December  25. 
When  He  was  born,  however,  is  not  as  impor- 
tant as  the  simple  fact  that  He  was  born.  In  Christ's 
day  there  is  no  hint  of  celebration  on  His  birthday. 
Note  what  the  Bible  states  about  a  certain  December 
25:  "And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedica- 
tion, and  it  was  winter.  And  Jesus  walked  in  the 
temple  in  Solomon's  porch"    (John   10:22,   23). 

The  Feast  of  Dedication,  instituted  by  Judas  Macca- 
baeus  in  165  B.  C.  to  celebrate  the  purification  and 
renewal  of  the  Temple,  began  on  the  twenty-fifth 
of  Chislev  (approximately  December).  As  Jesus  walked 
on  Solomon's  porch  on  this  date,  the  Jews  accosted 
Him  with  the  statement,  "If  thou  be  the  Christ,  tell 
us  plainly.  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you,  and  ye 
believed  not"  (John  10:24,  25).  On  that  day  (perhaps 
Christmas  Day),  Christ  Himself  was  assuring  men 
that  He  was  the  Messiah,  that  though  He  was  born  ofSrri 
an  earthly  mother,  He  was  the  Son  of  God.  The  Jews^> 
rejected  His  words. 

Likewise,  on  December  25,  1963,  many  persons,  like 
the  Jews  of  Scripture,  will  profess  to  be  searching 
for  Christ,  but  will  not  accept  Him  if  brought  face  to 
face  with  Him.  Men  will  look  for  Jesus  in  tin  foil, 
Christmas  trees,  and  twinkling  lights.  Some  will  strain 
so  hard  to  see  Him  they  will  overlook  Him.  Like  the 
Jews  on  Solomon's  porch,  some  will  not  recognize 
Him  though  He  is  not  far  from  any  of  us  (Acts  17: 
27). 

In  these  materialistic  days  we  need  to  return  to  the 
Christ  of  Christmas.  The  Lord's  birthday  has  degener- 
ated into  a  spending  spree  which  results  in  bulging 
money  bags  for  the  merchants  and  totally  disrupted 
budgets  for  the  customers.  The  Lord's  birthday  should 
be  a  time  of  reverence  and  thankfulness;  but  because 
of  the  advertisers  and  current  trends,  it  is  a  time 
when  neighbors  try  to  out-do  and  out-give  the  people 
next  door,  not  that  the  giving  is  meant  to  honor  God 
who  gave  His  Son,  but  rather  to  appear  more  philan- 
thropic than  others. 

The  Christ  of  Christmas  is  the  Prince  of  Peace.  Some 
day  He  will  reign  worldwide  as  the  King  of  Peace. 
Nevertheless,  His  followers  do  not  have  to  wait  until 
the  Millennium  for  His  peace;  for,  as  the  angels 
stated  on  the  initial  Christmas,  Christ's  coming 
brought  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men.  It  is 
doubtful  that  God  intends  for  man  to  spend  the 
entire  yuletide  season  pushing  and  pulling  at  the 
bargain  counter,  rushing  here  and  there,  and  cooking 
and  eating,  to  the  exclusion  of  waiting  before  the 
Prince  of  Peace,  worshiping  Him  as  Lord  and  King. 
Oren  Arnold  says,  "Everybody'd  be  happier  this 
Christmas  if  we'd  just  cut  the  cost  and  revive  the 
reverence."  Men  are  still  called  wise  who,  like  the 
men  from  the  East,  seek  out  Christ  to  pay  Him  homage. 


Christmas  origina-fi^dVwith  a  giflKWhfen"  God  gave 
His  Son  to  the  world.  Christmas  is  still  a  time  of 
giving.  A  miser  must  have  a  wretched  time  at  this 
season  which  stands  out  as  a  period  of  generosity. 
God  set  the  example  by  giving  His  only  Son;  the  wise 
men  followed  it  when  they  gave  their  gifts  to  the 
Christ-child,  and  this  year  we  will  give  gifts.  Yes, 
this  Christmas  we  will  give  and  forgive,  because  that 
is  the  spirit  of  Christmas.   •

^Personality,  what  a  magic  word  it  is.  The 

f^  telephone  rings  and  the  girl  at  the  employ- 
ment office  hears  for  the  umpteenth  time:  "I 
am  not  looking  for  an  expert  typist  or  for  a  scholastic 
genius;  what  I  want  is  someone  with  a  good  per- 
sonality." 

Pick  up  a  book  on  How  to  Succeed  and  in  italicized 
print  you  read:  "The  most  important  requirement  in 
becoming  an  executive  is  your  ability  to  get  along  with 
others — your  personality." 

The  teacher-training  text  declares:  "The  qualities 
best  liked  in  a  teacher  are  not  superior  knowledge 
and  ability,  but  human  personal  qualities."  The 
preacher,  the  salesman,  the  politician,  and  others  will 
all  nod  in  agreement,  attesting  the  importance  of 
this  item. 

Every  individual  has  a  personality,  but  not  all  per- 
sonalities are  good.  We  recognize  superior  personal- 
ities when  we  meet  them,  but  too  many  people  suf- 
fer from  defective  personalities.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  more  people  lose  their  jobs  from  personality 
defects  than  from  lack  of  skill. 

When  college  students  were  asked  to  rate  122  topics 
in  order  of  student  interest,  the  topics  that  headed 
the  list  were  "How  to  Understand  Personality  Prob- 
lems" and  "How  to  Improve  Personality." 

What  then  is  this  "magic"  item  that  seems  so  vital 
to  our  success  and  happiness  and  is  so  much  in  de- 
mand? A  simple  definition  is:  It  is  the  way  one  af- 
fects other  people.  It  has  also  been  defined:  Person- 
ality is  an  elaborate  pattern  or  combination  of  all  a 
person's  characteristics.  People  like  or  dislike  you  ac- 
cording to  the  way  you  make  them  feel  when  they 
are  in  your  presence. 

When  we  begin  to  analyze  our  personality  or  to 
take  personality  tests,  we  list  such  categories  as: 

The  way  you  look — your  hair,  skin,  height,  weight; 

The  way  you  dress — neatness,   cleanliness,   choice  of 
clothing; 

The    way    you    talk — tone,    quality,    volume,    speed, 
vocabulary; 

The  way  you  walk — (rise  or  sit),  poise,  stride; 

The  way  you  act  emotionally — moods,  anger,  cheer- 
fulness; 

The  way  you  act  intellectually — reasoning,  alertness, 
response; 

Your  philosophy  of  life — ideals,  standards,  character 

The   things  you   do — versatility,   skills,   hobbies. 

These  are  both  inherited  and  acquired.  The  physical 
traits  such  as  eyes,  height,  size  of  feet  are  largely 
the  results  of  heredity.  But  personality  is  essentially

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acquired.  It  is  developed  as  you  meet  the  experiences 
of  life.  Two  people  are  in  similar  accidents.  Both  be- 
come crippled.  One  gets  sour,  embittered  and  makes 
life  miserable  for  all  about  him.  The  other  accepts  the 
experience  and  becomes  an  inspiration  of  courage  and 
cheerfulness  to  all  who  know  him.  What  personality 
habits  are  you  developing  as  a  result  of  your  ex- 
periences? 

Don't  seek  personality  directly.  It  is  a  by-product. 
If  you  would  have  a  likeable  personality  don't  con- 
centrate on  YOU;  concentrate  on  others.  Discover 
how  to  give  them  greater  enjoyment.  Think  of  every 
individual  as  someone  who  likes  you  and  someone 
you  would  like  to  make  happy.  Respond  to  the  best 
in  other  people.  Let  Christ  supply  all  your  needs  so 
that  you  may  say  to  others:  "Such  as  I  have,  give 
I  unto  thee."» 


The  Virgin  Birth 
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FALLACY? 


ERHAPS  NO  OTHER  doc-, 
trine  in  the  Bible  has  caused 
more  intellectual  and  spirit- 
ual" difficulty  than  that  of  the  Vir- 
gin Birth  of  our  Lord.  Certainly  no 
other  doctrine  has  made  it  possible 
to  detect  more  readily  whether  a 
man  is  a  theological  "conservative" 
or  a  "liberal." 

In  bygone  years  the  greatest  dan- 
ger to  the  church  of  Christ  was 
caused  by  attacks  from  without — • 
from  opponents  such  as  Voltaire, 
Ingersol,  Paine  and  Darwin.  Today 
the  menace  which  confronts  the 
church  is  caused  by  attacks  from 
within — from  men  who  profess  to 
be  Christians. 

In  a  noted  newspaper  there  ap- 
peared a  short  while  ago  a  series 
of  informative  articles  on  the  role 
of  religion  in  today's  faiths  and 
denominations.  Among  others, 
spokesmen  for  the  three  largest 
Protestant  groups  answered  the 
questions  as  to  whether  the  minis- 
ters and  laymen  of  their  churches 
believed  in  the  Virgin  Birth.  They 
replied  as  follows: 

Baptist:  "A  large  majority  un- 
doubtedly do.  A  substantial  mi- 
nority do  not.  I  know  of  no  Bap- 
tist church  that  requires  acceptance 
of  this  doctrine  as  a  condition  of 
baptism." 

Methodist:  "The  great  majority 
of  Methodists  continue  to  hold  to 


this  belief.  Some  do  not  feel  it  nec- 
essary, however,  to  believe  that  Je- 
sus Christ  was  born  without  a  hu- 
man father  in  order  to  assert  that 
He  is  the  Only  Begotten  Son  of  the 
Heavenly  Father;  the  Methodist 
Church  does  not  disown  this  latter 
group  so  long  as  they  believe  in  the 
Deity  of  Christ." 

Presbyterian:  "A  great  majority 
of  Presbyterians  undoubtedly  be- 
lieve that  the  entrance  of  Jesus  in- 
to our  world  was  by  a  miraculous 
birth.  Some  find  a  symbolic,  rather 
than  a  physical  meaning  in  the 
accounts  of  the  birth  of  Jesus.  Ex- 
cept in  minor  Presbyterian  groups, 
the  doctrine  of  the  Virgin  Birth 
is  not  used  as  a  test  of  orthodoxy 
in  receiving  new  members  or  in 
ordaining  ministers  and  elders." 

It  is  heartening  to  know  that  in 
each  case  "a  majority"  hold  to  the 
fundamental  teaching  of  the  Vir- 
gin Birth.  However,  the  fact  that 
"a  substantial  minority"  do  not, 
that  "some  do  not  feel  it  necessary," 
and  that  in  all  three  instances  be- 
lief in  this  doctrine  is  not  deemed 
important  enough  to  be  considered 
a  requirement  for  acceptance  into 
the  membership  of  the  church,  is  a 
disquieting  thought  indeed  to  evan- 
gelical Christians,  who  consider  the 
miraculous  birth  of  our  Lord  to  re- 
late to  the  authority  of  the  Word  of 
God  itself.

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No  serious  question  should  arise 
with  regard  to  interpretation  here. 
Even  the  rankest  infidel  must  con- 
fess that  the  Bible  represents  Je- 
sus Christ  as  having  been  conceived 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  and  born  of  the 
Virgin  Mary.  It  appears  to  us  that 
if  one  denies  the  teaching  on  this 
subject  he  has  rejected  the  au- 
thority  of   the   Book. 

Luke  tells  how  the  angel  pre- 
pared Mary  (1:28-35)  for  the  birth 
of  Jesus.  Not  for  a  moment  did 
Mary  entertain  any  doubt  as  to 
the  possibility  and  truth  of  the 
promise  given  her  by  the  angel. 
Only  as  to  certain  details  did  she 
volunteer  an  expression  of  inward 
perplexity:  "How  shall  this  be,  see- 
ing I  know  not  a  man?"  It  would 
be  a  miraculous  conception,  the  an- 
gel pointed  out:  "The  Holy  Ghost 
shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  pow- 
er of  the  Highest  shall  over-shadow 
thee:  therefore,  also  that  Holy 
thing  which  shall  be  born  of  thee 
shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God."  This 
is  the  answer  to  Mary's  perplexity 
— how  a  mother  and  still  a  virgin? 
Because  she  would  conceive  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  her  vir- 
ginity would  not  be  affected. 

It  is  important  whether  we  ac- 
cept or  reject  the  validity  of  the 
Bible  account  of  the  Virgin  Birth, 
since  its  significance  pertains  both 
to  the  person  and  work  of  Christ. 
As  to  His  person,  He  was  a  real 
human  being,  since  He  was  born  of 
Mary.  But  He  is  also  God  (both 
God  and  man,  one  person  in  two 
natures)  since  He  had  no  human 
father.  Furthermore,  being  born  of 
a  virgin,  Jesus  Christ  was  sinless. 

As  to  His  work,  the  Virgin  Birth 
of  Jesus  gave  to  us  a  divine  Re- 
deemer whose  life  became  a  ran- 
som and  a  propitiation  for  sin.  The 
very  nature  of  redemption  demands 
that  the  offering  for  sin  be  sinless 
and  without  spot  or  blemish!  •

I  WAS  SEVEN  years  old  when 
I  first  saw  my  father  too 
drunk  to  stand  unaided.  It 
was  Christmas  Day  of  my  first 
year  of  school.  My  mother  ex- 
plained that  we  couldn't  go  to 
Grandma's  for  dinner  because  Dad- 
dy was  sick. 

Wanting  to  comfort  him,  I  slipped 
to  the  bedroom  door.  When  I  opened 
the  door  I  saw  my  Daddy  sprawled 
fully  dressed  across  the  bed .  and 
totally  drunk.  My  mother  came  for 
me  and  quickly  closed  the  door 
and  sent  me  outside  to  play  and 
to  forget  what  I  had  seen. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  has  passed 
and  I  haven't  forgotten.  The  mem- 
ory stays  inside,  and  there  are  oth- 
er memories:  the  other  Christ- 
mases,  which  became  horrors  to  be 
endured  because  they  were  merely 
long  "egg-nog"  parties,  with  Dad- 
dy's employees  and  friends  crowd- 
ing in  our  house;  the  material 
possessions  we  lacked,  because  the 
mounting  liquor  bills  took  the  mon- 
ey; the  fear  that  tomorrow  he 
wouldn't  be  sober  enough  to  work 
at  all;  the  knowledge  that  in  our 
town  we,   his   family,  were   pitied; 


the  constant  fight  against  being 
dragged  into  self-pity;  the  search 
for  a  place — any  place— to  go, 
simply  to  escape  home  and  its 
odor;  the  night  he  died,  practically 
sober,  beneath  the  wheels  of  a 
drunken  driver.  What  stark  irony 
his  death! 

Yes,  there  are  other  memories 
which  still  haunt  me  in  lonely  mo- 
ments, but  generally  they  have 
tended  to  gray  with  the  passing  of 
the  years  until  now  only  one  mo- 
ment always  returns  with  its  first 
nauseating  crispness:  my  dad 
drunk  on  Christmas  Day  when  I 
was   seven  years  old. 

This  is  why  I  speak  for  social 
drinking.  I,  who  have  never  tasted 
it,  am  an  authority  on  liquor.  I 
speak  for  the  horror,  the  fear,  the 
pity,  and  the  odor  of  it.  And  who 
is  better  qualified  to  speak?  I  have 
seen  this  liquid  seize  a  man  and 
drag  him  down.  I  have  watched 
him  plunge  from  social  drinking  to 
regular  drinking  to  total  degrada- 
tion and  death.  He  was  my  father; 
he  was  stolen  from  me  by  social 
drinking.  • 
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ORE  THAN  SIX  hundred 
teen-agers  have  sounded 
off  on  how  they  feel  about 
church  and  parents  in  answer  to 
a  prepared  questionnaire.  Were 
they  surprising?  Yes!  Informative? 
Without  a  doubt!  Following  are 
some  of  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions. 

To  the  question.  What  does  being 
a  Christian  mean?,  a  thirteen-year- 
old  boy  said,  "Nothing  at  all."  Oth- 
ers made  such  statements  as,  "Be- 
ing a  Christian  is  my  life.  I  cannot 
live  without  my  Christ;"  "It  means 
more  than  anything  else  in  the 
world  to  me.  I  know  that  my  sins 
have  been  forgiven  and  should  the 
Lord  call  me  now,  I  am  ready;" 
"There  is  not  enough  room  for  me 
to  tell  you,"  said  one,  "It  is  an 
assurance  that  my  happy  life  will 
not  end  with  death." 

Now  tell  me,  where  can  you  find 
better  answers  than  these  latter 
ones? 

With  whom  do  you  prefer  to  dis- 
cuss your  problems?,  was  asked. 
Here  they  felt  they  could  discuss 
their  problems  more  freely  with 
teen-age  friends.  Next  came  public 
school  teachers,  then  pastors  and 
finally  Sunday  School  teachers.  This 
was  very  disappointing.  It  seems 
there  is  a  need  for  pastors,  youth 
leaders  and  Sunday  School  teachers 
to  make  themselves  more  available

to  our  teen-agers.  They  desperately 
need  someone  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom  to  listen  to 
them.  Only  about  one  out  of  every 
four  felt  they  could  not  talk  to  at 
least  one  of  their  parents. 

They  were  also  asked,  Which 
problem  do  you  consider  your  most 
serious?  Of  the  twelve  problems 
listed,  "not  being  understood"  and 
"temptation"  were  the  most  seri- 
ous. "Boy-girl  relationship,"  "stu- 
dies" and  "spiritual  problems"  were 
next  and  ranked  very  close  to  one 
another.  Other  problems,  such  as, 
financial,  physical,  sex,  parents, 
choosing  a  career,  brother  and  sis- 
ter, and  social  were  not  as  impor- 
tant as  those  listed  above. 

Another  question  asked  was, 
What  is  the  biggest  mistake  par- 
ents make  in  raising  teens?  Please 
note  carefully  these  answers,  "Not 
taking  time  to  listen  to  their  prob- 
lems and  not  helping  them  with 
their  mistakes."  A  fifteen-year-old 
boy  said,  "They  don't  know  what 
their  children  are  doing  behind 
their  backs."  "Too  much  freedom," 
said  another.  Inconsistency;  that  is, 
strict  on  one  thing  and  too  loose 
on  other  things,  was  often  given. 
"They  don't  teach  us  right  from 
wrong  and  don't  read  the  Bible  and 
pray  with  us  in  home  devotions," 
one  youth  said.  The  two  mistakes 


listed  most  often  were,  "not  enough 
discipline"  and  "not  being  under- 
stood." 

Hear  the  cry  of  your  teen-agers, 
Church  of  God!  Listen  to  what  they 
say  and  then  let  us  fall  on  our 
knees  as  parents  and  leaders  to 
ask  God  for  wisdom  and  strength 
to  answer  our  young  people.  All 
of  us,  not  just  pastors  and  youth 
leaders,  must  awake  to  these  prob- 
lems more  than  ever  if  we  intend 
to  keep  our  youth.  God  have  mercy 
on  us  if  we  become  so  interested  in 
other  things  that  we  neglect  our 
young  people.  Someone  put  it  well 
by  saying,  "What  shall  it  profit 
me  if  I  gain  the  whole  world  and 
lose   my  own   children." 

A  few  teen-agers  answered  thus, 
"I  think  my  parents  have  done 
their  best,"  but  these  were  oh  so 
few. 

How  easy  for  so  many  to  forget 
that  they  were  young  once.  Please 
let  us  take  time  for  the  youth  in 
our  local  churches  and  try  harder 
to  help  and  understand  them  for 
the  sake  of  eternity.  •

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f//HE  CHILD  SHRANK  from 
/  the  volley  of  angry  words 
^  delivered  by  her  mother.  The 
little  wife  cringed  as  her  thought- 
less husband  belittled  her  efforts 
in  the  home.  The  sensitive  secre- 
tary was  discouraged  for  days  over 
a  tirade  of  unmeaningful  words  by 
an  impatient  supervisor. 

Each  time  a  person  speaks,  a  rev- 
elation is  made  of  himself.  Bishop 
Fulton  J.  Sheen  has  aptly  said,  "The 
whirlwind  on  the  tongue  is  the  sign 
of  the  tempest  in  the  soul.  If  there 
is  envy  in  the  heart,  it  will  show 
in  the  tone  of  the  voice.  If  there 
is  love  in  the  heart  even  the  words 
share  the  flow.  .  .  .  The  power  of 
edifying  speech  increases  with  the 
improvement  in  morals." 

Billy  Graham,  in  his  book,  The 
Secret  of  Happiness,  has  said,  "You 
can  use  your  tongue  to  slander,  to 
gripe,  to  scold,  to  nag,  and  to  quar- 
rel; or  you  can  bring  it  under  the 
control  of  God's  spirit  and  make  it 
an  instrument  of  blessing  and 
praise." 

Solomon  admonishes  us  that  a 
wholesome  tongue  is  a  tree  of  life, 
and  he  that  refraineth  his  lips  is 
wise.  The  writer  of  Ecclesiastes 
warns  us  that  a  fool's  voice  is 
known  by  a  multitude  of  words. 
James  lets  us  know  that  if  a  per- 
son fails  to  bridle  his  tongue,  his 
religion  is  vain. 

"If  you  are  suffering  from  head- 
aches, upset  stomach  and  aching 
feet,  odds  are  you  talk  too  much," 
an  Italian  physician  told  a  business 
women's  convention.  He  went  on 
to  say  that  too  much  chattering 
upsets  both  body  and  mind.  "Put 
yourself  on  a  diet  of  words,"  ad- 
vised the  doctor. 

This  particular  physician  had 
made  a  study  of  the  elder  folks 
and  had  discovered  that  most  peo- 
ple over  100  years  old  have  always 
been  shy  and  retiring.  "Few  of  them 
had  critical  words  for  relatives  or

neighbors,  and  some  did  not  even 
bother  to  think  about  the  impor- 
tant issues  of  the  day,"  he  said. 
"They  were  contented  to  be  quiet- 
ly serene,  minding  their  own  busi- 
ness." An  unknown  poet  speaks  of 
words  thus: 
"Only  a  word  of  anger, 

But   it    wounded    one    sensitive 
heart; 
Only   a   word   of   sharp   reproach, 

But  it  made  the  teardrops  start; 
Only  a  hasty,  thoughtless  word, 

Sarcastic  and  unkind, 


But  it  darkened  the  day  before  so 
bright, 
And  left  a  sting  behind.

By  sharing  this  letter  with  Campus 
Call  readers,  it  is  our  hope  that  the  natural  and 
consistent  witness  which  Mr.  Weisen  describes  will 
challenge  students  everywhere. 
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HOULD  I  GO  to  College?  If 
I  go  to  college,  will  it  profit 
my  life?"  These  are  ques- 
tions that  face  every  high  school 
graduate. 

Education  isn't  just  a  matter  of 
going  to  school,  earning  credits,  and 
degrees,  it  is  a  lifetime  process  of 
learning  and  growing.  Education  is 
power!  "Know-how"  spells  the  dif- 
ference between  success  and  fail- 
ure. Skills  are  important  in  the 
process  of  training  because  skills 
are  the  product  of  knowledge  plus 
training. 

Carl  F.  Witthe  summarized  the 
ideal  of  a  college  education  when 
he  said: 

"The  Ultimate  purpose  of  all  ed- 
ucation is  wisdom  and  understand- 
ing, even  more  than  knowledge, 
though  understanding  is  impossible 
without  knowledge." 

Some  reasons  why  one  should 
attend  college  are: 

COMPETITION 

Competition  will  be  keener  in  the 
future.  For  every  two  eighteen  year 
olds  today,  there  will  be  three  eight- 
een year  olds  in  1965.  By  1970,  fifty- 
three  percent  of  the  population  of 
the  United  States  will  be  thirty 
years  of  age  and  younger.  Where  a 
high  school  diploma  was  necessary 
in  1900,  a  college  degree  is  required 
now  for  the  same  vocation.  The  la- 
bor market  is  always  changing,  and 
jobs  are  on  the  increase;  but  au- 
tomation is  here,  requiring  more 
technical  know-how  than  that  re- 
quired in  high  school. 

NEED 

The  need  will  also  be  greater  in 
the  future.  College  graduates  will 
fill  most  key  positions  of  import- 
ance tomorrow.  By  1965  we  will 
probably  need: 

45,000  more  doctors 

75,000  more  college-trained  nur- 
ses 

485,000  more  elementary  and 
high  school  teachers 

120,000  more  college  teachers 

80,000  more  natural  scientist 

100,000  more  engineers 

Ministers  and  full-time  Christian 
workers  will  be  in  greater  de- 
mand. 


TO  PLEASE  PARENTS 

Some  students  go  to  college  to 
appease  parental  ambitions.  This 
can  be  good  because  many  students 
find  their  place  in  life  after  one 
year  in  college.  Parents  are  con- 
scientious in  wanting  their  child  to 
get  the  education  that  they  did  not 
attain.  Some  didn't  have  a  chance, 
some  were  busy  making  money  or 
attaining  position,  and  some  did 
not  see  the  need  and  value  until 
it  was  too  late.  These  dreams  be- 
come a  reality  in  their  child.  There- 
fore, even  though  one  enters  col- 
lege merely  to  please  parents,  much 
good  may  be   accomplished   by   it. 

DISCIPLINE 

One  must  learn  to  discipline  time 
and  money.  A  student  will  spend 
two  thousand  hours  in  classes,  six 
thousand  hours  in  study,  and  eight 
thousand  hours  in  co-curricular 
activities  and  recreation.  To  profit 
from  these  hours  demands  self- 
discipline.  Discipline  to  spend  time 
in  the  library,  laboratory  sessions, 
and  outside  lectures  is  important 
to  gain  the  knowledge  to  become 
intelligently  curious. 

FINANCIAL 

Financially,  four  years  of  college 
are  estimated  as  worth  more  than 
$178,000  in  extra  earnings.  This 
means  about  forty  dollars  extra  for 
each  hour  spent  in  the  classroom. 
Many  freshmen  are  beginning  a 
four-year  investment  in  their  fu- 
ture this  year.  The  financial  part 
of  the  investment  is  important  now, 
but  in  the  long  run  it  takes  a 
back  seat  to  the  intellectual  and 
emotional  investment  which  will 
shape  a  life. 

Many  will  build  a  character 
structure  that  will  last  for  four 
decades,  a  structure  that  must 
stand  up  in  a  world  of  confusion 
and  changing  values.  Future  col- 
lege students  make  up  your  mind 
today  to  plan  to  mold  your  future 
by  attending  college. 

A  small  church-related  college 
with  emphasis  on  the  individual 
plus  meeting  an  academic  standard 
is  vitally  important.  All  this  with 
proper  spiritual  training  makes  Lee 
College  the  college  with  a  future 
to  train  young  people  for  a  future 
of  service  to  God  and  humanity.  •

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St.  John  14:3 — "I  will  come  again. 
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THE  FACT  OF  Christ's  sec- 
ond coming  is  our  source  of 
strength  in  days  of  struggle. 
It  is  the  gravitation  that  pulls  us 
onward  as  allurements  from  the 
side  would  seek  to  entice.  It  is  the 
Blessed  Hope  that  lifts  us  in  time 
of  despondency  and  gives  courage 
to  travel  on.  It  was  the  light  that 
shined  into  Paul's  prison  to  bright- 
en his  future  as  he  knew  the  end 
of  this  life  was  near.  It  was  by  this 
light  he  wrote  the  words,  "I  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished 
my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith." 
You  would  think  by  reading  these 
words  that  Paul  had  only  a  past 
upon  which  to  reflect,  and  the  total 
consistency  of  his  life  was  only  now 
a  reminiscence  over  his  past  tra- 
vels. But  he,  being  in  close  contact 
with  the  Lord  of  Glory  from  whom 
he  received  all  of  his  doctrine  and 
direction,  saw  that  more  was  in  the 
offing  than  had  before  been  of- 
fered. So,  as  he  listened  to  the 
sharpening  of  the  blade  on  the  exe- 
cutioner's block,  he  picked  up  his 
pen  and  wrote  one  more  word  that 
connected  all  the  places  he  had 
been  to  the  one  place  he  was  going. 
It  pulled  time  forward  to  con- 
nect with  eternity  as  he  wrote, 
"Henceforth,"  which  is  to  say  "from 
this  time  forward,"  "there  is  a 
crown  of  righteousness  which  the 
Lord  the  Righteous  Judge  shall  give 
me  at  that  day:  and  not  to  me 
only  but  unto  all  them  also  that 
love  his  appearing."  It  was  this 
persuasion  that  projected  his 
thought  past  the  prison  walls  and 


gave  him  clear  understanding  of 
the  future  provision  for  all  Chris- 
tianity. 

I  am  happy  to  trust  in  the  mes- 
sage he  left  with  us  as  to  the  man- 
ner and  order  of  future  events.  He 
understood  the  benefits  of  grace 
for  his  day.  He  told  of  the  same 
for  our  day,  and  this  gives  me  con- 
fidence in  his  knowledge  of  "That 
Day."  I  am  not  affected  by  the 
views  and  versions  of  those  who 
do  not  understand  today's  spiritual 
indwelling  when  they  tell  me  of 
tomorrow's  schedule. 

For  this  reason  I  look  for  the 
appearing  of  the  Lord  as  He  de- 
scends from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel, 
and  with  the  trump  of  God.  At 
which  time,  "the  dead  in  Christ 
shall  rise  first:  Then  we  which  are 
alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds, 
to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air:  and 
so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord" 
(I  Thessalonians  4:16,  17).  Paul 
was  in  the  proper  attitude  to  re- 
ceive this  timely  truth  which  makes 
the  difference  between  him  and 
those  who  denounce  the  appearing 
of  the  Lord. 

The  coming  of  Christ  is  in  two 
phases.  First,  the  appearing  of  the 
Lord  in  the  air  and  the  catching 
away  of  the  Christians  to  meet 
him  in  the  air,  at  which  time 
Christ  does  not  come  to  the  earth. 
Second,  he  and  the  saints  who  were 
caught  away  will  return  to  set  up 
the  one  thousand  years'  reign  on 
the  earth.  This  latter  is  the  actual 
second  coming  of  Christ  of  which 
the  appearing  is  the  first  phase. 
This  doctrine  is  not  taught  with- 
out controversy.  There  are  those 
who  cannot  see  the  plan  of  God  for 
our  deliverance  from  sin's  curse  and 
bodily  suffering,  but  regardless  of 
acceptance  or  rejection  on  the  part 
of  the  religionist,  let  us  rejoice  and 
comfort  one  another  with  these 
words.  •

YOUR 

TALENTS

ff|l  HO  IS  THE  most  interesting  person  in  the 

JBtU  world?  The  answer  is  you.  As  you  go  about 
your  activities  of  the  day,  your  thoughts  are 
likely  to  be  concentrated  on  those  things  which  are 
related  to  you.  While  thinking  about  yourself,  you 
must  not  get  bogged  down  in  useless  worry.  You  must 
set  about  making  the  most  of  what  you  have. 

The  first  step  in  developing  your  talents  is  dedica- 
tion. It  should  be  your  desire  to  find  out  what  God's 
plan  for  your  life  may  be  and  then  dedicate  your- 
self to  that  task  in  Christian  service — whether  it  be 
a  call  to  preach  the  gospel,  to  teach,  to  minister 
as  a  doctor,  to  be  a  farmer  or  a  song  leader  in  one's 
local  church. 

Dedication  involves  putting  Christ  first  in  your 
plans.  If  you  put  Christ  first  in  your  life,  the  goals 
you  desire  to  attain  will  be  worthy.  However,  tempta- 
tions will  come  which  will  cause  you  to  seek  the  easy 
path  or  to  sacrifice  Christian  principles  to  achieve 
fame  or  wealth.  Your  desire  to  develop  your  talents 
must  be  Christ-centered.  Always  remember  that  life  is 
a  sacred  stewardship. 

The  second  step  in  developing  your  talents  is  par- 
ticipation. Participation  in  various  activities  of  in- 
terest can  help  you  "try  out"  your  interest  as  well 
as  your  abilities.  If  you  are  interested  in  music,  par- 
ticipate in  the  various  musical  activities  of  your 
church  and  wholesome  musical  activities  at  school. 
If  you  are  interested  in  being  an  artist,  there  are 
many  opportunities  for  you  to  develop  this  ability  in 
your  church,  school  or  home.  This  will  not  only  stim- 
ulate interest  but  will  also  heighten  your  ability. 

It  may  not  be  possible  for  you  to  participate  ac- 
tively in  the  field  of  your  interest.  However,  do  not 
be  discouraged   because   there   are   many  books   and 


pamphlets  available  for  you  to  consider.  Also,  take 
advantage  of  subjects  offered  in  school  as  they  re- 
late to  your  field  of  interest. 

The  final  step  to  consider  in  developing  your  tal- 
ents is  application.  The  tragedy  of  the  servant  who 
received  one  talent  in  the  parable  of  the  talents,  was 
not  that  he  received  only  one  talent  but  that  he  hid 
it.  Do  not  belittle  yourself  because  there  are  some 
things  which  you  cannot  do.  Accept  these  limitations, 
but  be  proud  of  the  things  you  can  do  and  find  a 
way  to  do  them  better. 

God's  will  may  be  that  you  are  to  serve  in  some 
church-related  vocation.  However,  just  because  you 
have  not  been  called  into  church  work  is  not  an  in- 
dication that  God  has  nothing  for  you  to  do.  Only  a 
few  are  called  into  church-related  vocations.  The  ma- 
jority must  seek  employment  in  professions  and  busi- 
ness which  are  not  directly  related  to  Christ  or  His 
work.  But  Christ  does  intend  that  you  be  an  example 
of  Christian  living  in  all  you  do.  You  are  the  best 
spokesman  for  Christ  that  many  will  see.  Do  your 
best   for   Him. 

There  is  a  place  for  you  in  life.  You  can  best  find 
that  place  by  seeking  God's  leadership.  Into  what- 
ever field  of  endeavor  your  talents  may  lead  you,  be 
determined  to  be  of  service  to  mankind  on  behalf  of 
Christ.  Christ  needs  you  and  you  need  Him.  •

ERHAPS  THERE  IS  no  oth- 
er man   living   in   the   20th 
Century  who  has  exibited  a 
greater  passion  for  souls  than  Dr. 
Oswald  J.  Smith,  missionary  states- 
man of  Toronto,  Canada. 

From  Embro  Railway  Station  in 
Zorra  as  a  lad  in  1893  where  his 
father  worked  as  a  telegraph  oper- 
ator, to  the  pastor  of  the  leading 
missionary  church  on  the  face  of 
the  globe,  his  burning  zeal  for 
evangelization  has  not  dimmed  in 
the  eventide  of  his  appointed  days; 
perhaps  it  has  brightened  with  the 
passing  of  time. 

Embro  Station  and  Cody's  Cor- 
ners were  always  to  remain  in  his 
fondest  memories  because  it  was  in 
these  environs  that  young  Oswald 
first  felt  the  call  to  the  ministry. 
It  was  there  that  the  old  ditch  dig- 
ger with  the  red  nose,  an  inveter- 
ate drunkard,  was  gloriously  saved 
and  began  cottage  meetings  which 
the  young  lad  attended  with  great 
ecstasy  in  the  homes  of  the  farm- 
ers. Again,  it  was  there  that  his 
Sunday  School  teacher,  Grace  Fea- 
therson,  said,  "Any  one  of  you  boys 
might  be  a  minister." 

It  was  then  that  Oswald  J.  Smith 
said  in  his  heart,  "I  will  be  that 
boy."   And   from   that   day   to   the 
day   of   his   first   sermon,   he    had 
no  desire  to  be  anything  else,  even 
though  he  was  not  saved  at  that 
time.  This  was  a  crisis  in  his  life. 
He,     along     with     his     younger 
brother,  Gilmore,  boarded  a  train  on 
a  cold  wintry  day  in  January,  1906, 
and  railed  from  Embro  Station  to 
Toronto   to   Massey   Hall   and  the 
great    R.    A.    Torrey    Evangelistic 
Campaign.  Massey  Hall,  the  place 
of   his    conversion    at   the    age   of 
sixteen,    would    one    day    be    the 
place  of  his  pulpit. 
He  says  after  57  years: 
"If   I    could    go    back    to    1906, 
after    having    experienced    the 
ups  and  downs  of  the   Chris- 
tian  life,   I   would   do   exactly 
what  I  did  then;  I  would  again 
open  my  heart  to  the  Lord  Je- 
sus and  accept  Him  as  my  per- 
sonal Saviour.  And   if  I   could 
go   back  to   1908,  after  having 
known  the  ups  and  downs  of  a 
minister's   life,   I   would   again 
decide  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Lord    Jesus    Christ;     I    would 


give  my  life  once  more  to  the 
greatest  work  in  the  world — 
the  proclamation  of  the  Gos- 
pel." 

Two  years  after  his  conversion 
in  the  Torrey  meeting,  he  began 
working  as  a  colporteur  among  the 
Indians  in  British  Columbia.  This 
was  to  be  a  momentous  adventure 
for  the  young  minister;  a  time  of 
extreme  hardships;  a  time  of  dedi- 
cation. 

He  recalls  his  many  dangers  and 
reviews  God's  protection: 
"I  was  too  young  to  be  rough- 
ing it  among  Indians  and  con- 
struction men  more  than  three 
thousand  miles  from  home.  Sin 
abounded  on  every  side.  Evil- 
minded  men  tried  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  me.  I  was  in  con- 
stant danger.  But  God  watched 
over  me  and  brought  me  safe- 
ly through.  Blessed  be  His 
name!" 

Later  the  young  evangelist  spent 
two  years  in  the  Toronto  Bible  Col- 
lege and  three  years  in  McCormick 
Theological  Seminary  in  Chicago. 
It  was  while  attending  Bible  Col- 
lege, in  his  early  twenties,  that 
missions  became  the  supreme  mo- 
tive of  his  life. 

This  great  minister,  author,  and 
song  writer  did  not  become  so  with- 
out a  multitude  of  discouragements. 
His  diary  abounds  with  many  anx- 
ieties: 
"June  3rd,  1913:  Sick  and  dis- 
couraged. My  life  seems  so  use- 
less,  so   worthless.   My   dreams 
of  service  have  never  yet  come 
true.    Will    I    ever    find    God's 
place  for  me?   I  am  doing  so 
little,  oh,  so  little." 
"August    10th,    1913:    Discour- 
aged. No  results.  People  indif- 
ferent. I  am  so  tired  and  weak." 
Dr.  Smith's  success  is  contributed 
to    his    unwavering    faith    in    his 
Saviour's  having  a  supreme  task  for 
his    life— that    of    evangelization — 
and    his    undying    effort   to    fulfill 
that  task. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  have  spent 
most  of  their  lives  pastoring  in  the 
great  City  of  Toronto  where  they 
pioneered  and  built  Toronto's  great 
center  of  evangelism,  The  Peoples 
Church.  There  they  have  raised 
their  children.  From  there  they 
have  circled  the  globe  many  times.

Rev.  Paul  Brainerd  Smith,  B.  A., 
D.  D.,  became  pastor  on  January 
1st,  1959.  Dr.  Smith  is  now  giving 
much  of  his  time  to  missionary 
conventions  and  his  writing  minis- 
try. 

The  Peoples  Church  has  become 
a  world  leader  in  missionary  giv- 
ing. From  $43,891.00  in  1930,  the 
missionary  offering  last  year  ex- 
ceeded $315,000,000.  They  now  give 
support  to  351  missionaries. 

In  their  missionary  efforts  they 
have  followed  such  mottos  as: 


"Why  should  anyone  hear  the 
Gospel  twice  before  everyone  has 
heard  it  once?" 

"Give  according  to  your  income, 
lest  God  make  your  income  accord- 
ing to  your  giving." 

Some  of  the  great  missionary's 
most  remarkable  years  were  spent 
while  yet  a  young  man,  roughing 
it  among  the  Indians  and  Ken- 
tucky mountaineers  and  across  the 
prairies  on  horseback.  He  carried 
the  gospel  news  when  canoe,  cart, 
and  horseback  were  the  accepted 
ways  of  traveling.  He  has  lived  to 
carry  the  same  gospel  by  way  of 
jet  airplane. 

In  the  early  days  of  his  ministry, 
the  young  evangelist  read  his  books 
("Autobiography  of  Charles  G. 
Finney,"  the  novels  of  John  Fox, 
"Paradise  Lost,"  etc.)  as  he  rode 
horseback  across  ridged  mountains 
to  preach  the  gospel.  He  would 
preach  in  schoolhouses,  store 
buildings,  open  fields,  and  shaggy 
brush  arbors.  He  cried  out  to  God 
with  tears  and  fastings  in  medi- 
tation for  benighted,  bewildered 
souls.  He  prayed  long  hours  until 
God  gave  the  victory  and  broke 
down  opposing  forces.  People  wept 
their  way  back  to  God! 

His  ministry  in  Kentucky  was  en- 
cumbered by  a  gang  of  evil  men 
who  blacked  their  faces  and  hid 
to  do  him  bodily  harm.  God  mirac- 
ulously gave  deliverance  and  vindi- 
cated His  will  by  saving  many  souls 
in  the  "Turtle  Creek  Revival"  and 
at  Cawood. 

The  young  minister's  days  of  ad- 
venture and  searching  for  God's 
will  for  his  life  would  be  realized 
in  God's  appointed  time.  The  Sav- 
iour would  send  him  back  to  Toron- 
to, back  home  to  a  people,  who,  "as 
labourers  together  with  God," 
would  lead  the  greatest  evangelistic 
crusade  Toronto  had  ever  known. 

In  British  Columbia  at  a  place 
called  Jackson  Bay,  he  and  Dr. 
E.  Ralph  Hooper,  his  long-time 
Christian  friend  and  physician 
from  Toronto,  were  preaching  to 
the  lumbermen  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  On  the  afternoon  of  July 
11,  1919,  as  was  their  custom,  they 
retired  into  the  great  primeval 
forests  covering  the  mountain 
slopes   to   empty  out   their   hearts 


to  God  in  behalf  of  the  work.  On 
this  afternoon,  a  mile  or  more  from 
camp,  they  knelt  to  wrestle  with 
God  by  an  old  tree  that  had  fallen 
across  a  gulley. 

The  splendor  of  the  great  moun- 
tains rose  before  them;  the  forests 
shaded  in  the  background;  while 
only  a  few  feet  away  the  ocean 
swells  treked  upon  the  quiet  shore. 
Just  across  the  bay  stood  a  lone 
cabin  that  housed  a  mother  and 
her  daughter.  All  things  seemed 
apart  from  the  busy  world. 

There  they  prayed!  God  was  very 
near!  It  was  at  that  moment  that 
a  vision  bequeathing  needy  souls 
came  upon  his  breast  with  un- 
yielding pressure.  He  knew  that 
God  had  spoken  to  him  to  return 
to  Toronto. 

More  than  3,000  miles  away  from 
the  city  of  his  calling,  his  heart 
rejoiced  within!  Rising  from  his 
knees  he  left  Dr.  Hooper,  walked 
along  the  shore,  fervently  praying 
and  praising  God,  unable  to  re- 
strain his  feelings. 

Later,  God  spoke  to  him,  saying, 
"Behold,  I  have  set  before  thee  an 
open  door,  and  no  man  can  shut 
it." 

At  38  years  of  age  he  launched 
the  work  of  the  great  Peoples 
Church  in  Massey  Hall,  Toronto's 
largest  auditorium,  then  seating 
3,400  people.  Twenty-two  years  ear- 
lier he  had  walked  forward  in  that 
same  auditorium,  grasped  the  hand 
of  R.  A.  Torrey  and  proceeded  to 
the  enquiry  room  where  he  fell  on 
his  knees  before  the  Saviour  and 
surrendered  all.  Back  in  Toronto, 
now,  in  this  great  hall  of  memories, 
he  was  destined  to  lead  thousands 
to  Christ. 

Forty-four  long  years  have 
passed  since  that  memorable  day 
at  Jackson  Bay  by  the  fallen  tree 
where  God  spoke  to  his  heart.  But 
God  does  not  make  mistakes  in 
those  He  calls  or  to  the  places  He 
sends.  He  always  vindicates  His 
power  in  the  appointed  time. 

Now,  The  Peoples  Church  has  the 
largest  evening  attendance  in  the 
whole  of  Canada.  That  it  is  world 
famous  is  nothing  short  of  miracu- 
lous. And  God  chose  a  boy  from  a 
country  railway  station  to  bring  it 
into  existence.  • 
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RASHEED'S  STEPS  slowed 
visibly.  His  gaze,  dark  and 
brooding,  lifted  to  the  lofty 
minaret  flung  sharply  against  the 
blue  vault  of  heaven.  There  the 
muezzin  called  the  faithful  to 
prayer.  It  was  sunset,  and  a  burst 
of  crimson  enflamed  the  western 
horizon. 

"What  is  the  matter  with  me?" 
he  demanded  and  discovered  that 
his  voice  was  harsh  with  self-anger. 
"I  have  lived  in  Bethlehem  all  my 
life!  Every  single  day  for  twenty- 
three  years  I  have  prostrated  in 
prayer  toward  Mecca — three  times 
a  day  for  as  long  as  I  can  remem- 
ber!" 

"There  is  no  god  but  Allah;  Mo- 
hammed is  his  prophet.  There  is  no 
god  but  Allah;  Mohammed  is  his 
prophet!"  Rasheed  uttered  the 
words  softly,  over  and  over.  He  be- 
lieved those  words!  They  were  his 
creed!  He  did  believe  them!  More 
than  ever  before  in  his  life,  he  must 
stand  now  for  what  he  believed;  for 
he  must  believe  for  both  himself 
and  Salome.  Still,  though  the  dark- 
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haired  young  man  repeated  his 
creed  several  times,  he  did  not 
pause  this  evening  to  bow  toward 
Mecca  and   pray. 

Rasheed  glanced  at  the  slowly 
gathering  gray  clouds  and  pulled 
the  coat  of  his  policeman's  uniform 
a  little  more  snugly  about  his  neck. 
This  Christmas  Eve  promised  to 
be  more  than  just  cool! 

"Of  all  places  to  be  on  duty  to- 
night," he  muttered  to  himself, 
"why  did  it  fall  my  lot  to  stand 
guard  over  that  silver  star?  Ironi- 
cal. .  .  .  The  very  thing  that's  sepa- 
rating me  from  Salome,  and  here 
I'll  be  spending  Christmas  Eve  in 
the  Church  of  the  Nativity!  To  top 
it  all,"  he  mused  half  aloud,  "a 
group  of  carolers  will  be  singing  for 
an  hour  or  two  there  in  Manger 
Square!" 

Darkness  was  falling  softly  onto 
this  ancient  town  as  Rasheed  Jalal 
paused  before  a  quaint  little  house 
built  of  gray  stone.  With  some  hesi- 
tation, he  went  to  the  door  and 
knocked.  Surely,  by  now  Salome 
was  ready  to  listen  to  reason!  She 
would  have  had  enough  of  this — 
this  Christian  teaching  by  now  and 
would  be  a  more  devout  follower 
of  Mohammed  than  she  was  before!

The  door  opened  and  the  slim, 
lovely  girl  winced  against  the  sud- 
den icy  blast  of  air.

He  flinched  under  her  steady 
gaze,  wishing  she  had  not  asked. 
"Guard  duty,"  he  said,  his  voice 
hardly  audible,  "in  the  Church  of 
the  Nativity." 

She  clasped  her  hands  in  an  ex- 
pression of  joy.  "How  wonderful! 
Oh  Rasheed,  it  will  be  a  night  you'll 
never  forget!  You'll  see  people  from 
all  over  the  world  there  tonight! 
Why,  there  will  even  be  Jewish 
Christians  who  have  been  permit- 
ted through  the  Mandlebaum  Gate 


in  Jerusalem  to  make  their  way  to 
Bethlehem  for  Christmas  Eve!" 

Jewish  Christians?  Somehow  he 
hadn't  thought  of  that. 

"You — you  aren't  coming,  are 
you?"  he  asked  hopefully. 

She  smiled.  "I  hope  to.  Not  to 
bow  to  the  images  or  worship  as 
I  fear  some  do — but  simply  to  thank 
God  for  sending  heaven's  Prince  to 
die  for  my  sins."  Salome's  dark 
eyes  misted.  "And  to  thank  Him 
for  becoming  my  Saviour,  the 
Prince  of  my  life." 

Rasheed's  jaw  grew  hard.  He 
clenched  and  unclenched  his  fists. 
"Surely  you  can't  be  serious!  You 
can't  go  on  with  this  thing!"

"And  if  I 
don't?" 

The  young  Jew  smiled  faintly. 
"The  Lord  Jesus  is  a  gentleman. 
He  will  never  force  His  way  into  a 
person's  heart,  but  if  you'll  ask  Him, 
you'll  find  Him  just  outside  wait- 
ing! Try  Him!" 

They  were  gone.  Rasheed  found 
himself  alone.  Words  returned  to 
haunt  him.  Try  Him.  Try  Jesus! 
The  world  has  failed  to  satisfy  the 
heart.  Mohammed  has  failed.  Ad- 
mit it,  Rasheed!

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CHILDREN  fiO  TO  CHURCH

/j,N  OUR  PUBLIC  schools,  Sun- 
I  day  Schools  and  Bible  Schools, 
we  would  not  put  our  chil- 
dren in  the  same  class  with  adults. 
However,  all  too  often  we  expect 
our  boys  and  girls  to  understand 
the  real  meaning  of  worship  in  an 
adult  service. 

Here  in  the  National  Church  of 
God,  Washington,  D.  C,  we  are 
striving  to  teach  our  children  how 
to  worship  God  as  Pentecostal 
Christians.  We  must  never  take  for 
granted  that  our  children  will  un- 
derstand and  accept  our  way  of 
worship  and  our  idea  of  Spirit- 
filled  living  by  merely  being  in 
church  with  us.  Even  though  they 
are  in  church,  in  many  cases  they 
are  day  dreaming,  looking  at  pic- 
tures and  marking  on  paper  as  the 
most  impressionable  years  of  their 
lives  pass  by.  Our  children  must 
be  trained  in  this  Pentecostal  way. 

Children's  Church  is  a  vital  part 
of  our  youth  program.  One  of  the 
most  important  task  in  our  Chil- 
dren's Church  is  to  lead  the  chil- 
dren to  a  personal  acquaintance 
with  Christ.  Each  child  is  taught 
the  simple  plan  of  salvation  as  it 
is  revealed  in  Acts  16:31,  Luke  13:3, 
1  John  1:9,  and  Romans  10:9.  The 
children  are  encouraged  to  memo- 
rize these  Scriptures.  When  the 
child  has  memorized  the  scriptures, 
he  is  awarded  a  Bible  by  the  pastor. 

After  the  children  accept  Christ, 
they  are  trained  to  use  these  scrip- 
tures to  witness  to  others.  During 
the  training  session  they  have  an 
opportunity  to  see  a  demonstra- 
tion illustrating  the  method  to  use 
in  telling  others  about  Christ.  They 
also  have  an  opportunity  to  partic- 
ipate in  these  demonstrations. 

We  are  already  seeing  the  bene- 
fits of  this  training.  Some  of  our 
boys  and  girls  have  been  bringing 
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to  church  other  boys  and  girls  that 
they  themselves  have  won  to  Christ 
by  practicing  what  they  have 
learned. 

Another  important  part  of  Chil- 
dren's Church  is  teaching  the  child 
the  real  meaning  of  worship.  We 
train  them  to  worship  through 
prayer,  praise,  song,  testimony, 
tithes  and  offerings.  We  take  the 
time  to  explain  to  each  of  them 
these  methods  of  worship  used  in 
our  church.  There  are  many  ways 
in  which  this  can  be  taught,  but 
we  have  found  that  LEARNING  BY 
DOING  is  by  far  the  most  effective. 

Interest  in  praying  is  stimulated 
by  allowing  the  children  to  give  in 
their  own  request.  These  request 
consist  of  such  things  as  sick  pets, 
hurt  fingers  or  bad  colds  or  any 
other  need  that  is  important  to 
the  child. 

Each  child  is  given  an  opportu- 


nity to  give  in  the  morning  offer- 
ing and  to  put  his  tithes  in  his 
own  personal  tithing  envelope.  If 
the  child  can  not  fill  out  the  en- 
velope, he  receives  assistance  from 
one  of  the  adult  workers.  An  effort 
is  made  to  show  that  tithing  be- 
longs to  God  and  that  our  offering 
is  our  gift.  The  meaning  of  tithing 
is  stressed  in  many  ways  such  as 
using  ten  pennies  to  demonstrate 
how  much  belongs  to  God. 

After  a  short  worship  service 
prepared  on  the  child's  level,  he 
then  attends  a  Christian  education 
training  session  where  he  learns 
many  more  things  about  God.  The 
materials  and  methods  used  in 
these  classes  are  designed  to  stimu- 
late the  child's  interest  in  learning 
about  God  and  service  to  Him.  Here 
the  child  not  only  sees  and  hears 
but  he  becomes  active  in  the  learn- 
ing process. 

A  recent  survey  shows  that 
American  churches  are  losing  four 
out  of  five  of  their  youth.  The  Bi- 
ble says  to  train  them  and  they 
will  not  depart  from  God.  Could 
it  be  that  we  have  failed  in  some 
areas  to  properly  train  our  youth? 
Children's  Church  is  only  one  an- 
swer to  training  our  youth.  How- 
ever, it  is  a  great  opportunity.  It 
is  not  enough  to  send  them  to  the 
basement  to  be  kept  out  of  the 
adult  worship  service.  Each  child 
must  be  a  part  of  a  program  on 
his  level  of  understanding  that  will 
capture  his  attention.  We  believe 
that  the  child  must  first  of  all 
accept  Christ.  Then  he  must  be 
taught  how  we  as  Pentecostal's 
worship  and  why  we  worship  as 
we  do  according  to  God's  Word.  It 
is  only  when  they  receive  this 
training  that  we  can  expect  to  hold 
them  for  God.  •

IT'S  AUGUST  16,  1962.  The  place  is  Memphis, 
Tennessee— YOUTH  NIGHT  at  the  Church  of 
God  General  Assembly.  The  house  lights  darken 
at  7:30  and  a  spotlight  shines  front  and  center.  The 
Parade  of  Champions  is  on!  This  parade  actually  be- 
gan in  the  Balinese  Room  of  the  Claridge  Hotel  where 
hundreds  gathered  daily  to  cheer  their  favorites  in  the 
talent  competition.  Unforgettable  presentations 
marked  the  exciting  runoffs  but  the  crowning  mo- 
ments came  when  these  champions  stepped  on  stage 
at  Ellis  Auditorium  to  thrill  thousands  with  their 
magnificent  performances. 

This  year  the  setting  will  be  changed  and  past 
champions  will  be  watching  from  the  wings;  but  when 
our  new  state  champions  begin  to  unveil  their  tal- 
ents at  Hotel  Adolphus  in  Dallas,  the  air  will  again 
seethe  with  excitement.  The  judges  will  choose  five 
winners  and  Youth  Night  at  Dallas  Memorial  Audi- 
torium will  set  the  stage  for  another  Parade  of 
Champions. 

We'll  probably  "discover"  more  brilliant  pianists,  like 
Charles  Novell  of  Virginia;  a  talented  vocalist,  like 
Mary  Ann  Orndorff  of  Arizona;  a  spirited  youth  choir 
like  the  girls'  chorus  from  Soddy,  Tennessee;  or  a 
personable  youth  song  leader  like  Billy  Roberts  of 
Florida. 

We  feel  that  these  moments  in  Dallas  should  be 
preserved.  So  the  Youth  Department  will  record  the 
Parade  of  Champions  and  produce  a  long  play  album 


entitled  "Sounds  of  Dallas."  Featured  on  the  record- 
ing will  be  the  national  champions,  outstanding  state 
champions,  the  musical  production  of  our  Youth  Night 
Choir,  and  other  General  Assembly  talent.  The  re- 
cording will  be  "live"  with  audience  reaction. 

This  year  the  competition  will  be  expanded  to  in- 
clude the  following  categories: 
Vocal  Solo 
Vocal  Group 
Song  Leading 
Instrumental 
Choir 

There  is  one  change  in  rules.  Each  contestant  must 
be  between  the  ages  of  13  and  19  at  sometime  between 
September  1,  1962  and  August  30,  1964.  If  one  is  now 
or  will  have  been  in  the  teen-age  group  at  any  time 
during  this  two-year  period,  he  will  be  eligible  to  enter 
the  national  championship.  This  age  limit  includes  all 
choir  members.   It   does   not  apply  to   accompanists. 

A  brochure  describing  the  Teen  Talent  Parade  rules 
for  competition  will  be  mailed  on  request  from  the 
National  Sunday  School  and  Youth  Department  or  one 
of   our    state    offices.
